Sidney  Lascelles,  Alias   Lord    Beres- 
ford,  Again  a  fugitive. 

Atlanta,  Ga..  July  8.— Sldnt-y  La- 
pcellps,  alias  L,uri\  Ueresforcl,  of  Oeor- 
yia,  a  shrewd  swindlei-,  known  through- 
out the  country,  who  was  recently  par- 
doned out  of  the  state  penitentlmy  and 
immediately  established  himself  in 
business  at  Fitzjfeiald,  the  (5 rand  Army 
colony  in  South  Georgia,  is  again  a 
defaulter  and  fugitive  from  Justice. 
Lascalles  ingratiated  himself  with  the 
people  of  Fitzgerald  and  (|uickly  lie- 
came  one  <jf  its  most  popular  citizens, 
marrying  the  daughter  of  the  wealth- 
iest man  in  town. 

Last  Friday  he  left  for  Savannah 
and  has  not  been  seen  since.  Warrants 
have  been  taken  out  for  his  arrest  for 
cheating  and  swindling.  His  pecula- 
tions from  citizens  of  Fitzgerald  and 
non-resident  wholesale  houses  amount 
to  about  »10,000.

A  WashingLon  Paper's  Com- 
ments on  Politics  In  the 
North  Star  State. 

Wa.<«hington.  July  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  Washington  Post  today 
prints  the  following:  "Around  oppo- 
sition to  John  Goodnow's  confirmation 
hinges  an  interesting  fight  for  the  sen- 
atorship  from  Minnesota.  Goodnow's 
appointment  was  the  personal  selection 
of  the  president.  The  Minne.sota  dele- 
gation in  congress  aceiuiesced  in  it.  al- 
though they  did  not  ask  it.  When  the 
nomination  hud  been  sent  in,  however, 
opposition  at  once  began  to  manifest 
itself  on  various  grounds.  As  the  case 
now  stands*  the  fight  has  resolved  Itself 
into  a  struggle  between  Senator  Davis 
and  ex-Senator  Washburn.  Davis' 
term  expires  in  1S99.  but  the  legislature 
to  be  elected  next  year  will  choose  his 
successor.  He  wants  to  be  returned,  of 
course,  but  he  has  already  had  two 
terms  and  six  years  ago  won 
the  caucus      nomination        by        a 

bare  majority  of  one  vote.  Ex- 
Senator  Washburn,  whom  Knute  Nel- 
son defeated,  is  his  rival,  and  is  already 
laying  plans  to  capture  the  senatorial 
seat.  Washburn  is  arrayed  against 
Goodnow,  and  has  come  to  Washington 
to  defeat  his  confirmation.  This  has 
forced  Davis  into  advcxacy  of  Good- 
now, and  the  out<  ome  of  the  fight  is 
awaited  with  Interest.  " 

This  paragraph  has  created  consider- 
able amusement  among  Minnesota  pol- 
iticians and  others  in  Washington 
familiar  with  the  situation  in  the 
North  Star  state.  No  better  evidence 
that  Washburn  is  a  back  number  could 
be  given  than  the  outcome  of  his  fight 
against  Goodnow.  Almost  any  other 
man.  with  the  evidence  Washburn  had 
In  his  possesion,  could  have  defeated 
Goodnow's  confirmation  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  the  committee.  The 
idea  of  Washburn  being  a  serious  op- 
ponent of  Senator  Davis  for  the  sena- 
torial seat  is  simply  amusing.  If  Min- 
neapolis has  a  candidate,  Washburn 
will  not  be  the  man."

Miners'  Strike  Is  Almost 

Practically  Complete. 


SIGNS  OF   TROIBLE 


Illinois  Miners  Will  Not  Stop 

Work — Different  Views 

of  the  Strike. 


Pittsburg.  July  8.— There  were  but 
few  new  features  in  the  mining  situ- 
ation In  the  Pittsburg  district  and  the.se 
were  generally  favorable  to  the  miners. 
A  meeting  of  the  first  pool  miners  was 
held  last  night  and  decided  to  join  the 
strikers.  The  result  is  the  mines  are 
practically  closed  today,  only  a  few 
men  being  at  work.  These  men  are  un- 
der contract  ami  10  per  cent  of  their 
earnings  have  been  retained  since  the 
first  of  the  year  to  be  forfeited  in  the 
event  of  their  failure  to  keep  their 
contract.  It  was  thought  these  men 
could  not  be  brought  out  and  the  fact 
that  they  have  de<-lded  to  quit  will  have 
the  effect  of  Inducing  others  to  Join  the 
movement.  The  F»an  Handle  miners  al.so 
met  and  decided  to  throw  down  their 
tools  in  ten  hours  after  the  first  pool 
diggers  quit  work.  These  men  are  al.so 
under  contract.  The  lieadllng  men  have 
also  decided  to  quit. 

It  is  said  that  arrangefnents  have 
been  made  for  a  demonstration  at  CJas- 
tonvllle  and  Snowden  tonight.  If  the 
program  is  carried  out  there  will  likely 
l>e   trouble. 

The  Shaner  miners  on  the  Baltimore 
&  t)hio  railway  have  offered  to  return 
to  work.  They  mine  coal  for  the  East- 
ern market  and  claim  they  will  not  be 
benefited  if  the  strike  is  either  won  or 
lost.  The  miners  of  the  Yough  Coal 
f onipany  are  meeting  at  Scottdale  to- 
day. They  are  working  under  a  verbal 
contract  at  60  <'ents  and  quit  when  the 
general  order  was  issued.  Nearly  2000 
men  are  emi)loyed  at  these  mines  and 
it  is  said  they  are  anxious  to  return  to 
work.

They  May  Block  the   Success  of  the 
Miners. 

Cleveland.  July  8.— A  canvass  of  the 
Cleveland  operators  revealed  no  change 
In  the  mlnlns  situation.  The  Morris 
Coal  company,  the  Albright  Coal  com- 
pany and  M.  A.  Hanna  &  Co.  report 
that  their  miners  are  still  out  an<l  that 
no  negotiations  have  been  made  as  yot. 
Cleveland  manufacturers  are  much 
concerne<l  over  the  situation  and  are 
l)eginning  to  tlread  a  coal  famine.  The 
railways  are  contlniiing  today  to  con- 
ti.scate  coal  con.signed  to  factories,  and 
a  number  of  the  concerns  are  seriousl'' 
cramped  for  fuel.

Myron  T.  Hei-ritk,  receiver  of  the 
Wheeling  itt  Lake  Erie  railroad,  today 
to  ascertain  \\  hat  lie  had  to  say  re- 
garding P"esident  Ratchford's  i-harge 
that  he  is  a  promise-breaker,  but  the 
coU)neI  could  riot  be  found.

Indicate  that 
all  Is  peaceable.  Six  hundred  miners, 
chiefly  Poles,  started  to  work  at  Dillon 
No.  '1  this  morning  under  the  protection 
of  ITnlted  States  marshals  and  several 
trains  of  coal  left  for  the  north.

A  RIVER  MYSTERY. 


Man  and    Woman,  Cut  and 

Bleeding  Dying  on  a  Raft 

Near  Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati,  July  8.— William  Deer,  a 
lumberman,  at  8  o'clock  this  morning, 
found  the  bodies  of  a  man  and  woman, 
apparently  dying,  lying  side  by  side  o* 
a  laft  of  logs  moored  to  the  shore  near 
the  village  of  California,  a  few  miles 
above  Cincinnati.  Near  the  raft  the 
dead  body  of  an  Infant  was  taken  from 
the  water. 

The  man  and  woman  were  alive,  but 

unable  to  speak.  Both  their  wrists  were 
<'ut  and  bleeding  and  other  wounds  in- 
dicated an  attempt  at  suicide.  Both 
victims  were  well  dressed,  but  Deer  was 
not  able  to  get  any  clew  to  their  iden- 
tity. A  detail  of  police  was  sent  from 
here  to  probe  the  mystery. 

The  man  and  woman  have  been 
brought  to  the  city  hospital.  They  have 
regained  consciousness,  but  l)egged  to 
be  permitted  to  die.  The  man  said  they 
were  out  of  work  and  wanted  to  die. 
The  woman  corroborated  this,  saying 
her  husband  gashed  himself  tlrst  with 
the  razor  and  then  she,  cut  her  wrists. 
They  had  removed  everything  that 
would  give  a  clue  to  their  names.  The 
babe  was  a  girl,  a  year  old.  It  had 
l>een  killed  by  a  blow  and  then  thrown 
Into  the  river.  An  examination  of  the 
woman  indicates  that  she  may  recover.

City.  Sioux  Falls,  Duluth,  Allegheny, 
South  Bend,  Stlllwatei-,  Camden,  Mis- 
soula, Grand  Forks,  La  Crosse,  Wis. 

Some  very  well  drilled  corps  ap- 
peared, the  notable  ones  being  the 
Louisville  Elks,  In  natty  afternoon 
dress,  topped  l>y  silk  hats,  and  the  Tol- 
edo coi-ps.

Colorado,  ex- 
tending thanks  to  Mexico,  Italy,  Ven- 
ezuela and  Belgium  for  having  mani- 
fested interest  in  the  development  of 
gold  mining  in  this  country  by  sending 
representatives  to  this  convention. 

GOODNOW  WINS  OIT 


PROSPECTS  GOOD. 


Silver  Men  Claim  They  Are 

Gaining  Strength  In  All 

Directions. 

Washington.  July  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Friends  of  free  silver  In  this 
city  are  feeling  highly  encouraged  over 
the  outlook  at  the  present  time.  Re- 
ports from  every  section  of  the  country 
show  that  the  free  sliver  propaganda 
is  spr-eading  with  unexampled  rapidity 
In  every  state.  Even  in  Massachu- 
setts, where  the  gold  sentiment  has 
hitherto  been  so  overwhelming,  free 
silver  has  captured  the  Democratic 
party,  six  out  of  the  seven  members 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  party 
in  that  state  being  pronounced  Bryan 
men. 

In  every  city  in  the  country  and  in 
nearly  every  state,  great  mass  meetings 
Were  held  on  the  .1th  of  the  month,  at 
all  of  which  the  silver  question,  as 
championed  by  Bryan,  was  a  conspic- 
uous feature  and  was  cheered  with 
the  greatest  enthusiasm.  President  An- 
drews, of  B.  own  university,  and  other 
prominent  economists,  are  brMnging 
back  from  Europe  the  most  encourag- 
ing reports  to  the  effect  that  the  lead- 
ing nations  of  Europe  are  ready  to 
agree  to  a  bimetallic  arrangement  and 
they  also  state  that  England  will  give 
limited  encouragement  to  the  plan. 

The  Wolcott  monetary  commission  is 
also  doing  a  great  deal  of  help  along 
the  cause  of  bimetallism  and  the  mem- 
bers are  receiving  every  encourage- 
ment from  the  French  government. 
The  independent  Repul>lican  movement 
for  the  white  metal  is  also  exerting  a 
very  strong  Influence  In  the  close  states 
and  In  every  direction  the  sliver  men 
see  nothing  but  the  most  encouraging 
prospects. 


Favorable    Report  Was  De- 
cided Ipon  By  the  Senate 
Committee  Today. 

Washington,  July  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— John  Goodnow,  of  Minne- 
apolis, will  represent  this  country  as 
consul  general  at  Shanghai.  Thfe  sen- 
ate commerce  committee  today  decided 
to  report  favorably  Goodnow's  nomina- 
tion to  the  senate.  Those  who  would 
have  voted  against  Goodnow  on  the 
committee  were  Senators  Frye,  Pascoe 
and  Berry.  No  formal  vote  was  taken. 
Senator  Nelson  was  authorized  to  make 
the  report  to  the  senate.  This  he  will 
do  today,  and  it  will  be  laid  over  until 
tomorrow,  when  it  will  t)e  acted  upon  in 
executive  session. 

It  is  not  likely  that  there  will  be  any 
opposition  on  the  floor  of  the  senate. 
Had  any  other  man  than  Washburn 
been  managing  the  fight  against  Good- 
now, it  is  said  today  that  Goodnow 
probably  could  not  have  won  out. 
Wa.shburn's  peculiar  methods  won 
sympathy  for  Goodnow  where  it  other- 
wise could  not  have  been  secured.

Warner.  Jr.,  as  consul  to  Lelpsic,  and

Frightful  Fate   of  Some  Shipwrecked

London,  July  8.— Details  which  have 
Just  been  received  of  the  foundering  of 
the  Indian  pilgrim  steamer  Sultan,  100 
miles  west  of  the  Island  of  Socorta,  the 
first  news  of  which  was  brought  to 
Colombo  by  the  Peninsular  and  Ori- 
ental company's  steamer  Valette  on 
June  15  last,  show  that  the  first  boat 
lowered  from  the  Sultan  was  smashed 
to  pieces  and  all  its  occupants  were 
eaten  by  sharks  in  sight  of  those  re- 
maining on  board  the  steamer  and  of 
those  on  board  the  Valetta.  Twenty 
others  who  were  rescued  succumbed  to 
their  injuries  while  on  the  way  to  Col- 
ombo. 


REED  AS  A  DESPOT. 


AS  A  REVENUE  PRODUCER. 


Senator  Allison   Discusses   the   New 
Tariff  Bill. 

Washington,  July  8. — "It  Is  Impossible 
for  anybody  to  accurately  estimate  the 
revenue  which  this  bill  will  produce," 
so  said  Senator  Allison  yesterday.  He 
concluded: 

"It  is  my  best  judgment,  however, 
that  the  bill  will  produce  the  first  year 
about  $180,000,000." 

"How  about  the  second  year?" 

"The  revenue  will  then  be  about  $200,- 
000.000,  from  $.50,000,000  to  $60,000,000 
more  than  under  the  present  law.  1 
think  it  will  yield  a  very  large  revenue, 
perhaps,  in  the  second  year,  but  cer- 
tainly it  will  do  so  when  It  comes  into 
full  play." 

"But  who  can  judge  what  It  will 
yield'.'" 

"It  will  then  depend  upon  the  condi- 
tion and  the  developments  of  the  indus- 
tries of  our  own  country  and  the  Im- 
portations  of  competing  articles. 

"Therefore,  It  is  not  possible  to  make 
an  accurate  estimate;  it  Is  only  an 
estimate  of  the  normal  receipts  from 
the  bill. 

"Two  years  from  now  or  three  years 
from  now,  that  is  the  best  estimate  that 
1  can  make,  judging  from  that  experi- 
ence which  past  enactments  afford." 


FATAL  KANSAS  CYCLONE. 
Great  Bend,  Kans.,  July  8.— The  se- 
vere hot  weather  and  southern  winds 
culminated  In  a  small  cyclone  near  Al- 
bert, which  did  much  damage.  It  over- 
turned many  small  outbuildings,  blew 
down  trees  and  did  some  damage  to 
stacked  grain.  Mrs.  Frank  Keeber  was 
thrown  to  the  ground  and  killed.  Others 
were  slightly  Injured. 


Ignores    Courtesy    and    His

Cuban  Resolution. 

Washington.  July  8.— Tom  Reed's  op- 
position to  the  struggling  Cubans  and 
the  constitutional  pivrogative  of  ma- 
jority rule  was  once  more  demonstrated 
yesterday.

Reed's  head  turned  slowly  on  its 
pivot  till  his  eyes  fell  on-  Dingley. 

Then  Reed  spoke: 

"The  gentleman  from  Maine  is  recog- 
nized." Dingley  was  leaning  back  in 
his  chair,  his  eyes  on  the  ceiling,  pay- 
ing no  attention  to  anything  that  any- 
body said. 

He  didn't  hear  the  speaker,  who,  with 
a  louder  voice  and  an  accompanying 
thump  on  the  desk  with  his  gavel, 
cried : 

"The  gentleman  from  Maine  is  recog- 
nized." 

This  time  Dingley  heard  his  cue  and, 
springing  to  his  feet,  he  piped:  "Mr. 
Speaker,  I  move  the  house  do-'now  ad- 
journ," and  despite  the  expostulating 
Democracy  and  their  Republican  sym- 
pathizers when  Cuba  is  concerned. 
Reed  called  for  a  vote  and  declared 
Dlngley's  motion  carried. 


VIOLATED  THE  LAW. 
Washington.  July  8.— The  interstate 
commerce  commission  today  an- 
nounced its  decision  in  the  case  of 
Brewer  &  Hanleiter  against  the  Louis- 
ville &  Nashville  Railroad  company. 
Nashville,  Chattanooga  &  St.  Louis 
Railway  company.  Western  &  Atlantic 
Railroad  company  and  Central  of 
Georgia  Railway  company.  The  com- 
mission decides  that  these  carriers,  in 
charging  on  freights  from  Louisville 
and  Cincinnati  more  for  the  shorter 
distance  to  Griffin,  Ga.,  than  for  the 
longer  distance  over  the  same  line  to 
Macon,  Ga.,  have  violated  sections  3 
and  4  (the  long  and  short  haul  sections) 
of  the  Interstate  act. 


Toronto.  Ont..  July  8.— The  national 
conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections 
is  in  session  in  this  city  and  the  or- 
ganization of  the  charity  section  was 
called  together  this  morning  and  was 
in  session  till  12:20.'  The  section  was 
called  to  order  by  Alfred  O.  Cr-ozier,  of 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  who  read  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  organization 
of  charity  as  follows: 

In  changing  the  name  of  this  com- 
mittee from  charity  organization,  words 
usually  used  in  a  technical  and  restrict- 
ed sense,  to  organization  of  charity,  its 
members  conceived  it  to  be  the  inten- 
tion of  the  national  conference  oi: 
Chai-ities  and  Corrections  to  broaden 
its  scope  to  cover,  as  far  as  practic- 
able, the  entire  field  of  the  organization 
of  charity.  This  belief  will  be  found  re- 
Hected  in  its  program.  Each  section 
meeting  should  be  a  "conversazione." 
where  questions,  answers  and  discus- 
sions can  be  participated  in  by  all  with 
the  utmost  freedom.  For  the  private 
interchange  of  opinions  by  the  dele- 
gates in  a  semi-social  way  we  have  ar- 
ranged "social  half  hours"  following 
each  afternoon  section  meeting. 

Many  of  the  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  definite  steps  should  be 
taken  to  crop  the  entire  field  of  un- 
organized charity  with  the  seed  of  or- 
ganization and  systematization.  Th«* 
system  should  extend  from  the  nation- 
al government  down  through  state, 
county,  city,  village  and  private  char- 
ities to  the  individual.  In  co-operation 
with  the  public  authorities  and  by  the 
aid  of  the  Bertlllion  system  of  mea- 
surement an  exact  description  of  every 
migratory  pauper  and  tramp,  and  his 
methods  of  forage,  should  be  kept  and 
placed  at  the  Joint  disposal  of  every 
municipality,  and  that  this  should  be 
reinforced  with  vagrancy  laws  ade- 
quately stringent,  while  at  the  same 
time  adequate  and  suitable  avenues  for 
reform  should  be  always  available 
when  such  persons  exhibit  a  proper  de- 
sire therefor. 

The  congress  of  the  United  States 
should  make  an  adequate  appropri- 
ation and  provide  for  the  appointment 
by  the  president  of  a  commi.ssion  of. 
say,  three  competent  persons,  to  ex- 
tensively and  thoroughly  investigate 
the  present  quantity  and  status  of  the 
defective,  delinquent  and  dependent 
classes  an  their  various  contributary 
causes,  covering  the  tnire  field,  record- 
ing the  gathered  facts  in  detail  and 
publishing  the  same  in  their  report. 
They  should  also  Investigate  the  abuses 
of  administration  of  public  and  private 
charities  everywhere  and  ascertain  and 
report  the  most  practical  methods  of 
dealing  with  each  of  the  manv  prob- 
lems arising  in  this  vital  social  domain, 
and  similar  activity  and  positive  ef- 
forts should  be  put  forth  in  the  field  of 
private  charitable  enterprises. 

An  entirely  separate  organizing  or- 
ganization called  "Congress  For  Or- 
ganizing Charity.'  or  some  other  suit- 
able name,  has  been  suggested  to  un- 
dertake a  broad  energetic  movement  to 
bring  order  out  of  the  unorganized 
charitable  chaos  throughout  the  entire 
country.  Others  suggest  that  a  spe- 
cial executive  organizing  branch  or  de- 
partment of  the  national  conference 
should  be  or-ganized  to  undertake  this 
work;  that  it  should  undertake  to  raise 
the  necessary  funds  and  employ  a  sec- 
retary or  other  suitable  ofl^cial,  who 
should  be  an  expert,  a  fluent  speaker 
and  a  god  organizer,  who  should  give 
his  entire  time  to  the  work,  traveling 
through  the  entire  country  and  even- 
tually creating  a  central  bureau  or 
clearing  house  through  which  all  of  the 
various  organizations  of  charity  In  the 
communities  of  the  entire  country 
could  co-operate. 

Others  think  the  present  machinery 
of  the  national  conference  adequate 
and  that  the  general  secretary  should 
give  his  entire  time  to  this  work.  With- 
out, as  a  committee,  expresising  an 
opinion  as  to  which  of  the  above 
courses  should  be  undertaken,  we 
respectfully  refer  the  matter  to  the 
conference  for  its  decision. 

Louis  Selling,  director  of  the  He- 
brew Bethel  Relief  society,  of  Detroit, 
Mich.,  read  a  paper  on  "Practical  Char- 
ity and  Jewish  Methods." 

The    morning   session    closed    with   a 
paper    prepared    by    Mrs.    Frances    R. 
Morse,   of  the     Associated       Charities 
Boston,  which  was  read  by  Miss  Mary 
E.  Richmond,  of  Baltimore. 

The  general  session  began  at  10:30. 
when  soldiers'  and  sailors'  homes  were 
discussed.  The  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. Capt.  H.  A.  Castle,  of  St.  Paul, 
read  the  first  paper.

COLORADO'S  QUEER  WEATHER. 

Snow  last    Week   and    Sizzling    Hot 
This  Week. 

Denver,  Col,,  July  8.— The  weather 
man  haa  not  recovered  from  his  Fourth 
of  July. experience,  when  he  sent  snow 
shoeing  and  sleet  to  many  of  the  prom- 
inent towns.  Now  he  has  bn)ken  loose 
in  another  direction,  and  the  Result  Is 
that  the  state  is  sizzling.  Reports  from 
Sterling  and  the  lower  tier  of  counties 
.state  the  heat  is  unprecedented,  an.! 
that  in  many  places  the  thermometers 
registered  105  and  above. 

Some  fear  is  felt  for  crops  In  the 
field,  and  the  pasture  that  stockmen 
had  been  expecting  t.>  support  their 
cattle  through  the  summer  is  in  danger 
of  being  burned  off  the  range,  leaving 
nothing  but  a  crop  of  coarse  hay  on 
the  ground. 


Ttockaway  Reach,  N.  Y.,  July  l*?.— 
One  of  the  most  heroic  rescues  that 
ever  took  place  along  this  beach  oc- 
curred when  Cnpt.  McEnroe,  of  the 
volunteer  life  saving  corps  swam  a  mile 
out  to  sea  and  returneil.  bearing  the 
unconscious  form  of  Michael  Collins, 
who  had  been  too  venturesome.  The 
rescue  was  witnessed  by  more  than  3000 
persons,  who  cheered  Capt.  McEnro*- 
heartily  for  his  display  of  strength'and 
courage,  as  Exhausted  by  his  effort  he 
lay  unconscious  «in  the  sand. 

Collins  Hwani  out  about  a  half  mile 
and  was  caught  by  the  undertow  and 
drawn  still  further  out.  There  was  no 
time  to  launch  the  boat  If  the  man  was 
to  be  saved,  so  McEnroe  plunged  Into 
the  water  and  swam  to  the,  drowning 
man.  Such  was  the  distance  that  the 
rescuer  atul  rescued  were  mere  black 
specks  to  those  on  shore.  Theti  Mc- 
Enroe began  the  return  struggle  to  the 
beach.  It  was  slow  and  hard.  Collins 
had  bei'ome  unconscious  and  was  a 
dead  weight. 

Once  M<'Enroe  and  the  man  he  was 
trying  to  save  saEk  out  of  sight,  and  it , 
was  thought  that  both  were  drownefl. 
There  were  hearty  cheers  when  the  life 
saver  was  seen  on  the  surface  again, 
and  at  last.  oomr)letely  exhausted. 
McEnroe  landetl  the  man  on  the  beach 
and  sank  beside  him  unconscious.  l>r. 
Lusk  was  pre.ient  and  s.)on  resuscitat- 
ed both  men. 

Collins  was  gratefu'.     He  took  a  big

SOME  PENSION  RULINGS. 


Which  Will    Affect   a  Great   Number 
of  Cases. 

Washington,  July  8.— Many  pension 
cases  are  affected  by  the  following  rul- 
ings which  have  just  been  made  by 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
Davis. 

In  the  claim  of  Francis  Frank  of 
Company  H.  106th  Michigan  infantry, 
the  department  holds  that  a  claimant 
who  has  attained  the  age  of  65  years 
snail  be  deemed  entitled  to  at  least 
the  minimum  rate  of  pension  unle.ss  the 
evidence  discloses  an  unusaul  vigor 
and  ability  for  the  performance  of 
manual  labor  in  one  of  that  age. 

In  the  case  of  Edward  Moore,  of  the 
14th  Independent  battery.  Ohio  light  ar- 
tillery, this  policy  is  laid  down:  "When 
It  shall  be  shown  t.hat  the  pensioner's 
right  t.i  have  the  pension  inure  wholly 
to  his  benefit  is  being  abridged  (,r  for- 
teited  by  the  malfeasance  of  guardian 
and  that  the  appointing  court  will  not 
administer  relief  then  the  commissioner 
of  pensions  would  be  legaJly  authorized 
to  refuse  payment  to  th< 
if  need  be  to  pav  the 
self."

IN  THE  DAKOTAS. 


BAD  DOCK  FIRE. 


Chicago's  $250,000  Blaze- 
Steamer  Damaged-Narrow 
Escape  of  Dock  Men. 

Chicago.  July  8.— The  dock  ware- 
house of  the  Chicago  &  Alton  Railroad 
company,  extending  from  Van  Buren 
to  Harrison  street  on  the  west  bank  of 
the  river,  burne«l  this  m»)rning.  Be- 
sides the  warehouse,  which  was  stored 
with  merchandise,  about  forty  loaded 
freight  cars  were  also  consumed.  The 
loss  is  estimated  at  $200,000  to  $250.0<JO. 

The  steamer  Chejnung.  of  the  Buffalo 
and  Niagara  Falls  route,  which  was 
being  unloaded  at  the  docks,  was 
slightly  damaged.  When  the  lire 
ct.mmunicated  to  the  Chemung  a  large 
number  of  sailors  were  asleep  in  their 
bunk.s.  and  several  of  them  had  some 
narrow  escapes. 

Watchman  Sutfle.  of  the  Alton  com- 
pany, was  on  the  scene  when  the  fire 
was  first  discovered.  His  first  thought 
was  of  the  hundred  or  more  dock  lab- 
orers who  were  known  to  be  sleeping 
in  the  dock  house.  Hastening  into  the 
burning  structure,  Sutfle  aroused  the 
sleeping  men  and  told  them  to  run  for 
their  lives.  There  was  a  panic  among 
the  men.  and  some  were  bruised  in 
escaping  from  the  blazing  structure. 

Siiifle  remained  in  the  building  s(» 
long  that  his  escape  by  the  main  en- 
trance was  made  impossible,  and  he 
was  forced  to  jump  from  a  window.  He 
was  injured,  but  not  seriously.  Sparks 
from  a  passing  steamer  is  supposed  to 
be  the  cuu.se  of  the  fire.

land, where,  as  long  as  he  lives,  he  will 
be  amenable  to  the  law.  and  his  cred- 
itors and  the  police  are  amply  provi<ied 
with  ecmvlc-ting  testimony  to  be  used 
whenever  he  can  be  found  within  English 
jurisdiction. 


President  Mckinley  Will    Not   Send  It 
In  Today. 

Washington.  July  8.— The  proposed 
message  of  the  president  to  congress 
recommending  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  consider  the  ijuestion  of 
a  revision  of  our  currency  and  national 
banking  laws  will  not  be  transmitted 
today,  nor  for  several  days,  if  it  goes 
in  at  all.  which  is  a  matter  of  doubt. 
The  president  is  undecided  whether  or 
not  to  send  in  any  message  for  the  rea- 
son that  a  number  of  the  most  import- 
ant leaders  «f  the  party  In  the  senate 
and  house  have  made  strong  represen- 
tations to  him  of  the  inadvisability  of 
sending  a  message  to  congress  while 
the  tariff  bill  is  In  conference. 

Senators  Allison  and  Quay.  Represen- 
tative Dlngley  and  other  party  leaders 
called  at  the  White  House  this  morn- 
ing and  had  a  long  conference  with 
President  .McKinley.  They  urged 
him  to  reconsider  his  determination 
to  send  a  spei  ial  currency  iiussaKC  to 
congress,  and  ^ave  as  a  reson  that  the 
sentiment  in  congress  was  such  that 
it  would  be  lik'ly  to  arouse  feeling  and 
cause  friction  that  would  delay  speedy 
final  action  on  the  tariff  bill. 


Washington.  July  8.— Finding  it  diffi- 
cult to  get  an  unprejudiced  and  definite 
comparison  made  In  London  between 
butter  sent  there  by  the  United  States 
department  of  agriculture  with  the 
best  products  of  other  countries,  Secre- 
tary Wilson  directed  his  agent  in  Lon- 
don to  buy  there  representative  pack- 
ages of  fine  butter  from  various  sources 
and  send  them  in  cold  storage  to  New 
York.  This  was  recently  done,  and 
the  foreign  lot  Included  sample  casks 
of  the  bc^st  English  (Dorsetshire).  Dan- 
ish and  French  butter  and  boxes  from 
Australian  and  Irish  creameries,  as 
well  as  rolls  of  "sweet"  or  unsalted 
butter,  such  as  is  sent  daily  from 
Britanny  and  sells  at  the  highest  price 
In  the  Londcm   market. 

These  foreign  buttets  have  been  criti- 
cally examined  by  the  leading  butter 
merchants  of  New  York  and  compared 
with  packages  reserved  from  a  lot 
lately  sent  abroad  by  the  department, 
made  at  creameries  in  Minnesota  and 
Massachusetts.  Excepting  the  Aus- 
tralian, the.se  butters  were  all  about 
the  same  age.  The  Danish,  which  ranks 
first  in  the  salted  butter  supply  of  the 
En.glish  markci^ls.  was  a  little  newer 
and  fresher  than  the  Minnesota  pack- 
age. The  samples  were  scored  by 
Butter  Inspector  Healy  of  the  New 
York  mercantile  exchange,  and  Secre- 
tary Wilson  has  received  his  report. 

tm  a  scale  of  100  points,   tho   Minne- 
sota creamery  butter  was  marked  96^2. 
the  "royal  Danish"  90.  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts   butter    94.      The    last    was    a 
very    small    package,    had     been     kept 
three    wee'KS    and    had    lost    flavor,    al- 
though   evidently    a    very    fine    article 
when  fresh.

A  MATCH  CONCESSION. 
Washington.  July  S.— The  government 
of  Cfdombia  has  offered  the  monopoly 
of  the  production  and  sale  of  matches 
for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  to 
public  competition.  The  person  secur- 
ing the  ccmtract  must  establish  factor- 
ies in  certain  deiiarlments,  reduce  the 
present  price  of  matches  from  10  to  20 
per  cent  and  pay  for  his  monopoly  640.- 
000  francs  per  annum,  making  an  ad- 
vance payment  of  8.000,000  francs  on  ac- 
count.

INVESTIGATING  A  TRITST. 
Nashville.  July  8. — Judge  Anderson, 
of  the  criminal  court,  has  specially 
charged  the  grand  jury  to  investigate 
the  alleged  formation  of  a  millers'  and 
wheat  buyers'  trust,  and  to  indict  if 
the  facts  discbmed  warranted,  declar- 
ing that  trusts  and  combines  were  in- 
famous and  against  the  law  of  the 
state.  The  millers  deny  that  they 
have  formed  a  trust  or  combine,  but 
admit  they  have  a  purchasing  agent 
who  acts  for  all  of  them.  but  buys 
through  grain  merchants  who  deal  di- 
rectly with  the  growers.

OKAMTK  FOR  THK  C'AI'ITOr. 

The  question  of  what  stone  shall  be 
used  In  the  construction  of  the  state 
capitol  has  not  yet  been  oftlcially  de- 
cided by  the  commissioners.  There  I? 
no  ctuestlon  in  regard  to  public  senti- 
ment. The  people  are  desirous  that  the 
capitol  bo  constructed  of  Minnesota 
stone,  even  If  Its  cost  be  greater  th.in 
that  of  stone  from  another  state.  The 
bids  submitted  to  the  commission  are 
higher  for  Minnesota  stone,  but  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe  that  If  neAV 
bids  were  asked  there  would  be  a  con- 
siderable change  made  In  the  figures. 
The  Minneapolis  Tribune  says  It  is  in 
receipt  of  the  following  important  com- 
munication: 

"St.  Cloud.  Minn..  July  5.  1S97.— To  the 
Editor:  I  offer  the  state  of  Minnesota 
all  of  the  stock  of  granite  the  capitol 
commission  may  need  to  build  the  state 
capitol,  as  a  free  gift,  to  be  taken  by 
them  out  of  my  quarry  near  St.  Cloud, 
Minn.  The  quarry  is  opened,  with  a 
long,  clear  breast  of  mottled  red  gran- 
ite, hammering  out  into  a  black  and 
white  color,  scarcely  showing  the  red 
shade.  I  make  this  offer  as  an  Induce- 
ment to  the  commission  to  l)uild  the 
capitol  of  Minnesota  of  granite,  the 
best  and  most  suitable  building  stone 
In  the  world.  J.  R.   RORINSON." 

The  Tribune  has  tho  original  of  this 
letter  on  file,  and  It  is  presumed  that 
Mr.  Robinson  has  for\varded  one  offer 
to  the  capitol  commission.  It  is  an  offer 
that,  as  the  Tribune  says,  they  can 
hardly  refuse.  The  cost  of  the  granite, 
even  when  given  free  In  the  quarry, 
might  be  more  than  that  of  the  sand- 
stone at  the  contract  price,  because  of 
the  hardness  of  the  granite  and  the 
greater  cost  of  cutting  it.  Hut  under 
Mr.  Robinson's  offer  the  whole  cost 
would  go  in  Minnesota  labor,  and  the 
state  would  have  a  structure  vastly 
superior  to  a  sandstone  structure. 

The  Tribune  adds:  "It  is  po.ssible 
that  the  commission  will  receive  other 
offers  equally  liberal,  but  whether  it 
woes  or  not  this  one  Is  certalnl  entitled 
to  careful  attention.  After  this  there 
will,  of  course,  be  no  thought  of  using 
any  hut  Minnesota  stone."  Certainly 
there  should  not  be  any  thought  of  us- 
ing outside  stone.  In  view  of  Mr.  Rob- 
inson's generous  offer.  The  people  ex- 
pect the  commission  to  handle  the  ques- 
tion in  a  business-like  manner  and  to 
arrange  matters  so  that  the  whole 
building  shall  be  constructed  as  far  as 
possible  of  Minnesota  material.

The  need  of  the  early  es(al)lisluncnt 
of  a  postal  savings  bank  system  in  the 
I'nited  Statts  cannot  be  too  frequently 
or  too  strongly  emphasized.  In  this 
important  respect  this  country  is  much 
more  backward  than  other  great  na- 
tions in  caring  for  the  interests  of  tho 
people,  because  the  most  enlightened  of 
foreign  nations  have  long  had  postal 
savings  banks  in  operation  and  have 
demonstrated  that  they  are  a  great 
success. 

Canada  has  had  postal  savings  bunks 
since  bSCS.  and  the  system  has  worked 
well.       Great     Britain,     France,     Italy. 
Austria.  Holland,   lielgium  and  various 
British   colonies   have    lotit;   had    postal 
savings  banks,   and  the   people  are  in 
favor  of  their  retention,  iM'cause  of  th» 
great     satisfaction    which      they    have 
given.      As    the    Chicago    Record    says, 
the  conditions  in  Canada  are  very  sim- 
ilar   to    the    conditions    existing    in    th<- 
ITnlted  States.       The  complete  succe^^:^ 
that  has  attended  the  operation  of  the 
postal    savings    bank      system    in    that 
country  is  the  strongest  evidence  that 
could  be  offered  In  ojinoslllon  to  those 
who  express  fear  that   such   a  system 
couid  not  be  made  to  work.     The  senti- 
ment of  our  neighbors  to  the  north  Is 
so  unanimous  in   favor  of   postal   sav- 
ings  banks   that   the  existence   of     the 
institution  IS  no  more  called  In  que.stlon 
than   that  t>f  the  postoftice  ilepartmint 
itself.     Workinginen   without   »'Xceptlon 
believe  in  the  postofflce  savings  bank, 
whether   they   are  fortunate  enough   to 
have  accounts  with  It  or  not.     Bankers 
of     Canada  say    the      bankers    of     the 
ITnlted  States  should  give  approval  to 
the   agitation    for   establishing     postal 
savings  banks  in   this  country,  though 
they  suggest  at  the  same  time  that  the 
maximum    limit   of  denoalts   which   de- 
positors   may    have    standing    to    their 
credit  should  be  somewhat  less  than  It 
is  In  Canada. 

The  welfare  of  the  peo'jie  of  the 
United  States  would  be  promoted  by 
the  Institution  of  postal  savings  banks. 
They  would  encourage  economy  and 
saving  by  the  people  and  thus  add  to 
the  betterment  of  the  condition  of  the 
poorer  das.ses.  They  would  furnish  an 
absolutely  safe  place  of  deposit  for  the 
people's  savings,  and  would  offer  in- 
ducements for  the  dei»08it  of  small 
sums  which  are  not  solicited  by  other 
banks.  In  fact,  there  are  many  good 
reasons  why  they  shoubl  be  estal)lished. 
and  not  one   why  they  should   not. 


The  returns  of  the  treasury  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  no  show  n 
marked  falling  off  in  shipbuilding  as 
compared  with  the  previous  twelve- 
month.

SIGNS  OF  BETTER  TIMES. 


AN  EXPLANATION    NKKDKD. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  county  com- 
missioners yesterday  afternoon  a  bill 
of  Architects  Wangenstein  and  Bray 
for  J1200  "for  the  drawing  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  a  new  county  poor- 
house"  was  allowed,  there  being  but 
one  dissenting  vote,  that  of  Commis- 
sioner Williams.  He  had  previously 
submitted  a  minority  report,  which 
was  thrown  out,  "recommending  that 
the  bill  be  not  albjwed,  for  the  reason 
that  the  county  was  in  no  position  to 
build  a  poorhouse  at  this  time  and  that 
the  committee  had  not  authorized  the 
architects  to  do  the  work." 

This  Is  a  remarkable  transaction  and 
possesses  some  peculiar  features  which 
demand  the  attention  of  the  public.  At 
a  time  when  the  people  are  burdened 
with  heavy  taxation,  and  their  sources 
of  income  are  Impaired,  and  when  there 
is  a  general  demand  for  economy  in  the 
management  of  pul;Iic  business,  it  Is 
astonishing  that  the  county  board 
should  be  so  prodigal  with  the  people's 
money.  So  far  as  The  Herald  can  dis- 
cover, the  architects  In  question  have 
performed  no  service  for  which  they 
are  entitled  to  such  a  large  sum  out  of

It  is  somewhat  amusing  to  notice  the 
great  promineme  which  some  of  the 
Republican  organs  are  giving  to  the 
story  that  the  New  York  Sun  has 
quit  the  Democratic  party  and  allU"!

It  has  not  hesitated  to  say 
that  it  believes  the  trusts  are  a  good 
thing,  and  that  any  man  who  makes 
war  upon  them  Is  a  communist.  For 
the  same  reason  It  opposes  an  Income 
tax  and  kicks  against  the  Imposition 
of  an  inheritance  tax.

Charles  Malone.  the  Mille  Lacs  reser- 
vation storekeeper  who  is  under  arrest 
for  .'telling  lemon  and  peppermint 
essence  to  Indians,  was  brought  ilown 
from  Detroit.  Minn.,  whert-  th<'  pre- 
liminary hearing  was  held  by  Deputy 
United  States  Marshal  Warren  yester- 
day and  placed  in  the  county  Jail.  His 
bail  was  flxe<l  at  SJ.fiO.  but.  it  is  ex- 
pected, the  amount  will  be  raised  to 
$1000,  the  district  attorney  having,  it 
is  understood,  recommendeil  an  in- 
crease. 

It  Is  sai<l  that  the  essence  sold  by 
Mr.  Malone  has  made  havoc  with  the 
Indians,  three  of  them  dying  and  sev- 
eral of  them  having  Iuhmi  stricken  with 
l)lindness  from  its  t-ffects.  There  Is  re- 
ported to  be  much  feeling  among  the 
Indians  against  Mr.  Malone  on  a<-count 
of  the  nuitter,  and  that  threats  have 
been  made  that  if  he  returns  to  the  re- 
servation he  will  be  killed  on  sight. 
The  essences  are  bought  by  the  Indians 
as  substitutes  for  fire  water,  whhh  the 
gt^vernment  denies  them,  the  denmnd 
having, resulted  in  the  production  of  an 
article  that  is  iH'culiarly  fitte<l  to  meet 
it.  Mr.  Malone  says  he  purchased  the 
essence  of  a  firm  on  West  Michigan 
street,  in  this  city,  and  suppose»l  the 
goods  were  all  right  as  reservation 
essemes  go.  He  is  «-onfldent  that  he 
<an  get  bail  in  the  sum  of  $1000.  and 
says  he  will  return  to  the  reservation 
at  once,  having  no  fear  of  violence.

Row  Two   Coal  Concerns    Beat   the 
Railroads. 

A  story  is  now  going  the  rounds 
among  those  engage<l  in  the  coal  trade, 
says  the  St.  Paul  Globe,  which  explains 
how  it  was  possible  for  a  number  of 
(oal  firms  to  cut  prices  on  anthracite 
coal  last  winter,  and  those  engaged  in 
the  business  who  were  trying  to  solve 
the  problem  are  now  congratulating 
themselves  that  they  did  not  get  in 
on  the  deal.  Some  days  ago  attorneys 
for  two  of  the  roads  which  do  an  ex- 
tensive business  in  the  way  of  hauling 
coal  from  Duluth  and  West  Sui>erior 
presented  bills  to  a  couide  of  firms  en- 
gaged in  the  coal  business  in  the  Twin 
Cities.  The  bill  handed  to  the  manager 
of  one  firm  was  for  the  neat  sum  of 
$2S.0<MI.  while  the  matiager  of  the  other 
firm  «-scaped  with  a  >>ill  for  only  $.S000. 

According  to  the  story,  which  is 
voui'hed  for  by  a  gentleman  engaged  in 
the  business  in  St.  Paul,  the  railroad 
ctnnpanies  have  been  laboring  under 
the  impression  for  months  that  they 
were  getting  the  worst  of  the  freight 
charges,  but  they  were  at  a  loss  to 
know  just  how  the  thinp  was  done.  An 
employe  of  one  of  the  roads. -.however, 
secured  employment  with  one  of  the 
firms  anil  after  several  months  of  hard 
work  In  the  ofllce  and  strict  attention 
to  the  work  for  which  he  was  selected, 
secured  evidence  whii  h  resulted  in  the 
bills  mentioned  being  presented  to  the 
firms. 

It  appears  that  the  freight  on  bitu- 
minous coal  from  Lal^e  Superior  to  St. 
Paul  is  $1  per  ton.  while  the  freight  of 
anthracite  coal,  with  the  exception  of 
the  class  known  as  pe.i  coal,  is  $1.50  per 
ton.  The  young  man  sent  by  the  rail- 
road company  to  sec  u re  an  inkling  of 
why  there  was  so  much  soft  and  so 
little  hard  coal  shipped  niade  the  as- 
tounding discovery  that  coal  which 
was  billed  as  soft  foal  was  as  a 
matter  of  fact  hard  dial,  and  instead 
of  the  <harge  being  $1  i)er  ton  the 
freight  should  have  been  $1.50  per  ton. 
It  took  some  time  to  jjet  the  facts 
and  the  details  in  Sliajie  to  prove  the 
thing,  but  when  the  young  man  had 
compiU'iI  his  ligures  bills  were  promptly 
made  out  by  the  railroad  companies 
ami  presented  to  tht'  managers  of  th? 
coal   <ompanies. 

It  is  also  statfHl  that  the  work  was 
done  by  the  employes  of  the  firms  at 
the  lake  and  the  r.iilroad  com]>anies 
gave  the  men  at  Dulnth  and  West  Su- 
l»erior  a  <'han<-e  to  square  themselves 
by  telling  all  they  knew  of  the  transa<-» 
tlons.  This  chance  was  taken  advan- 
tage i>f  by  the  persons  who  fixed  up 
the  lake  end  of  the  deals  and  in  order 
to  avoid  tmuble  they  told  how  the 
thing  was  worked.  It  is  intitnated  that 
if  there  is  any  disp<isition  on  the  part 
of  the  coal  firms  to  light  the  bills,  or 
If  prompt  payment  is  not  made  the 
matter  will  be  laid  before  the  courts 
ami  those  interested  .ir  familiar  with 
the  trasactions  will  be  proceeded 
against  untler  the  inierstate  commerce 
law,  which  makes  the  person  or  persons 
found  guilty  of  offenses  of  this  kind 
subject  to  a  fine  of  $.",iM>0  in  addition  to 
im|>risonment.

OIL  TRUST    DIVIDENDS. 

Rockefeller  Pulled  Out  Three  Millions 
Last  Month. 

New  York  special:  From  flrst-class 
authority  it  is  learned  that  the  dividend 
whiih  Jfdin  D.  Rockefellei-  last  month 
received  on  his  .standard  Oil  holdings 
was  $.3,000,000.  He  received  a  dividend 
of  like  pro'Mirtions  in  February.  The 
Standard  Oil  trust  certificates  once 
amounted  to  $97.*2.'>O.0O0.  The  trust  is 
in  liquidation,  and  the  certificates  have 
been  reduced  to  about  !!;.30.000.00.  The 
certificates  are  being  exchanged  for  the 
shares  of  the  various  corporations, 
some  thirty  in  all.  which  constitute  the 
trust.  This  process  does  not  change 
the  total  canitalization:  it  remains  at 
$97. 2.10, 000.  When  dividends  are  de- 
clared they  are  paid  on  the  trust  certi- 
ficates outstanding  and  on  the  stocks 
issued  in  exchange  for  the  certificates 
turned  in  and  retired.  A  dividend  of 
10  per  cent,  or  $9,725,000,  was  paid  in 
February  and  another  of  10  per  cent 
was  paid  in  June.  It  is  said,  whethoi- 
true  or  not,  that  10  per  cent  will  be  paid 
in  each  of  the  last  two  quarters  of  the 
year,  making  40  per  cent  f<u-  the  year, 
or,  reduced  to  d«dlars,  $38,900,000. 

The  quotations  for  Standard  Oil  certi- 
ficates (or  shares)  is  32.'i.  At  this  price 
the  certificates  yield  at  40  per  cent  a 
year  8%  per  cent.  John  D.  Rockefeller 
individually  owns.  It  is  stated,  $30,000,- 
000  of  the  certificates  or  shares,  which 
is  nearly  one-third  of  the  total.  He 
has  always  been  ready  to  purchase  the 
certificates  at  the  market  price.  The 
better  part  of  those  he  holds  were  ac- 
quired at  an  average  price  of  ai>out  150. 
Mr.  Rockefeller  has  vast  holdings  of 
other  securities,  including  government 
bonds,  l>ut  his  strong  box  cfintains 
nothing  which  yields  such  large  returns 
as  his  Standard  Oil  tertlficates.  Last 
year  the  certificates  returned  in  divi- 
dends 31  per  cent,  and  accordingly  he 
received  from  them  S9,300.000.  This 
year,  if  they  return  40  iier  cent,  he  will 
receive  $12.(»0O.OU0.  Mr.  Rockefeller  is 
worth  easily  $10<1,t>00.000.

RULING  MUST  STAND. 


Judge  Moer   Decides  Another   Point 
In  Tax  Case. 

Judge  Moer  was  hearing  the  tax  caso 
In  which  H.  W.  Whe.Ur  Is  defendant 
this  morning,  and  he  made  another 
new  ruling  while  doing  go.  Last  year 
Judge  Morris  passed  nn  the  case  and 
reduced  the  assessment  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  too  high.  Judge  Moer  said 
that  he  would  have  to  h.-  bound  by  that 
ruling,  but  that  the  ruling  was  er- 
roneous. The  courts  had  been  making 
the  same  mistake  In  the  past,  he  as 
well  as  (Uhers.  so  he  did  not  .intend  to 
reflect  on  the  judge  who  made  the  de- 
cision. He  held  that  the  courts  have 
no  right  to  reduce  an  assessment  un- 
less it  Is  shown  that  it  is  higher  than 
those  on  surrounding  property.  It  was 
not  enough  to  show  that  the  property 
was  assessed  at  too  gn-at  a  valuation. 
If  other  property  Is  assessed  In  the 
same  proportion,  the  assessment  must 
stand. 

He  held,  however,  that  while  the  pre- 
vious Judgment  redu<  ing  the  assess- 
ment Is  binding  this  y.-ar.  it  is  not  bind- 
ing on  other  property,  as  the  defendant 
sought  to  show,  ancl  property  next  to 
that  which  wa-«<  reduced  cannot  avail 
itself  of  that  Judgment. 

ANOTHER  DISPUTE  ARISES. 


Grows  Out   of  the   Hooding   of  the 
Trenches. 

The  work  of  pipe  laying  on  the 
waterworks  system  h;is  been  suspend- 
ed on  account  of  the  damage  done  by 
the  severe  rains,  which  filled  the 
trenches  with  water,  besides  causing 
cavelns  at  many  places,  especially  this 
side  of  Lester  river. 

The  cause  of  the  upheaval  of  400  feet 
of  the  force  main  In  the  vicinity  of 
Fifty-seventh  avenue  east.  Friday 
night,  concerning  whii  h  there  has  been 
much  conjecture,  has  at  last  been  dls- 
cover«»d.  The  trout)I>  was  due  to  the 
discharge  from  a  small  culvert  cross- 
ing Grand  avenue  at  Fifty-seventh 
avenue.  It  had  been  found  necessary 
to  lower  the  culvert  below  the  grade  of 
the  force  maJn.  which  the  culvert  In- 
tercepted. The  work  was  In  progress 
when  the  storm  of  Friday  night  came. 
The  water  and  wash  brought  to  the 
force  main  trench  l>y  the  culvert  was 
forced  Into  the  trench  and  under  the 
pipe,  raising  ft  out  of  line. 

The  Carroll  Porter  company  and 
King  &  Steele  ou  one  side  and  the  cliy 
on  the  other  are  now  disputing  as  to 
which  shall  repaJr  the  damage.  The 
outlook  now  i*«  that  the  delay  from  the 
storm  will  not  be  as  great  as  that 
which  will  arise  from  this  contention, 
as  It  is  probable  that  the  ditches  will 
dry  up  before,  the  disputants  do. 


HIS  FAMILY  SAVED  HIM. 

Sparta    Blind    Pig    Keeper    Allowed 
to  G«>. 

A  big  family  and  poverty  saved  a  man 
from  sentence  In  district  court  this 
morning,  forming  one  of  the  few  cases 
when  the  c-ombinaiioii  Is  a  lucky  one. 
County  Attorney  Arl)ury  appeared  before 
Moer  to  dear  off  th<'  tiarn.'ules  from  the 
calendar  and  when  th«>  case  of  John  Sin- 
clair, a  Sparta  blind  i«ip  herder,  who  was 
Indic-ted  by  the  January  grand  jury,  the 
countv  attorney  mov  d  to  dismiss  the 
case.  H.'  said  that  if  Sinclair  was  ar- 
rested he  would  have  to  be  given  a  jail 
sentence,  jis  he  could  not  i)ay  a  tine 
and  not  only  would  the  county  have  to 
l>oard  him  but  It  would  have  to  care  for 
his  large  family.

MolokaPs  **Unclean**  Colony 

Is  Receiving   Many   New 

Afflicted  People. 


Scientists  Now    Attempting 

a  Solution  and  Cure  of 

Leprosy. 


The  distressing  reports  from  Honolu- 
lu of  the  alarming  spread  of  leprosy  in 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  the  an- 
nouncement of  an  International  leprosy 
conference  to  be  convened  at  Berlin 
Oct.  11  have  turned  public  attention 
again  to  the  horrors  of  that  Incurable 
aflllction  and  revived  the  memories  of 
that  locky  Island  in  the  warm  Pacific, 
that  outcast  among  the  lovely  set  of 
South  sea  jewels,  desolate  Molokal, 
says  the  Chicago  Chronicle. 

The  recent  reports  from  Honolulu 
give  the  progress  of  the  malady  not 
only  among  the  native  residents  of  the 
islands,  but  among  the  foreign  settlers 
as  well.  George  Breuns,  a  well-known 
employe  of  the  telephone  company,  has 
lately  fallen  a  victim  to  the  ravages  of 
the  disease,  and  with  Gideon  West,  one 
of  the  leading  merchants  of  Hawaii, 
and  a  man  of  75  years,  has  been  ban- 
ished for  life  to  that  desolate*  region, 
whose  rocky  edges  bar  the  lejier  from 
family,   friends  and   freedom   forever. 

Leprosy  first  entered  the  Hawaiian 
island  in  17»0  in  the  person  of  Capt. 
Cook,  who  brought  the  germs  from 
Asia.  The  life  that  the  Ill-fated  tra- 
veler led  In  Hawaii  cjuickly  dissemin- 
ated the  seeds  of  the  horrible  affliction, 
and  In  a  few  years  leprosy  had  spread 
from  one  end  of  the  kingdom  to  the 
other.  The  natives  are  a  sociable  race, 
renowned  for  their  hospitality,  and  are 
consequently  journeying  to  and  fro 
among  the  Islands.  In  their  hearts  there 
Is  no  fear  of  the  dread  disease,  except 
for  the  sentence  of  banishment  It  en- 
tails. Leprosy  is  of  slow  develcjpment. 
It  may  be  months  or  even  years,  before 
the  victim  Is  aware  of  his  own  doom  or 
the  symptoms  of  the  malady  have 
manifested  themselves  to  others.  In 
this  manner  leprosy  rapidly  gained  a 
foothold  In  Hawaii,  and  when  the  gov- 
ernment finally  awakened  to  Its  danger 
and  issued  the  decree  of  separation.  It 
was  discovered  that  the  disease  had 
attacked  impartially  the  high  and  the 
low,  and  that  friends  refused  to  be  torn 
from  friends  or  brother  to  be  bereft  of 
brother. 

Pitiful  were  the  dally  scenes  enacted 
In  Hawaii  after  the  promulgation  of 
the  sentence  of  banishment.  People 
secreted  the  lepers  at  the  expense  of 
their  own  lives  and  the  health  officers 
were  frequently  obliged  to  confess 
themselves  outwitted  and  to  abandon 
as  a  frultles  search  what  had  promised 
to  be  an  Infallible  proof  of  the  existence 
of  leprosy.  Molokal  was  chosen  as  the 
place  of  exile  by  unanimous  consent. 
There  were  few  white  residents  on  the 
Island  and  It  was  far  removed  from  the 
rest  of  civilization.  Transportation  was 
Immediately  Inaugurated,  and  from 
that  sorowful  day  when  the  first  steam- 
er landed  her  pitiful  group  of  passen- 
gers on  the  desolate  Island  which  held 
them  prisoners  until  death  thought- 
fully robbed  life  of  Its  horror,  transport- 
ation has  continued  with  the  cruel 
kindness  of  necessity,  and  will  be 
forced  to  continue  until  the  last  vest- 
ige of  the  plague  disappears  from  the 
Islands  of  Hawaii. 

"Molokal,"  says  the  picturesque  his- 
torian of  the  South  seas,  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson,  "the  gray,  lofty  and  most 
desolate  Island  along  all  Its  northern 
side  plunges  a  front  of  preclplce^nto  a 
sea  of  unusual  profundity.  This  range 
of  cliff  Is,  from  east  to  west,  the  true 
end  and  frontier  of  the  Island.  Only  In 
one  spot  there  projects  Into  the  ocean  a 
certain  triangular  and  rugged  down, 
grassy,  stony,  windy  and  rising  In  the 
midst"  into  a  hill  with  a  dead  crater; 
the  whole  bearing  to  the  cllffjhat  over- 
hangs it  somewhat  the  same  relation 
as  a  bracket  to  a  wall.  When  I  pulled 
ashore  there  one  early  morning  there 
sat  with  me  in  the  boat  two  sisters  bid- 
ding farewell  to  the  lights  any  Joys  of 
human  life.  One  of  these  Wept  silently. 
I  could  not  withhold  myself  from  Join- 
ing her.  As  the  boat  drew  a  little  nearer 
we  beheld  the  stairs  crowded  with 
abominable  deformations  of  our  com- 
mon manhood,  saw  ourselves  landing 
In  the  midst  of  such  a  population  as 
only  now  and  then  surrounds  us  In  the 
horror  of  a  nightmare.  Had  you  gone 
on.  had  you  found  every  fourth  face  a 
blot  upon  the  landscape,  had  you  visit- 
ed the  hospital  and  seen  the  butt  ends 
of  human  beings  lying  there  almost  un- 
recognizable, but  still  breathing,  still 
thinking,  still  remembering,  you  would 
have  understood  that  life  In  the  lazar- 
etts  Is  an  ordeal  from  which  the  nerves 
of  a  man's  spirit  shrink  even  as  his  eye 
quails  under  the  brightness  of  the  sun; 
you  would  have  felt  It  was  a  pitiful 
place  to  visit  and  a  hell  to  dwell  In. 
That  seems  a  little  thing  when  com- 
pared with  the  pain,  the  pity,  the  dis- 
gust of  the  visitor's  surroundlngrs.  and 
the  atmosphere  of  affliction,  disease 
and  physical  disgrace  in  which  he 
breathes.  I  do  not  think  I  am  a  man 
more  than  usually  timid,  but  I  never 
recall  the  days  and  nights  I  spent  upon 
that  Island  promontory  (eight  days  and 
seven  nights)  without  heartfelt  thank-  j 
fulness  that  I  am  somewhere  else.  I  | 
find  In  my  diary  that  I  speak  of  my 
stay  as  a  'grinding  experience.'  I  I 
have  once  jotted  In  the  margin.  'Har-  i 
rowing  Is  the  word.'  and  when  the 
Mokolll  bore  me  at  last  toward  the 
outer  world  I  kept  repeating  to  my- 
self with  a  new  conception  of  their  fre- 
quency those  simple  words  of  the  song: 
"  'Tis  the  most  distressful  country  that 
ever  yet  was  seen." 

Into  this  life  of  physical  and  moral 
degradation  there  came  In  the  year  1873 
a  merry,  light-hearted,  generous  man. 
who  cheerfully  embraced  the  fate  of 
the  lepers  of  Molokal  that  he  might 
minister  to  their  sufferings  and  lessen 
the  distress  of  their  surroundings. 
From  the  date  of  his  arrival  Father 
Damlen  proved  himself  the  angel  of  the 
Island.  He  closed  "with  his  own  hand 
the  door  of  his  own  sepulcher,"  and  he 
bore  his  dally  martyrdom  amid  the 
horrors  of  lenrosy  with  a  cheerful 
braverv  that  Instilled  courage  Into  his 
afflicted  flock  and  taught  them  the  way 
to  find  the  road  that  winds  its  course 
upward   through    the   valley    of   suffer-

ing.  that  enters  the  shadow  of  death 
and  finally  leads  Into  the  beautiful 
country  of  eternal  Joy. 

Father  Damlen  was  a  theological 
student  at  the  university  of  Louvain 
when  his  priestly  brother,  who  had 
been  ordered  to  Honolulu,  fell  ill  with 
typhoid  fever.  Immediately  he  asked 
and  obtained  permission  to  fill  the  mis- 
sionary's vacant  place,  and  in  one  short 
week  embarked  for  Hawaii,  where  he 
was  ordained  a  priest.  At  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  beautiful  Catholic  chapel  at 
Walluka  on  the  Island  of  Mani.  Father 
Damlen  heard  the  bishop  expressing 
regret  that  he  was  still  unable  to  send 
a  clergyman  to  Molokai.  as  the  demand 
was  far  in  excess  of  the  supply.  In- 
stantly he  offerd  his  services,  say- 
ing: 

"My  lord,  I  hear  that  a  small  vessel 
will  next  week  take  cattle  from  Ha- 
waihae  to  Kaulapapa.  If  you  will  per- 
mit me,  1  will  go  there  to  help  the  lepers 
make  their  Easter  duties." 

The  sacrifice  was  at  once  accepted, 
ancl  in  company  with  the  bishop  and 
the  French  consul  Father  Damlen 
journeyed  to  the  settlement  which, 
after  heroic  labor  and  ceaseless  pen- 
ance, was  to  cjffer  him  in  exchange  for 
the  life  he  laid  down  for  others  only  a 
leper's  winding  sheet  and  the  solitude 
of  a  leper's  grave. 

On  the  departure  of  his  ecclesiastical 
superior  from  Molokal,  Father  Damlen. 
with  characteristic  desire  to  begin  at 
once  the  work  which  had  been  cheerfully 
self-imposed,  asked  to  be  pardoned 
from  escorting  the  dignitary  to  the 
shore.  Immediately  his  labors  were  com- 
menced. The  lepers  were  diyng  at  the 
rate  of  frtim  eight  to  twelve  a  week. 
Without  house  or  shelter  beyond  the 
friendly  hospitality  of  a  large  tree, 
Father  Damlen  began  his  work  of  an- 
gelic ministration  to  the  poor,  afflicted 
bodies  and  the  souls  struggling  in  the 
darkness  of  moral  degradation.  The 
heroic  priest  followed  the  example  of 
St.  Paul  and  was  all  things  to  all  men. 
clergyman,  physician,  magistrate,  car- 
penter, constructor  and  comforter.  His 
"merry  heart  went  all  the  day."  and 
his  cheery  presence  and  practical  per- 
sonality taught  the  joy  of  sacrifice,  the 
inspiration  of  duty,  as  the  charity 
which  loveth  Its  neighbor  even  better 
than  itself. 

COTTAGES  ARE  BI^ILDED. 

Under  the  direction  of  Father  Da- 
mien  and  with  is  personal  aid.  ni»at 
white  cottages  soon  replaced  the  earlier 
thatched  huts  of  the  natives.  The 
small  chapel  of  the  settlement  was  en- 
larged and  made  habitable  and  often 
served  the  double  purpose  of  church 
and  school.  Houses  with  dormitories 
were  erected  for  the  orphans,  and  the 
girls  were  taught  needlework  and  the 
domestic  arts. 

"The  spiritual  wants  of  the  priest's 
flock  were  suffcient  to  fully  occupy  his 
time,"  says  Charles  Warren  Stoddard 
In  his  beautiful  description  of  a  visit 
to  Molokai  during  the  life  of  Father 
Damlen.  "On  Sundays  and  feast  days 
there  was  high  mass  at  Kalawao.  The 
celebrant  was  then  obliged  to  hasten 
to  Kaulapapa  and  there  again  offer  the 
divine  sacrifice.  Now — at  noon — he  was 
permitted  to  partake  of  a  little  refresh- 
ment, the  first  since  midnight.  Then 
back  to  Kalawao  for  vespers,  benedic- 
tion and  catechism.  Over  again  to 
Kaulapapa  to  repeat  the  offices,  and 
at  last  at  nightfall  home  once  more  to 
look  after  the  affairs  of  his  people  and 
to  cook  his  own  supiH?r  and  put  his 
house  in  order  for  the  night.  He  was 
Indeed  Jack  of  all  trades — physician  of 
the  soul  and  the  body,  magistrate, 
school  teacher,  carpenter.  Joiner, 
painter,  gardener,  housekeeper,  cook, 
and  even  in  some  cases  undertaker  and 
grave  digger.  More  than  1600  lepers 
had  been  burled  under  his  administra- 
tion, and  adeathbed  was  always  await- 
ing him,  sometimes  two  or  three  of 
them." 

Such  was  .  Father  Damlen,  the  hero 
of  Molokal.  No  work  was  too  menial, 
no  labor  too  heavy,  no  penance  too 
rigorous,  no  sacrifice  too  exalted.  He 
gave  unrestrainedly  to  the  Master 
whom  he  served  all  he  had  to  give,  and 
friends,  freedom,  comfort,  honor,  even 
life,  were  cherrfuUy  exchanged  for  the 
cross  which  precedes  the  victorious 
crown  of  martyrdom.  For  eleven 
years  Father  Damlen  escaped  the  con- 
tamination of  leprosy,  but  finally,  in 
1884  he  began  to  notice  in  his  own  bcxly 
the  fatal  symptoms,  made  horribly 
familiar  by  dally  surroundings.  Even 
the  last  bitterness  was  cheerfully  em- 
braced. 

"Having  no  doubt  of  the  real  char- 
acter of  my  disease,"  wrote  the  heroic^ 
priest  two  years  after  the  preliminary 
warnings,  "I  feel  calmly  resigned  and 
happier  among  my  people.  Almighty 
God  knows  what  is  best  for  my  sanctifi- 
cation.  and  with  that  conviction  I  say 
daily  a  good  flat  voluntas  tua.  Please 
pray  for  your  afflicted  friend,  and  rec- 
ommend me  and  my  unhappy  people  to 
all  servants  of  the  Lord." 

Still  three  years  had  Father  Damlen 
to  suffer  the  horrible  pangs  of  a  living 
death,  but  release  came  to  the  afflicted 
spirit  In  1889,  and  on  April  10  the  soul 
of  the  hero  flew  away  from  the  disfig- 
ured body  to  enjoy  the  reward  which 
follows  faithful  service  as  Its  fruit. 
AN  ANCIENT  AFFLICTION. 

From  earliest  times  leprosy  has  had 
its  place  in  the  annals  of  the  world's 
sorrow.  The  Mosaic  chronicle  is  full 
of  repeated  instances.  "The  leper  is  to 
be  found  in  Sumatra,  under  the  equat- 
or, m  parts  of  Iceland,  almcjst  within 
the  verge  of  the  arctic  circle;  mi  th.' 
temperate  regions  of  both  hemispheres, 
as  at  Hamel-en-Arade,  in  the  Cape  dis- 
trict, and  In  the  north,  at  Madeira  and 
Morocco;  In  the  dry  and  arid  plains  of 
Arabia,  In  the  wet  and  malarious  dis- 
tricts of  Batavla  and  Surinam,  along 
the  shores  of  Guinea  and  Sierra  Leone 
and  In  the  Interior  of  Africa,  Hlndostan. 
Asia  Minor  and  Asiatic  Russia,  on  the 
seacoast,  as  at  Carthage,  and  thou- 
sands of  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
ocean  on  the  tablelands  of  Mexico,  on 
some  of  the  islands  in  the  Indian, 
Chinese,  Caribbean  and  Mediterranean 
seas,  and  basking  In  the  sunshine  in 
the  heart  of  the  Pacific." 

The  crusades  brought  the  malady 
Into  England,  France  and  the  west  of 
Europe,  and.  like  death,  it  proved  no 
respecter  of  persons,  but  impartially 
attacked  the  humble  and  put  down  the 
mighty  from  their  seat.  Henry  III  was 
a  leper:  so  -was  Henry  IV.  Robert 
Bruce  died  In  the  dread  agony,  and

THE  QUEEN'S  SERVANTS. 

American  housekeepers,  who  are  for- 
ever walling  about  the  servant  ques- 
tion, will  find  It  Interesting  to  know 
how  Queen  Victoria,  who  keeps  four 
times  as  many  domestics  as  one  here, 
manages  them,  says  the  New  York 
Journal. 

No  servant  Is  ever  dismissed  from  a 
royal  palace:  This  is  probably  the  rea- 
son why  we  hear  so  little  gossip  of  *ny 
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kind  about  her  majesty's  household  ar- 
rangements. The  queen  early  made  up 
her  mind  that  much  of  her  comfort  and 
peace  depended  on  the  attitude  taken  by 
her  toward  those  with  whom  she  could 
not  but  be  brought  constantly  Into  con- 
tact. 

Accordingly,  no  domestic  is  ever  en- 
gaged without  the  strictest  inquiry  be- 
ing made  into  his  or  her  private  char- 
acter and  general  qualifications  for  the 
post  about  to  be  filled,  and.  should  a 
mistake  appear  to  have  been  made,  the 
person  In  question  is  not  sent  away 
with  a  more  or  less  good  character,  as 
would  be  the  case  in  most  establish- 
ments, but  he  or  she  is  simply  moved 
down  a  step  and  given  a  position  of  less 
responsibility. 

Matrimonial  engagements  are  not  dis- 
couraged, providing  the  contracting 
parties  are  considered  thoroughly  re- 
spectable. When  a  marriage  is  immin- 
ent the  queen  sends  for  the  young  wo- 
man, and  after  a  few  kindly  words  of 
advice,  presents  her  with  a  large  Bible, 
which,  it  need  hardly  be  said,  soon  be- 
comes what  is  generaly  called  a  family 
Bible.  Also,  if  the  prospec-tive  bride  has 
been  in  the  royal  service  some  time, 
and  has  been  distinguished  liy  good 
conduct,  her  trousseau  is  provided,  and 
she  is  often  provided  with  a  small  post, 
carrying  with  it  a  residence.  Most  of 
the  royal  lodges  are  occupied  by  cou- 
ples who  were  once  in  service  at  the 
castle.

THE  FRENCH  CANADIAN. 
The  impression  carried  away  by  the 
summer  tourist,  that  the  French  Can- 
adian speaks  a  patois,  is  not  well 
founded.  He  employs  words  and  phras- 
es not  recognized  by  the  a.  ademy;  but 
that  is  not  altogether  his  fault,  says 
Edward  Farrar  In  the  May  Forum.  The 
first  settlers  had  to  invent  a  termin- 
ology for  their  new  .surroundings.  They 
accepted  the  Indian  names  for  some 
of  the  .strange  birds,  fishes  and  fruits. 
In  other  cases  there  was  nothing  for 
it  but  to  coin  words;  for  what  did  the 
French  of  France  know  of  sleighing, 
canoeing,  snow-shoeing,  portag-ing. 
clearing  land,  barn-raising,  driving 
logs,  or  making  maple  sugar?  In  the 
lower  parishes  the  habitant  gets  mar- 
ried ■'  at  the  herring,"  baptizes  his 
child  "at  the  capelan,"  does  something 
else  at  the  "squid;"  the  seasons  when 
the  fish  "run,"  i.  e..  strike  the  shore  to 
spawn,  being  as  important  in  his  reck- 
oning as  are  the  vendages  to  the  peas- 
ant of  France.  Some  of  his  phrases 
date  from  his  struggles  with  the  Iro- 
quois; thus  he  speaks  of  going  to  the 
"fort"  when  he  means  the  villagie — the 
first  villages  have  been  providecl  with 
stockades — and,  to  frighten  a  naughty 
child,  he  threatens  to  call  in  les  sav- 
ages. He  has  preserved  a  number  of 
words  that  were  good  French  in  the 
seventeenth  century,  but  have  since 
changed  their  meaning  or  gone  out  of 
use  in  France.  He  also  employs  sailor 
phrases  in  an  odd  way — as  when  he 
"moors"  his  horse  to  his  sleigh,  and 
"disembarks"  from  that  vehicle 
with  his  "dunnage."  Taking 

it  altogether,  however,  his 

French  is  better  than  that  of 
the  French  peasant  of  today.  The 
worst  that  can  be  said  of  it  is  that  it  is 
rather  archaic  by  comparison.  His  pro- 
nunciation of  t  and  d  iS  marked  by  a 
nasal  twang;  due.  possibly,  to  the  cli- 
matic agencies  that  are  supposed  by 
some  to  be  responsible  for  the  tw.ang 
of  the  down-East  Yankee.  The  edu- 
cated Frencn  Canadian  speaks  as  good 
French,  of  course,  as  the  educated  Pa- 
risian; but   he  uses  fewer  gestures.

T.  H.  Pressnell,  E.  R.  Jefferson  and 
J.  O.  Milne,  members  of  the  First  Min- 
nesota regiment  and  M.  M.  Oasser.  of 
Governor  Clough's  staff,  returned  today 
from  Gettysburg,  where  they  have  been 
in  attendance  at  the  unveiling  of  the 
First  regiment  monument  on  the  bat- 
tlefield. They  all  report  an  excellent 
trip  with  no  accidents  or  mishaps  of 
any  kind.  The  weather  was  very  hot, 
but  there  was  no  rain— nothing  but 
sunshine. 

"There  were  169  veterans  on  the 
train."  said  Capt.  Pressnell  today. 
"President  Hill  made  it  possible  fo.- 
many  to  attend  by  giving  free  pa.ssts 
to  any  veteran  whom  he  knew  of  that 
lived  on  his  line,  from  home  to  St. 
Paul  and  return.  From  St.  Paul  on  th.^ 
expenses,  of  course,  c-ame  out  of  the 
appropriation.  It  was  a  most  inter- 
esting trip  and  the  reunion  meant  a 
great  deal  to  the  veterans  who  had  been 
in  the  terrible  charge.  It  was  amusing 
in  a  way  to  watch  them  on  the  battle- 
field. Nearly  everyone  of  them  was 
trying  to  pick  out  the  spot  where  he 
stood  on  the  day  of  the  fight,  and  they 
roved  around  the  field  looking  for  fa- 
miliar spots. 

"Col.  Colville  joined  us  at  Red  Wing 
and  the  lioys  were  happy  to  see  the  old 
commander.  At  Gettysburg  he  called 
on  a  woman  who  helped  nur.se  him  for 
ten  days  or  two  weeks  after  the  bat- 
tle. She  was  then  only  12  years  old. 
Col.  Colville  was  taken  to  her  home  af- 
ter he  was  wounded  and  remained 
there  some  days.  Both  enjoyed  this 
meeting  very  much  and  they  stood  be- 
fore the  monument  and  had  their  pic- 
tures taken  together  before  Col.  Col- 
vill    left. 

".\t  Washington  and  all  along  the 
line,  our  journey  was  a  most  pleasant 
<me.  In  Washington  I  met  Page  Mor- 
ris, and  say.  I  wouldn't  be  a  congress- 
man for  $10,000  a  year.  The  pile  of 
matter  sent  to  him,  the  information 
asked  for,  the  complaints  made,  the 
trouble  with  offlce-seekers  and  every- 
thing else  are  enough  to  drive  a  man 
to  the  insane  asylum.  Even  the  mc;n 
who  pretended  to  be  a  congressman's 
friends  seem  to  do  all  they  can  to 
make  things  as  hard  for  him  as  possi- 
ble." 

Alderman  Jefferson  says  it  was  the 
event  of  a  lifetime  to  the  boys  of  the 
First,  and  that  he  would  not  have 
missed  it  for  any  consideration.  Nearly 
all  of  the  survivors  of  the  First  were 
present,  he  said.  Of  the  survivors  who 
actually  took  part  in  the  battle  of 
Gettysburg  there  are  less  than  100.  The 
monument.  Mr.  Jefferson  says,  is  gen- 
erally conceded  to  be  the  finest  in  the 
field.  It  is  of  granite.  The  design  Is  a 
severely  simple  but  imposing  pedestal 
forty  feet  high  on  which  is  the  bronze 
figure  of  a  soldier,  heroic  size,  in  full 
charge.  It  is  erected  on  the  spot  where 
the  regiment  made  its  grand  charge,  in 
w  hich  it  lost  so  many  men.  The  cost  of 
the  monument  was  about  $2.">,000.  There 
are  two  smaller  shafts  marking  the  po- 
sitions of  the  regiment  before  and  after 
the  charge.  From  Gettysburg  the  ex- 
cursionists went  to  Washington,  where 
they  were  given  a  reception  and  treated 
with  great  consideration.  The  great 
heat  detracted  somewhat  from  the  visit 
to  the  capital,  Mr.  Jefferson  says. 

M.  M.  Gasser  was  delighted  with  the 
trip.  He  found  the  battlefield  a  most 
interesting  spot.  In  an  area  of  25 
square  miles  there  are  425  monuments, 
he  says.  It  takes  about  two  days  to 
cover  the  ground.  Sightseers  generally 
start  in  by  cov«ing  the  scene  of  the 
first  day's  battle  first,  then  the  second 
and  finally  the  third.  Col.  Colvill,  he 
said,  was  the  hero  of  the  hour  and  he 
was  the  man  most  asked  for  and  most 
ccmsplcuous  everywhere.  In  Washing- 
ton the  governor's  party  had  a  delight- 
ful time.  Last  Monday  afternoon  they 
all  went  up  to  call  on  Queen  Lil.  She 
sang  a  song  for  them,  one  that  was 
dedicated  to  herself  and  when  she 
finished  she  gave  each  one  of  the  party 
a  copy  of  the  song.  Lll  is  not  a  fairy 
like  creature,  in  fact  she  weighs  200 
pounds.  The  party  visited  all  the  gov- 
ernment buildings,  being  shown  around 
l)y  Senator  Nelson,  They  also  went  up 
the  Potomac  to  Mount  Vernon  and  in

Garfield  Avenue  Viaduct. 

Judge  Ensign  this  morning  again 
took  up  the  mandamus  case  of  the  city 
against  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroads,  to  compel 
the  latter  to  build  a  viaduct  over  their 
grade  crossings  on  Garfield  avenue,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  city  engineer 
The  testimony  was  all  in  some  time 
ago.  and  the  case  was  taken  up  this 
morning  for  argument.  City  Attor- 
ney Richards  began  his  argument  this 
morning,  and  it  was  still  in  progress  at 
noon.  He  argued  that  when  the  city 
council  found  that  the  viaduct  was 
necessary  it  was  acting  not  as  an  agent 
for  the  city,  but  for  the  state,  for  the 
protection  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city. 


CAUSED  SOME  DAMAGE. 

Yesterday's    Rain   Was   More   Than 
a  Shower. 

The  rainfall  yesterday  afternoon  did 
considerable  damage  in  some  parts  of 
the  city.  Pavements  were  torn  up  in 
several  places,  notably  at  Twentieth 
avenue  west  and  Superior  street.  A 
number  of  cellars  and  basements  in 
that  vicinity  were  flooded.  At  the 
I'nion  depot  the  carriage  way  in  the 
train  shed  was  flooded  with  sand  and 
water.  The  sewer  which  is  provided 
to  carry  water  off  filled  «p  with  sand 
and  there  was  no  drain  for  the  water. 
At  Twelfth  avenue  west  the  water  be- 
gan tearing  down  the  hill  just  as  it  did 
last  Saturday  and  it  kept  two  men  busy 
keeping  the  sewers  from  clogging  up. 
But  for  their  work  there  would  have 
been  another  overflow  and  the  street 
railway  power  house  might  have  been 
flooded  again.  During  the  storm  .SO 
inches  of  rain  fell. 

From  the  second  day  of  July  up  to 
last  night  the  fall  of  rain  recorded  at 
the  weather  bureau  ofllce  was  6.05 
inches,  or  practically  an  inch  a  day. 
The  average  rainfall  during  July  has 
been  3.63  Inches.  The  great  amount 
recorded  in  any  twenty-rour  hours  In 
July  previous  to  this  year  has  been 
2.72  inches  and  the  greatest  amount  in 
any  July  10.42  inches. 


Trouble  Will  Be  Adjusted. 

It  is  probable  that  the  difllculties  be- 
tween W.  C.  Merritt.  the  contractor 
doing  the  stripping  work  on  the  Sparta 
mine,  at  Sparta,  and  the  striking  min- 
res,  will  be  adjusted  tomorrow,  and 
woik  resumed.  A  telegram  received 
here  today  announces  that  Mr.  Merritt 
had  secured  the  money  necessaiy  to 
make  a  settlement  and  that  he  would 
arrive  here  tomorrow. 


Will  Sail    Tomorrow. 

The  Eastern  members  of  the  Amer- 
ican Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  will 
sail  from  Buffalo  tomorrow  on  the 
North  West.  Accommodations  have 
been  reserved  on  the  boat  for  1.'.0  of 
them.  They  will  stop  off  at  Ontonagon 
and  after  looking  through  the  copper 
mines  will  come  to  Duluth  arriving  next 
Wednesday  morning.  By  the  time  the 
party  reaches  here  it  will  number  at 
least  200  persons.

Inquiry  was  made  at  the  legatii>n, 
and.  while  it  is  Imoossible  to  see  the 
minister,  the  secretary  acknowledged 
that  such  information  had  been  re- 
ceived, but  In  the  absence  of  ofllclal 
Infotinatioii  he  declined  to  confirm  the 
report.  It  was,  however,  learned  that 
Wu  Ting  Fang  will  be  transferred  i.. 
Tokio  to  succeed  Yu  Keng,  who  was 
formerly  minister  at   that  pla<e. 

Charges  have  been  preferred  against 
Yu  Keng,  and  his  conduct  of  affairs  in 
Japan  has  been  under  Investigation  by 
I-l  Hung  Chang  for  a  considerable  time.

PEDDLERS  MAY  PEDDLE. 


HISTIED  THEM  ALONG. 

Single      Track      Western      Railroad 
Establishes  a  Record. 

Salt  Lake,  Utah,  July  9.— The  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  westbound  movement  is 
pravtically  over.  During  the  period 
from  July  1  to  7  the  Rio  Grande  Weat- 
ern  road  handled  seventy-one  trains, 
carrying  17,232  passengers  from  Grand 
Junction    to   Ogden. 

The  greater  part  of  those  paaaengers 
stopped  over  in  Salt  Lake  City,  thus 
requiring  a  second  movement  or  the 
handling  of  a  total  of  nearly  35,000  pas- 
sengers.  This   was   accomplished    with 


State    Supreme    Court    Annuls    the 
Anti-Peddling  Law. 

St.  Paul.  July  9.— The  supreme  court 
has  decided  that  the  peddlers'  license 
law,  enacted  by  the  legislature  last  win- 
ter, was  unconstitutional.  Justice 
Canty  rendered  the  decision. 

The  peddlers  are  wil*«  with  jov.  and 
the  farmers  will  tear  their  hair  and 
swear.  So  will  the  country  merchants. 
Both  the  farmers  and  the  merehants 
made  a  hard  tight  to  get  such  a  law- 
through  the  legislature  of  1S9,"..  and  they 
made  another  vigorous  and  more  suc- 
cessful campaign  last  winter.  They  set 
up  the  claim  that  they  had  no  u.se  for 
peddlers,  and.  while  there  was  a  cer- 
tain small  class  comparatively  unob- 
jectionable, the  majority  were  an  un- 
mitigated nuisance,  frightening  women 
and  children  left  alone  at  the  farm 
houses,  until  they  were  compelled  to 
buy  articles. 

The  law  gave  the  township  super- 
visors power  to  regulate  the  business 
of  peddling  and  fix  the  amount  of  the 
license  for  their  respective  towns,  and 
I  it  was  claimed  that  the  better  class  of 
peddlers  could  easily  afford  to  pay  such 
license  as  wt»uld  be  fixed,  vvbllf  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  others  was  the  verv 
thing  wanted.  The  city  members  and 
those  from  the  larger  towns  generally 
opposed  the  law. 

The  bill  was  carefully  drawn,  with 
provisions  expressly  allowing  fanners, 
manufacturers,  mechanics  and  others 
to  peddle  their  own  wares,  either  in  per- 
son or  by  agent,  and  this  provision 
seems  to  have  been  Its  undoing. 

The  test  case  was  brought  l>y  Peter 
Lurla,  of  Minneapolis,  who  was  arrest- 
ed while  peddling  in  Rose  township. 
Ramsey  county,  without  a  license. 
Backed  by  other  peddlers  In  the  state. 
he  decided  to  fight  the  case,  and  secured 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  from  the 
supreme  court.  That  court  ordered 
him  discharged  from  the  custody  of  the 
sheriff,  where  he  has  nominally  been 
since  his  arrest.

Judging  from  what  the  Zanes- 
ville men  told  him  and  everybody  no.v 
realizes  that  the  tariff  issue  is  a  gold 
brick. 

"If  such  a  disgraceful  affair  as  that 
riot  had  taken  place  in  Califonria,  it 
would  have  h,id  serious  conseiiuenccs 
for  the  combatants.  We  don't  allow 
such  things  out  there.  But  no  one 
seemed  to  think  there  was  any  cau.se 
for  jiolice  interference.  I  suppo.se 
that  In  a  state  like  Ohio  where  lynching 
parties  are  winked  at  by  the  authori- 
ties and  Mark  Hanna  is  allowed  to  run 
things. prominent  gentlemen  may  break 
each  others'  heads  with  imiiunlty  (U* 
anything  else  that  comes  handy.  We 
couldn't  allow  such  things  out  West, 
however."

28,  1895,  it  was  2.65  inches  above,  but  at 
that  time  there  was  a  northeaster  on. 
If  a  northeaster  should  spring  up  now 
it  wciuld  probably  raise  the  water  in 
the  bay  another  foot  at  least  and  might 
flood  some  of  the  milla  and  elevators 
considerably. 

The-  St.  Louis  ri\  er  yesterday  was 
within  :!  inches  of  tho  highest  water 
mark  recorded  in  ixss  when  the  river 
was  on   such  a  rampage. 

The  dredging  contractors  view  this 
high  water  with  anything  but  delight. 
It  means  that  they  must  ral.se  every 
dlpperful  of  material  two  feet  highei-. 
This  extra  power  amounts  to  consid- 
erable in  a  day.  At  the  Duluth-Sujieri- 
or  bridge  the  current  is  so  swift  that 
the  dredges  cannot  work  and  have  had 
to   be   moved   elsewhere.

CTBAN  BKLLUJKKKNCY. 

Speaker  Reed  and  a  subservient  ma- 
jority   in    the    house    of   representatlvt-s 
still  refused  to  permit  congress  to  give 
expression   to  the  desire  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  that  the  belligerency  of  the 
Cuban  Insurgents  be  recognized  by  the 
government  of  this  country.     A  Wash- 
ington  dispatch   yesterday   told   of   the 
despotic  and  Insulting  manner  In  which 
he  deprived  Mr.  McMllTIn,  of  Tennessee, 
of  his  right  under  the  rules  of  the  house 
to  bring  up  the  Cuban   resolution.     No 
man  can  read  of  the  discourtesy  shown 
by    the    speaker    to    Mr.    McMllIln    and 
of  the  brute  force  of  the  majority  which 
backed   up   the   Insult   without   growlnv 
Indignant  at  the  action.    There  is  sure- 
ly a  day  of  reckoning  coming  for  Czar 
Reed    and    his    minions,    and    when    the 
Indignant    people    rise    in    their    might, 
as  they  will  surely  do.  If  this  state  of 
things    be   continued    much    longer,    the 
reckoning   will   bo  severe  and   decisive. 
The  extra  session  of  congress  is  draw- 
ing to   a  close,   and    It   is  evidently   tho 
purpose    of    the    Republican    leaders    In 
the  house  to  prevent  any  consideration 
of    this    resolution,    which    voices      the 
sentiments    of    the    American      people, 
while         the         administration  fol- 

lows the  ignoble  example 

of         the  Cleveland         administra- 

tion and  pursues  a  policy  of  inactivity, 
to  the  disgust  of  every  true  American. 

It  has  been  said  President  McKlnley 
does  not  intervene  in  the  struggle  be- 
tween Spain  and  Cuba,  because  the 
business  interests  of  the  Atlantic  coast 
arc  opposed  to  such  a  move,  yet  every 
day  that  tho  war  continues  adds  to 
the  losses  of  American  shippers  and  im- 
porters. An  official  statement  has  been 
Issued  by  the  department  of  agriculture 
showing  the  effect  of  the  trade  of  the 
United  States  with  the  island,  and  it 
furnishes  ample  reason  why  this  gov- 
ernment should  represent  to  the  Span- 
ish government  that  It  Is  time  to  quit 
the'  war  and  enter  into  negotiations 
with  the  insurgent  leaders  for  terms  of 
peace. 

The  statistics  given  are  for  the  last 
ten  fiscal  years  and  nine  months  of  the 
current  year,  but  it  will  be  sufficient 
to  refer  only  to  the  trade  of  the  last 
four.  In  1893,  the  year  preceding  the 
breaking  out  of  the  insurrection,  the 
value  of  our  commerce  with  Cuba,  Im- 
ports and  exports,  was  nearly  J103,000,- 
000.  while  for  the  fiscal  year  1896  it  was 
only  a  little  over  $47,000.000— a  decline 
In  the  three  years  of  about  J56.000,000. 
A  further  heavy  shrinkage  has  taken 
place  during  the  current  fiscal  year, 
the  total  trade  for  nine  months  being 
of  the  value  of  a  little  less  than  $15,- 
000,000,  so  that  for  the  year  It  will  prol)- 
ably  be  less  than  $20,000,000.  or  not  one- 
fifth  what  it  was  in  1893.  At  this  rate  of 
decline,  our  trade  with  Cuba  would  ijc 
wiped  out  by  another  year'.s  continua- 
tion of  the  struggle. 

The  report  shows  that  among  the 
agricultural  products  exported  from 
the  United  States  to  Cuba,  lard  ranks 
first  in  importance.  In  1893  Cul>a  Im- 
ported American  lard  to  the  Talue  of 
over  $4,000,000,  while  last  year  it  took 
less  than  one-  third  of  this  amount, 
while  the  decline  in  the  exports  of 
meats  was  nearly  ad  great.  But  the 
most  marked  falling  off  In  our  ex- 
ports to  Cul>a  is  In  Irteadstuffs.  The 
report  states  that  during  the  fiscal  year 
1893  breadstuffs  to  the^-alue  of  $3,512,- 
207  were  shipped  from  the  United  States 
to  Cuba,  while  in  1896  the  total  ship- 
ments were  valued  at  only  $774,792,  or

The   current    number   of    the     North 
American  Review  contains  an  interest- 
ing  article   by    Michael    G.    Mulhall   on 
the  Southern  states,  being  the  third  of 
a  series  on  the  "Progress  of  the  United 
States."  The  states  covered  by  this  ar- 
ticle   have    an    area    of    816,000    square 
miles  and  an  estimated  population  of 
:;0,7r.0,0O<'>.    it    win   not   be  surprising     to 
learn  that  Mr.  Mulhall  has  found  this 
section  of  the  republic  inferior  to  other 
portions  of  the  Union  In  the  greater  ele- 
ments  which   make  up   material    pros- 
'  perlty,    and    yet    there    are    some    fea- 
tures   which    give    good    promise   of    a 
marked    Improvement    in   the    near   fu- 
ture.      While  the   progress  made   there 
does  not  compare  very  favorably  with 
that  in  other  states,  there  is  a  steady 
and    rapid    progress     now     proceeding. 
There  Is  still  much  room  for  growth  In 
the  Southern  states  in  the  matter     of 
railway  building  and  manufactures.  In 
1S96    there    were    only    42,800    miles    of 
railway  In  the  thirteen  Southern  states, 
being    only    fifty-three    miles    to      1000 
square    miles   of   area,    whereas   In    the 
prairie  states  the  ratio  is  108  to  the  lOiH). 
Comparisons  are   made   by   Mr.    Mul- 
hall   In    this    article    with    the    Middle 
statesand  he  finds   the  population  of  the 
South   twenty-five   to   the   square   mile, 
as    against    140    in    the    other    group, 
which    Includes    New    York,    New   Jer- 
sey,   Pennsylvania,    Delaware,      Mary- 
land and  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
the  Increase  since  IS.'iO  is  l.'tO  per  cent  In 
both   groups.    Hut    while    in    the    South 
the    rural    population    In    1890    was    16.- 
6S9,000,    against    1,69.3,000    urban,    in    the 
Middle  states  at  the  same  time  the  divi- 
sion   l>etween    rural    and    urban    resi- 
dents was  almost  equal.

Is  up  until 
this  time  at  least  absent  In  the  South. 
The  increase  In  population  in  the  South, 
moreover,   is  attributable  more   to  na- 
tural   causes,    for    the    proportion      of 
foreign-born   residents  there     now       Is 
about   the  same  as  In   18.'}0  :A;lierea8   In 
the  Middle  states  th«'y  have  largely  In- 
creased.  It   is   worthy  of  remark   that 
the  increase  of  i>opulation  in  the  New 
England   states   in   the  same   time   was 
only  about  70  per  cent. 

In  1890  the  white  population  of  the 
Middle  states  was  13,595,000  and  the 
negro  population  only  546,000,  while  in 
the  South  there  were  11,.'>64.000  whites, 
including  those  of  foreign  birth,  against 
6,423.000  negroes.  That  Is,  In  the  South 
more  than  half  the  people  are  colored 
and  In  the  Middle  states  the  proportion 
is  about  1  to  25,  which  fact  accounts  for 
the  difference  In  Illiteracy  beween  the 
sections  as  well  as  for  the  Inferiority 
of  the  South  In  several  other  respects. 
Hut  the  signs  of  progress  are  quite  as 
plain  In  one  section  as  the  other.  The 
farming  area  in  the  South  is  five  and 
a  half  acres  per  inhabitant  and  In  the 
Middle  states  only  two  and  a  half,  while 
the  Improved  area  has  more  than 
doubled  In  the  South  since  1850  and  In 
the  Middle  states  the  percentage  is 
mucji  less. 

The  improvement  in  wages  and  pro- 
duct of  labor  is  one  of  the  bright  spots 
in  the  statistics  furnished  by  Mr.  Mul- 
hall. He  states  that  in  1850  the  wages 
per  operative  was  $221  a  year  and  the 
product  $990.  In  1890  the  wages  aver- 
aged $366  and  the  product  amounted  to 
$153.i.  This  is  a  growth  with  which  the 
South  has  a  right  to  feel  gratified. 
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whether  such  a  vulgar  mode  of  decep- 
tion is  not  worse  than  the  wearing  of 
the  much  discussed  divided  skirt. 


The  operations  of  the  lemon  trust, 
and  the  advance  In  the  price  of  lemons, 
calls  out  a  word  of  sympathy  from 
Henry  Watterson.  "The  tax  on  cool- 
ing drinks,"  he  remarks,  "will  go  hard

The  Duluth  boys  maib-  a  splen- 
ilid   a))pearan(e    in    the    !)arade    yester- 
day and  were  the  recipients  of  loud  ap- 
plause from  the  multitudes  that  crowd- 
ed the  streets  alone  the  line  of  march. 
The    Duluth    division    had    seventy-five 
hand.sonie  uniformed  Klks  in  line,  prol)- 
alily  as   large  a  pert-entage  of  the  total 
membership  of  the  lodge  as  was  shown 
by  any  lodge  in  the  country.    They  were 
headed    by    \V.    11.    Abrahamson.    who 
acted   as  drum-major,   followed    by   the 
Duluth   City    band.        Then     came      the 
noble    representative    of    the    American 
savage,   procured   for   this   occasion   by 
the    Duluth    lodge    from    a    neighboring 
Indian    reservation,     carrying    a     large 
American    tiag.     The    Klku   in    all    their

had  it  not  been  for  the  storms.  So 
while  an  immense  amount  of  damage 
has  been  inflicted  by  nature's  pranks, 
it  Is  not  an  ill  wind  which  blows  no- 
body good,  for  those  1000  men  are  pro- 
vided at  least  with  temporary  work. 
This  does  not  take  into  consideration 
the  work  created  In  cities  and  villages 
by  damage  to  public  and  private  prop- 
erty. • 

Still,  according  to  G.  SI  Richards,  the 
employment  agent  who  makes  the 
above  estimate,  the  conditions  for 
I'ommon  lalior  are  not  so  bad  as  many 
people  have  imagined.  There  Is  twice 
the  demand  for  men  that  there  was 
this  time  last  year,  and  there  Is  work 
for  every  man  who  wants  it  at  the 
wages  that  are  the  going  standard. 
That  is  not  high,  hut  it  is  still  al^.ut 
10  per  cent  higher  than  it  was  last 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  extra  work  of  re- 
pairing on  the  railroads,  there  Is  also 
H  large  amount  ot  work  on  all  the 
roads,  and  nearly  every  road  entering 
Duluth  has  been  employing  more  or 
lesf  common  labor.  There  is  also  a 
good  deal  of  sawmill  and  summer  log- 
ging work,  though  there  will  probably 
l»e  more  of  the  latter  when  the  woods 
dry  up.  .It  is  so  damp  now  that  It  Is 
next  to  impossible  to  do  anything. 

The  prospects  are  good  for  lots  of 
work  In  Dakota  in  the  harvest  fields 
this  year,  but  that  is  still  about  a 
mrtnth  away.  The  demand  for  men 
will  not  begin  until  about  Aug.  10.  The 
special  rates  always  given  by  the  rail- 
roads at  this  sea/jon  will  go  Into  effect 
Aug.  1. 

Wages  in  the  woods  are  from  $16  to 
$18  per  month  for  common  men.  On 
the  railroads  It  is  $1.2.5  to  $1.3,'i  per  day.

(  "/{  few  of  the  Sioux  Indians  talk 
pretty  well,  but  it  is  a  mixture,  in 
less  than  twenty  years  1  do  not  believe 
there  will  be  an  Indian  in  this  country 
who  can  talk  his  native  tongue  pure. 
As  far  as  the  Indian  cliildr'  n  are  con- 
cerned they  use  six  English  words 
where  they  use  one  Indian  word.  The. 
machines  of  the  day  will  record  the 
language  if  it  is  talked  into  them,  but 
the  (lifTlc  ulty  is  to  gel  Indians  \\  ho  can 
talk  with  the  necessary  degree  of  ac- 
curacy. "

METAMORPHOSIS  OF  A  PLANT 
A   curious   incident    of   the    nower  of 
plants  to  adapt  themselves  to  circum- 
stances came  under  my  notice  recently 
in   the  shape  of  a  pontedria  crassipes, 
sa.vs   a   writer   in    Mechan's     Monthly. 
l--ast  fall  I  obtained  a  slip  of  a  ponted- 
ria. which  I  placed  in  a  bowl  in  mv  ;nt- 
ting   r.K.tu    window.      By   spring   it    was 
a    thrifty    plant,    with    beautiful    waxen 
leaves.     When   it   was  time   t.i  set   mv 
plant  out  of  doors  I  looked  about  for 
something  in  which  to  place  mv  lily.  For 
w  ant  of  something  better  I  piit  it  in  an 
old   dinner   boiler   of   generous   propor- 
tions.   By  midsummer  it  had  outgrown 
the  boiler.     Again  I  looked  about,  and 
this  time  I  found  a  crock,  quite  deep,  j 
but  not  very  wide.     I  divided  mv  plant, 
putting  half  in  the  crock  and  the  other 
half  in  the  boiler.     This  latter  I  kept 
thinned  out  by  giving  slips  to  friends; 
th.-  other  plant  was  left  to  grow  at  its 
own   sweet    will,    and.    being   a   thrifty 
lilant,  very  much  Ijent  on  growing,  and 
finding  it  could  not  spread  according  to 
its  natural  m.jde.  it  changed  its  tactics 
and  took  to  .growing  upward.     The  air 
bulbs  developed  into  long  stems,  and  at 
the  end  of  each  grew  a  very  large  leaf 
twice  the  size  of  an  ordinary  leaf.  And 
here  I  would  like  to  say  that,  as  a  house 
plant,  there  is  nothing  more  attractive 
than     a     healthy     pontedria.    \vith    its 
glassy  waxen  leaves,  and,  moreover,  it 
requires     so     little     attention,     merely 
keeping  it  replenished  with  water.

URGE  AHENDANCE 


Interesting  Papers  and  Ad- 
dresses on  Many  School 
Topics  Were  Heard. 


Mllwaukeee.  July  9.— This  Is  tho  cloa- 
iiiK  clay  of  the  National  Kdutatlonal  as- 
!»ovlation  convention.  Wh»'n  the  morn- 
3nK  general  session  was  callod  to  order 
the  Katherlnp  was  the  larpeat  of  any 
day  session  of  the  convention.  The 
Jtov.  Elbridpe  W.  White.  «)f  Clinton.  N. 
Y..  reeited  a  beautiful  poem  «'ntitled 
"The  March  of  the  Ideal."  which  was 
received    with  jrreat  enthusiasm. 

Short  addresses  on  "Educational 
Kounduj>  '  were  next  in  order.  Super- 
intendent Carroll  C  Pearse.  of  Omaha, 
came  Ilrst  with  'Has  the  Heart  of  This 
People  Chanpred  Toward  the  Schools?" 
He  detailed  the  estal)lishment  of  ele- 
mentary schools  tn  this  country  by  the 
early  Massachusetts  colony  and  sup- 
plemented it  by  the  pioneer  neressily. 
The  educational  movement  spread  to 
other  colonies  and  now  covers  the 
whole  country  with  the  best  system  of 
public  education  in  the  world.  The 
speaker  concluded  his  talk  by  answer- 
ing the  (luestitm  of  his  topic  in  the 
n<»<ative. 

Oscar  T.  Corson,  commissioner  of 
common  schools,  state  of  Ohio,  talked 
on  "Extremes  in  Education."  He  said 
there  were  two  classes  of  etxremists— 
those  who  are  satisfied  with  every- 
thini;  that  has  been  done  in  the  past 
and  have  no  desire  for  Improvement, 
and  those  who  are  dissatlslled  with 
everything  that  has  been  or  is.  and  de- 
mand constant  changes.  Between  ihese 
two  classes  the  teachers  of  the  public 
schools  are  in  constant  danger,  on  the 
'•no  hand  of  falling  into  that"stat<>  of 
self-satisfaction  which  means  profes- 
sional decay  and  death,  and.  on  the 
other  hand,  of  becoming  the  victims  4>f 
an  educational  policy  so  unstable  :is 
to  result  in  the  most  superfi.ial  work 
in  the  school  room  and  the  loss  of  con- 
tldence  on  the  part  of  the  common 
people   in    the    common   schools. 

"What  not  to  do"   was  the  subject  of 
Miss  Krtell  Reel,  superintendent  of  pub- 
lic instruction,  state  of  Wvi^ming    Miss 
Heel  said  the  West  inrtuenVed  the   East 
not   to  do  many   things  that   would   un- 
fit the  youth    for  citizenship.      We  have 
too    much   over-education;    we   sacrifice 
the   practical   to   the   i.kal.      We   should 
encourage    and      develop      the      talents 
Mhieh  will  make  j>upils  useful.     Do  not 
make    the    teaching    profession    a    step- 
ping   stone     to    something    else.       Miss 
Reel  closed  with  an  eloquent  peroration 
of  that  happy  tiine  in  the  future  when 
the    educational    skies    will    be    brighter 
and    "the   heart   the   home  of   the   will  " 
William     B.     Pow.-ll.    of    Washington, 
spoke    on    the    "Educational    Outlook." 
The    outlook    depends    on    the    point    of 
view.     To  the  speaker  It  was  encourag- 
ing,   not    altogether    satisfactory,    but 
very  promising. 

"Some  Tendencies  of  Modern  Educa- 
tion" was  discussed  by  James  A.  For- 
shay.  of  Los  Angeles.  Cal.  He  noted 
many  changes  concerning  modern  edu- 
cation and  predicted  glorious  hopes  for 
the  future. 

The  them<-  of  James  L.  Hughes,  of 
Toronto,  was  "The  Education  of  the 
Twentieth  Century."  He  said  in  part 
that  the  schools  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury would  be  frc«-  an<l  the  <  hlld  will  be 
free  in  the  twentieth  century  si  hool. 
He  closed  by  saying  the  schools  of  the 
twentieth  century  will  give  increased 
attention  *o  physical  «  ulture  to  arrest 
the  physical  deterioration  of  the  race, 
and  strengthen  it  intellectually 
morally. 

"Winners  of  Men,"  by  .iames  H. 
field,  president  of  the  Ohio  state 
versity.  ended  the  morning  session,  lie 
said  that  the  history  of  all  nations  has 
been  such  as  to  i>ut  intellectual  honor 
last  instead  of  first.  The  poetical 
form  came  first.  That  was  followed 
by  oratory  to  move  the  wills  of  oth'TS 
and  melt  them  In  that  grand  <rucibl.> 
which  was  to  mold  them  into  final 
shape.  After  that  came  the  stimula- 
tion which  finds  its  expression  thiough 
the  intellect.  The  speaker  said:  "We 
should  bring  into  existence  that  pun 
democracy  where  war.  and  riot  arc 
things  of  the  past,  and  it  must  come 
through  the  work  of  the  schools.  We 
must  have  men  in  our  public  schools 
who  are  winners  of  men  and  who  are 
leaders."

The  Menomini  or  "Wild  Rice"  In- 
dians, from  whose  language  the  name 
of  the  city  of  Chicago  is  derived,  are 
the  subject  of  an  admirable  monograph 
by  Dr.  Walter  J.  Hoffman, 
published  report  of  the 
American  ethnolcjgy.  says 
del|>hia  Times.  In  the  years  1887  to 
1890  Dr.  Hoffman  succeeded  in  obtain- 
ing from  the  Ojibwa  Indians  of  North- 
ern Minnesota  instruction  In  the  Grand 
Medicine  society  of  that  tribe,  together 
with  copies  of  charts  and  songs  on 
birch  bark  relating  to  their  mythology. 
The  publication  of  the  results  of  his  in- 
vestigation attracted  the  attention  of 
some  Menomini  shamans,  or  medicine 
men  who  visited  Washington  In  18l>o 
and  led  to  the  acceptance  of  a  proposi- 
tion to  their  .hiet.  Niopet.  that  Dr.

THE  SPREE'S  ACCIDENT. 

Disabled    German     Lloyd     Steamer 
Reaches  Port. 

Queenstown,  July  9.— The  -  North 
«'ierman  Lloyd  steamer  Spree,  Capt. 
Meier,  which  sailed  frimi  New  York 
on  June  28  for  Bremen  via  t^herbourg, 
and  which  should  have  arrived  there 
on  July  4.  reached  h<>re  today  In  tow  of 
the  British  steamer  Maine,  from  Phila- 
delphia for  London.  The  Spree's  pas- 
sengers and  crew  are  well.  The  delay 
was  cau»ed  by  the  cracking  of  her 
crank  shaft  on  July  2.  when  550  miles 
off  the  coast  of  Ireland. 

The  sea  was  calm  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  and  the  Spree  drifted  until 
8:30  p.  m.  on  July  5.  when  the  Maine 
hove  in  sight,  and  steamed  close  to  the 
North  German  Lloyd  vessel.  The 
captain  of  the  Spree  sent  erne  of  his 
boats  to  the  Maine,  and  arrangements 
were  made  to  tow  the  disabled  steamer 
to  this  port.  There  was  no  excitement 
at  any  lime  among  the  passengers,  and 
the  latter  enjoyed  themselves  as  best 
they  c<nild  under  the  circumstances. 
The  passengers  were  landed  and  for- 
warded by  special  trains  and  boats  to

The  Menomini  Indians  are  located  on 
a  reservation  comprising  ten  town- 
ships ecjual  to  360  square  miles,  in  the 
northeastern  part  of  Wisconsin,  oc- 
cupying about  the  same  territory  in 
which  they  were  found  by  Nicollet  in 
16.54.  Their  name  is  derived  from  the 
grain  kn.nvn  in  English  as  "wild  rice." 
which  they  formerly  collected  for  fooil. 
Dr.  Hoffman  gives  a  list  of  eighty-four 
different  forms  o^  their  name  as  writ- 
ten by  various  authorities  since  the 
time  of  their  discovery.  They  number 
according  to  the  census  of  1S9L'  about 
1.135  on  the  reservation,  with  about  300 
scattered  thniughout  the  country  east- 
ward. From  the  accounts  given,  it 
would  appear  that  the  population  has 
remained  about  the  same  for  the  last 
forty  years.  They  frcnjuently  inter- 
marry with  neighboring  tribes,  such  as 
the  Ojibwa.  as  well  as  with  whit.-s.  an<l 
It  may  be  questioned  If  at  the  pre.sent 
day  there  remains  a  single  Individual 
of  i>ure  blood. 

The    Menomini    now    live    in    comfort- 
able   log    houses,    built    by    themselves, 
and  tolerably  well  furnished  with  mod- 
ern  convenience.     Near     them      is     fre- 
ciuently   observed    a   summer    residence 
njade  of     saplings     and     covered     with 
mats  or  bark,  a  survival  of  the  primi- 
tive form  of  their  wigwam.       Most     of 
their   dishes   are   now     made     by     the 
whites,   but  a   few   wootlen  s|)oons  and 
ladles  of  native  make  are  occasionallv 
seen.     They   say   that     the     making  of 
stone  implements  was  discontinued   by 
]  them   four  generations  age). 
I      Dr.    Hoflfmans   visit   in   the  spring  of 
\  1890    was    to   secure    his    reception    into 
I  the  Great   Medicine  society,     the     pre- 
liminaries to  which  had  been  arranged 
in  Washington.     An    assembly    of     the 
c<iuncil    was   held,   when   it   was  unani- 
mously  agreed    that    he   hsould    be   re- 
ceived   at    the   next     regular     meeting. 
Once   within   the   sacred   structure,     he 
,  might    without    fear  «>f  misfortune   ask 
I  any   questions   he   desired,    and    receive 
explanations  so  far  as  they  lay  within 
the  power  of  the  chief  priest.     When  a 
meeting  Is  desired,  either  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  sick  or  for  regular  initiation, 
three  groups,  each  of  four  chief  medi- 
cine men,  who  have  special  duties  dur- 
'.  Ing   the  ceremonies,    are   elected.      The 
location    of    the    medicine   lodge    is   de- 
cided, and  the  women  members,  usually 
the  wives  of  the  chief  ofliciatlng  medi- 
;  cine  tnen.  who  are  to  prepare  the  struc- 
I  ture.  are  .selected.     The  lodge  Is  erected 
I  on  the  following  plan:     A  piece  of  level 
ground  Is  sought  and  long  poles  plant- 
ed  at   Intervals  along  the  sides  of     an 
I  oblong.    The  length  of  the  structure  is 
I  usually   sixty   to  seventy    feet,    and    Its 
'  width     twenty     feet.      The     poles     are 
brought  together  at  the  top  to  form  an 
j  archway,   and     mats     of     meshes     are 
I  placed    along    the   sides,    while    the   top 
is    shaded    with    mats,    pieces   of    birch 
bark  or  canvas.   .The  meetings  are  held 
on    Saturday   afterno<)ns.    ancl   continue 
uninterruptedly   until   the  next  day  at 
sunset.  Sunday  being  employed  so  that 
as   little  time  as  possible  be  lost  from 
lalxir. 

By  Saturday  afternoon  on  the  occa- 
sion described,  the  vicinity  of  the  medi- 
cine lodge  became  a  scene  of  great  ani- 
mation. Wagons  bearing  the  families, 
tents  and  cooking  utensils  of  members 
of  the  society  began  to  arrive  from  all 
directions.  Branches  of  cedar  had  been 
placed  on  the  ground  around  the  inter- 
ior of  the  lodge  and  on  them  rush  mats 
to  serve  as  seats  for  the  attendants. 
The  gifts  presented  by  the  candidate 
were  hung  from  long  poles  placed 
lengthwise  beneath  the  center  of  the 
arched  enclosure.  At  Intervals,  lant- 
erns wer«'  suspt^nded.  to  furnish  light 
during  the  night  service,  and  a  large 
mat.  on  which  the  candiate  was  finally 
obliged  to  kneel,  was  spread  on  the 
ground. 

At  the  ceremony  Shunien  was  recog- 
nized as  the  chief  officiating  shaman. 
Taking  a  ceremonial  baton  he  recited 
the  ritual.  Dr.  Hoffman  was  initiated 
to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  death,  and 
according  to  custom  a  feast  was  first 
held  at  the  head  of  the  grave.  The 
w<unen  oi  the  bulge,  assisted  by  the 
relatives  of  the  deceased,  then  spread 
a  tablecloth  on  the  ground,  on  which 
they  deposited  meats,  vegetables.  i)read 
and  pastry.  After  the  feast  Shunien 
again  took  the  baton,  and  handing  it  to 
one  of  his  assistants.  r«'«iuested  him  to 
make  an  aihlress.  The  aildress  mad" 
by  him  and  his  three  assistants  related 
to  the  exploits  perfiiiined  by  them,  par- 
ticularly during  the  civil  wai.  when 
most  of  them  served  as  soliders  in  the 
ITnion  army.  The  digression  was 
prompted  because  the  deceased  hiul 
been  one  of  their  comrades.  The  grave 
fjost  of  the  deceased  was  then  cere- 
moniously painted:  an<l  the  addresses 
over,  the  persons  present  fell  in  lin<-. 
two  by  two,  and  returned  to  the  medi- 
cine lodge. 

At  the.se  gatherlngf  it  is  customary 
for  each  individual  to  dress  as  elab- 
orately as  possible.  The  chief  article 
of  value  Is  the  medicine  sack,  in  which 
are  caYrted  several  t-acn  d  (Objects,  par- 
ticularly the  konapamik  or  shell  ii.^cd 
in    shooting    the    candidate    and    con- 


origin  of  the  tribe  was  related.  At  the 
close  Shunien  stated  Ihiil  several  well- 
knowti  members  who  were  Jugglei-s 
would  perform  tricks  to  impress  the 
audience    with    their    powers. 

During  a  short  interval  of  smoking, 
in  which  most  of  the  medicine  men  par- 
ticipated, one  man  retired  to  arrange 
for  the  exhibition  of  his  trick.  In  a 
few  minutes  he  return. d.  holding  be- 
fore him  a  red  flannel  bag,  twenty  in- 
ches in  width  by  thirty  in  depth.  Fluf- 
fy white  feathers  were  attached  to  the 
top  at  the  opening.  He  took  the  bag 
between  his  hands  and  rolled  it  up  into 
a  ball  to  show  that  there  was  nothing 
in  it.  Again  taking  one  of  the  upper 
corners  in  each  hand,  the  performer 
held  the  bag  before  his  face  as  a  ban- 
ner, and  as  he  danced  two  snake  heads 
l>egan  to  emerge  from  the  top  of  the 
bag  and  became  more  and  more  ex- 
posed to  view  until  tli.-ir  bodies  pro- 
truded perhaps  six  incli.-s.  Slowly  the 
heads  retreated  into  th--  bag  untjl  the 
performer  had  turned  at  the  eastern 
end  of  the  enclosure  and  was  approach- 
ing the  chief  medicine  man,  when  the 
singing  increa.sed  in  tone  and  time  and 
the  snakes  again  emerged,  only  to  dis- 
appear again  at  the  point  of  starting. 
The  trick  made  a  profound  impression, 
and  silence  reigned.  Aimther  medicine 
man  then  came  forwanl  to  exhibit  his 
skill.  His  trick  was  to  make  some 
small  wooden  figures  ilance.  Seated 
flat  on  the  ground  In  th.'  middle  of  the 
enclosure,  he  stretched  out  his  legs, 
when  an  assistant  threw  across  them 
a  woolen  blanket.  Two  small  wooden 
effigies  about  four  Inches  in  height 
were  then  place<l  opposite  the  perform- 
er. The  assistant  then  seate<l  himself 
and  as  l»oth  chanted  the  figures  began 
to  move  and  dance  to  the  song  of  the 
Juggler  and   his   assistant. 

The  chief  event  of  th.  afternoon  was 
yet  to  come.  KImean,  a  Juggler  of  re- 
nown, was  to  do  a  wonderful  trick  in 
fact  to  make  a  bear's  claw  stand  erect 
on  the  polished  surface  of  a  small  mir- 
ror, and  then  cause  the  claw  to  hang 
to  the  same  surface  while  the  mirror 
was  turned  toward  the  earth.  Perfect 
silence  prevailed.  Taking  from  his 
medicine  bag  a  small,  miind.  old-fash- 
ioned pocket  mirror,  h.-  produced  the 
claw  of  a  black  bear  Then,  while 
slowly  ancl  softly  chanting,  he  gradual- 
ly brought  the  mirror  !••  a  level  befoie 
him.  then  brought  the  .law  down  to 
Its  surface,  slowly  stood  it  up  on  end 
and  left  it  there.  With  a  quick  move- 
ment he  turned  the  glass,  so  as  to  plat  e 
the  claw  in  a  position  of  lieing  sus- 
pended from  it. 

The  trick  had  a  great  effect  cm  the 
audien<'e.  and  gave  adiliiional  notoriety 
to  the  powers  of  the  eld  Juggler.  Dr. 
Hoffman  explain*  all  these  trlck.«. 
showing  that  they  depended  up<m  sim- 
ple meehanital  devices.  Continuing  the 
account  of  the  exercises  in  the  lodge, 
he  describes  the  manner  in  which  the 
candidate  receives  th<-  new  life.  Four 
medicine  men  move  rai)idly  towards 
the  candidate,  hopping  twice  on  one 
foot  and  then  o'l  the  other,  e-ach  at  the 
same  time  grasping  his  medicine  l)ag 
as  if  holdlnr  a  gun  and  making  a 
charge  upon  his  enemy,  and  repeating 
the  word.  "Ho.  ho.  ho.  ho!"  This  is 
continued  until  the  <  andidate  falls  for- 
ward on  hk;  face,  apparently  lifeles.s. 
The  magic  influence  of  the  medicine 
bag  had  been  shot  into  his  heart  and 
being  too  powerful  to  bear  he  became 
unconscious.  I'pon  his  recovery  an  ot- 
ter skin  medicine  bag  was  presented  to 
him  and  his  initiation  was  practically 
complete.

WILL  MR.  ASTOR  WIN? 

William  Waldorf  Astor  recently  made 
a  remarkable  bet.  The  scene  was  the 
dining  room  of  his  London  residence, 
and  Mr.  Astor  had  made  several  state- 
ments about  the  magnitude  of  Califor- 
nia redwood  trees,  says  the  New  York 
Journal.  Several  of  his  guests  were  not 
backward  In  remarking  that  such  di- 
mensions as  mentioned  by  their  host 
Were  most  assuredly  worthy  of  doubt 
so  far  as  trees  were  concerned.  Mr. 
Astr)r  then,  to  prove  his  assertions  re- 
garding the  forest  giants,  offered  to 
wager  that  he  could  secure  from  the 
cross  section  slice  of  a  California  red- 
wood tree  a  dining  table  laiTge  enough 
to  seat  and  accommodate  all  of  the 
twenty  guests  who  were  then  assem- 
bled before  him.  The  wager  was  ac- 
cepted and  the  order  for  a  perfect  cut 
of  one  of  the  biggest  trees  was  imme- 
diately cabled  to  America. 

The  tree  was  finally  selected  In  Cali- 
fornia, and  when  hewn,  barked  and 
sawed  up.  a  cut  from  near  the  base  was 
selected  for  shipment  to  London  to  bear 
out  Mr.  Astor's  statements.  The  huge 
piece  of  timber  was  sawed  about  three 
feet  thick.  It  has  a  diameter  of  14  feet 
4  Inches.  There  Is  not  the  slightest 
blemish  on  the  big  timber,  and  If  trans- 
ported to  London  without  accident  it 
will  surely  amaze  th«-  English. 

But  according  to  the  diameter  of  the 
selected  ple«e  of  wood,  it  is  said  to  be 
likely  that  Mr.  Astor  will  lose  his  or- 
iginal bet.  As  the  circ  umference  of  an 
article  Is  thive  limes  its  diameter,  Mr. 
Astor  will  have  a  table  forty-three  feet 
In  circumference.  The  space  usually 
allowed  guests  at  a  banquet  table  Is 
never  less  than  two  and  one-half  feet 
each,  and  more  generally  three  feet  Is 
allowed.

Within  a  few  days  the  patent  office 
will  give  title  In  a  discovery  which  may 
fairly  be  considered  the  most  remark- 
able since  the  X-ray.

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  its 
production  in  c(uantities  will  revolu- 
tionize many  industries  wherein  abra- 
sives are  employed,  and  it  may  even  be 
used  for  cutting  of  diamonds.  This 
seems  wonderful  enough  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  diamond  is  the 
hardest   thing   in   nature. 

Titanium  is  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing of  rare  metals.   It  is  about  half  as 
heavy  as  iron,  and.  like  the  latter,  it  is 
white  when  perfectly  pure.  Chemically, 
it   resembles   tin.    while   in    its   physical 
properties  it   is  like   iron.   The   familiar 
mineral,    "rutile.  '    is    an    oxide    of    ti- 
tanium, and  is  used  to  give  the  proper 
color   to   artificial    teeth.    Itutile    of   ex- 
ceptionally   fine    <iuality    is    found     in 
I'ennsyivania,    where    boys     sometimes 
make  a  business  of  following  the  plow 
for  the  purpose  of  |>icking  up  chunks 
of  it  when  they  happen  to  be  turned  up. 
They  call   the  chunks   "money   stones" 
l)ecause    they    are    worth    about    $4      a 
pound.  These  lumi)S  of  rutile  are  black, 
but  make  a  red  mark  when  anything  is 
rubbed  with  them.  A  smal  quantity  of 
the    mineral    put   into   the   mixture    f«)r 
tooth  enamel  firoduces  the  peculiar  yel- 
lowish tint  that  counterfeits  nature  so 
admirably.  Titanium  has  no  other  com- 
mercial use  than  this.  There  is  none  of 
It  on  the  market  in  the  metallic  state, 
and    probably    not    an    ounce    could    bo 
obtained    at    any    price    by    advertising 
for  it.  Dealers  in  rare  metals  will  quote 
you  gallium  at  $3000  an  ounce,  german- 
ium at  $1125  an  c»unce,  rhodium  at  $112 
an  ounce,  ruthenium  at  $90  and  ounce, 
iridiu  •  at  $37  an  ounc-e.   asmium  at  $26 
an   ounce,    and   jialladium   at     $24       an 
ounce;    but   they   have   no   titanium    to 
sell,  because  there  Is  no  deinand  for  it. 
and  also   for  the   reason   that    it   is  ex- 
tremely ditTicuit    to   sei>arate   from    the 
sul)stance  with  which  it  is  found  com- 
bineil  in  nature.  At  the  same  time  there 
is  no  doubt   that  j)lenty  of  it  could   be 
produc.'il    at    wry    moderate   cost    if    a 
large  demand  should  spring  up.  Though 
cjas.sed  as  a  rare  metal,  it  Is  not  really 
such.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  a  common  Im- 
fiurity  in  iron  ores. 

Hitherto  titanium  has  l>een  of  interest 
to  metallurgists  <hietiy  as  a  nuisance, 
rendering  iron  ores  refractory.  Mil- 
lions of  terns  of  iron  ores  in  Virginia 
and  New  York  state  are  made  woith- 
less  by  the  presence  of  5  or  6  per  cent 
of  titanium.  Nearly  all  «)f  the  so-called 
rare  metals  are  not  used  commercially 
at  present,  being  merely  curiosities  of 
the  laboratory,  but  there  Is  no  telling 
when  one  or  another  of  them  may  turn 
out  to  be  exceedingly  valuable..  Ti- 
tanium has  been  known  for  nearly  n 
century,  but  it  has  remained  for  M. 
Moissan  to  discover  an  emjiioyment  for 
it.  wherein  it  will  be  a  most  precious 
gift  to  mankind.  The  distinguished  sa- 
vant has  turned  out  quite  a  number 
of  new  and  remarkable  things  from  his 
electric  furnace,  in  which  he  is  able  to 
subject  various  raw  materials  to  a 
temperature  of  4.500  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
In  this  way  he  made  real  diamonds  of 
small  size  by  fusing  charcoal  with 
wrought  iron  and  permitting  the  car- 
bon to  crystallize  out  in  slow  cooling. 

The  carbide  of  titaniun)  was  pro- 
duced in  the  same  furnace,  and  doubt- 
less it  will  earn  for  its  inventor  the 
I)rize  of  $10,000  which  was  offered  some 
time  ago  Ijy  the  P^rench  academy  for  a 
substance  to  take  the  place  of  the 
bla<?k  and  brown  diamonds  used  in 
drills.  These  l>lack  and  brown  diamonds 
are  not  gems,  but  are  a  variety  of  true 
diamonds  known  commercially  as 
"bort."  Their  employment  for  drills 
and  for  other  similar  purposes  is  so 
extensive  that  the  supply  does  not 
meet  the  demand  and  the  price  of  them 
has  risen  enormously  within  the  last 
few  years.  The  largest  piece  of  "bort" 
ever  discovered  was  picked  uj)  in  Bahia, 
Brazil,  a  couple  of  years  ago.  It 
weighed  .1073  carats  and  its  value  was 
estimated  at  %?.f>  a  carat,  or  more  than 
$120,000    for    the    lump. 

Diamond  drills  are  indlsjiensable  in 
mining,  in  di^^ing  artesian  wells  and 
in  many  other  emi>loyments.  The 
crystals  are  s.^t  around  one  edge  of  :t 
steel  tube,  which  in  revolving  cuts  a 
core  out  of  the  solid  rock.  By  this 
means,  the  core  being  eaxrrtlned  as  it  is 
taken  out  piece  by  piece,  an  ore  body 
may  be  explored  for  hundreils  of  feet 
without  digging  or  blasting,  the  de- 
gree of  its  ric:hness  being  ascertained 
with  certainty.  Now.  presumably,  it 
will  l»e  possible  to  substitute  for  the 
diamonds  a  small  ring  of  carbide  of  ti- 
tanium, fixe*!  ufxm  the  end  of  the  tu- 
bular drill.  It  will  be  cheap,  and.  being 
harder  than  diamonds,  will  do  the 
work  better.  In  like  manner  the  new- 
substance  will  be  utilized  instead  of 
diamonds  for  the  saws  which  are  now 
employed  for  cutting  hard  stone.  At 
present  the  cost  of  cutting  agatized 
wood  into  slabs  suitable  for  tables  and 
other  such  purposes  is  great,  but  It 
will  not  be  so  when  the  cheap  carbide 
of  titanium  takes  the  place  of  dia- 
monds. 

Thin  circular  disks  of  steel  several 
feet  in  diameter  are  set  with  crystals 
of  "borf  around  the  edges,  forming 
circular  saws  of  great  power,  which  will 
cut  through  blocks  of  hard  stone  easily. 
Sometimes,  however,  the  saws  are 
straight  blades  of  irrm.  set  with  black 
diamonds  in  like  fashion,  whieh  are 
drawn  back  and  forth.  For  all  such 
saws  a  continuous  strip  of  carbide  of 
titanium  will  take  the  plac^e  of  the  dia- 
mcmds.  It  may  be  anticipated  that  M. 
Moissan's  di.scr)very  will  cause  a  big 
drop  in  the  price  of  "bort."  which  for 
a  long  time  past  has  been  exiiorted 
from  1  labia  at  the  rate  of  .50.000  carats 
a  ye.ar,  thi.'j  being  the  grentest  sourc«'  oi 
supply.  At  the  same  time  the  discovery 
of  so  <hea)>  and  effe<  five  an  abrasive 
will  have  a  great  influence  on  many 
trades,  lessening  the  cost  of  many  com- 
mercial  processes.  * 

About  1,200,000  watches  with  jeweled 
works  are  manufactured  annually  in 
the-  T'nited  States,  requiring  12,000,000 
Jewels,  or  from  seven  X't  twenty-one  for 
eaeh  watch.  Of  there  5.»0n.00»)  are 
rubier,  and  sapphlref;.  while  the  remain- 
ing 7.000.000  are  garnets,  the  wijoie 
being  valued  at  over  $.300,000.  Most  of 
them  are  imported.  They  are  used  as 
be>«rtnirs  because  they  do  nut  wtar  oiit, 
bein^  so  hard.  In  th';  same  way  and 
for  the  same  reason  similar  gems  are 


employed  as  knife  edges  for  delicate 
balances.  For  these  purjioses  It  seems 
likely  that  carbide  of  titanium  will  be 
utilized  in  future,  being  cheaper  and 
enduring  more  wear  on  account  of  its 
superior  hardness.  It  is  even  possible 
that  the  new  substance  will  take  tlie 
place  of  the  diamond  in  glass-cutting. 
M.  Moissan  has  been  engaged  for  a 
number  of  years  in  trying  to  earn  that 
prize  of  $10.0fMi  offered  by  the  l-^rench 
Academy.  He  tried  a  combination  of 
boric  acid  and  sugar  in  his  electric  fur- 
nace at  one  time  and  obtained  fr^in 
them  a  sul)staiic-e  of  exliaor<iinary 
hardness,  which  he  imagined  would 
prove  a  satisfactor.v  substitute  for 
black  diamcmds.  The  two  materials 
being,  heated  together  in  the  furnace  at 
an  enormously  high  temperature,  the 
carbon  from  the  sugar  and  the  element 
called  "bonm"  combined,  the  result 
being  a  black  mass  similar  in  appear- 
ance to  graphite. 

Among  the  products  obtained  by  the 
French  savant  incidentally  to  this  re- 
search was  a  carbide  of  silicon— the 
substance  which  is  now  known  c'-om- 
mercially  as  "( arborundum."  But  in 
this  discovery  he  was  later  than  the 
Pittsburg  chemist,  E.  C.  Acheson,  who 
had  come  across  it  by  a  very  remark- 
able accident.  He  was  trying  to  make 
artificial  diamonds,  and  for  that  i)ur- 
pose  was  using  a  mixture  of  carbon  and 
<lay,  which  he  sul»jectc>d  to  a  tremen- 
dous heat  in  an  electric  furnace.  When 
the  mass  had  cooled  down  it  was  found 
to  contain  a  few  very  small  crystals  of 
a  bright  blue  color.  At  first  the  experi- 
menter thought  that  he  had  really  oli- 
tained  the  iliamonds  he  was  after,  but 
investigation  proved  that  the  crystals 
were  an  entirely  new  compound — a  car- 
bide of  silicon,  composed  of  69  i)er  cent 
silica  and  the  balance  carbon.  It  was 
fi-rther  a.scertained  that  the  crystals 
were  harder  than  sapphires  or  even 
rubies,  and  then  it  was  realized  that 
a  most  valuable  discovery  had  been 
made. 

Carborundum  is  now  largely  used  in- 
stead of  emery  for  grinding  and  polish- 
ing metals,  as  well  as  for  many  other 
purposes  as  an  abrasive.  It  is  next  in 
hardness  to  the  diamond.  A  big  fat  - 
tory  for  its  manufacture  has  been  es- 
tablished at  Niagara  Falls,  with  a  fur- 
nace that  is  sui»i)lied  from  the  cataract 
with  an  electric  current  of  enormous 
power.  After  the  current  has  been 
kept  on  for  twenty-four  hours  the  fur- 
nace is  allowed  to  cool  down.  When  it 
is  ojiened  it  presents  a  very  beautiful 
appearance,  owing  to  the  formation  of 
quantities  of  exquisite  crystals,  vary- 
ing in  color  from  yellowish  to  violet. 
These  crystals  are  carborundum.  On 
being  removed  from  the  furnace  the 
crystals  are  crushed  to  a  fine  fxtwder. 
They  are  then  treated  with  suli)huiic 
acid,  washed  and  sifted,  when  they  are 
ready  for  sale.  About  two  tons  of  the 
stuff  aiH-  produced  every  twenty-four 
hours.  The  carborundum  j)c)wcler  is 
made  into  wheels,  hones,  files,  knife- 
sharpeners,  etc..  V)eing  mixed  with  a 
binding  material,  molded  in  iiydraxilic 
presses  and  vitrified. 

Half  a  dozen  years  ago  it  was  sup- 
posed that  no  substance  could  possibly 
be  harder  than  the  diamond.  Ruby 
came  second  and  sapphire  third.  Now, 
thanks  to  the  wonder  work  of  science, 
these  notions  are  upset,  the  diamond 
falls  into  second  place,  with  ruby 
fourth,  two  artificial  substances  being 
No.  1  and  No.  3  respectively. 


THESE  ARE    INTERESTING. 


Tlie  making  of  artificial  ears  seems 
t<i  have  reached  scientific  perfection 
within  the  last  decade.  Made  of  a 
specially  i)reparecl  rubber,  llesh-colored 
in  the  Knigh.  they  are  painted  by  hand 
in  exact  imitation  of  the  remaining  ear 
of  the  unfortunate  customer,  and  as 
carefully  "touched"  and  marked  over 
as  an  artist's  picture. 

The  theater  of  Dionysius.  otherwise 
named  Bacchus,  at  Athens,  which  is 
the  |)rototype  of  all  later  theaters,  is 
the  oldest  in  the  world.  It  was  f.junded 
320  B.  C,  and  when  its  remains  were 
excavated  in  1S62  the  stage,  the  or- 
chestra and  lower  rows  of  seats  were 
discovered  to  be  in  a  fair  slate  of  pres- 
ervation. The  cavea,  where  the  specta- 
tors sal,  hewn  out  of  the  rock,  proved 
to  have  been  large  encwgh  to 
accommodate  30.000  persons.  It  has  in 
the  front  row  67  marble  thrones,  each 
inscril)ed  with  the  name  of  one  of  the 
chief  Athenian  priests,  en-  of  some  sec- 
ular official.  Of  theaters  which  have 
been  built  within  the  last  300  or  400 
years,  the  oldest  in  Europe  is  that 
within  the  Vatican,  built  by  Bramanti 
in  1.580.  The  oldest  existing  theater  in 
England  is  Drury  Lane,  <lating  from 
Aiu-il,    1662. 

During  th^  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
centuries  monks  freciuently  isolated 
themselvc^s  from  the  world  and  repro- 
duced the  Bible  in  illuminated  manu- 
script. The  work  was  necessarily  slow 
and  in  no  instance  was  it  accomplished 
in  less  than  thirty-five  years.  Ouido  de 
Jars  was  a  ))rodu(er  of  these  illuminat- 
ed manus(  ripts  and  a  beautiful  s})eci- 
men  of  his  work  was  sold  along  with 
the  books  of  Sir  W.  lUirreil  in  1790.  This 
copy  of  the  Bible  had  occupied  half  a 
century  in  its  production.  A  note  in 
the  iK'ginning  of  the  manuscript  In 
Jars'  handwriting  indicates  that  he  l)e- 
ban  his  task  in  1244  and  did  not  con- 
clude it  till  1294. 

The  Burmese  forests  are  rich  in  tim- 
ber, many  varieties  of  which  are  equal 
if  not  sui>erior  to  teak  in  durability  un- 
der alteinations  of  heat  and  moisture, 
but  some  of  which  are  too  heavy  too 
float.  One  of  the  finest  is  the  padouk, 
which  is  reserved  and  cut  only  by  the 
government.  It  is  as  hard  and  durable 
as  lingum  vitae.  and  is  used  for  cogs 
and  driving  wheels  in  rice  mills,  and  is 
used  for  such  purposes  instead  of 
brass.  This  wood  makes  handsome, 
though  rather  heavy  furniture,  and 
makes  a  fine  substitute  for  mahogany 
in    cabin    fittings    for   steamers.  The 

pylnkadoe  is  also  a  very  good  hard 
wood,  of  reddish  color,  which  makes 
first  class  railroad  ties,  nearly  1.000.000 
having  recently  been  ordered  for  the 
Chittagong  Assam  railway.  The  na- 
tives have  a  trick  of  coloring  and  sub- 
stituting cheaper  wood,  and  in  one  case 
out  of  twenty  ties  examined  only  two 
were  found  to  be  genuine.  As  this  wood 
Is  l»eing  so  rapidly  used  up  the  govern- 
ment will  henceforth  fix  a  minimum 
cutting  girth  to  prevent  its  destruction. 

Paderewski  has  received  an  offer  of 
1000  guineas  for  a  single  concert  in 
London,  and  the  same  sum  has  been  of- 
fered Adclina  Patti  for  three  songs  at 
another  concert.  These  are  said  to  be 
the  highest  prices  c^ver  offered  to  artists 
for  single  performances. 

The  opening  up  of  a  demand  for  po- 
tatoes fieeled.  sliced  and  dried  like  ap- 
ples promises  to  give  a  fresh  inifietus 
to  potato  cultivation,  as  decay  will  be 
prevented  and  freight  cost  lessened. 
The  jxttatoes  are  peeled  and  sliced  by 
machinery,  soaked  two  minutes  in 
strcmg  brine,  drained  and  dried  at  a 
temperature  of  about  194  degrees.  Be- 
fore using,  the  slices  are  soaked  from 
twelve  to  fift«en  hours,  and  then  have 
all  the  freshness  and  flavor  of  new  po- 
tatoes. 

The  war  in  Greece  has  affected  the 
German  toy  trade  in  a  curious  manner. 
One  toy  factory  of  lea  ..-soldiers  alone 
has  received  within  the  last  three 
weeks  such  Immense  orders  for  Turkish 
and  Greek  soldiers  for  next  Christmas 
thst  they  advertise  In  German  trade 
paoers  their  inability  to  accept  further 
orders  for  delivery  within  this      year. 


The  makers  of  toy  uniforms,  game*, 
pictures  and  similar  toys  are  also  run- 
ning overtime,  manufacturing  spec-ial- 
ties  illustrating  the  war.  Even  the 
textile  Industries  are  i)reparing  to  reai» 
a  golden  harvest,  and  material  of  ev- 
ery imaginable  dcscripti.in  in  Orientat 
an<l  Greek  designs  is  Ix-ing  manufac- 
tured in  great  ciuantUies.  Paris  haK 
begun  to  lea<l  the  sl.vles  with  Greek 
ideas  embodied  in  militar.v  «-ostume  and 
all  other  countries  w  ill  naturally  follow 
the  lead  of  France's  cajiital. 

Some  of  the  famous  treasure  ships 
which  lie  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea  in- 
cl'ide  L'Orient.  sunk  by  Nelson  at  th«- 
battif  of  the  Nile.,  with  $3.(H»0,OW^ 
aboard;  the  Latune.  sunk  in  tbe  Zuy- 
der  Zee  with  $7.0((0.000  in  her  hold;  the 
De  Brake,  lost  off  Dclawar-  bay  with 
Spanish  bullion.  and  the  ship  (Jolden 
Gate,  which  went  down  off  Cape  Ilat- 
feras  while  returning  from  California 
in  the  '50s  loaded  with  gold.  Ofllcial 
statistics  show  .that  2000  vessels  are 
sunk  annually.  the  ve.ssels 

aand  carg»x?s  being  .valued 

at  $100,000,000.  The  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  coasts  are  strewn  with  old  and 
n<'w  wrecks,  many  laclen  with  valuable 
cargoes. 

The  I.,ondon  policeman  goes  on  the 
force  at  a  salary  of  $6  per  week,  with 
the  assurance  of  a  raise  to  $S  at  the 
end  of  eight  years'  servic<'.  He  has. 
in  addition,  his  uniform,  boots,  coal 
money  ami  some  oihc-r  extras,  as  well 
as  the  promise  of  supernnuation  jiay 
at  the  end  of  twenty-six  .years'  service. 

There  are  now  712  fountains  for  hu- 
man beings.  2S6  large  troughs  for 
horses  and  cattle  and  476  small  tioughs 
for  sheep  and  dogs  in  tlv-  streets  and 
suburl»s  of  Lond.m.  During  a  period 
of  twenty-foui'  hours  the  fountains 
have  been  used  by  more  than  2,5(»0.<KiO 
persons,  while  at  the  troughs  .500,000 
horses  have  ((Uenched  their  thirst. 

Toothache  will  no  longer  be  accepted 
by  the  Geneva  (Switzerland)  i>ostoflicii 
as  an  excuse  for  absence  of  employes. 
The  Canton  superintendent  has  issued 
a  circular  dire<ting  them  to  have  their 
teeth  extracted  rather  than  have  thft 
service  suffer. 

A  well-known  Portland  sea  captain, 
who  aiii>eared  with  a  black  eye  recently 
exfilaiiis  his  Corbel t  c»rb  as  foUows:

Special  organizers  will  also  be 
sent  to  the  miners  of  the  New  York  and 
Cleveland  Oas  Coal  comj)any  and  every 
arRument  used  ui>on  the  men  at  work 
to  induce  them  to  join  in  the  move- 
ment. 

Many  operators  in  this  district  are 
anxious  to  Ket  the  miners  of  the  New- 
York  ami  Cleveland  company  out,  and 
in  several  instances  money  has  been 
olYered  to  help  pay  th«'  wages  of  Ue 
Armit's  men  if  they  consent  to  strike. 
Coal  is  a  very  scarce  article  in  the 
PittsburK  mark»'t  and  it  is  impossible 
to  buy  in  carloa<i  lots.

A  CLEVELAND  STORY. 

Hanna's  West    Virginia    Miners   Will 
Not  Quit. 

Cleveland,  .July  10.  — Dan  Hanna,  of 
the  tirm  of  M.  A.  Hanna  it  Company, 
declared  this  morning:  that  the  West 
Virginia  miners  would  never  quit  work, 
and  that  coal  could  be  secured  from 
that  source  if  the  railroads  were  pre- 
pared to  haul  It.  Col.  Myron  T.  Her- 
rick.  receiver,  was  unprei)ared  to  say 
this  morning  whether  the  Wheeling  & 
Lake  Erie  railway  would  haul  West 
Virginia  coal.  He  had  received  advices 
from  Dillonville  that  his  miners  are 
still  out  with  no  immediate  prospect  of 
their  return. 

The  event  of  the  morning  was  the 
frantic  effort  of  the  little  dealers  to 
I  secure  coal  from  the  big  dealers  to  su|)- 
,  i>ly  the  retail  consumers.  In  every  In- 
!  stani-e  the  big  dealers  refused  to  de- 
I  liver  the  coal  and  the  effects  of  the 
I  great  strike  are  beginning  to  be  felt 
i  in  the  homes.  The  price  of  steam  coal 
I  or  run  of  the  mine  grade  has  stea<lily 
I  advanced,  and  Is  now  |1  above  what 
I  It  was  Thursday.  The  demand  is  be- 
I  coming  greater  every  hour  and  the 
supply  is  constantly  becoming  less. 
I  The  feeling  of  alarm  Is  beginning  to 
'  spread  among  men  who  yesterday 
;  viewed  the  situation  with  disdain.  Mr. 
J.  B.  Serbe.  of  the  Ohio  &  Pennsyl- 
I  vania  Coal  <ompany  was  Inclined  to 
I  regard  the  strike  as  at  short  duration 
I  antj  It  was  commonly  believed  that  it 
\  would  be  a  failure.  Put  big  dealers 
and  mine  operators  are  beginning  to 
I  fear  its  strength  and  today  there  Is  con- 
sternation among  coal  dealers,  marine 
I  men,  manufacturers  and  worklngmen 
!  In  general.

Thousands  of  worklngmen  out  of  em- 
ployment, factories  and  mills  closed 
down,  street  car  traffic  suspended— 
thla  will  shortly  be  the  result  in 
Cleveland  unless  a  compromise  is  ef- 
fected In  a  few  days.  Shipments  by 
water  have  been  cut  off  entirely  and 
charters  have  been  cancelled  by  the 
wholesale.  As  more  than  half  the 
•  oarse  freighters  have  l»een  compelled 
to  go  up  light  It  has  Increased  the  of- 
ferings of  tonnage  for  down  cargoes 
materially  and  has  weakened  the 
freight  market  all  around.  The  fixed 
price  for  fuel  Is  $1.S0.  but  today  vessel- 
men  are  paylnt;  $2  and  on  Monday  they 


aid  them  In  bringing  the  K'reat  struggle 
to  a  successful  terminatiun.  As  a  last 
resort  the  railroad  employes  will  be 
brouf-rht  into  the  fight  If  ii.jssible.  The 
heads  «)f  the  various  rallujiy  organiza- 
tions have  been  ai)pealed  to  for  assist- 
ance If  needed,  and  It  Is  said  they  will 
render  all  aid  possible.  It  was  report- 
ed that  P.  M.  Arthur,  -  hlef  of  the 
Hrotherho<jd  of  Locomoti\e  Engineers, 
had  l>een  asked  to  Issue  orders  to  the 
engineers  not  to  haul  coal  until  the 
miners  differences  are  atljusted.  This 
would  effectually  tie  up  all  the  coal 
ready  for  shipment  and  what  might 
be  loaded  in  the  event  of  the  failure  to 
bring  all  of  the  miners  out. 

When  President  Raiehford  was 
asked  as  to  the  truth  of  the  report,  he 
said:  "We  have  been  keeping  that 
feature  of  the  strike  from  the  news- 
pafH-rs  for  several  days.  I  will  say, 
however,  that  we  have  communicated 
with  the  heads  of  all  the  railway  or- 
ganizations In  the  country,  and  I  be- 
lieve we  will  have  their  support  in  this 
struggle.  As  to  asking  them  to  call  on 
the  railway  employes  to  lefuse  to  haul 
c<»al  until  thi'  trouble  Is  settled,  I  will 
say  this  will  only  be  done  after  we 
have  exhausted  all  other  means. 

"It  Would  hanlly  be  fair  to  ask  those 
out  until  we  had  used  every     effort  to 
close  down  every  mine  in  the  bitumin- 
ous coal  fiehls.     I  do  not  care  to  discuss  i 
this  subject  any  further.    We  are  cer- 
tain   of   success,    and    the  situation    to- 
day  is  more  encouraginj;  ihan   ai   any, 
time  since  the  strike  was    'lau.urated.  |

Washington.  July  10.— The  conferees 
on  tne  tariff  bill  suspended  their  labors 
long  enough  today  to  attend  upon  the 
funeral  ceremonies  conducted  over  the 
remains  of  the  late  Senator  Harris,  but 
resolved  before  dispersing  for  this  pur- 
pose to  reassemble  immediately  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  obse<iuies  and 
continue  their  Avork  not  only  tonight, 
but  all  day  tomorrow.  The  decision  to 
sit  on  Sunday  was  not  reached  with- 
out some  hesitation,  but  was  decided 
upon  as  necessary  to  expedite  the  re- 
pijrting  of  the  bill. 

While  the  majority  of  the  time  of  the 
conference  so  far  has  been  given  to 
senate  amendments  over  which  there 
is  comparatively  little  disj-ute.  there 
has  been  more  or  less  discussion  of 
some  of  the  more  difficult  problems, 
and  one  of  these  Is  the  form  of  the 
reclpnicity  provision  of  the  bill.  The 
advice  of  the  president  has  been  sought 
upon  this  tjuestion  and  it  is  understood 
that  he  has  expressed  himself  as  favor- 
ing a  policy  allowing  considerable  lati- 
tudi-  and  based  upon  liberal  primiples. 
The  senate  representatives  accept 
this  intimation  as  favorable  to  their 
substitute  to  the  house  nropositit)n.  as 
the  house  paragra|)h  restricted  certain 
articles,  while  theirs  Is  made  capable  of 
covering  the  entire  field  of  foreign  com- 
merce, allowing  a  distount  of  ::0  per 
cent.  pcMinitting  an  increase  of  the 
free  list  and  dele?raling  authoiity  to 
assure  foreign  i-ountrks  that  any  article 
covered  will  remain  on  the  free  list  for 
five  years. 

The  house  members  h.ave  not,  how- 
ever, signified  their  accet)tance  of  this 
plan.  Of  the  senate  amendments  pa.ssed 
U|ton,  the  house  representatives  have 
conceded  about  three-fourths.  This 
course  they  find  necessary,  becau.se  of 
the  fact  that  the  bill  was  t'onsidered 
so  much  more  deliberately  by  the  sen- 
ate than  by  the  house.  They  say  the 
house  itself  would  have  made  many 
amendments  if  more  tluH.'  had  been 
given. 

The  conference  expressed  confidence 
today  In  being  able  to  (-all  In  the  Dem- 
ocratic members  by  Tuesday  next.  They 
stated  that  they  were  su<;ceeding  bi>t- 
ter  than  they  had  hoped  to  do  in  set- 
tling their  differences.  The  Democratic 
members  of  the  conference  say 
whether  they  will  •demand  mu<'h 
In  the  conference  when  called  in  will 
depend  upon  what  the  Republicans  do 
with  the  amendments  made  In  the  sen- 
ate upon  the  suggestion  of  Democrats. 
If  they  find  these  to  have  been  aban- 
doned they  will  ask  for  explanations.

CRUSHED  BY  FALLING  ICE. 

A  Cool    Death   in  a   Heat  Burdened 
City. 

Chicago,  July  10.— Joseph  Hllde- 
brandt,  the  elevator  man  In  the  Chi- 
cago Packing  and  Provision  company's 
building  at  Forty-second  and  Cook 
streets,  met  a  peculiar  death  today.  A 
cake  of  Ice  weighing  about  200  pounds 
had^  been  placed  on  the  fourth  floor 
near  the  open  elevator  shaft.  The  Ice 
was  not  taken  care  of  and  as  it  melted 
it  gradually  worked  over  the  aperture. 
The  Jar  of  the  elevator  as  a  heavy  box 
was  placed  on  the  second  floor  helped 
it  over  and  as  the  car  reached  th*  first 
floor  the  Ice  fell,  striking  the  unfortu- 
nate elevator  man  squarely  on  top 
of  the  head,  crushing  it  into  an  almost 
shapeless  mass.  Hlldebrandt  was  28 
years  old  and  unmarried. 


Washington,  July  10.— Impressive 
funeral  services  over  the  late  Isham 
O.  Harris  occurred  in  the  senate  cham- 
ber at  noon  today,  in  the  presence  of 
President  McKinley  and  the  members 
of  his  cabinet,  senators  and  members 
of  the  hou.se  of  representatives,  mem- 
bers of  the  diplomatic  corps  and  offi- 
cials from  all  b»anches  of  public  life. 
The  chamber  had  been  elaborately 
draped  for  the  occasion.  From  the 
wall  back  of  the  vice  president's  seat 
hung  garlands  of  bay  leaves,  and  all 
about  the  chamber  were  tall  palms  and 
potted  plants.  The  desk  of  the  late 
senator  was  heavily  covered  with  crape 
with  a  crepe  scarf  thrown  over  the 
vacant  seat. 

In   the  semi-circular     area     Immedi- 
ately  in  front   of  the   presiding  officer 
stood  the     casket,     resting     on     heavy 
black  draped    pedestals     and     literally 
burled   In   floral   offerings.     The  casket 
was   covered    with     black     broadcloth, 
with     heavy  oxidized  silver  trimmings 
and  on  the  plate  was  inscribed: 
"Died  July   7.   18H7, 
Isham  G.  Harris. 
Aged  79  years." 

At  the  head  of  the  casket  and  repos- 
ing in  part  on  the  desk  of  the  senate 
officers  was  the  floral  tribute  of  the 
senators.  It  was  of  galax  leaves  and 
sago  palms  and  bride  roses  made  as  a 
wreath  out  of  which  three  white  doves, 
with  outstretched  wings,  ascended.  At 
12  o'clock  Rev.  Hugh  Johnston,  acting 
chaplain  of  the  senate,  delivered  the 
Invocation,  which  referred  to  the  long 
and  valuable  services  of  Senator  Har- 
ris, his  sturdiness  of  purpose  and  un- 
failing rectitude. 

Following  the  prayer,  the  senate  offi- 
cials announced  the  arrival  of  the  vari- 
ous officials.  First  came  the  senators. 
Following  them  were  the  members  of 
the  house  of  representatives.  In  front 
of  them  sat  representatives  of  the 
diplomatic  corps,  including  the  Chinese 
minister  and  his  suite.  In  their  pictur- 
esque garb;  the  Corean  minister  and 
his  secretary,  and  Ministers  Hatch,  of 
ijawall;  Romero,  of  Mexico,  and  An- 
drade,  of  Venezuela,  a<--companled  bv 
Chief  Clerk  Michaels,  of  the  state  de- 
partment. 

The  president  and  his  cabinet  were 
announced  at  12:15  o'clock.  President 
McKinley  came  first,  accompanied  by 
Secretary  Sherman,  with  Secretaries 
Gage,  Alger.  Wilson,  Attorney  Gen- 
eral McKenna  and  Secretary  Porter 
following.  They  were  seated  in  the 
front  semi-circle  to  the  right,  the  pres- 
ident on  the  aisle  and  before  the 
flower-covered  casket.  Across  the 
aisle  were  the  escort  of  senators,  each 
wearing  a  broad  white  silk  badge  of 
mourning  from  shoulder  to  hip.  While 
these  officials  were  assembling  on  the 
floor  of  the  chamber,  the  galleries  were 
filled  to  their  full  capacity,  many 
ladies,  including  a  number  of  wives  of 
senators,  being  jiresent.  The  services 
were  brief  and  simple,  consisting  only 
of  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston.  Rev. 
Dr.  Duffy,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  south,  and  Chaplain  Couden.  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  the  latter 
pronouncing  the  benediction. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  prayers  the 
vice  president  arose  and  said:  "The 
funeral  service  is  closed,  and  the  body 
of  our  late  brother  will  now  be  com- 
mitted to  the  charge  of  the  officers  of 
the  senafte  and  to  the  committee  of  the 
two  houses  to  V)e  conveyed  to  his  na- 
tive state,  there  to  be  buried  amid  his 
family  and  friends." 

At  12:30  p.  m.  the  ceremony  was  over, 
and  on  motion  of  Senator  Bate,  of  Ten- 
nessee,  the  senate  adjourned. 

Without  formality  President  McKin- 
ley and  the  other  officials  retired  from 
the  chamber.  The  casket  remained  in 
the  senate  until  I»  o'clock  tonight,  when 
it  will  be  borne  to  the  funeral  train  for 
the  late  senator's  home.

Number   of    Agencies    Will    Not 
Reduced. 

Washington.  July  10.— The  order  of 
President  Cleveland,  issued  last  Febru- 
ary, leducing  the  number  of  pension 
agencies  In  the  United  States  from  IS 
to  9,  will  be  revoked  by  President  Mc- 
Kinley  within  a  few  days,  probably 
early  next  week.  As  the  original  onler 
was  not  tt>  go  into  effect  until  Sept.  I 
iiext.  the  only  result  of  the  revocation 
will  be  to  I'ontinue  in  fori->'  the  i)resent 
arrangement,  allowing  all  eighteen  of 
the   ageniies   to   remain   In   operation. 

The  proposed  ccjnsolldation  was  to  be 
effected  by  the  discontinuance  of  the 
agencies  at  Concord.  N.  H.,  and 
Augusta,  Maine,  and  the  payment 
heretofore  ma<le  there  were  to  be  made 
hereafter  at  Moston;  the  tiensloners 
heretofore  paid  at  Huffalo  were  to  be 
paid  from  New  York  lily;  those  at 
Pittsburg  from  the  Philadelphia 
agency:  those  at  Louisville  and  Knox- 
ville  from  Washington;  tho.se  at  De- 
tiolt  from  Indianapolis;  those  at  Mil- 
waukee from  Chicago;  those  at  Des 
Moines  and  Topoka  from  St.   Louis. 

Thus,  the  agencies  at  Huffalo.  De- 
troit. Milwaukee  and  Topeka  were  to 
have  been  dlsct)ntinued.  and  a  new 
agency  created  at  St.  Louis.

He  points  to  the 
dissensions  between  John  Dillon  and 
Timothy  Healy  as  proof  that  the  anti- 
Parnellite   party  is   breaking  up. 

The  elctlon  of  John  Hayden  for  Ros- 
common will  be  most  significant  of  the 
success  of  the  Parnellite  protest  of  the 
last  tew  years  against  clerical  Inllu- 
ence.  Mr.  Hayden  has  been  for  years 
In  direct  conflict  with  the  bishop  of 
Meath.  who  has  published  repeated 
pastorals  denouncing  him  from  the  al- 
tar. The  bishop  also  forbade  his  flock, 
under  the  pain  of  mortal  sin.  to  read 
the  Westmeath  Examiner.  Mr.  Hay- 
den's  pa|)er.  but.  in  spite  of  all  this, 
the  paper  nourishes  and  now  Mr.  Hay- 
den himself  Is  about  to  be  returned 
without  opposition  as  member  of  par- 
liament for  Roscommon,  the  clerical 
party  not  venturing  to  run  a  candidate 
against  him. 

J.  H.  Leihes.  the  expert  on  sealing,  of 
the  American  Commercial  company, 
has  sent  the  Hon.  John  W.  Foster,  the 
United  States  sealing  lommissioner.  a 
severe  criticism  upon  the  report  made 
to  the  British  government  by  Professor 
DArty  Thompson.  .Mr.  Leibes  says; 
"Professor  Thomt.son  Is  d(dng  every- 
thing in  his  power  to  assist  in  ithe  de- 
struction of  the  few  .seals  still  remain- 
ing on  the  Alaska  seal  Islands.  Had  he 
been  the  paid  attorney  for  the  Cana- 
dian sealers  he  could  do  no  more  than 
he  did  in  shading  all  the  mateiial  facts. 
His  entire  report  is  written  in  favor  of 
the  few  firms  which  are  now  so  largely 
engaged  in  the  pelagic  sealing  business. 
He  quotes  from  American  reports 
whenever  It  suits  his  purpose  and  calls 
them  correct,  but  contradicts  all  for- 
mer American  statements  when  not 
favorable   to   his  views." 

Referring  to  Professor  Thompsons 
statements  that  ;;o,rt()o  male  .seals  taken 
last  year  could  have  been  taken  as 
easily  as  100.000  could  have  been  taken 
twenty  years  ago,  he  i)olnts  out  that 
the  entire  male  catch  on  both  Islands 
for  the  last  seven  years  amounted  to 
only  110,4;!2.  while  the  total  number  of 
seals  taken  was  WVt.OOO.  Mr.  Liebes  as- 
serts that  he  can  give  satisfactory 
proof  that  S5  per  cent  of  the  seals  taken 
are  females,  notwithstanding  the  sworn 
statements  made  by  the  Canadian  seal- 
ers that  th»y  capture  mostly  males.  He 
declares  that  Professor  Thompson  se- 
curetl  from  C.  M.  Simpson  *  Co.  figures 
which  weie  so  strongly  in  support  of 
the  American  contention  that  he  sup- 
pressed them.  Mr.  Liebes  Impeaches  the 
reliability  of  th«'  returns  of  the  col- 
lector of  customs  at  Victoria.  H.  C 
These  show  that  the  year's  catch 
amounted  to  .'.n.ooo  skins,  crediting  the 
Bering  sea  with  2.'..(Kwt  of  which  10,000 
weer  males  and  Ui.ooo  females.  The 
collector  was  imposed  upon  by  masters 
OB  vessels  as  is  now  done  in  the  United 
States,  and  according  to  the  Parisian 
treaty  he  wouhl  have  found  the  returns 
to  be  false,  as  could  be  proven  by  Lon- 
don dealers.

ON  THE  MESABA  RANGE. 

Work   at    Open    Pit    Mines    Hindred 
By  Rains. 

Blwablk,  Minn.,  July  10.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  downpour  of  rain 
ha«  been  almost  constant  during  the 
past  wt»ek.  and  work  at  the  open  pit 
mines  is  much  hindered  thereby. 
Thursclay  night  there  was  a  steady 
downpour  all  night  long.  The  Itlwablk 
mine  Is  flooded,  one  steam  shovel  be- 
ing almost  entirely  under  water,  the 
water  in  the  east  cut  being  nearly 
sixteen  feet  deep.  Hut  very  little  ore 
can   be  loaded  during  the  next   week. 

The  Cincinnati  was  also  flooded  for 
a  time,  but  the  pumps  finally  gained 
the    mastery    yesterday. 

The  Hale  pit  contains  twelve  feet  of 
water,  and  It  will  take  a  week  to  get  It 
out. 

The  Minnesota  Iron  company  will 
make  an  effort  tbis  year  to  knock  out 
the  assessments  of  mining  machinery 
as  personal  property.  The  company 
claims  that  the  machinery  was  assessed 
last  year  as  real  estate. 

The  people  of  Blwablk  are  not  at  all 
pleased  with  their  treatment  by  the 
county  board  in  the  matter  of  roads. 
Dlwabik  cannot  reach  any  other  town 
on  the  range  by  wagon  road,  with  the 
exception  of  McKlnley.  It  is  believed 
here  that  county  money  could  be  more 
wisely  expended  in  the  matter  of  roads 
than  Is  being  done  at  present. 


overland  trains  delivered  by  the  rnimi 
Pacific  and  uio  Grande  Western  at 
t,)gden  Were  run  in  several  sections. 
They  cariied  the  advance  guard  of  the 
movement,  the  main  army  of  which 
reached  the  Central  Pacific  lines  on 
the  evening  of  July  4.  pouring  thiough 
in  an  almost  uninterrupted  stream  un- 
til the  evening  of  July  S.  Including 
regular  tmJns.  there  were  moved  out 
of  Ogden  from  the  1st  to  the  Kth  sev- 
enty-four trains,  of  which  fifty-nine 
were  spei  iais  or  sections  of  the  regu- 
lar trains:  total  number  of  cars  moved 
was  838.  ur  an  average  of  nearly  12 
cars  per  train;  the  total  number  of 
passengers  23.800,  or  310  per  train. 

The  distance  from  Ogden  to  San 
Francisco  is  833  miles.  Over  the  first 
part  of  the  railroad  the  trains  had  to 
be  lifted  a  total  height  of  933»  feet,  or 
nearly  two  miles  vertically,  and  within 
a  distance  of  111  miles,  having  to  be 
dropped  down  a  mountain  grade  with 
a  vertical  fall  of  7(J0O  feet,  or  nearly  a 
mile  and  a  half.  The  question  t)f  ob- 
taining sutflclent  water  for  the  loco- 
mtjtlves  gave  the  cdflcials  mtire  c(m- 
cern  than  any  other  question  connect- 
ed with  the  movement,  but  when  it  Is 
considered  that  for  almost  the  entire 
distance  across  I'tah  and  Nevada  the 
country  is  practically  a  desert,  the 
dlflk'ulty  will  be  better  undeistood. 
Many  of  the  water  stations  are  sup- 
jdb'd  by  gravity  lines  from  si»rlng8  In 
the  mountains.  Kxtra  watchmen  were 
detailed  to  go  to  the  heads  of  these 
lines  to  i)revent  leaves,  chips  or  ob- 
structions of  any  character  from  get- 
ting Into  the  pipes.  Extra  pumpers 
were  put  on  with  Instructions  to  keep 
the  pumps  going  night  and  day. 

The  most  serious  pn)blem  after  that 
of  watering  the  locomotives  was  that 
of  feetling  the  people,  but  the  railroad 
otlitlals  arranged  with  <  itlzens  at  Ter- 
race, Klko.  Carlln.  Humboldt,  Battle 
Mountain,  Wadsworth.  Truckee,  Sum- 
mit, Blue  Canon,  and  Auburn  to  fur- 
nish lunch  outside  of  the  regular  eat- 
ing hou.ses.  I'p  to  a  time  within  ten 
days  of  the  Fourth  of  July  It  was 
thought  that  the  regular  locomotives 
on  the  Central  Pacific  would  be  able 
to  handle  all  of  the  trains  offered,  but 
as  the  Fourth  approached  and  reports 
were  received  from  the  East  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  movement,  it  was  de- 
termined to  prepare  for  a  movement 
larger  than  the  company  was  war- 
ranted in  expecting  from  any  reports 
received.  Locomotives  were  leased 
and  a  suiricient  number  were  taken 
from  other  divisions  of  the  system  to 
(■(mceiitrate  lifty-slx  hK-omotives  and 
crews  at  t>gden  on  the  morning  of 
July  4. 

The  arrangements  were  so  perfectly 
made  that  there  would  have  been  no 
tlllflculty  in  handling  M  per  cent  more 
trains  than  the  company  received.  The 
first  train  came  through  without  pat- 
ronizing the  eating  stations  to  any  ex- 
tent, but  the  last  ones  availed  them- 
selves of  the  facilities  offered,  and 
their  slower  movement  can  Ik»  attrl; 
buted  almost  wholly  to  the  delay  In 
feeding  the  large  crowds.  It  was  at 
first  Intended  to  keep  the  trains  thirty 
minutes  in  time  apart,  but  in  review- 
ing the  plans  offered  by  the  officers  to 
move  these  trains  the  time  limit  was 
overruled  and  a  space  limit  substi- 
tuted. An  order  was  Issued  blocking 
the  Central  Pacific  road  absolutely  at 
l:J:01  a.  m.  ol  July  4.  and  forbidding  any 
operator  clearing  his  semaphore  sig- 
nal, or  to  allow  a  train  to  pass  his 
office  until  he  had  received  word  from 
the  next  telegraph  station  west  of  him 
that  the  last  train  in  advance  had 
passed  him  and  left  the  track  clear. 
The  entire  traffic  was  handled  without 
the  slightest  accident,  although  some 
of  the  last  trains  were  delayed  about 
five  hours  at  Truckee,  because  a  fire 
was  discovered  at  about  3:30  p.  m.  of 
the  Sth  in  the  first  snow  shed  west  of 
TrucktH'  in  Cold  Stream  canyon.

IN  SEVERE  TERMS. 

Was    the    Note  of  the    Powers   to 
Turkey  Couched. 

Constantinople,  July  10.— The  collec- 
tive note  of  the  powers,  demanding  a 
cessation  of  the  obstruction  of  the  peace 
negotiations,  which  was  presented  by 
the  ambassadors  to  the  Turkish  gov- 
ernment yesterday,  is  <oucbed  in  the 
most  severe  terms.  It  insists  that  the 
frontier  l)etween  (Greece  and  Turkey 
be  as  traced  by  the  military  .attacheiS 
of  the  aml>assies  of  the  powers,  and 
emphasizes  th<^  unanimous  determina- 
tion of  the  jiowers  to  secure  a  prompt 
coniiuslon  of  peace. 

As.  however,  the  note  does  not  fix  a 
date  within  which  a  settlement  of  the 
questions  In  dispute  must  be  effected, 
and  as  it  does  not  mention  the  steps  It 
Is  proposed  to  take.  In  the  event  of 
Turkey  not  yielding  to  the  wishes  of 
the  powers,  there  is  great  doubt  as  to 
whether 'the  note  will  have  the  desired 
effect.

KILLED  BY  LIGHTNING. 


The  Tate  of  a  Woodsman  Near  Grand 
Rapids. 

Grand  Rapids,  Minn.,  July  10.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.)— The  remains  of 
Jack  McLeod,  a  woodsman  who  was 
generally  known  as  "Black  Jack,"  were 
found  by  the  section  crew  four  miles 
east  of  here  Thursday  evening.  The 
face  was  cut  and  badly  discolored,  but 
a  dark  streak  running  down  the  breast 
and  body  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
he  had  been  struck  by  lightning.  Th» 
body  was  found  lying  six  feet  from  the 
track.

whiih  was  published  yesterday.  H.  11. 
Hanford  and  F.  C.  Bowitian.  two  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board,  said:  "The 
publication  of  this  letter  will  enaltle  you 
to  do  Justice  to  the  truth,  to  place  upon 
us  such  responsibility  as  belouKS  to  us 
in  the  matter,  and  to  exculpate  yourself 
from  the  suspicion  that  the  statement 
was  'inspired'  for  political  purposes." 

The  Herald  did  not  puldish  the  letter 
for  the  reasons  thiis  alleged,  but  In  ac- 
cordance with  its  well-known  rule  to 
permit  full  and  free  discussion  in  its 
columns  of  all  public  questions,  within 
a  reasonable  limit  of  space.  Messrs. 
Hanford  and  Bowman  set  up  a  man  of 
straw  and.  having  proceeded  to  knock 
him  down,  closed  their  letter  with  the 
above  sentence.  Its  publication  did  not 
enable  The  Herald  to  do  justice  to  the 
truth,  because  it  had  practiced  no  in- 
justice toward  the  truth,  nor  did  the 
publication  exculpate  it  "from  the  sus- 
picion that  the  statement  was  inspired 
for  political  purposes,"  because  there  is 
no  suspicion  on  the  part  of  the  people 
that  The  Herald's  remarks  on  the  school 
election  have  been  inspired  for  political 
purposes.  If  these  two  meml>ers  of  the 
school  board  entertain  such  a  suspicion, 
The  Herald  Is  satisfied  that  it  could 
never  remove  it.  If  there  bo  any  poli- 
tics Injected  into  this  contest,  it  will  be 
by  them  and  their  friend.s — certainly 
not  by  The  Herald,  which  is  anxious  to 
see  the  schools  kept  out  of  the  mire  of 
politics  and  out  of  the  control  of  those 
ivho  would  destroy  the  efficiency  of  the 
school  system  by  putting  in  practice 
their  peculiar  ideas  of  retrenchment.

The  Hallway  Age  says  the  delay  In 
the  long-expected  return  t>f  business 
prosperity  has  been  evidenctnl  during 
the  past  six  months  by  the  addition  of 
a  very  considerable  number  of  railways 
to  the  list  of  those  in  the  hands  of  re- 
ceivers. Had  the  revival  which  now 
seems  to  have  begun  given  its  encour- 
aging tokens  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year,  some  of  the  conipanle.s  that 
have  had  to  c<mfess  bankruptcy  v^ ould 
have  kept  afloat  until  the  full  tide  of 
good  times  floated  them  past  the  dan- 
gers of  financial  shit>wreck.  Others, 
however,  had  for  years  b»'en  practically 
bankrupt,  anil  reorganizatb)n  would 
have  been  inevitable,  even  If  gt»od  times 
had  sooner  returned. 

It  is  disappointing  to  find  that  the 
number  of  railway  companit^  for  which 
receiv»>rs  were  appointeil  in  Ww  first 
six  months  of  185*7  was  greater  than  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  either  18SC 
or  ISSr.:  while  on  the  othar  hand  it  is 
encoiiraging  to  observe  that  in  respect 
to  mileage  the  totals  for  this  year  are 
much  smaller  than  they  have  been  for 
several  years  past,  and  that  the  cap- 
italization involved  is  also  much  less 
than  in  any  of  those  years  exc-ept  1^95, 
V  hen  it  was  about  the  satne.  During 
the  last  six  months  nineteen  roads  with 
1:114  miles  of  lines,  $66,029,(»O0  of  Ixmded 
tFebt.  $8.'i,622.00O  of  capital  stock  and  a 
total  apparent  capitalization  of  ll.'il.- 
651.0(H).  have  i>assed  under  the  protec- 
tion of  the  courts.  There  is  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  totals  of  re- 
ceiverships for  the  entire  year  of  1.SW7 
will  be  smaller  than  in  either  of  the  last 
five  years. 

In  respect  to  foreclosure  sales,  the 
common  process  by  which  the  financial 
wrecks  of  former  years  are  cleared 
away,  the  past  six  morjths  have  shown 
great  activity,  twenty-f<iur  companies, 
with  :{«!SL'  miles  of  lines,  $12:i,SS6,000  of 
bond.s.  $1.^:<.630.000  of  capital  stock,  and 
a  capitalization  of  $277,.'d(;,t)0O.  having 
thus  been  slarteil  on  new  careers.  In 
point  t>f  mileage  the  total  is  greater 
than  In  the  anme  period  of  bsOtf.  while 
in  capitalization  involved  it  Is  much 
less.  In  all  respects  the  figures  are 
far  greater  than  in  the  other  years  from 
l.Sit2  to  1896.

A  Race  of  Small   People  Near 

the  Loango  Coast  of 

Africa. 


THE  OBSTINATE  TURK. 


"OIR  INLAND  SK.V.H.'* 
The  July  number  of  the  Midland 
Monthly  contnins  an  Interesting  article 
■on  "Our  Inland  Seas,"  meaning  the 
j?reat  waterway  from  Duluth  to  Buf- 
falo. The  author  Is  F.  W.  Fitzpatrick. 
formerly  of  this  city  and  now  con- 
nected with  the  government  architect's 
ofTi<'»'  at  Washington.  Accompanving 
the  article  are  numerous  illustrations 
by  Mr.  Fitzpatrick.  One  of  theiie  Is  a 
picture  uf  Duluth  from  the  heights 
looking  toward  the  lake. 

Much  space  Is  devoted  by  Mr.  Fitz- 
patri<k  to  pointing  out  the  immen.se 
traffic  by  the  lake  route  and  its  in- 
creasing popularity  with  summer  tour- 
ists, and,  of  course,  the  splendid  ac- 
■commodatlons  of  the  Northern  Steam- 
ship company's  i)assenger  boats  are 
favorably  compared  with  those  of  the 
ocean  liners.  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  takes  his 
read>'ra  on  an  imaginary  trjj)  from  Lake 
Erie  westward,  and  concludes  as  fol- 
lows: 

"You  are  carried  through  the  Soo 
eanal  lock,  and  see  one  of  Uncle  Sam's 
greatest  works.  You  are  <arried  out 
on  Superior's  broad  expanse,  the  grand- 
est of  inland  seas,  and  if  you  still  have 
any  hankering  after  old  ocean  you  can 
without  very  much  effort  Imagine  your- 
self on  Its  briny  deep;  there  are  all  the 
accessories,  sky,  water  and  no  land.

The  smallest  race  of  mankind  is  the 
pigmiis  of  Africa.  They  are  probal»'y. 
loo,  the  oldest.  Thty  exist  at  the  pres- 
ent time  scattered  throughout  llu 
forests  of  the  Loango  coast  and  thence 
northward  beyond  the  equator,  says 
the  New  York  Tribune.  They  haunt  111; 
r.trests  of  Central  Africa— the  terrible 
lighters  that  did  so  much  damage  ti 
Stanley  an.l  the  Kmin  expedition.  They 
lie  hidden  in  the  .southern  fastnes.se.s  of 
.Abyssinia.  They  are  the  bushmen  wl::. 
■^kulk  as  wandering  hordes  in  Griqua- 
■•iU'l.  Namaqual.i.Md  and  Beihuaiialcind. 
They  roam  in  the  Kalahari  de^ei 'l. 
North  of  Ihe  Kalahari  they  dwell  in  the 
Germ:m  possessions.  Before  the  Dut.li 
colonization,  in  ICaO.  they  possessed  all 
the  region  fron^  the  Cai>e  to  the  Zain- 
be.sj   river  and  beyond. 

The  antiquity  of  the  pigmies  is  show; 
by  the  allusions  to  them  in  ancieo* 
monuments  and  liiirar.v  works.  There 
i-i  a  figure  of  a  pigmy  on  oiu'  of  tne 
earliest  ttf  extant  Kgyptian  monuments, 
dating  probably  as  far  back  as  r.OOO  01 
•'.(KW)  year.s.  By  his  side  is  to  l)e  se  c 
'.he  inscriptiim  "Akka,"  the  name  still 
ipplled  to  one  of  the  mo.st  numerous 
tribes  of  this  race  now  existing  in  Cen- 
tral Africa.  An  Egyptian  inscripliun  o' 
'ieOD  years  ago  records  the  facts  abou: 
in  exploring  expedition  that  lirought 
home  a  Denga  dwarf,  noted  for  his 
dancing.  The  Greeks  dwelling  aloutj  tlu 
Asiatic  seaboard  in  Homer's  day  woie 
familiar  with  rumors  of  a  race  of  Lill' 
puts.  Homer  describes  them  as  dwelling 
:U  the  furthest  limits  of  the  world  by 
the  ocean  stream,  w  here  they  were  hara 
pressed  by  the  iranes  on  the  flighi 
ihither  fr.mi  the  .North  on  the  approacn 
if  winter.  Milton  n  peats  Homer's  de- 
scription in  his  "Paradise  Lost"  when 
he  speaks  of  "the  small  infantry  warred 
Oil  by  the  cran.'.^."  Herodotus,  too.  tefb 
of  live  Na.somonians  from  the  North 
coast  of  Africa  who  crossed  the  great 
desert  and  steered  their  way  westward 
■dnd  were  attacked  liy  a  throng  of  black 
pigmies.  The  little  folk  took  the  stran- 
gers prisoners,  marched  them  acrosi-- 
the  great  marshes  to  a  town  by  a  large 
river  flowing  eastward,  where  crocodile- 
Were  swimming — now  supposed  to  be 
the  Niger  where  it  flows  past  Timliuc 
too. 

Besides  the  numerous  tribes  of  pigmy 
pcijile  hitherto  known  in  Afriia,  then 
h.is  recently  been  reported  the  discovery 
<if  dwarfish  communities  dwelling  in 
tile  more  inaccessilde  recesses  of  the 
Atlas  mountains,  more  particularly  in 
the  Draa  i>asln  on  the  verge  of  the  great 
desert.  Accordin.i;  to  the  London  Globe, 
the  indications  now  at  hand  are  all  in 
favor  of  the  assumption  that  the  pig 
mies  were  the  aborigines  of  Africa,  ajid 
tile  other  races  on  that  continent— 
negro,  Hamite  and  Arab,  as  wi-ll  a.- 
ICnglish,  French  and  (German— are  al! 
later  intruders.  Outside  of  Africa  the 
pigmies  have  a  footing  in  Madagascai 
under  the  name  of  the  Kimos.  In  the 
heart  of  India  they  lurk  in  the  Yindhya 
mountains.  In  the  Andaman  island? 
they  have  long  bivn  known  as  Min 
copies.  In  the  Philippines  they  are 
known  as  Aelas;  in  the  Malayan  island.- 
as  Samangs;  in  Java  as  Kalangs.  In 
some  parts  of  Ceylon  a  dwarllsh  race, 
with  almost  all  the  characteristics  of 
the  other  iiigmies,  wandeis  about  in 
small  family  groups  by  the  name  of 
VeJdahs. 

Du  Chaillu's  discovery  in  1865  of  pig- 
mies In  the  region  of  the  Ogowe  rivet 
(West  Africa)  made  a  great  stir  in 
Europe  when  the  story  first  came  out. 
One  hundred  and  forty  miles  south  ol 
the  equator,  and  to  the.  east  of  a  south- 
ern tributary  of  the  Ogowe.  Du  ChaiUu, 
in  June,  1.S65,  suddenly  struck  in  the 
savage  forest  on  a  vilhige  of  wild  dwarf 
negroes  c.illed  Ob.)ngo.  The  villag.v 
whence  on  the  api>roach  of  Du  Chaillu  .>■• 
party  all  the  inhabitants  had  fied,  con- 
sl.sted  of  a  cluster  of  cxtraordinarj 
little  hut.s,  each  of  a   low,  oval  shape.

A 

j  little    turlher    to    the    east    Du    Chailiu 

came   on    another    village   of    the    little 

folk. 

Not  to  alarm  them,  he  made  for  their 
settlement  on  tiptoe,  accompanied  only 
by  three  of  his  men  and  two  guides.  In 
a  retired  nook  of  the  forest  he  counted 
twelve  huts  of  the  same  slight  make  as 
in  the  case  of  those  already  described. 
Yet  the  villagers  had  caught  the  alarm, 
and  every  household  was  truly  "not  at 
home."  Entering  uninvited,  Du  Chaillu 
found  the  abodes  very  filthy,  and  the  in- 
trusive visitors  were  stung  out  of  the 
place  by  swarms  of  fleas.  Another 
quarter  of  a  mile  through  the  forest 
they  approached  a  third  village,  and 
again  with  the  utmost  caution,  the 
Ashango  guides,  moreover,  dangling  a 
bunch  of  lieads  before  the  eyes  of  the 
retreating  Obongo.---.  Their  fears, 
though,  were  not  to  be  allayed;  thev 
scampered  off  in  a  quaking  hurry.  Du 
Chaillu  yet  managed  to  surprise  three 
old  women  and  one  young  man.  One 
of  the  three  hags,  touched  by  the  beauty 
of  the  beads  he  gave  them  and  plucking 
up  heart  of  grace,  rated  the  runaway 
men,  saying  they  were  as  frightened  a- 
squirrels  that  cried  "Que.  que,"  and 
while  so  speaking  she  twisted  her  body 
iu  .such  odd  contortions  as  to  make  oui 
travelers  party  all  laugh  oulriglit. 
When,  however.  Du  Chaillu  proceede.j 
to  unroll  his  tape  in  order  to  nuasuie 
the  bold  shrew,  her  fears  returned  to 
her.  The  unwinding  tape  was  a  mys- 
terious snake  she  had  never  bef.^re 
clapped  eyes  on,  and  she  trembled  ab 
over.  Still,  by  magic  of  pn-sents  and 
flatlcrie.s,  her  nerves  gradually  calnieo. 
and  Fhc  at  last  let  herself  get  measured 
—A  feet  4  1-2  inches.  The  young  luai. 
stood  4  feet  C  inches. 

In  color  the  Obongos  are  of  a  dirty 
yellow,  lighter  than  the  Ashango 
negroes  amid  whom  they  dwell;  their 
eyes  look  restless  and  untamable,  iheir 
foreheads  exceedingly  low  and  narrow, 
cheek  bones  raisetl;  legs  short  in  i>ro- 
portion  to  the  trunk;  palms  of  the  hands 
white.  Tile  hail"  of  the  head  grows  in 
short  curl.v  tufts,  in  marked  contrast  to 
the  bushy  hair  of  the  neighboring 
negroes,  who  dress  their  hair  in  a  ma.-;*! 
of  plaits,  a  fashion  impossible  to  the 
Obongos.  The  young  man  had  on  his 
legs  and  breast  also  an  unusual  grow  th 
of  tivfts.  All  accounts  witnessed  to 
thick  tufts  of  hair  growing  on  the  legs 
and  breasts  of  the  Obongo  men.  Their 
clothing  c.msists  of  worn-out  pieces  of 
cloth,  w  hich  they  either  buy  or  get  from 
the  Ashango.  Such  rags,  by  way  01 
cover  to  their  nakedness,  and  a  few  bent 
sticks,  by  way  of  house,  constitute  theii 
whole  defens-e  against  the  heavy  rains 
and  winds  and  storms  of  the  year. 

So  sliy  in  their  intercourse  with  other 
people,  the  Obongos  are  yet  brave  hun- 
ters, and  very  skillful  in  the  u.se  of  the 
liow     and     poisoned     ,irrow.   as  ais.i   in 
trapping    wild    animals    and     catching 
fish,    the    surjilus    of    which,    fresh    '.r 
dried,  they  barter  with  their  neighbori; 
for     plantains,     iron     implements,     eti?. 
The    woods    around    their    villages    are 
planted    thick    with    traps   and   pitfall.s, 
in   which    they  catch    not   only   smailer 
game,  but  also  elephants,  pythons,  gor- 
illas, etc.     Burled  in  the  almost  impene- 
trable  forests   between   the  Ogowe   and 
the  Congo,  the  Obongos  shift  their  camp 
whenever  game  begins  to  grow  scarce. 
Knowing  nothing  of  tillage  or  pasture, 
they  are  a  people  of  purest  gentry,  that 
from  ages  immemorial  have  nevei-  done 
a  hand's  turn  of  work,   unless  only  in 
nolile  sport.     One  day  Du  Chaillu  tried 
to  entice  the  Obongo  lady,  w  hose  friend- 
ship   he    had    cultivated,    to    Niemboue, 
promi.*ing  her  a  joint  of  goat  flesh.  She 
came,  and  Du  Chaillu  sought  to  put  her 
off  with  a  bunch  of  iilanlains.  The  good 
old  l.idy,  however,  was  quite  sensible  of 
the    difference    betwe.?n    plantains    and 
goat  flesh.     She  stuck  to  the  flesh,  cry- 
ing    out     "Etava!       Etava!"       ("Goat; 
Goat.'")

for  his  book: 


"O,  may  I  join  the  choir  invisible 
Of  those  immortal  dead  who  live  again 
In  minds  made  better  by  their  pres- 
ence." 
The  morbid  hysterical  novel  palls 
upon  one's  taste  after  such  a  bit  of 
music  as  Mr.  Allen  has  given  us.  and 
one's  literary  taste  must  indeed  be  de- 
praved if  an  appreciation  of  this  book 
Is  wanting.

Diiliith  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  her 
public  library,  which  has  had  such 
rapid  growth,  the  books  upon  ihe 
shelves  are  well  selected  and  the  "new" 
book  unfailingl.v  makes  its  ai'iiearance. 
Some  of  these  latter  are  the  books  of 
the  year  in  history,  art,  science,  tra- 
vels, essays  and  fiction,  while  others 
are  books  demanded  by  the  student,  or 
standard  works  sought  for  on  the 
shelves  of  i-ver.v  Self -respectiii.g  library.

This  lu-esent  day  sketch,  one  can  call  it 
nothing  more  than  an  etching  jji  mono- 
tones, is  combiiieil  in  book  form  with 
tale  of  the  F'reiich  regime  in  .Am 
a  bit  of  worl  painting  full  if 
color  and  warmth.  "The  Story  of 
Illinois  Town"  deals  with  characters 
and  limes  iirosaic  in  the  extreme,  the 
Hat  dull  level  of  a  icumtry  town.  And 
anyone  familiar  with  this  fioint  of  view- 
recognizes  each  type  and  character  the 
author  pictures  for  us.  all  c|e\e|iy  por- 
tiayed  takin.i;  Airs.  Catheiwood  into  tlie 
ranks  of  realistic  novelists.  .Ail  the 
homely  incidenis  of  a  dull  and  unro- 
mantic  existence  are  cited  with  a  skill 
that  inarks  the  author's  power.  Who 
does  not  leeognize  the  woman  who  as- 
says the  difficult  task  of  cleaning  the 
office  of  the  editor  of  the  newspaper, 
the  attendant  small  boy  who  only 
shows  himself  when  he  lias  known  th^ 
saving  gra.  e  of  soa|>  and  water,  of 
whom  the  author  remarks,  she  could 
not  have  stood  him  otherwise  in  dami> 
weather  for  if  there  was  one  thing  that 
failed  to  api>eal  to  her  tender  sensi- 
bilities it  w  as  "the  smell  of  a  dirty  littl*' 
boy  on  a  wet  day."  Mrs.  Catlu-rwood 
could  not  write  itherwise  than  c  har- 
sningly.  she  could  not  fail  to  please, 
but  she  has  depicted  for  us  s(  ene:* 
ma<b'  familiar  to  us  in  Hamlin  Car- 
lands  "Main  Traveled  Roads.  "  the 
pathos  of  a  dull,  shut-in  existence  with 
its  atti  ndunt  tragedy  and  comedy,  all 
life  has  that,  and  in  this  it  is  painfully 
enough  ai)parent  to  make  one 
pessimistic'.  The  dust  of  the  prairies 
is  on  all  the  incidents  of  life  there,  and 
on"  feels  that  the  cyclone  was  the  flt- 
tin.g  ending  to  the  story,  the  one  clever 
climax  the  author  could  use  to  draw- 
down her  iurtaln.  Mrs.  Catherwood's 
name  and  fame  were  made  in  a  school 
of  fiction  which  is  becoming  extremely 
popular  just  now-,  and  she  was  almost 
a  jdoneei-  on  her  chosen  ground.  Wood- 
row  Wilson,  in  one  of  his  recent 
essays,  says:  "The  history  of  a  nation 
is  only  the  history  of  its  villages  writ- 
ten large.  1  only  marvel  that  the.sc 
local  historians  have  not  seen  more  in 
the  stories  they  have  sought  to  tell. 
Surely  here  in  these  old  hamlets  that 
antedate  the  cities,  in  these  little  com- 
munities that  stand  apart,  and  yet  give 
their  young  life  to  the  nation,  is  to  lie 
found  the  very  authentic  stuff  of  ro- 
mance for  the  looking."  Mrs.  Cather- 
wood, feeling  that  sentiment  first 
wrote,  "Old  kas  kas  kia.  "  and  followed 
it  with  romances  written  from  the  pic- 
turesque past  of  our  own  land,  and  she 
has  made  them  ours  only — 
"Like  our  grand  rivers. 
Like  our   vast   prairies." 

Instinct  with  life  and  romance.  The 
story  of  the  Little  Rennault  is  an  evi- 
dence of  this,  it  is  the  second  story  m 
her  book,  and  of  it  she  says  herself, 
tnat  she  loved  it  so,  that  she  hid  it 
three  months  In  her  desk  before  she 
could  bring  herself  to  part  with  it  to 
I'haroah,  the  press.  A  tale  of  a  time 
long  dead,  a  time  when  La  Salle  and 
Tonty  were  searching  for  the  mouth  of 
the  Mississippi,  a  time  filled  with  the 
hideous  clash  of  savage  warfare;  when 
vast  ideas  animated  men  in  the  hope 
of  subduing  a  continent;  a  time  when 
"men  of  courtly  nurture,  heiis  to  the 
polish  of  a  far-reaching  ancestry,  with 
dauntless  hardihood  put  to  shame  the 
boldest  sons  of  toil."  Truly,  orje  of  the 
most  picturesque  of  the  early  French 
explorers,  speaks  from  the  pages,  and 
we  realize  what  a  firm  hold  he  has  on 
the  affection  of  the  author,  he  is  her 
ideal  knight,  sans  peur  et  sans  re- 
proche.  This  story  relieves  the  dull 
monotony  of  the  preceding  one  in  the 
book,  for  it  ai>peels  to  all  of  us  in  ati 
historical  sense,  and  it  is  a  distinct 
pleasure  to  note  the  realistic  novel  of 
a  decade  or  more  ago  gi\inR  place  to 
the  romantic  tale  which  is  the  success- 
ful novel  of  today,  a  foreshadowing, 
we  may  hope  of  the  pure  romance 
which  is  to  be  "one's  only."  The  ro- 
mances of  today,  written  by  Gill)ert 
Parker,  James  Lane  Allen,  Mrs. 
Catherwood  and  Charles  D.  G.  Roberts 
are  extremely  successful  in  their  ap- 
peal to  the  public,  and  one  must  feel 
that  the  inspiration  they  have  found 
in  American  life  is  but  the  awakening 
of  self-consciousness,  the  true  begin- 
ning of  self-culture  and  harmonized, 
complete  nationality  in  literature.  We 
are  becoming  homogenious,  we  are  no 
longer  English  or  French  or  German, 
but  Americans,  and  our  literature 
marks  in  tone  the  trend  toward  indi- 
vidualism.

In  this  light  Professor  Woodrow  Wil- 
son's last  book,  "Mere  Literature,"  and 
other  essays,  now  in  our  library,  is 
suggestive.  Mr.  Wilson  is  young,  but 
he  Is  alread:'  a  force  in  the  world  of 


letters.  Professor  of  histor',-  at  Prince- 
ton college,  his  "Washington"  is.  in 
the  opinion  of  the  best  c-ritics.  a  litt-r- 
ary  masteri)iec-e.  He  has  given  us  a 
llesh  and  blood  Washington:  he  has 
left  him  still  our  ideal.  I)ut  he  has 
clothed  him  with  humanity:  he  has 
made  him  real.  One  laughs  over  John 
Gray's  quaint  descriiition  of  Washing- 
ton in  "The  Choir  Invisible."  who  says 
"he  regarded  me  with  a  look  at  once 
so  stern  and  so  benign  that  1  felt  like 
one  of  mv  own  school  boys  overtaken 
in  some  small  rascality,  and  was  al- 
most of  a  mind  to  march  slrai.ght  to  a 
corner  of  the  room  and  stand  with  my 
face  to  the  wall.  If  he  had  seized  me 
by  the  coat  collar  and  trounced  me  well. 
I  should  somehow  have  felt  that  he 
had  the  right."  Mr.  Wilson's  e.ssay  on 
"A  Calendar  of  Great  Americans"  is 
original  and  forceful,  a  delineation  of 
historical  characters  which  is  masterly 
and  shows  the  author's  intimate  know  I- 
edge  of  the  foremost  men  of  our  na- 
tion through  a  study  of  them.  He  ha'^ 
Iteen  seveiely  criticized  for  his  distinc- 
tions, but  his  ciimm  of  Americ-anism 
finds  its  ideal  exoonent  in  "one  who 
is  the  suitable  instrument  of  the  na- 
tional life  at  every  moment  of  crisi.«." 
Of  Lincoln,  'the  first  American,"  he 
says:  "As  he  stands  there  complete  in 
I  his  manhood,  at  the  most  perilous  helm 
in  Christendom,  what  a  marvelous

NEED  OF  A  SYSTEM 


J^'?,^.;,';,- 1  Mayor  of  Hamilton  Makes  an 
Interesting  Talk  on  Scien- 
tific Charity. 


San  Francisco  been  called  upon  to  en- 
tertain such  a  throng  of  people  a**  has 
been  gathered  together  for  the  "97  con- 
vention. There  ha\e  been  revival  me«'t- 
jnga  and  religious  gatherings  of  all 
sorts  of  conventions,  and  there  have 
been  some  prett>  big  political  gather- 
ings in  San  Frmicisco.  t>ut  the  Chris- 
tian i':ndeavor  unvention  is  a  revela- 
tion. 

Profiting  by  their  experience  at  the 
previous  sessiins  of  the  big  convention, 
when  they  c.ime  too  late  to  get  within 
hailing  distmie  of  the  Mechanics'  and 
Woodward  s  Pavilions,  many  Kndeavor- 
ers  were  up  with  the  coming  of  day, 
determlnid  to  be  among  the  fortunate 
ones  In  securing  sj'ats.  The  weather 
Avas  qtiite  cool,  just  cool  enough  to 
bring  l»ack  the  color  which  had  been 
temporarily  driven  from  the  cheeks  of 
thousands  of  pretty  young  women  by 
the  hardships  of  a  trans-continental 
Journey.  Nine  o'clock  saw  all  9000 
seats  "filled  at  Mechanic's  Pavilion, 
while  several  thousand  persons  formed 
a  fringe  of  humanity  around  the  outer  | 
»'dges  and  packed  the  aisles  until  the 
polic  and  fire  ciepartments  cried  enough 
and  barred  the  doors  to  further  arriv- 
als. 

The  song  service  was  first  on  the 
program.  The  vast  throng  Joined  In 
the  stirring  Kndeavor  hymns  with  d>^- 
lightful  effect  and  with  a  volume  of 
sound  that  carried  their  voices  to  tie 
crowds  In  the  streets,  many  of  whom 
Joined  in  the  songs  of  praise.  In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  committee  had 
arranged  the  most  attractive  program 
for  the  meetings  at  Woodward's  Pavll- 
iim,  in  order  to  draw  as  many  peciple 
as  possible  to  that  hall,  the  crowd 
seemed  to  gravitate  towards  the  head- 
quarters at  Mec-hanics'  Pavilion,  with 
the  result  that  thousands  are  turned 
away  at  every  session.  The  latter  hall 
has  been  made  so  attractive  with  de- 
corations and  booths,  conducted  by 
hundreds  of  handsome  young  women, 
something  after  the  fashion  of  a  chari- 
ty bazaar,  that  all  went  to  enjoy  the 
privilege  of  seeing  and  hearing  all  that 
is  to  be  seen  and  heard  at  this  place. 

Notwithstanding  the  size  of  the  vast 
assenililage,  the  arrangements  at  the 
javilions  are  all  that  the  most  exacting 
eoiild  wish,  anil  all  that  has  been  done 
for  the  comfort  of  the  visiting  legions 
leflects  credit  upon  those  who  have 
given  their  time  and  attention  to  the 
great  work.  The  afternoon  will  be  de- 
voted to  recreation  by  the  delegates. 
Enthusiastic  as  they  have  been  In  the 
Avork  of  the  convention,  they  cannot 
deny  that  a  season  of  rest  In  the  miclst 
of  their  lalMjrs  is  necessary,  therefore 
they  have  elected  to  lay  aside  more 
Herious  things  for  a  time  and  enjoy 
them.s.lves  as  fully  as  iiossilile.  The 
chief  feature  apart  from  the  meetings 
this  morning  will  l>e  the  open-air  con- 
cert bv  the  Oolden  <;ate  Park  band, 
and  it  is  exuected  that  there  will  be 
more  people  In  the  park  this  afternoon 
than  have  been  seen  there  for  many  a 
day. 

No  definite  figures  have  been  given 
out  as  to  the  total  registration,  but  It 
is  understood  that  something  over  22.000 
have  appended  their  names  to  the  roll 
of  attending  delegates.  It  is  estimated 
that  there  are  between  :?.'>,ooo  and  4ii,o00 
strangers  in  the  city  at  present.  Annmg 
the  last  detachments  to  arrive  was  the 
second  section  of  the  New  York  delega- 
tion, under  the  care  of  Uev.  Dr.  Charles 
n.  Peas€'.  who  not  only  attended  to  the 
traveling  comforts,  but  acted  as  nurse 
and  physician  in  more  than  a  few 
cases. 

With  one  exception  the  trip  was  free 
from  disomforts  and  mishaps,  and 
j.leasant  experiences  were  scatterecJ 
throughout  the  long  journey.  While 
crossing  the  Sierras  the  roof  of  one  of 
the  sleepers  caught  fire  from  forest 
fires,  and  there  was  considerable  ex- 
citement among  the  delegates  until  the 
fire  was  extinguished.  In  the  hours  of 
the  morning  the  last  delegation  from 
Penisvlvania  arrived,  250  strong,  and 
these, "with  1200  c»thers  from  the  Kev- 
s^tone  state.  who  T>receded  them, 
swelled  the  total  from  Pennsylvania  to 
nearly  1500,

New  York.  July  10.— The  initial  deal- 
ings showed  heavy  trading  in  Sugar 
which  moved  up  1>4  to  129%.  The  gen- 
eral market  displayed  some  irregulari- 
ty, but  the  variations  were  small.  St. 
Paul  opened  off  >/4.  l>ut  ciuickly  rallied 
%  on  the  statement  of  an  increase  in 
earnings  for  the  first  week  in  July  over 
$11,000. 

The  slight   hesitancy  at  the  opening 
was   soon   succeeded    l>y   a  general 
jirovement  in  values  under  the

Sugar  encounteied  realizing  or- 
ders at  the  high  level  and  fell  sharply.

Th"  inactive  specialties  were  con- 
spicuous for  wide  (luctutations  In  the 
I  lc»f,lng  hour,  the  changes  in  the  main 
being  towards  a  higher  level.

LUMBER  DEALERS  MEET. 


They  Want    Deal    Ends   Taken    From 
the  Free  List. 

Chicago.  July  10.— .\t  a  mt^eting  of  the 
who'esale  lumber  dealers,  the  matter  of 
placing  "deal  ends"  on  the  free  list  was 
brought  up  for  discussion  and  a  reso- 
lution has  been  adopted  protesting 
against  exempting  any  lumber  product 
from  the  duty.  Ordinarily  It  Was  said 
the  word  "deal"  is  understood  to  apply 
to  wood  one  and  a  half  Inches  and  not 
less  than  seven  feet  long  and  seven 
inches  and  up  wide.  The  definition  ot 
"deal"  has  a  broad  sense,  however, 
and  is  often  applied  to  boards  of  any 
thickness.  "Deal  ends'"  are  supposed 
to  be  i)leces  trlmtned  from  the  ends  of 
deals  and  are  used  largely  for  'match- 
making purpcKse.s.  They  can.  however, 
be  eight  feet  long.  They  expressed 
themselves  as  regarding  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment  by  the  senate  com- 
mittee as  a  movement  on  the  part  of 
those  interested  In  the  lumber  business 
in  Canada  to  secure  the  entry  of  a 
large  part  of  their  product  to  this  coun- 
try free  cjf  duty. 

A  resoluiioi.  was  also  adopted  favor- 
ing u  $1  duty  on  rough  white  pine  and 
Norway  lumber  $2.50  a  thousand  on 
dres.sed  or  milled  lumber. 


Toronto.  July  10.— Despite  the  intense 
heat  the  members  of  the  conference  on 
Charities  and  Corrections  were  hard 
at  work  today.  In  the  organization  of 
charity  sections.  Rev.  F.  H.  Winer, 
editor  of  the  Charities  Review,  of 
Springfield,  ill.,  read  an  interesting  ad- 
dre.ss  on  "Organization  of  National  and 
State  Public  Charities,  "  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  James  Wylle  on  "Organiz- 
ation of  Municipal  and  County  Public 
Charities." 

During  the  discussion  which  ensued 
Dr.  Jaiiic-s  W.  Walk,  of  Philadelphia, 
addressed  the  conference  as  to  the  sys- 
tem of  caring  for  the  depenclent  section 
of  the  population. 

Ilev.  Joseph  H.  Crocker,  of  Troy.  N. 
Y.,  In  speaking  upon  the  "Organization 
of  Private  Charities  "  urged  the  apj.ll- 
catlon  to  thc-se  agencies  and  institu- 
tions of  the  principles  of  scientific 
charity.  ""The  true  methods  of  human 
helpfulness  In  this  realm.  "  he  said, 
"have  been  dlscctvered  and  contlrnud 
by  the  experience  c»f  over  a  century." 
What  remains  is  the  taskb  of  educ-ai- 
ing  public  sentiment  so  that  these  prin- 
ciples and  methods  may  become  a  part 
of  the  organic  life  of  every  communi- 
ty." 

In  dlscu-sslng  Mr.  Cnniker's  paper  on 
"Organlzatltm  of  Private  Charities." 
Hon.  C.  A.  (^alcjuhoun,  mayor  of  the  city 
of  Hamilton,  said  in  part: 

"In  our  city,  for  many  years,  the 
charitable  societies,  of  which  there  are 
ten  at  least,  worked  Independently  of 
each  other  and  dispensed  charity 
wherever  they  thought  best.  The  con- 
seciuence  was  that  some  undeserving, 
professional  mendicants  lived  on  the  fat 
of  the  land,  whereas  manC  suffered  In 
silence  and  the  relief  officer  never 
learned  of  their  necessities.  In  order  to 
meet  the  situation  an  association  of 
the  charitable  societies  was  effected,  a 
regular  record  kept  of  all  tho.se  to  whom 
relief  had  been  given,  and  regular  re- 
turns made  by  the  scicietles  to  each 
other  and  to  the  relief  oftlcer  appointed 
by  the  city.  The  best  iMsults  have 
been  attained,  and  from  four  years  cjf 
experience  in  d(>allng  with  charities  and 
charitable  institutions  I  would  strongly 
recommend  that  this  system  be  adopted 
throughout  the  I'nited  States  and  Can- 
ada. 

"The  absolute   necessity   of  having  a 
thoroughly    competent    relU'f    otflc-er    is 
now  reccjgnized  here.     He  should  stand 
between    the    mayor    and    those      who 
apply  fc»r  relief  and  are  unworthy  of  it. 
In  order  to  relieve  the  poor,  and  in  an- 
ticipation   of   another    hard    winter    (In 
ccmseciuence   of    having      many      unem- 
ployed In  our  factories),  it  was  decided 
to    try    the    exi>erlment    known    as    the 
"Potatoe    Patch    System."     which 
been    so    eminently    successful     in 
troint    and    elsewhere,    and    so    far 
outlook    Is   Very   satisfactory. 

"In  connection  with  this.  1  might 
that  our  government  has  been 
proached  upon  the  subject  of  assisting 
thcjse  who  are  desirous  of  taking  up 
land  In  Manitoba  and  the  territories, 
and  who  are  unable  to  bear  the  ex- 
pense of  emigrating.  This  Is  worthy  of 
their  most  favorable  consideration.  Wt 
have  also  established,  in  this  city,  a 
yard  in  whic  h  stone  for  macadamizing 
purposes  Is  broken  up.  and  it  has  been 
found  of  much  service.  The  breakers 
are  allowed  the  usual  wages  In  the  win- 
ter, with  a  slight  reduction  in  summer. 
"With  a  common  ol)jeet  in  view  and 
with  the  different  societies  of  each  city 
working  In  harmony,  there  Is  a  brighter 
ami  more-  hopeful  day  dawning  for 
those  who  are  engaged  In  the  woi  k  of 
dispensing  c  harities,'"

Washington,  July  10.— (<  a.  m.— The  in- 
tense heat  •if  the  past  ten  days  in  the 
central  valleys,  due  in  part  to  the  stag- 
nation of  the  atmosi)here,  has  been 
broken  by  the  forward  movement  of 
the  trough  of  low  pressure  from  Kan- 
sas to  the  lake  regions  and  Ijy  the  ad- 
vance of  the  high  pressure  area  from 
the  North  Pacific-  coast  to  Colorado. 
A  fall  in  temperature  of  20  degrees  in 
twenty-four  iiours  has  been  reported 
from  Sioux  City  and  Concordia.  The

The  waterworks  cjuestion  with  which 
the  people  of  Duluth  are  now  ccmfront- 
ed  is  simply  a  plain,  busini^.ss  proposi- 
tion, and  «me  which  should  be  settled 
on  a  business  basis,  without  regard  to 
the  personal  likes  or  dislikes  which 
anyone  may  have  for  the  Duluth  Gas 
and  Water  company  or  its  bondhold- 
ers. The  city  of  Duluth  is  determined 
to  own  and  operate  a  water  plant, 
whether  that  plant  be  an  entirely  new 
one  or  the  one  now  in  existence. 

Estimates  have  been  made  showing 
the  probable  cost  of  a  new  system,  and 
the  bondholders  are  about  to  submit  a 
proposition  to  the  council  for  the  sale 
of  the  old.cme.  Before  final  action  is 
taken  the  situation  should  be  iho- 
oughly  investigated  by  a  committee  of 
citizens,  taxpayt-is  and  members  of 
the  common  council,  who  will  examine 
the  facts  as  they  find  them,  and  if  they 
conclude,  all  things  considered,  that 
the  i)eople  will  save  money  by  con- 
stru<  ting  a  duplicate  system,  they 
should  so  recommend.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  they  are  convinced  that  it  will 
be  chear>er  in  the  end  to  buy  the  plant 
which  is  now  furnishing  the  city's  gas 
ami  water  supply,  they  ought  not  to 
hesitate  to  say  so  because  of  any  pre- 
judice which  may  exist  against  the  gas 
and  water  company  as  a  corporation. 

It  is  a  matter  in  which  jiolitics  or  the 
political  fortunes  of  individuals  should 
ha\"e  no  part.  It  is  business.  i)ure  and 
simple,  and  as  such  should  be  finally 
disi'osed  of  in  a  business-like  way.  Let 
the  c|uestion  be  carefully  canvassed 
and  i)resented  to  the  people  in  a  clear, 
concise  manner  Ijy  men  who  are  known 
to  have  neither  personal  nor  political 
interest  in  it  either  than  that  possessed 
by   every  good   citizen     and     taxpayer.

Cormorant     Answers 
the  Singer  Company's  Libel. 

In   the  admiralty    case   of   the  White 
Line    Towing    company    and    Edward 
England  against   the   steamer   Cormor- 
ant,  brought   to  recover  salvage,  J.    L. 
Crossthwaite,   owner  of   the   boat,    and 
the  Export  Lumber  company,  owner  of 
the  cargo,   have  filed  their  answers  to- 
day.   The  defense  offered  by  each  is  the 
same.     They  deny   that  the  Cormorant 
was  in  danger  of  being  washed  ashore 
or    even    damaged.      The    head    of    the 
high    pressure   cylinder    blew    out,    it    is 
admitted,  but  it  is  claimed  that  the  low 
j  pressure  cylinder  was  sufficient  t<»  l>ring 
I  the  bciat  into  Duluth,  and  the  engineer 
I  began  at  once  to  connec-t  it.     The  boat 
I  was  then  from  twelve  tcj  fourteen  miles 
from  the  nortli  shore  and  aljout  fifteen 
miles  from   Two  Harliors.     It  is  denk-d 
that    a    high    wind    was    blowing,    and 
I  claimed    that,    on    the    contrary,    there 
j  was    a    very    light    wind.      Assistance 
was  olYererl  by  passing  vessels  and  re- 
fu.sed.     Finall.v  two  tugs,  the  Excelsior 
and     Raeber,    came   in   sight   and   were 
I  signalled.      The    former    was    given    the 
job  of  towing  the  Ccjiinorant  into   Du- 
luth.     It    is    claimed    that    the    most    it 
w.-is    worth    was    Sl'iO,    and      that      the 
Raeber  was  willing  to  do  it  for  $100. 

In  th.'  case  of  the  Anderson  Lumber 
company  vs.  the  tug  H.  B.  Abbott  ana 
Walter  H.  Singer,  the  defendants  ha  .'e 
filed  their  answer.  The  action  is 
brought  to  recover  lumber  lost  from 
the  schooner  Knapp  while  in  tow  of  the 
tug  Abbott.  The-  liability  of  the  tug  is 
denied,  it  being  alleged  thsit  she  towed 
the  boat  in  a  proper  and  competent 
manner  and  acted  entirel.v  under  the 
orders  of  the  master  of  the  schooner. 
Capt.  Singer  offered  the  free  use  of 
scows  and  hoomsticks  i'cjr  i>icking  up 
the  lumber  which  fell  overboard,  but 
the  captain  of  the  Knapp  declined 
them,  it  is  alleged.

Dun  Sees  Continued   and    Increasing 
Activity  Everywhere. 

New  York.  July  10.— R.  g.  Dun  &  Co.'a 
^\eekly  review  of  trade  today  says:  The 
strike   of    bituminous    coal    miners    has 
taken  75,00  men  or  more  from  work  and 
threatens    to    restrict    supplies    of    fuel 
in  some  quarters,  though  the  West  Vir- 
ginia and  some  other  mines  which  de- 
clined to  take  part,  claim  to  be  able  to 
meet    the    Eastern    demand    for    some 
months.    At   the   West   the  strike   Is   by 
no    means   unitedly   sustained    and    the 
impression    prevails    that    It    will    not 
last    long.       The    tinplate    works    have 
fettled  the  wage  question  and  are  again 
busy,  and  show  a  production  of  4,500,- 
000   boxes   in   July,    with   a  capacity   of 
6.550,000  boxes.  The  bar  mills  have  more

Wablgoon.  Ont..  July  7.-(SpeclaI  to 
The  Herald.)— This  hustling  young  city 
Is  the  principal  gateway  to  the  Manitou 
gold  fields,  as  well  as  the  headquarters 
for  a  rapidly  developing  country  north 
of  the  C.  P.  R.  track.

Ishpeming,    Mich.,    July    10.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) A  feature  in  the  indus- 
trial   situation    which    is    generally    re- 
garded  as  having  an   ominous   bearing 
upon  the  Immediate  future  of  the  Lake 
Superior  iron  ore  trade  is  the  big  strike 
now  on  in  the  bituminous  coal  districts 
of  four  states.    The  vessels  w  hich  carry 
down  ore  usually  bring  back  cargoes  of 
coal,  when  possible,  and  if  coal  cargoes 
are  scarce,  there  will  be  a  shrinkage  in 
the    round-trip    revenue   of    the    vessels 
which  will  very  likely  be  made  good  by 
raising   rates   on    ore   cargoes.      Strikes 
are  rare  and  of  little  Importance  in  the 
copper  mining  districts  of  Lake  Supe- 
rior and   Montana,     In   the   latter  dis- 
trict there  Is   a   very   powerful   miners' 
union  and  In   Houghton  county,    Mich., 
where  the  Lake  Superior  copper  comes 
from,  the  miners  have  no  organization 
whatever,  yet  in  both  districts  employ- 
ers and   employes  get  along   nicely.    In 
the  gold  and  silver  mining  camps  there 
are   sporadic   strikes,   and    in   the   Lake 
Superior   iron   district   one   range   at   a 
time    tries    a    strike,    but     striking      is 
chronic    in    the    coal    mining    districts, 
and    if   a    quarter   of    what    is    told    by 
owners  and  employes  about  each  other 
Is  true,  it  is  not  at  all  surprising  that 
such   is  the  case.     An   impartial   Inves- 
tigation would  probably  show  that  both 
parties  to  the  quarrel  are  more  or  less 
at    fault.      The    coal    strike    may    affect 
freight   rates  somewhat,    but  otherwise 
It  can  have  but  little  effect  on  the  ore 
trade,    as    th%   rumpus    will    probably 
be  over  by  Sept.  1. 

The  strike  of  the  Amalgamated  as- 
sociation workmen  is  more  dangerous 
on  Its  face  than  when  looked  into  more 
carefully.  Annual  strikes  seem  the  rule 
with  this  association,  which  is  a  very 
strong  one,  and  on  the  off  years  when 
the  men  do  not  strike  the  owners  close 
down  the  mines  on  July  1  for  repairs 
and  a  general  overhauling,  so  that  to 
the  ore  producers  It  makes  little  differ- 
ence what  the  cessation  of  work  be 
called.  Mill  men  and  their  employes 
will  get  together  when  business  de- 
mands the  resumption  of  activity  at 
the  works  now  idle. 

The  most  serious  trouble  which  con- 
fronts the  ore  producers  at  present  is 
the  ore   blockade   at    Lake  Erie   ports. 
The   receiving   ports   have   not   kept   up 
in  capacity  with  the  trade,  and  a  win- 
ter's consumption  of  ore  below  normal 
following  a  season  of  heavy  shipments 
left    the    ore    docks    piled    high    at    the 
opening  of  navigation   ten   weeks  ago. 
Owing  to   the  season  of  navigation   on 
the    great    lakes    being    subject    to    cli- 
matic   limitations,    it    is    necessary    to 
move  a  twelve  months'   supply  of  ore 
for       Eastern      consumers      in      seven 
months.    A  small  amount  of  ore  Is  sent 
by    all-rail    routes    every    winter,     but 
the    method    of    transportation    is    ex- 
pensive,  and  of  late   the   only   possible 
means  of  making  money  in  the  manu- 
facture   of    iron    and    steel    has      been 
through    taking    every    advantage      in 
cheapening    material    and    costs    of    all 
kinds,    hence   winter   shipments   of   ore 
are  a  luxury.     The  ore  is  reaching  the 
wharfs    at    Cleveland,    Ashtabula    and 
the  other  Ohio  lake  ports   much   more 
rapidly  than  it  is  going  forward  to  the 
furnaces,   and   the  congestion  resulting 
therefrom    is    giving    great    annoyance 
to  shippers  and  vessel  owners.    The  de- 
lays caused   from   the  partial  blockade 
fall  upon  the  owners  of  the  vessels,  but 
If  such  a  condition  of  affairs  is  to  pre- 
vail   long   It   will   necessarily   be   taken 
into  consideration  by  the  vesselmen  in 
making  future  charters.     The  delay   is 
also   very   bad   for  the   shippers,   as   it 
means    smaller    shipments    during    the 
months  of  easy  and  cheap  navigation. 
With  Sept.  1  many  charters  expire,  and 
an  increase  of  rates  is  always  in  order 
on  that  date,  followed  by  a  further  raise 
on  Oct.  1,  and  another  increase  on  Nov. 
1    which   precludes  shipping  except   by 
concerns  which  must  get  their  ore  down 
regardless  of  expense.     The  indications 
all  point  to  a  very  heavy  marine  tralllc 
this  season,  and  it  is  to  the  advantage 
of  the  miners  to  get  as  much  ore  down 
as  possible  under  charters  at  the  pres- 
ent low  rates,  especially  as  sales  have 
been  made  at  very  low  prices,  and  any 
disturbance    of    the    various    elements 
entering   into   the   cost   of   placing    the 
ore   in   Lake   Erie  ports  is  likely   to  be 
at  the  expense  of  the  producers,  labor, 
rail  and  lake  freights  all  being  at  the 
bottom  notch. 

A  scarcity  of  men  has  been  noted  on 
the  Mesaba  range  during  the  past  ten 
days,   but  will  not  continue  long.     Ow- 
ing   to    the   dismal    outlook    many    men 
left  the  various  mining  towns   of  that 
range    during    the    winter    and    spring, 
and  the  sudden  resumption  at  a  number 
of    idle    mines    found    more   jobs    than 
men.      The    ratio    Is    now    about    equal, 
and   there  will  soon  be  more  men  than 
Jobs  again.    During  the  past  four  years 
of  hard   times  in  the  mining  districts, 
several    thousand   skilled    miners    have 
left    the    Iron    country,    and    it    will    be 
difficult  to  secure  the  right  kind  of  men 
in   adequate  numbers,    when   a  general 
industrial   revival   calls   for   the   mines 
to   crowd   on    full    ^team.     Of   common 
labor  there   is  a  surplus  sad   to  dwell 
upon.     Wages  of  mine  employes  on  the 
Mesaba  range  average  higher  than   on 
the    other    ranges,    principally    because 
of  the  steam   shovel   methods  of  min- 
ing, which  call  for  a  much  fewer  nuin- 
ber  of  men  than  does  the  old  system  of 
winning  the  ore,  but  demands  men  who 
can    handle   expensive    machinery    with 
due   regard   to  economy   and   efficiency 
of  operation.     While  muscle  counts  on 
the  handle  of  a  shovel,  brains  fre  re- 
quired to  operate  a  steam  shovel,  and 
brains  are  expensive." 

Sales  of  Mesaba  non-Bessemer  ores 
have  been  made  as  low  as  11.80  per 
ton.  This  would  be  cheap  for  the  ore 
at  the  pit's  mouth,  but  in  this  case  the 
price  Is  for  ore  delivered  a  thousand 
miles  from  where  it  was  mined.  Eng- 
lish ore  carrying  but  a  trifie  over  half 
as  much  metallic  iron  is  sold  for  a  high- 
er figure  at  the  pit's  mouth.    America 


furnacemen  can  buy  their  ore  for  one 
half  to  two-thirds  the  cost,  per  unit  of 
iron,   of  ore  in  England,   and  this  des- 
pite the  necessity  of   transporting   the 
American    ore    from    one    thousand    to 
thirteen  hundred  miles  from  the  mines 
to  the  furnaces.  Involving  one  laJte  and 
one  rail  haul  even  under  the  most  fa- 
vorable circumstances  of  location,  and 
unusually    demanding    a    rail    haul    at 
^•°th    ends   of    the   long   journey,    while 
the   English    Iron    ore   industry    of   the 
Cleveland    and    Middleboro    districts    is 
contiguous  to  the  mines.     The  English 
Iron   masters   use   enormous   quantities 
of  Imported  ores,  those  coming  mainly 
from    Spain,   Germany   and   Sweden,    in 
the  order  named,   but   they  cannot   se- 
cure foreign  ore  delivered  at  such  prices 
as  are  now  enjoyed  by  the  furnaces  of 
the    Mahoning    and    Shenango    valleys. 
Iron  and  ore  are  too  cheap  this  season, 
both  labor  and  capital   being  required 
to    make   great   sacrifices    to   allow    the 
present    basis    of    prices    to    be     main- 
tained,  but  even   with  adequate   wages 
to  iabor  and  handsome  returns  to  capi- 
tal, ore  can  be  laid  down  in  the  smelting 
and  manufacturing  centers  of  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania  at  figures  which  will  for- 
ever   exclude    all    foreign    competition. 
In  the  great  sea  of  trade  there  are  al- 
ways counter  currents,  and  foreign  iron 
and  steel  is  still  coming  to  this  coun- 
try, even  though  we  are  building  up  a 
fine  export  business,  and  will  continue 
to  come   in    diminishing   quantities   for 
years,    but   the   tide   has   finallv   set   in 
the  direction  of  exports  rather  than  Im- 
ports,   and    must    continue    to    gain    in 
strength. 

Even  in  the  years  when  England  was 
sending  us  enormous  quantities  of  iron, 
steel,  cutlery  and  hardware,  a  Michigan 
furnace  was  shipping  charcoal  pig  iron 
steadily  to  Sheffield  and  other  American 
concerns    were    sending    knives    to    the 
same    point,    but    the    great    volume    of 
trade  was  the  other  way.     The  imports 
of    iron    and    steel    from      England      at 
present    are    of    the    same    sort    as    the 
export  of  pig  Iron  and  cutlery  to  Shef- 
field were  a  few  years  ago — cross  cur- 
rents   merely.      The    Englishman      can 
still    undersell    us   in    certain    lines     of 
manufactured    goods    from      iron      and 
steel,    but    in    the    heavier    and    cruder 
forms  his  day  has  passed  forever,  and 
even  in  the  finer  grades  of  machinery 
British    manufacturers   are   being   hard 
pressed,    in    their   own   colonies   and    at 
their  own  doors,  by  the  lighter  and  gen- 
erally   superior    articles    of      American 
manufacture.     Exports   of   mining   ma- 
chinery   to    the    Transvaal,    of    locomo- 
tives to  Russia,  of  iron  pipes  to  Japan, 
steel   rails   to   the  Orient,   and  pig  iron 
and  bar  steel  to  England  have  ceased  to 
cause  general  comment,  and  are  taken 
largely    as    matters      of      course.      The 
world-wide    supremacy    of    the    United

Just   how   the   action     of     the 
senate  in  reducing  the  rate  upon  white 
pine  fixed  by  the  house  would  embarass 
the  representative  of  the  Sixth  district 
Is  difficult     to  see.      His     constituents 
could  not    hold     him     responsible     for 
what  the  senate  did,  and  if  anybody  is 
to  blame  It  would  be  the  two  senators. 
Senator     Teller,      who     led      the     fight 
against  the  $2  rate  on  white  pine,  and 
the    other    silver    senators    who    voted 
with    the    Democrats,    represent    states 
where  there  is  not  a  foot  of  this  lum- 
ber,   and    where     large     quantifies     of 
tlniber  must   be   purchased   for  mining 
and       other     operations.

Deputatl,  Italy;  Imperial  Diet,  Japan; 
Statesgeneral,  Netherlands;  Volksraad, 
Oragne  Free  State;  Cortes  Geraes,  Por- 
tugal; Narodna-Skupshtina,  Servia; 
Senabodl,  Slam;  Cortes  Constltuentes, 
Spain;  Storthing,  Norway;  Standrath 
and  Nationlrath,  Switzerland;  Ulema,

When       Secretary 
Smith  came  Into  office  he  found  very 
few  places  in  the  government  depart- 
ment  at   Washington  not   covered     by 
civil  service,  certainly  not  enough     by 
satisfy  the  hungry  horde  of  Georgians 
and  other  Southerners  who  had  claims 
upon  him.     There  was  nothing  left  but 
to  provide  for  them   in   the   field,   and 
the  result  was  that  pension  examiners 
special  agents  of  all  kinds,   timber  in- 
spectors and  employes  of  all  classes  in 
the    Indian    department    were    selected 
from  the  South.    President  Cleveland's 
civil  service  order  threw  the  protecting 
arm  of  the  law  around  them,    and     the 
congressmen    who   want    to   see     their 
constituents  draw     these     comfortable 
salaries     are     helpless.      Congressman 
Eddy  was  not  even  able  to  secure  the 
appointment    of    an    Indian    teacher 
one  of  the  schools  of  his  district.     It 
possible  that  some  way  may  be  foui.v. 
to  obviate  the  difficulty,  but  at  present 
there  is  no  hope  in  sight. 
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SCOTT  AS  A  LAWYER. 
Sir  Walter  Scott  had  his  share  of 
curious  experiences  in  the  same  con- 
nection shortly  after  being  called  to 
the  bar,  says  the  Westminster  Gazette. 
His  first  appearance  as  counsel  in  a 
criminal  court  was  at  Jedburgh  as- 
sizes in  the  year  1793,  when  he  success- 
fully defended  a  veteran  poacher. 
"You're  a  lucky  scoundrel,"  Scott 
whispered  to  his  client,  when  the  ver- 
dict was  given.  "I'm  just  o'  your 
mind,"  returned  the  latter,  "and  I'll 
send  you  a  maukin  [hare]  the  morn, 
man."  Lockhart,  who  narrates  the 
incident,  omits  to  add  whether  the 
"maukin"  duly  reached  Scott,  but  no 
doubt  It  did. 

On  another  occasion  Scott    was    less 
successful   in  his  defense  of  a   house- 
breaker,   but   the  culprit,   grateful   for 
his    counsel's    exertions,    gave    him    in 
lieu  of  the  orthodox  fee,  which  he  was 
unable  to  pay,  this  piece  of  advice,  to 
the   value  of   which     he,     the     house- 
breaker,    could     professionally    attest: 
First,  never  to  have  a  large  watchdog 
out  of  doors,  but  to  keep  a  little  yelp- 
ing  terrier   within;    and,    secondly,     to 
put  no  trust  in   nice,   clever  gimcrack 
locks,   but  to  pin  his  faith  to  a  huge 
old  heavy  one  with  a  rusty  key.    Scott 
long  remembered     this     incident,     and 
thirty  years  later,  at  a  Judge's  dinner 
at  Jedburgh,  he  recalled  It  in  this  im- 
promptu rhyme: 
Yelping  terrier,  rusty  key. 
Was  Walter  Scott's  best  Jeddart  fee.

SUPREME  COURT  DECISIONS. 
St.  Paul,  July  10.— Justice  Collins  has 
handed  down  a  supreme  court  decision 
In  the  case  of  Mary  e.  L'Herault 
against  the  city  of  Minneapolis  and 
Philip  W.  Herzog  for  damages  for  in- 
juries  sustained  by  her  falling  down  an 
open  coal  hole.  The  court  sustains  the 
decision  of  the  trial  judge.  The  other 
decisions  were: 

State  Finance  company,  respondent, 
against  the  Commonwealth  Title  and 
Trust  company.    Order  reversed. 

The  Little  Falls  Water  Power  com- 
pany, respondent,  against  Henry  Belin.

Ella  V.  Mee,  as  administratrix,  appel- 
lant, against  Bankers'  Life  association, 
respondent.  Verdict  set  aside  and  new 
trial  ordered. 

Pauline  Mueller,  respondent,  against 
Grace  Grove,  of  Minnesota,  United 
Ancient  Order  of  Druids.  Order  af- 
firmed. 

John  Lundberg,  appellant,  vs.  A.  D. 
Davidson,  assignee,  etc.,  of  the  State 
bank  of  Duluth,  respondent.  A  set  off 
of  one  Judgment  against  another  is  not 
demandable  or  right,  but  is  discretion- 
ary with  the  court,  and  will  be  denied 
when  the  court,  in  the  exercise  of  its 
discretion,  can  see  that  an  injustice  will 
be  done  by  granting  it.  This  r-ile  is  not 
changed  by  general  statutes  of  1894. 
section  6194,  which  provides  that  an  at- 
torney's lien  on  a  Judgment  shall  be 
subordinate  to  the  rights  existing  be- 
tween the  parties  to  the  action.  Mo- 
tion denied.

It  appears  that 
the  Scottish  Typographical  association 
riublishcs  a  "register  of  rats"  and  in  the 
list  given  in  this  legister  were  included 
the  names  of  three  printers  w  ho  workc-il 
In  a  nori-nnioii  otlice  in   Paisley.

A    mistake    seems    to      pervade      the 
minds    of    some    of    our    friends,    who 
imagine  that  it  is  necessary  to  organize 
the    employers    in    the    same    union    as 
the  workmen.  This  error  should  be  dis- 
j  pelb  d  at  once,  says  the  Anu-rii-an   PVd- 
I  erationist.    The    workers  should   organ- 
I  ize  as  wage  earners,   for  success  alone 
I  is    possible    when    they    thus    recognize 
I  their  trade  and  class  Interest   as  being 
I  separate   and    distinct    from    their   em- 
plc)yers'.    In    thus    t»rganizing    on    well- 
defined   lines  of  our  intc-rest  we  do  not 
wish    to    rebulT  any   who    may    wish    to 
express  their  sympathy  for  the  workers 
or  the  organized  lal>or  movement        but 
we   realize  that    this  sympathy   c'an   be 
Just  as  well— in  fact,  more  effectually— 
nmnifested  and  given  than  by  member- 
ship in  the  union  with  the  workers. 

Such  a  conglomeration  simpiv  pre- 
vents full  growth  and  devek.pmJ-nt  of 
the  unhm.  interferes  with  the  full  an.i 
free  expression  of  the  judgment  of  the 
niembc-rs,  and  finally  leads  to  dissolu- 
tion or  diversion  from  th<'  practical 
riurpo.se.s  of  the  union.  Our  friends 
and  organizeis  throughout  the  coun- 
try would  do  well  to  keep  this  matter 
in  mind.  While  antagonizing  no  em- 
ployer simply  because  he  is  an  employ- 
c-r,  yet  w  hen  organizing  unions  wag.  - 
earners  should  be  organized  exclusive- 
ly as  wage-c-arners,  and  thus  keep  ii 
clear  ancl  clean  cut  labor  inoven.<  nt 
of  the  wage-earnei.s,  fur  th 
earners,  by   the   wage-  earncr.s.

The  foes  who  had  swarmed  about  him 
before  sat  dumb  to  see  the  foeman   be- 
fore whose  couched  lance  each   one   of 
them   had   gone  down   time  and   again 
now  tilting  as  galantly  and  as  victori- 
ously against  those  who  all  along  had 
shouted  in  his  follow  ing  and  had  gath- 
ered    the  fruits  from  the  fields  he  won! 
With    that   fatal    madness   wherewith 
the  gods  always  inspire     those     whom 
they   mean   to   destroy,    the     men     for 
whom    he   had   demanded    and    won    in 
IS&O.  and  again  vindicated  in   1S7»4  and 
ISfiB,   simply  eciuality  of  legal   and   pol- 
itical privilege  now  Hemancled  superior 
privilege,    and    he-   fought   against    that 
demand  as    strenuously     and     as     gaJ- 
lantly  as  he  fought  for  tho  other.

first  of  all.  It  was  the  turning  point  in 
the  tide.  From  the  hour  when  his 
solemn  exhortaticms  to  his  countrymen 
rolled  ac-ross  the  land  there  was  no  lo- 
cality among  all  the  free  states  where 
division  was  possible-.  That  solemn 
voic-e* — sjteaking.  as  it  soon  proved,  from 
the  brink  of  the  grave — drowned,  as 
one  may  Kay.  the  thunder  of  the  South- 
ern guns.  Could  the  men  who  heard 
those  spe-edu's  in  the  spring  of  1S61  live 
for  1000  years  they  c-ould  never  forget 
thc-m  nor  their  effect.

Tin-:  I'ZAR'S  WEALTH. 
The  Emperor  J'anl.  whos'>  reign  was 
c-e-rtainly  not  one>  of  the  most  brilli.tnl, 
was,  nevertheless,  one  of  thi^  grc>atc-st 
benefactors  of  the  dynasty.  He  not 
only  settled  the  order  of  succession  on 
a  iv-rmanent  basis,  but  also  e-ndowed 
his  posterity  with  th'>  material  means 
of  maintaining  their  pot^ition,  says  the 
London  Times.  It  is  claimed  that  no 
other  reigning  family  in  Europe  is  so 
well  provided  for.  Paul  1  sot  aside  a 
vast  amount  of  landed  property  under 
the  name  of  the  Imperial  Appanages 
for  the  sole  benefit  of  all  grand  dukes 
and  grand  duchesses  not  in  the  direct 
line  of  suc-cession,  while  the  sovereign 
an^  the  heir  apparent,  together  with 
their  respective  families,  were  to  lee 
supportcxi  out  of  the  funds  of  the  state. 
These  appanages  of  the  Ilussian  im- 
perial family  now  cover  the  enormous 
total  area  in  different  parts  of  Russia 
of  LM.OCJO.OOO  acres,  an  extent  of  land 
larger  by  2,000.000  acres  than  the  whole 
of  Scotland.  This  total  includes  15,000,- 
000  acres  of  wood  and  forest,  producing 
yearly  more  than  5,000,000  roubles.  The 
total  annual  revenue  of  the  imperial 
appanages  now  reaches  20,000.000 
roubles,  or  more  than  .C2,000.000:  and 
with  no  fewer  than  forty-si.x  members 
of  the  imperial  family  to  supjMirt,  the 
expenditure  at  present  amounts  to  a 
yearly  average  of  over  5.000,000  roubles. 
In  1891  it  was  over  6,000,000  roubles.

KITE-FLYING  HISTORY. 
The  invention  of  the  kite  is  usua11> 
attributed  to  the  Chinese,  says  the  Cen 
tury.  The  first  man  on  actual  record 
as  having  used  the  kite  is  Archytaf 
(about  400  B.  C).  For  what  purpose 
he  employed  it  I  have  been  unable  to 
ascertain,  but  it  is  not  probable  thai 
he  aceompllshi^d  anything  of  .scientific 
importance,  and  it  was  not  until  1749, 
when  l>r.  Alexander  Wllscm  and 
Thomas  Mcdville,  in  Scotland,  used  it 
fcjr  taking  the  temperature  in  the  uppi-r 
air,  that  the  kite  showed  possibilltic:-; 
of  becoming  a  useful  and  scientific-  ap- 
paratus. Franklin's  well-known  ex- 
periment of  obtaining  atmospheric  elec-  | 
Iricity  by  means  of  a  kite  again  drew 
attention  to  it.  It  it:,  however,  wit'.iiii 
the  last  decade  that  the  kite  has  gai  led 
nearly  all  of  its  Importance,  and  this 
is  due  to  Its  development  by  men  who 
have  studied  it,  and  the  forces  acting 
upon  it,  in  a  scientific  way.  Among 
others  may  be  named  Marvin,  L'.ngley, 
Hargrave  and  Eddy;  by  their  labors  a 
hitherto  useless  toy  has  become  an  im- 
portant scientific  apparatus.

Ohio  Is  called  the  'F.  F.  V..'  taken,  no 
doubt,  from  the  name  given  its  fastest 
train.  The  Baltimore  &  Potomac,  the 
■B.  &  P.,;  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio'  the  "B. 
&  O..  and  the  Richmond  Terminal,  the 
■R.  T.'  These  are  abbreviations,  but 
what  the  trainmen  know  these  roads 
by  would  not  look  very  well  in  print, 
an.l  if  made  public  might  jierhaps 
ruino  the  courteous  demeanor  of  the 
managers  of  the.se  roads,  who  are  cer- 
tainly the  princes  of  good  fellows. 

"There  Is  a  road  up  in  Pennsylvania 
that  runs  from  York  to  Peach  bottom 
that  the  i>eople  living  in  the  country 
through  which  it  passes  called  the  'Ac- 
commodation.' Jt  was,  when  originally 
built,  a  narrow  guap.-  n.ad,  and  as  bus- 
iness had  to  be  developed,  the  train 
sirvice  was  much  on  the  .irder  of  the 
po-as-you-please.  There  were  two 
trains,  and  each  made  .me  round  trip  a 
day.  the  road  being  about  sixty  mil.-s 
long.  The  otncers  gave  orders  to  the 
trainmen  to  make  friends  with  th-> 
people,  so  as  to  make  them  go  out  of 
their  way  to  patronize  the  new  road. 
The  trainmen  took  advantage  of  this 
ordi-r  at  every  .ipportunity. 

"There  were  no  telegraphy  or  tele- 
phone stations  <m  the  road,  and  when 
the  trains  left  the  terminal  stations  th-^ 
conduitor  was  master  of  the  situation 
until  he  pot  back  again,  or  arrived  at 
the  other  terminus.  They  say  that  the 
sup.-t intendent  .>f  the  joad  had  the 
hardihoo.l  to  ride  over  the  road  .me 
•lay,    and    that    lit-    hired    a    horse    an.l

FADDISH  LONDON. 
All  London  Is  wearing  modernized 
Victorian  fashions.  And  such  a  lon-^ 
list  of  them  as  then*'  are!  The  dangling 
curls  are  here  in  Ne^'  York,  as  well  as 
In  London,  and  the  Victorian  coiffure 
Is  the  fad  of  the  hour.  Not  yt-t  does  the 
fastidious  New  York  -woman  allow  ring- 
lets to  bow  over  her  ears,  l»iit  she  has 
arrived  at  the  next  step  t<»  it.  Many 
little  curls  float  in  dUterent  directions 
from  her  Pnyche  knot. 

The  reticule  so  dear  tjo  the  heart  of 
Queen  Victoria  is  particularly  the  vogue 
this  summer  of  the  Jubileie.  With  even- 
ing (iresses  and  garden  i>arty  gowns  it 
follows  closely  the  antiq.ue  model.  It 
is  made  of  brocade  or  r,ny  gray  silk, 
oftentimes  Jeweled,  and.  Just  about 
large  enough  to  hold  my  .lady's  fan.  if 
it  be  a  small  one;  her  liandkerchlef. 
and  perchance  her  powde  r  puff.  And 
the  reticule  swings  from  her  arm  by 
lung  ribbons. 

MANY'  RETICULES. 
From  the  Idea  of  the  quf  int  little  bag 
other  reticules  have  spi*un  g  into  exist- 
ence.       The    mtulernlzed     reticule    is    a 
blessing  to  the  po<-ketless  'Woman  of  to- 
day.   She  lets  it  swing  fnim  wrist  by  a 
fine  gold  chain,  and  carrbjs  it  with  her 
during   her  shopping  expeidltions.      The 
prettiest  of  these  reticules  are  made  of 
rich  brocade,   with  a  gold    xate  top  set 
with    one    large   gem    or    a.    number    of 
Jewels.     It  is  one  of  the  most  useful  of 
the  Jubilee  fashions.     Imagine   its  pos- 
sibilities to  a  woman  who  has  been  de- 
prived of  a  pocket  in  her  b*«st  gown  for 
years! 

THE  TIGHT  SLEE^'ES. 
The  tight  sleeves,  with  their  sloping 
shoulders,  are  another  Ind'icatlon  of  the 
reign  of  the  early  Vietoiian  fashi.ms. 
But  they  are  not  nearly  .so  welcome  as 
thi'  (luaint  little  reticule.  The  kerchief 
goes  with  the  small  sleeves,  and  it  com- 
pensates greatly  for  their  unbecomlng- 
ness. 

The    long,    fine  chains 
fashionable    women     are 
also    be    traced    back    to 
period.     I'urses.  watches, 
and     even     small     fans 
maiden   now   attaches   ti> 
and  she  wears  ruffles  on 
trims    the   ruffles 
which  Is  another 
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gray 
mauve  silk  makes  stunning  gown  trim- 
med with  black  lace  insertion  set  in  to 
show    the   white   silk    underneath. 
TRIMMIN<",S    AND    FINISH. 
The  details  «)f  finish  and  trimming  on 
the  summer  gowns  are  the  most  telling 
points  in   fashion   this  season,    and    the 
little   ends   of    ribbon    and    frill    of   luce 
or   hemstitched    batiste   set    in    at     the 
back    of    the    neckband    makes    a    vast 
difference  In  the  becoming  efTect.    Wide 
collars  of  linen  trimmed  with  applique 
lace  are  seen  on  wool  gowns,  and  wide 
collars  of  different  shapes  and   materl- 1 
als  are  a  distinct  feature  of  the  latest' 
dresses.      Two    sailor    collars,    one    nar- 
rower than  the  other  and  both  like  the 
material  of  the  gown  and  edged  around 
•with  a  frill  of  lace  or  accordlon-plalted 
frills  of  chiffon,  are  the  finish  to  a  lace 
bodice.     Checked  silks  are  pretty   when 
made  up  In  this  way.  but  the  lace  bo- 
dice   is    equally    effective    with    any    of 
the  thin  materials.     To  be  quite  perfec  t 
it    must   have  a  chiffon    lining   between 
the  tight-fitting  silk  waist  and  the  lace. 
The  pouched  bodice  Is  the  special  style 
suited  to  this  material,  and  is  the  lead- 
ing model  In  all  the  fabrics.     Cloth  and 
pique    are    made    up    In    this    way    and 
elaborately    trimmed    with    lace,    bands 
of  satin,   or   braid   In   conventional   de- 
signs. 

THB    NECKTIE. 
One    little    accessory    of    dress    which 
Is  very  fetching  Is  the  necktie,   of  net. 
silk  or  mull,  with  lace  ends,  which  folds 
narrowly  around  the  lower  edge  of  the 
collar  band,  and  ties  in  front  in  a  four- 
in-hand    knot;    again   it    appears   as   a 
short  bow  made  of  two  accordlon-plalt- 
ed ends.     Two  shades  of  green  taffeta 
silk  cut  bias  and  narrowly  trimmed  all 
around  from  the  four-ln-hand  knot  on 
a    green    and    blue    and    white    foulard  I 
silk  gown,  which  has  a  lace  yoke  and  a  I 
chiffon  front.    The  fullness  In  the  bodice  I 
Is   shirred  over  five   fine  cords  an  inch  I 
apart    at    the    waist    to    form    the    bell, 
and    the   skirt    has    two    tiny    ruflles    at 
the  bottom,  edged  with  half-inch  black 
satin  ribbon  gathered  in  the  middle.    A 
special    feature   of   this   costume   is   the 
parasol  of  silk  trt  match,  trimmed  with 
three  white  chiffon  ruffles  set  on  with  a 
space  of  their  own  width  between. 
ABOUT    SILK    FRINGE. 
The   very    narrow    old-fashioned    silk 
fringe  trims  some  of  the  foulard  ruffles, 
vlth  one  or  two  rows  of  velvet  ribbon 
al>ove.  and  these  are  set  on  to  run  up-  i 
■ward  from  the  front  to  the  back.     The  I 
Parisians   seem    to   favor   the   style   of  [ 
trimmings   which   tilts  up  In   the  back 
on  the  bodices  as  well  as  the  skirts,  and 
this  Idea  is  carried  out   completely   in 
all  the  details  of  the  costume.    The  hat 
Is  worn  well  over  the  face.     The  ruche 
is  full   and   high   in   the   back,   and   the 
lace   necktie   droops    prettily    in    front. 
One  pretty  example  of  this  general  out- 
line is  In  an  imported  gown  of  the  gray 
barege,    trimmed    with    seven    rows    of 
narrow    black    velvet    ribbon,        which 
point  down  to  the  knee  In  front  and  rise 
to  a. little  above  the  waist  in  the  back. 
The   bodice   Is  of  a  cerise   chiffon   over 
white  silk,  and  over  this  Is  a  little  bo- 
lero of  the  gray   barege   much   shorter 
In  the  back  than  In  front,  which,  with 
a   fully  trimmed  collar  band  of  cerise 
silk    above,    completes    the   desired    ef- 
fect. 

Boleros  are  still  well  up  on  the  list  of 
fashion's  favoriees,  hut  they  have 
changed  somewhat  In  form,  the  very 
latest  being  open  up  the  back  and  cut 
out  round  in  the  neck  to  show  the  bod- 
Ice  underneath. 

PRETTY  SUMMER  GOWNS.. 
Many    of    the    pretty    summer   gowns 
are    made    more    attractive       by       full 
sashes  of  chiffon,   trimmed   across   the 
ends  with  plaltlngs,  and  caught  down 
lightly  to  the  skirt  like  drapery,  to  keep 
them    from    flying   out.         For   muslin, 
gauze  and  grenadine  gowns,  especially 
those  made  for  evening,  these  are  par- 
ticularly   pretty.     One   style   of   bodice 
■which  is  well   launched  on  the  market 
of   fashion   is  a   sort  of   blouse  sacque. 
It  is  open  in  front  to  show  the  bodice, 
and    falls    into    a    narrow    belt,    below 
which  is  a  frilled  basque.     All  sorts  of 
materials  are   used   for  this,   and   it   is 
lined  with  silk,  answers  the  purpose    )f 
an  outside  coat,  and  is  very  stylish  on  ! 
slender   women.     It  can    be   made  very 
dressy,   too.   as   it    is  often  elaborately 
braided   all   over,   and   turn<»d    back    in 
front  In  revers.  or    a     little      fold     to 
show   the   lining.   l)eing  finished   at   the 
neck   like   other   bodices,    with   a   band 
and    lace-edged    batiste    frlllings.     The 
yachting  costume  made  In  this  way  is 
of  white  serge,  trimmed      with      white 
braid,  gilt  buttons,  and  revers  and  vest 
of  periwinkle  blue  moire  silk. 

YACHTING  DRESSES. 

Very    pretty     yachting       dresses   are 

made  of  navy  blue  and  red  serge,   but 

white,  with  a  finish  of  color,  is  far  more 

becoming  and  attractive  on  the  watter.

frills  Is  onw  of  the  most   novel  designs 
of  the  season,  the  yoke  skirt   being  es- 
,  peclally  good  style  for  thin  material. 
WHITE  LIBERTY  SILK. 
One    of    the    most    fascinating    of    all 
,  the  summer  gowns  is  one  of  white  Llb- 
j  erty    silk    trimmed    to    the    waist    with 
I  accordlon-plalted  flounces.     The  blouse 
is  plaited  and  trimmed  with  lace  Inser- 
tion, and  the  collar  and  belt  are  of  pink 
miroir    velvet.       A    pretty    Idea    for    a 
matron's  evening  gown  Is  carried  out  In 
black  net   over   white  silk,   with   bands 
of  fine  Jet   and   steel   on   the   skirt   and 
bodice,  and  bows  of  black  velvet  on  the 
shoulders. 

In  the  designs  for  linen  and   muslin 
gowns  for  young   girls   there  are  som-' 
very  useful  and  attractive  ones,  with  a 
coat  and     braid   trimming,  and  dainty 
dre.sses  of  organdie  trimmed  with  fine 
cleam  lace.     A  lorely  grass  lawn,  made 
over    pink,    has    a    flounce    edged    with 
ecru    Valenciennes    and    a    pink      yoke 
covered    with   lawn   and   lace   Insertion 
set   on   crosswise  and   finished    with     a 
j  lace-edged  frill.     Fine  cordlngs  and  In- 
sertions   form     the    sleeves.        Another 
gown,   of     organdie,    is     trimmed    with 
narrow    guipure    insertion   in    the   yoke 
and  bows  of  white  satin  ribbon. 
FRILLS  OF  FASHION. 
The  latest  sleeve  Is  cut   In  one  piece, 
small    gigot    shape.        Two      plaits    are 
folded  at  the  elbow  on  the  under  side, 
and   the  seam   is  arranged   well   under 
the  arm.    while  plaits   in   front   at   the 
top   throw    up    a    little    fulness      which 
forms  the  puff.      Another  fancy     is     a 
sleeve   tucked   on    the   entire   length   of 
the    inside    seam   about    two   Inches    in 
from  either  side,  giving  the  full  effect 
to  the  outside  without  gathering. 

Transparent  effects  play  a  large  part 
in  summer  millinery,  and  mull,  chiffon, 
net  and  tulle  are  shirred  into  the 
prettiest  shaped  hats,  with  both  light- 
ness in  color  and  weight  to  recommend 
them  to  favor.

A    gray 
necessities 
at  present. 

Ribbon  belts  made  of  two  lengths  of 
ribbon  folded  and  crossed  on  th:^  hips 
so  that  they  forn>  points  back  and  front 
are  a  u.seful  ac-cessory  of  dress,  since 
they  are  boned  and  hooked  In  front, 
antl.  consequently,  are  always  in  place. 
Lace  is  more  in  demand  than  ever, 
and  the  woman  who  has  a  lot  of  old 
real  lace  is  to  be  envied.  Yet  the  imita- 
tions are  exquisitely  fine,  and  the  art  of 
producing  pretty  effects  with  inexpen- 
sive lace  Is  well  known  to  the  dress- 
makers. 

Swiss  embroidered  muslin  of  the 
finest  kinil  is  made  up  into  dainty  sum- 
mer gowns  over  silk  linings,  and  pretty  j  ribbon, 
figured  lawns  are  tucked  from  the 
knee  to  the  deep  hem.  as  they  were 
years  ago. 

A  homespun  new  material  In  a  new 
weave,  very  loose  and  thin  like  grena- 
dine, is  in  the  market.  It  comes  in 
stripes  and  is  made  up  over  the  in- 
evitable taffeta  silk  lining. 

Chiffon  dresses,  once  worn  exclusively 
for  evening,  have  appeared  among  the 
day  gowns,  and  pink,  yellow,  green, 
mauve  and  white  chiffon  Is  made  up 
with  gathered  or  acordion-plalted 
fiounces  to  the  waist.  One  pretty  af- 
ternoon gown,  of  pale  green,  has  a 
black  lace  applique  trimming  all  around 
the  skirt  and  up  either  side  of  the 
front  breadth.  A  second  skirt  of  <  hifTon 
is  a  necessity  for  good  effect  over  the 
inner  skirt  of  silk. 


The  overskirt   belongs   to  this  period, 
and  the  rage  for  taffeta   silk.        Skirts 
were    very    full,    and    the    profusion    of 
ruffles  only  added  to  their  fulness.  This 
season  the  ruffled  skirt  is  much  in  evi- 
dence,  but   the  fashionable  skirt   is   no- 
where near  as  wide  as  in  the  days  of  the 
early  reign  of  Queen  Victoria. 
THE   POKE    lU'NNET. 
Many  of  the  ultra-fasbional>ie  women 
in  London  are  wearing  tJje  poke  bonnet 
exactly   as   It   was    worn    by   the   queen 
sixty  years  ago.     It  was  an  extraordin- 
ary  bonnet  then,  and  now  that   It  has 
appeared  again   It  is  creating  no   little 
sensation.    Many  of  the  Vjctorian  pokes 
are  made  of  velvet   and   trimmed   with 
feathers.     The  velvet  strinxs,  which  tie 
demurely   beneath  the  chin,  are  in  two 
different   coh»rs.   corresiMinding   to     the 
shades  used  In  the  bonnet.     Then  there 
are  the  straw  pokes,  with  a  ruchlng  of 
chiffon  resting  against  the  hair  under- 
neath   the    broad    brim.        With     these 
pokes  the  ribbons  do  not  always  tie  in 
a   bow.   but   float   over   the     gown   in   a 
carelessly  graceful  fashion. 

Silk  mlts  were  the  vogue  at  the  time 
when  Victoria  was  young,  and  they  are 
in  fashion  this  summer.  They  are 
really  more  comfortable  to  wear  with  a 
short-sleeve  dantlng  go\sn  than  a  glove 
In  warm  weather.  Many  of  them  are 
wrought  in  openwork  designs,  which 
are  extremely  effective. 

SASHES     POPULAR. 
The  ashes  which  are  the  popular  fad 
of  the  year,  are  another  Victorian  fash- 
ion.    The  variety  of  sashes  is  so  great 
■  that    there    are    enough    to    suit    every 
pretty    girl    in    the    land.      Some    have 
long,    fluttering    ends    and    others    have 
a  big  dashing  bow   at  the  waist,   with 
the   ends   shoit.         Then       there   is   the 
trimmed   sash,    which   Is   also    in    favor. 
This    Is   generally    of    taffeta,    trimmed 
ar«>und    the    edges    with    lace   «)r   a   tiny 
frill  of  chiffon.   The  sash   la   w(»rn   with 
street  gowns  as  well  as  with  fluffy  af- 
ternoon   costumes    and    party       frocks, 
and  the  ribbons  from  which  the  sashes 
are  made  have  never  before  been  more 
beautiful.      Gauze   effects    are    high    in 
favor,  and  many  of  them   appear  as  if 
hand  painted. 

SILK  FRINGE. 
The  use  of  silk  fringe  as  a  trimming 
is  particularly  associated  with  tht; 
fashions  of  the  Victorian  period.  It  Is 
in  vogue  now  Just  as  it  was  sixty  years 
ago.  On  many  of  the  Imported  silk 
gowns  It  Is  used  In  varying  lengths 
with   good  effeit. 

They  wore  buckles  when  Victoria 
was  a  girl,  and  girls  are  wearing 
buckles  now.  They  are  not  only  used 
to  clasp  the  belt,  but  to  hold  in  place 
the  drapery  of  the  skirt.  The  Jeweled 
buckles  come  In  many  sizes,  and  are 
worn  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

OLD-TIME  PANTELETTES. 
There  is  one  fashion  which  belongs 
distinctly  to  the  Victorian  period  which 
Is  never  mentioned  with  the  present 
revival  in  honor  of  the  queen's  Jubilee 
—pantalettes  were  worn  sixty  years 
ago! 

To  show  women  of  today  how  the 
belles  of  sixty  years  ago  looked  when 
they  were  dressed  In  their  very  best 
gown.  Lillian  Russell  was  induced  to 
pose  for  the  New  York  Journal  In  a 
costume  <-opled  frcmi  a  gown  worn  at 
the  time  the  queen  ascended  the 
throne.  Every  quaint  detail  of  the 
gown  was  accurately  copied.  The  ex- 
traordinary pt»ke  bonnet,  which  is 
quite  becoming  to  Miss  Russell,  as  the 
more  m«idern  hats  of  today,  was  de- 
signed by  S.  Ko<h  &  Sons,  milliners. 
Twenty-third  street,  from  a  hat  which 
was  considered  the  latest  fashion  in 
1M8. 

The  hat  was  made  especially  for  the 
Journal,  and  measun-s  three  feet  from 
tip   to   tip.      It    is   a   dazzling   affair   of 
velvet  and  straw.

Brllliantlne  is  the  most  suitable  ma- 
terial. It  does  not  cling  to  the  body. 
It  retains  its  color  well  and  does  not

neither  too  coarse  nor  too  fine. 
In  a  bathing  dress,  which  comes  only

decides^  the  amount  of  ^oods  to  be 
used,  lor  a  woman  of  ordinary  height 
nine  yards  of  brilliantine  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  pard  wide  will  mak 
very  full  bathing  costume. 

(MTTING  IT  OUT. 
To  make  it  after  the  pattern  advised 
by  the  Paris  tailor,  lay  down  the  goods 
upon  any  l.ioad,  flat  surface  and  pre- 
pare to  cut  out  the  skirt  first.  Let  the 
novice  renu  inbcr  always  that  there  are 
two  side  breadths,  two  back  breadths 
and  generally  one  front  breadth.  And 
that  in  every  pattern  there  are  twice 
as  many  parts  as  are  shown.  There 
must  be  one  fur  each  side  of  the  figure. 
The  middle  of  the  front  breadth  must 
be  cut  the  straight  of  the  goods,  and  by 
laying  the  other  breadths  upon  the 
goods  folded  It  is  easy  to  decide  Just  by 
the  way  th.-  texture  runs  how  to  cut 
them  out. 

Before  beginning  you  must  make 
yoiir  cjwn  pattern  by  enlarging  this 
little  diagram  until  it  is  the  length  and 
width  of  y,,ur  skirt  breadth.  This  you 
can  do  by  adding  a  certain  number  of 
Ini  hes  all  around,  or  you  can  draw  n 
pattern  like  it  on  a  big  piece  of  brown 
paper.  The  jacket  is  eut  in  the  form 
of  a  bolero,  to  be  brought  up  in  the 
front  and  tied  in  a  double  knot  at  the 
bust  line.  The  knot  is  generally  made 
out  of  the  Koods  and  sewed  on  the  bo- 
lero, being  f.istened  with  a  large  hook 
under  the  jacket. 

The  jacket  i-an  be  easily  made  by  fol- 
lowing the  i)arts  of  the  paternt,  but 
care  must  1...  taken  In  Hnishini?.  That 
is  the  trouble  with  o  home-made  gar- 
ment—it is  never  finished  properly. 
The  edge  must  be  complete.l  with 
rows  of  sfit,  hing,  put  on  as  caiefullv 
as  though  iii.irked  with  a  ruU>.  It  is  k 
good  plan  i.i  mark  the  goods  lightly 
before  beginning  to  stitch,  so  that  there 
can  be  no  .1.  viaticm.  The  marks  can  be 
put  on  with  chalk,  which  can  be  easily 
era.sed. 

A  I  RETT Y  BLOUSE. 
The   blou.s..   in   this  suit     is     of     blue 
brilliantine.    trimmed     across   with    the 
tiniest  banils  of  blue.     It  Is  cut  in  four 
pieces,    two   front    and    two   back,     and 
trimmed  with  a  flat  collar  of  the  same  I 
material.    The  collar  is  put  on   in   the  I 
form  of  a  yolie.  which  serves  the  double 
purpose  of  collar  and  yoke. 

Underneath  thc»  skirt  there  are  worn 
knickerbcHk.  rs  of  the  blue  brilliantine. 
These  can  1..    easily  cut  from  the 
tern  of  the  i.gular  undergarment, 
made  a  litth'  looser. 

The  hat  which  the  tailor  planned  to 
be  worn  witli  this  suit  was  a  Tam 
made  over  a  wire  frame.  It  is  said  that 
these  frames  are  very  easily  made,  but 
It  is  really  a  better  plan  for  the  novice 
to  buy  a  wire  Tam  frame  and  do  the 
covering  at  home.  If  neces.sary,  buy  a 
Tam  hat  very  cheap  and  take  off  the 
covering,   leaving  only  the  frame. 

The  bathin;,'  stcxkings  are  to  be  cut 
cmt  of  stockinette  and  a  cork  insole 
set  in  the  foot.  The  cork  insole  was  to 
be  overhan.l.d  tightly  to  the  foot  of  the 
stocking,  forming  a  sort  of  shoe  to 
make  the  fo..t  more  comfortable  and  to 
prevent  the  stocking  from  wearing  out 
and  leaving  the  feet  upon  the  hard 
stones. 

Thcjse  who  do  not  like  to  bathe  with 
bare  arms  <  .in  place  silk  sleeves  in  the 
blouse  waist.  The  bolero  slips  on  over 
them  and  th<'  result  of  the  contrasting 
sleeves  is  v.  ry  pretty.  Many  bathers 
wear  a  leatli.;r  belt  In  the  water,  and 
for  these  the  Paris  tailor  advised  a 
white  one  for  a  slender  figure  and  a 
dark  one  for  a  full  figure.  Other 
bathers  prefer  a  heavy  brilliantine 
belt,  lined,  ami  fastened  with  a  metal 
clasp. 

Although  a  "Paris  dress,"  there  Is 
nothing  extravagant  about  this  design 
for  a  bathing  .«uit.  With  the  patterns 
furnished  and  the  aid  of  any  handy 
seamstress,  a  woman  at  home  cati  very 
easily  get  up  such  a  bathing  dress  and 
make  It  as  fine  as  any  of  Paris  finish. 
The  greatest  trouble  is  in  laying  the 
tiny  folds  of  blue  brilliantine  upon  the 
skirt  and  upon  the  blouse,  but  with  a 
little  patience  this  could  be  done  neatlv 
and  the  result  is  a  very  delightful 
bathing  dress,  as  pretty  and  as  becom- 
ing as  anything'  that  will  be  seen  this 
summer.

From  far  away  Kamloope.  in  British 
Columbia,  comes  the  strange  story  of 
the  .self-crucifixion  of  James  Bound,  a 
carpenter,  whose  religious  exaltation 
became  acute  mania.  He  believed  him- 
.self  called  upon  to  emulate  the  Divine 
atonement,  and  l)y  a  lingering  death 
upon  the  cross  lift  the.  burden  of  sin 
from  the  world,  says  the  New  York 
Journal. 

He  proclaimed  himself  as  a  Messiah 
He  entered   upon   his  mission   in       his 
thirtieth   year,   as  Jesus       did.       Three 
weeks  ago  he  announced  that  the  time 
was  at  hand  for  his  martyrdom  and  the 
attainment  of  the  world's  salvation    To 
the   grinning   crowd,    whom    his    disor-  i 
dered  fancy  made  aiiostles,  he  cried-      ! 
"Ye    who    crucify    me    shall    not    be  , 
cursed.  1   have  had  a  vision  from  God   ! 
and  he  has  shown  me  that  this  atone-  I 
ment  shall  be  made  without  a  betrayal   I 
without  a  Judas.    Your  hands   will   not  1 
I'C  stained  with  blood  money,  it  is  to  the  I 
redemption  of  the  world  that  I  bid  you  I 
come.  The  glory  shall  be  mine,  but  ye 
shall  behold  it.  Tomorrow  ye  shall  nail 
me  to  the  cross. 

That  night  he  made  and  planted  the 
cross.  The  next  day  he  stood  before  it 
and  awaited  the  arrival  of  thfjse  who 
he  believed  would  assist  him  in  his 
martyrdom.  But  they  came  not.  and 
he  went  into  town  to  remonstrate  with 
them  for  their  lack  of  faith  in  his  mis- 
sion. Again  and  again  he  waited  in 
vain.  At  last  on  Sunday.  May  30,  after 
taking  part  in  a  religious  gathering,  he 
returned  to  the  lonely  cabin  in  which 
he  lived,  bathed  in  the  adjacent  stream, 
and  then  with  stoicism  or  Indifference 
to  suffering  of  the  fanatic,  deliberately 
took  his  place  on  the  cross,  drove  sharp 
nails  through  his  feet,  and  with  the 
hammer  in  his  right  hand  nail»>d  his 
left  to  an  arm  of  the  cross.  With  a 
knife  he  gashed  himself  in  the  side. 
Then  he  waited  for  some  one  to  come 
along    and    complete    the    crucifixion. 

A  man  looking  out  for  a  strayed 
horse  the  next  morning  found  the  de- 
mented creature,  weak  from  the  great 
loss  of  blood.  The  torture  seemed  to 
have  worked  a  change  In  Bound's  idea 
of  his  mission.  The  idea  that  he  was 
/•ailed  upon  to  redetjm  the  world 
seemed  to  have  oozed  out  with  his 
blood,  for  as  the  man  drew 
nails  and  freed  him  from  the 
he  said: 

"It  is  foolish  to  say  that  a  savage  can 
bear  more  pain  and  hardship  and  pri- 
vation than  a  white  man.

WHY  HE  IS  A  HERMIT. 
Thirty-five  years  ago  John  Starnes, 
then  in  the  prime  of  manhood,  lived 
near  Blacksburg.  York  county,  S.  C.. 
and  but  a  few  miles  from  the  battle- 
fields of  Cowpens  and  Kings  mountain 
where  the  Americans  whipped  the  Brit- 
ish.

The  conscription  officer  cast  covetous 
eyes  on  the  mountaineer's  stalwart 
frame,  and  Starnes  took  the  hint  and 
to  the  woods  almost  simultaneouslv 
They  searched  for  him.  but  Starnes 
was  a  better  runner  than  a  fighter,  and 
he  kept  out  of  the  way.  out  of  the  war 
and  in  the  woods.  He  had  an  old  mus- 
ket and  a  supply  of  amunition. 
the  fare  of  the  woods  was  better 
that  in  the  town.  Starnes  became 
of  the  life  and  when  the  war  was  over 
and  conscription  officers  had  lost  their 
dread  power  Starnes  still  remained  in 
the  wilds  of  York. 

And  there  he  is  now  living.  His 
home  is  not  a,  romantic  cave  in  the 
rocks,  but  is  a  curiously  constructed 
niiserable-looklng  hut.  of  much  the 
shape  of  an  Eskimo  snowhouse,  with- 
out  a  window,  and  with  a  hole  about 
two  feet  high  which  serves  as  a  door 
through  which  the  hermit  crawls 
There  Is  no  fireplace  in  the  house. 
When  snow  is  on  the  mountain  and  thci 
north  winds  howl  over  the  Blue  ridge, 
the  old  man  builds  a  fire  at  the  entrance 
of  his  hut. 

Starnes  is  not  a  picturesque  figure. 
His  long,  white,  unkempt  hair  and 
beard  and  ragged  c-lo*hes  that  c:an 
hardly  hang  on  his  frame  make  him  an 
unprepossessing  object,  whose  very 
name  is  used  to  scare  children  in  the 
neighborhood. 

The  hermit  does  not  like  to  have  visit- 
ors, and  shows  temper  if  questioned. 
He  has  relatives  who  have  offered  him 
a  home  and  means  of  living  in  com- 
fort, but  the  hermit  has  declined  all 
advances.  His  neighbors  call  him  "Wild 
John  Starnes."

editorial  In  the  New  York  Times.  Few 
of  the  correspondents  had  them,  for 
they  had  expected  a  oampaiRn  anions 
mountains,  where  »)nly  ruKsed  bridle 
paths  exist,  but  as  soon  as  the  retreat 
over  the  plains  of  Thes.saly  began  the 
wiser  members  of  the  brotherhood  sent 
to  Athens  for  wheels,  and  found  them 
of  great  use  on  the  level  roads  between 
Laiissa  and  Volo.  The  (Jreek  soldiers 
Were  not  templed  by  the  bicycles,  to 
whose  use  they  were  almost  entirely 
unaccustomed,  but  the  repair  kits  were 
frequently  stolen,  and  much  trouble  re- 
sulted.

A 
broken  l>olt,  a  loose  screw,  an  injury  to 
any   of    the    vital     parts      means    that 
twenty  men  would  be  mangled  beyond 
recognition.     Not  even  the  recent  Long 
Island    railroad    disaster    could    scatter 
detith    more    swiftly    or    crush    human 
bimes  with  more  certainty.    To  be  sure, 
the  exhilaration  of  hurling  through  the 
wind  at  such  wonderful  speed  tends  to 
diive   such    thougiils    from    the    rider's 
minds.      Like    cavalry    men    in    chai'ge, 
their  blc)od  is  up  ancl  a  devil-may-care 
feeling   prevails.      The    fac-t    cannot    be 
lost  sight  of,  however,  that  death  lurks 
in  the  air  and  needs  only  little  urging 
to  appear   v.ith   awful   suddenness. 

How  socm  the  record-smashing  device 
will  appear  cannot  be  foretold,  but  the 
fact  that  Americans  demand  the  fastest 
and  best  in  all  departments  of  speed 
Indicates  its  early  advent.  It  only 
needs  a  manufacturer  with  the  neces- 
sary pluck  and  energy  to  start  this 
giant  wheel  arolllng.  The  riders  can 
easily  be  found.  Put  Michael  in  front, 
followecl  by  IJald,  Cooper,  Sanger.  John- 
son, the  Butlers  and  perhaps  myself. 
Such  an  aggregation  could  fairly  "lift" 
the  monster  on  Its  way.  and  could  pedal 
themselves  into  the  fame  of  having 
made  the  fastest  mile  in  the  history  c»f 
the  world.

The  x-rays  have  been  so  extensively 
applied  In  medicine  that  physicians 
are  able  to  see  in  the  germ  stage  the 
whole  physical  and  spiritual  future  of 
the  infants.  The  physicians  of  the 
highest  acquirements  are  dele  ?ated  to 
examine  the  newly-born  babes,  and  to 
determine  whether  the  promise  of 
crime  exists  in  the  brain  or  the  promise 
of  sickness  in  the  body.

In  short,  the  the- 
ater is  utilized  to  give  Instruction  in 
every  branch  of  scieaice  and  urt.  An 
apparatus  under  every  seat  enables  the 
theater-goer  to  Intensify  or  moderate 
the  activity  of  any  sense,  and  to  con- 
trol the  action  of  his  emotions,  so  that 
he  shall  not  be  moved  to  excessjive  g-rief 
or  joy  by  the  development  of  the  plot 
on  the  stage.

Th"  small  coke  operators  of  the  Con- 
nellsvllle  region  who  own  independent 
plants  will,  it  Is  said,  shut  down  the 
majority  of  their  ovens  today  and  be- 
gin to  loa<l  coal  for  shipment.  At  the 
present  price  of  bituminous  coal  there 
is  more  profit  In  It.  In  the  raw  state, 
than  could  be  made  by  manufacturing 
it  into  coke. 

With  bituminous  coal  advancing  and 
not  much  of  the  product  on  hand,  there 
promises  to  be  exciting  times  in  the 
coal  market  today.  It  is  known  that 
there  are  a  number  of  operators  short 
on  some  small  orders  and  it  is  probable 
that  a  number  of  the  smaller  dealers 
will  unite  in  making  one  big  purchase 
and  thus  protect  their  tradesmen. 

The  visible  supply  of  coal  Is  very 
small.  There  are  about  ten  train  loads 
of  the  Pittsburg  product  on  the  sidings 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  railroad  between 
this  city  and  Alliance,  on  which  the  rail- 
road company  has  an  eagle  eye.  It 
was  mined  for  the  lake  trade  but  held. 
Then  there  are  8.000.000  to  10.000.000 
tons  on  the  flats  and  barges  along  the 
rivers.  This  might  as  well  be  in  the 
mines  as  far  as  satisfying  the  rail  de- 
mand is  concerned.  There  are  serious 
doubs.  however,  of  the  operators  being 
able  to  put  It  on  the  market.  The  min- 
ers will  watch  the  coal  In  the  barges 
and  if  an  attempt  Is  made  to  load  It 
for  the  railroad  trade  the  handlers  will 
be  Induced  to  strike.  In  this  the  miners 
expect  to  be  successful. 

There  Is  but  little  change  In  the  situ- 
ation. All  the  mines  In  the  Pittsburg 
district  are  closed,  and  not  a  pound  of 
coal  is  being  mined  except  at  the  three 
mines  of  the  New  York  and  Cleveland 
Gas  Coal  compahy.      Keeling  &  Cc's 


miners  returned  to  worl:  at  the  69-cent 
rate,  but  sent  a  letter  to  head(iuarters 
to  in(iulre  whether  It  was  intended  that 
miners  should  remain  out  where  the 
advance  had  been  grant. mI.  They  were 
told  to  lay  down  their  tools  until  the 
advance  had  been  con<  eded  at  other 
mines,  and  all  will  go  out  again  to- 
night. The  miners  at  the  Stickle  Hol- 
low mines  of  the  Washington  Coal  and 
Coke  company  <'ame  out  today.  These 
mines  were  the  scene  oi  a  riot  during 
the  strike  of  1S94,  in  which  seven  men 
were  killed.

The  proposed  meeting  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  out  the  N.-w  York  and 
Cleveland  Gas  Coal  company's  miners 
has  been  postponed  for  a  few  days. 


Enough    Mined    Now    to   Last   Intil 
Winter. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  12.— The  local 
coal  operators  took  a  more  hopeful  view 
of  the  strike  situation  this  morning. 
Dan  Hanna.  manager  of  M,  A.  Hanna 
A  Co.,  said  that  as  long  as  the  West 
Virginia  coal  was  mined  there  could  be 
no  particular  stringency  as  there  is 
suflicient  coal  out  of  the  earth  already 
to  last  until  winter.  Small  dealers,  how- 
ever, are  squirming  over  their  inability 
to  get  coal  for  retail  orders  from  the 
big  dealers.  The  big  dealers  will  not 
part  with  their  supply.  Not  a  pound  of 
coal  entered  the  city  yesterday.

SEEK  TO  ARBITRATE.

Disinterested     Parties     Trying 
Arrange  a  Settlement. 

Pittsburg.  July  12.— Strong  efforts  will 
be  made  this  week  to  settle  the  miners' 
strike  by  arbitration.  The  suggestion 
that  a  Joint  conference  of  the  board  of 
arbitration  of  Ohio,  the  labor  commis- 
sions of  Indiana  and  Illinois  and  the 
statistical  bureau  of  Pennsylvania  be 
held  In  Pittsburg  to  »e.-  if  the  miners 
and  operators  could  not  be  Induced  to 
submit  their  differences  to  an  arbitra- 
tion commission  met  with  a  prompt 
response  from  membti-s  of  the  four 
commissions,  and  the  «'onference  will 
be  held  here  this  afternoon.  Repre- 
sentatives are  already  here  from  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Kentucky.  The  Illinois 
delegation  has  not  y.t  arrive<l.  but  is 
expected  before  the  day  is  over. 

A  preliminary  meeting  was  held  In 
the  Seventh  Avenue  hotel  in  this  city 
this  morning.  Those  present  were 
Selwyn  N.  Owen,  James  Bishop  and 
John  Little,  of  Ohio:  T.  P.  McCormack 
and  B.  F.  Schmld.  of  Indiana,  and 
James  M.  Clark,  of  the  Pennsylvania 
bureau  of  statistics. 

In  an  interview  this  morning  Judge 
Owen  said  it  was  proposed  to  meet  the 
miners'  and  operators'  officials  and  try 
to  promote  a  speedy  settlement.  "We 
are  not  here  In  our  offlcial  capacity,  of 
course,  you  understand,"  said  Judge 
Owen  with  a  smile.  "The  moment  we 
crossed  the  state  line  our  authority 
turned  to  ashes.  We  have  simply  come 
to  look  over  the  ground  and  see  what 
•an  be  done." 

"We  have  come  here  more  as  private 
citizens  than  as  oftlcials,"  said  Gen. 
Little.  "We  have  no  Jurisdiction  here 
and  do  not  wish  to  assume  any.  We 
have  no  Intention  whatever  of  meddling 
with  anythfng  outside  our  scope.  We 
would  not  If  we  could,  and  we  could  not 
if  we  would.  We  have  simply  come 
to  examine  into  the  matter  and  see 
what  the  prospects  are  for  settlement. 
We  have  invited  all  the  big  operators 
and  also  representatives  of  the  miners 
to  meet  us  so  that  we  can  learn  as 
much  as  possible  about  both  sides  of 
the  question." 

No  formal  arrangements  have  yet 
been  made  for  the  conference.  It  Is 
likely  that  a  meeting  will  be  held  this 
afternoon  at  the  Seventh  Avenue 
hotel,  and  that  the  commissioners  will 
spend  several  days  here  in  their  in- 
vestigation. Just  what  their  method 
of  procedure  will  be  they  do  not  them- 
selves know  exactly.  A  telegram  was 
received  from  Prt-sldent  Ratchford 
saying  that  the  miners'  officials  will  be 
unable  to  m.eet  with  the  arbitrators 
until  tomorrow.

An  Ocean  Sloop   Sinks   With   All   on 
Board.

TIIK  NEW  .STAMP  ACT. 

It   is  a   serious  f'Viestion   whether   the 
new   tariff   law    will   produce   sufficient 
revenue  to  meet  the  ordinary  expendi- 
tures of  the  government.    The  indica- 
tions are  that  there  will  be  no  surplus 
at  the  close  of  the  first  fiscal  year  at 
least.     The    fact    Is    that    many    of    the 
duties  are  prohibtory  and  consequently 
d^tructive     to  the     revenue-producing 
qualities  of  the   measure.     Senator   Al- 
lison admitted  the  other  day  that   the 
bill  would  not  produce  enough  revenue 
the    first    or   second    year,    but    he    had 
hope  that  the  third  year  would  furnish 
a  surplus  of  receipts  over  expenditures. 
It  was  for  this  reason  that  the  senate 
decided    to   place   a   tax   on   stock   and 
bond  transactions.     At  one  time  it  was 
proi'osed  to  revive  the  old  bank  stamp 
on    checks,    drafts,    etc.,    but    a    strong 
protest  from  many  quarters  caused  the 
abandonment  of  that  idea.     For  politi- 
cal  reasons,    the   proposed    increa.se   of 
the   beer   and   tobacco   taxes   was   also 
abandoned.    Finally     it    was     resolved 
to  place  a  tax     on     stock     and     bond 
transactions.     It   is  believed   the  house 
will  concur  in  this  amendment,  appre- 
ciating the  absolute  necessity  of  mak- 
ing the  new  law  a  revenue-producer. 

The  taxation  of  bond  and  stock 
transactions  Is  as  legitimate  as  any 
other  lax.  This  is  a  form  of  taxation 
which  has  not  been  used  in  this  coun- 
try for  many  years.  The  Indianapolis 
Journal  recalls  the  fact  that  during 
the  war  and  some  time  afterward  a 
stamp  tax  was  imposed  on  bank 
checks,  drafts  and  bills  of  exchange,  on 
promissory  notes,  bills  of  lading,  deeds, 
mortgages,  contracts,  bonds,  probated 
wills  and  other  papers  of  this  class. 
The  stamps  which  were  required  to  be 
used  embraced  eight  different  classes 
or  sizes  and  thirty-two  denominations, 
varying  from  1  cent  to  JIOO.  It  was  a 
very  useful  tax  to  the  government  be- 
cause it  was  easily  and  cheaply  col- 
lected, and  the  stamps,  being  carefully 
engraved,  were  not  counterfeited.  The 
experience  with  this  law  showed  that 
the  largest  revenue  came  from  the 
smallest  taxes  universally  diffused.  In 
186.">  one-third  of  the  entire  stamp  rev- 
enue was  derived  from  bank  check 
stamps  of  2  cents  each  and  the  match 
stamps  of  1  cent.  Most  of  these  stamp 
taxes  were  repealed  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  war,  but  those  on  bank 
checks  and  drafts  continued  several 
years   longer. 

The  new  law  will  tax  all  bonds,  de- 
bentures or  stock  certificates  issued 
after  Sept.  1."..  1897,  by  any  company  or 
corporation  5  cents  on  each  $100,  and 
every  sale  and  transfer  of  stock  2  cents 
on  each  $10<).  The  tax  will  apply  to  the 
stock  of  all  incorporating  companies 
and  to  all  bonds  except  government, 
state,  county  and  municipal,  and  the 
stocks  or  bonds  of  building  and  loan 
associations.  It  also  applies  to  stock 
or  bonds  issued  in  the  reorganization 
of  a  corporation  the  same  as  on  or- 
iginal organization,  and  to  private  sales 
of  stocks  or  bonds  the  same  as  if  made 
on  a  stock  board.  Whether  It  will 
reach  speculative  transactions  made 
on  margin,  in  which  no  stock  changes 
hands  and  no  transfer  is  made,  is 
doubtful.  If  it  does  not  a  very  large 
class  of  transactions  will  escape  the 
tax,  and  those  are  the  transactions 
which  are  best  able  to  stand  the  tax 
and  which  should  l)e  reached. 


»Deticit. 

The  figures  for  the  last  fiscal  year 
may  be  subje<t  to  some  correction, 
though  the  deficit  will  not  vary  much 
if  any  from  that  given. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  reduced  deficit 
is    entirely    due    to    increased    receipts, 
which    are    much    larger   than    for    any 
year    since    1893.      This    additional    rev- 
enue   has    been    derived    entirely    from 
duties    on    importations    which      have 
since    March    last    been    rushed    In      to 
evade    the    higher    tariff    projected    by 
congress.     Had   no   tariff   revision   been 
entered   upon   the  deficit    would   almost 
assuredly  have  nearly  equalled  the  esti- 
mate   made   by    Mr.    Carlisle.     Customs 
receipts  at  New  York  alone  during  the 
past  three  months  have  been  some  $2."i,- 
000,000   above    the    normal:    and    taking 
into  account  the  gains  at  other  ports 
of  entry,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  without 
the  projected   tarilT  revision   the  deficit 
for   the   year   would   have   l)een    much 
larger  than   In   1896  and  larger  than   in 
189.^ 

Commenting  on  the  increased  receipts 

during    the    last    three    months    of    the 

fiscal   year,   the  Springfield    liepubllcan 

says:      "The    gain      from      threatened 

tariff  changes   is   of   course   a   gain    at 

the    expense    of    the    fiscal    year      into 

which  the  government  now  enters.     It 

is   consequently    a   fact    less    gratifying 

than  would  appear.     Kxpenses  have  not 

been   reduced.     On   the  contrary,    they 

are  larger  than   for  any  previous  year 

since    1893.      This    is    the    point    in    the 

above    exhibit    to    which    the    attention 

of   the   country   should   be   particularly 

directed."

WINTER   NAVIGATION. 

It  is  announced  that  Admiral  Maka- 
lof  of  the  Russian  navy  has  Inventfd 
a  species  of  Ice-pluw  capable  of  break- 
ing through  ice  from  twelve  to  even 
twenty  inches  thick.  The  experiments 
have  proved  so  satisfactory  that  the 
government  has  given  orders  for  the 
immediate  construction  of  two  vessels 
for  10.000  horse  power  each,  armed  with 
these  plows,  by  means  of  which  it  is 
expected  to  keep  not  only  the  River 
Neva,  but  also  the  various  Muscovite 
ports,  open  to  navigation  throughout 
the  winter.  The  majority  of  Ru.ssla's 
ports  and  naval  arsenals  are  lce-l)ound 
during  more  than  four  months  of  the 
year. 

The  result  of  this  attempt  to  keep 
open  the  Russian  ports  and  waterways 
during  the  winter  months  will  be 
watched  with  interest  by  the  people  of 
Duluth  and  other  cities  on  the  great 
lakes.  Capt.  Inman,  of  this  city,  is  the 
inventor  of  an  ice-smashing  boat, 
which  he  is  confident  can  make  its  way 
through  the  ice  in  the  ports  and  the 
connecting  channels  of  the  great  lakes, 
but  it  has  not  yet  been  given  a  trial, 
and  consequently  its  practicability  re- 
mains to  be  demonstrated.  With  so 
much  Interest  being  taken  in  the  sub- 
ject, winter  navigation  In  northern 
waters,  which  are  now  closed  by  ice 
for  several  months,  is  not  unlikely  to 
become  an  accomplished  fact  in  the 
near   future.

One   to   Be    Restored    For    Arizona 
Sightseers. 

For  the  first  time  in  modern  history 
a  dwelling  that  was  formerly  peopled 
by  cliff  dwellers  is  to  lje  made  access- 
iblt?  to  the  public,  and  not  only  that,  but 
it  is  to  be  restored  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible to  its  original  appearance,  and 
We  shall  at  last  be  able  to  see  just  ex- 
actly the  sort  of  place  in  which  those 
lamous  peopb'  who  dwell  in  inaccess- 
ible places  really  lived,  says  a  corre- 
spondent of  the  Philadelphia  Times. 
The  dwelling  which  is  to  be  restored  is 
known  as  Montezuma  Castle.  It  is  lo- 
cated about  three  miles  from  the  aban- 
doned military  post  of  Camp  Verde, 
Ariz.,  and  is  perched  high  in  a  shelter- 
ing niche  of  a  huge  limestone  cliff, 
which  towers  up  from  the  left  bank  of 
Beaver  creek.  It  is  one  of  the  largest 
and  finest  cliff  dwellings  in  the  United 
States  and  certainly  the  most  pictur- 
esque ruin  in  Arizona.  A  castle  this 
building  must  have  been,  indeed,  and  a 
well-nigh  Imfiregnable  one.  too.  when 
its  ladders  were  drawn  up.  for  it  is  over 
forty  fe»'t  of  perpendicular  clifT  from 
_  the    ground    to    its    foundations.    Above

The   precipice   Into   whose   walls   this 
human    eyrie    is    built    is    an    imposing 
one— a  fit  settling  for  the  <iuaint  anti- 
quarian   gem    eml>edded    in    its    breast. 
It  is  a  much  more  plea.sing  experience 
to  look  upon  this  old  cliff  than  it  is  to 
scale  it  on  an  afternoon  when  the  sun 
shines  full  upon  it  with  blistering  heat. 
Once  attained  the  building  is  found  to 
be    composed    of    five    terraced    stories, 
and    measures    forty-eight      feet        iii 
height.    The    walls   are   of   adobe,    built 
much  after  the  fashion  of  the  present 
homes  of  the  Pueblo  Indians;   and  en- 
trance, as  in  these  latter,  was  originally 
gained  from  the  top.  The  roofs  are  con- 
structed   of   good-sized    timbers    set    in 
the  walls,  across  which,  transveresely; 
are  placed  poles  and  these  covered  with 
reeds    and    mud.    Twenty    large    rooms 
and  eight  small  ones  in  all  are  found 
in  the  castle,  and  one  can  find  interest 
and  entertainment  for  hours  in  explor- 
ing   their    recesses,     while    out    to    the 
south   and    west,   through   the  openings 
in  the  castle  walls,  is  spread  a  magni- 
ficent landscape  of  which  Beaver  Creek 
valley,  smiling  with  verdure,  forms  the 
foreground,    with   low   undulating  sand 
hills    and    the    stern    Verde    mountains 
as  background. 

The  upper  terrace  of  the  building  is 
roofed  only  by  the  projecting  rock  of 
the  cliff,  a  space  of  perhaps  ten  feet 
being  left  open  between  the  top  of  the 
outer  wall  and  the  rock  above.  From 
two  chambers  in  the  inner  wall  of  this 
terrace,  the  half  mummified  bodies  of 
two  small  childern  were  last  summer 
exhumed  by  a  "relic  hunter"  prospect- 
ing for  ""finds."  While  some  distance 
from  a  railroad  this  ruin  is  by  no 
means  inaccessible  to  the  traveling 
l)ublic.  It  may  be  reached  by  a  fifty- 
mile  trip  from  Prescott  or  Flagstaff, 
or  a  thirty-mile  trip  from  Jerome,  and 
is  well  worth  going  much  farther  to 
see.  The  entire  region  in  which  it  is 
found,  too.  is  covered  with  aboriginal 
tuins.  and  only  eight  miles  away  is 
that  unique  phenomenon  known  as 
Montezuma  Well. 

Last  summer  the  friends  of  Monte- 
zuma Castle,  alarmed  by  the  damage 
done  to  its  walls  by  reckless  excava- 
tums.  determined  to  make  an  effort  for 
the  preservation  of  this  and  the  other 
antiquities  of  the  Southwest.  A  num- 
ber of  endeavors  had  been  previously 
made  to  oldain  some  general  legisla- 
tion of  similar  nature,  but  without  suo- 
ces.>..  Urged  on  by  the  danger  to  the 
castle,  however.  It  was  determined  to 
try  once  tnore.  and  congress  was  asked 
'lo  give  protection  to  abo'riginal  re- 
mains and  to  set  apart  a  small  appro- 
priati(m  for  putting  some  of  x\\^  more 
important  ruins  in  rej.air.  The  only  re- 
sult, and  this  after  some  haggling,  was 
:in  amendment  to  the  Indian  appropri- 
ation bill,  prohibiting  the  removal  of 
lelics  from  the  public  lands,  without 
j>ermission  from  the  secretary  of  the 
interior,  and  I  do  not  know  If  even 
this  finally  became  a  law. 

Then  the  Arizona  Antiquarian  asso- 
ciation, under  the  leadership  of  its 
l>resident.  Dr.  J.  Miller,  of  Prescott. 
:issailed  the  Arizona  legislature  with 
petitions  for  a  similar  measure.  Dr 
Miller  offering  his  large  private  collec- 
tion of  relics  as  the  foundation  for  a 
territorial  museum  if  one  were  estab- 
lished. The  sage  solons  of  the  nine- 
teenth legislature  were  not  to  be  caught 
with  chaff,  however,  and  expressed 
•h.-mselves  somewhat  in  this  wise:  '"If 
'hem  Eastern  tenderfeet  come  out  here 
a-relic  huntin'.  they"ll  leave  money  be- 
Mnd  'em.  Let  'em  come  and  do  what 
they  please."  There  was  no  resistin" 
such  unanswerable  logic  and  the  legis- 
lature prayed  for  what  was  denied. 

The  Arizona  Antiquarian  association 
was  not  so  easily  defeated.  If  public  aid 
could  not  be  had.  then  other  means 
must  be  found  to  save  Montezuma 
f.astle.  Accordingly.'  subscription  pa- 
^^S^  ^^■^I''  circulated  in  Prescott  and 
Hagstaff.  and  the  necessary  amount 
to  put  Uie  ruin  in  repair  was  soon 
raised.  The  work  is  now  in  progress 
under  the  fjersonal  supervision  of  Dr 
Miller,  and  in  a  very  short  time  the  as- 
sociation can  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  through  its  efforts  this 
perhaps,  the  finest  single  ruin  withiii 
our  national  borders,  will  be  preserved 
for  future  generations.

Turks  Have  Adopted  a  New  Style  of 
Extermination. 

Paris,  July  12.— Pere  Charmenant,  di-" 
rector  general  of  the  French  mission 
in  the  Ijevant,  has  received  by  way  of 
the  Caucasus  and  Tifils,  a  report  pre- 
pared by  a  number  of  Armenian  not- 
ables and  Gregorian  bishops  in  Ar- 
menia. It  took  the  messenger  who  had 
the  document  in  charge  nearly  three 
months  to  get  through  the  difhcultios 
and  dajigers  along  the  Turkish  frontiri. 
The  report,  which  fills  thirty  printed 
pages,  goes  fully  into  the  situation.  Ac- 
cording to  its  authors,  the  Turks  in  Ar- 
menia, fearing  European  Intervention, 
have  abandoned  the  old  practices  of 
wholesale  massacre.  l)ut  during  the 
last  year  there  have  been  clandestine 
butcheries  and  most  terrible  prosecu- 
tions, especially  In  the  more  remote 
provinces. 

The  Turkish  army  boasts  that  they 
have  sworn  to  wipe  out  the  whole  Ar- 
menian race.  The  document  recites  In 
detail  various  form  of  persecution.  It 
appears  that  the  tax  collectors  seize 
the  inhabitants  If  they  do  not  pay 
everything  demanded.  Women  are 
taken  through  the  streets  with  chains 
around  their  necks  and  kept  for  days 
without  food.  In  some  cases  they  are 
fastened  to  pillars  head  downwards. 
Freezing  water  Is  thrown  over  them, 
or  they  are  beeaten  till  the  blood  runs. 
In  other  cases  their  hands  are  tied  be- 
hind their  barks  and  then  cats,  first 
made  furious,  are  thrown  upon  their 
bosoms.  Often  they  are  burned  in 
various  parts  of  their  bodies  with  red 
hot  irons. 

All  the  highways  are  guarded  so  as  to 
prevent  emigration.  Not  a  single  day 
passes  without  our  hearing  of  or  wit- 
nessing somewhere  within  our  unfor- 
tunate province  some  act  of  fiendish 
cruelty.  The  document  concludes  with 
the  despairing  cry:  "Our  hope  is  dying 
out.  God  help  us.  May  Europe  have 
pity  upon  us."

Dr.  Vooght  Ditc'Iiam  is  an  American   '?'"  insoolted 
dentist,   who  has  attained     fame     and 
fortune  by  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion in  London,  but  it  is  not  as  a  dent- 
ist that  he  is  at  present  attracting  the 
attention   of  those   who   are   interested 
in  occultism.

They  as- 
S(  rt  that  in  lS!t4  the  l)emo«rats  were  in 
t'etter  shape  in  the  senate  than  the  Ue- 
pul>licans  now  are.  as  they  had  an  ac- 
tual majority,  yet  the  house  was  (iiuiliy 
<'ompelled  to  accept  the  senate  bill  in 
ur»ier   to   pass.

They 
told  the  house  numbers  that  it  will  load 
to  endless  discussion,  that  they  have  no 
power  to  force  a  vote  and  that  there  Is 
not  a  majority  in  the  senate  to  keep 
the  senate  in  session  in  case  of  a  flli- 
Ijuster  against  the  conference  rev<ort. 

The  w(»rk  of  the  tariff  conferees  to- 
day was  ilevoteil  largely  to  individual 
conferences  between  the  senators. 
These  conferences  developed  the  fact 
that  the  wi>ol  .schedule  had  i)een  under 
especial  consideration  during  the  fore- 
noon session  anil  that  the  house  mem- 
bers hud  shown  a  disposition  to  hold 
on  to  the  house  rate.  There  was  evl- 
<ient  appiehension  that  if  this  conten- 
tion was  granted  there  would  be  diftl- 
rulty  in  getting  the  bill  through  ihf 
jH'nate  and  it  is  not  believed  that  this 
apprehension  was  changed  l>y  the  re- 
sults of  their  inquiries. 

There  was  also  a  hurried  conference 
hetween  the  Republican  representatives 
iif  the  senate  in  the  conference  and  the 
Democratic  members  of  the  finance 
committee  in  regard  to  the  probal)le 
course  of  the  Democrats  in  case  the 
articles  they  were  especially  instru- 
menta  in  having  placed  on  the  free  list 
should  be  made  dutiable.  These  articles 
include  cotton  agging.  funny  l>agging.' 
J»urlaps,  cotton  ties.  Paris  green,  lloor 
matting,  etc.  The  house  is  insisting 
\ipon  the  restoration  to  the  dutiable 
list  and  some  of  the  senate  conferees 
are  inclined  to  yeld  because  of  the  need 
for  the  revenue  they   would   produce. 

The  conference  with  Democrats  was 
by  no  means  reassuring.  The  Repub- 
licans were  told  that  if  these  changes 
were  made  they  (the  Demacrats)  would 
be  disposed  to  Insist  upon  a  full  ex- 
planation in  committee  and  an  elabor- 
ate debate  in  the  senate  which  might 
indefinitely  prolong  the  session. 

The  result  of  the  inquiry  as  to  the 
effect  of  a  restoration  of  the  house  rate 
on  white  pine  lumber  was  far  from  re- 
assuring. The  senators  from  the  Middle 
Northwest  are  especially  concerned  in 
holding  the  senate  rate  anc}  the  confer- 
ees have  been  notified  that  any  yield- 
ing on  this  question  will  result  In  no 
Utile  delay.  The  problem  is  giving  the 
c(mferees   considerai)le  concern. 

The  advocates  of  a  lower  duty  on 
rynadie  potasium  feel  confident  from 
reports  from  the  conference  that  the 
senate  rate  of  12V4  percent  will  l>e  ac- 
cepted. 

IX  THE  SENATE. 

Washington,  July  12.— In  the  senate 
toUay  a  resolution  l>y  Mr.  Hutler,  of 
North  Carolina,  was  agreed  to.  direct- 
ing the  secretary  of  state  to  secure  from 
diplomatic  repre.sentatives  abroad  full 
information  as  to  the  operation  of  pos- 
tal telegraphs,  telephones  and  ixjstal 
)<avings  l)anks. 

Consideration  of  the  deficiency  appro- 
priation bill   was  then  resumed. 

IN  THE  HOUSE. 
Washington.  July  12.— On  account  of 
th«*  death  of  Senator  Harris,  as  soon  as 
th*^  journal  was  read,  the  house  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Moon,  of  Tennessee,  as  a

Toronto.  July  12.— At  todays  meeting 
of  the  charities  and  corrections  con- 
ference there  was  a  large  attendance, 
and  a  number  of  interesting  papers 
were  read.  Charles  E.  Bartman.  of 
Cincinnati,  read  the  principal  contribu- 
tion,  his  subject  being  "Municipal   and 

He 
said   in   part: 

"The  labor  unions  of  Cincinnati,  in 
congress  assembled,  bullded  wiser  and 
more  far-reaching  than  they  antici- 
pated, when  they  petitioned  the  legisla- 
ture to  enact  the  law  they  had  drafted, 
embodying  all  the  principles  as  they  are 
now  contained  in  the  Ohio  laws  por- 
tainlng  to  free  employment  offices.  The 
Inception  and  infiuentinl  support  has 
always  come  from  the  labor  unions  and 
the  labor  people  in  general,  they  are 
the  ones  who  asked  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  offlees  and  they  are  the 
ones  who  l>eneflt,  to  a  larger  degree 
than  any  other  class  of  |)eople.  from 
Its  workings.  Without  these  offices  In 
Ohio,  the  laborfng  people  in  the  five 
great  cities  of  the  state  would  pay  out 
of  their  hard-earned  wages  not  less 
than  $100,000  each  year.  This  may  ap- 
pear an  extravagant  statement,  but  the 
facts  which  our  reports  show  prove  Its 
reasonableness. 

"In  less  than  the  seven  years  that 
the  offices  have  been  In  existence  in 
Cincinnati.  Cleveland,  Columbus,  To- 
ledo and  Dayton  they  have  reported  to 
the  labor  bureau  o^  the  state,  193,111 
applications  filed  for  work.  None  of 
these  applications  would  have  been 
accepted  In  a  pay  office  unless  accom- 
panied by  (ash.  These  pay  offices  re- 
ceive a  large  amount  or  money  from 
applicants,  and  a  safe  basis  to  figure 
on  would  be  $2  from  each  applicant 
that  registers  for  work.  This  would 
bring  them  a  total  of  $3S6,222  from  labor, 
for  accepting  their  applications:  and 
they  do  business  on  a  safe  basis  and 
their  promises  are  hedged  about  with 
conditions.  The  repents  of  the  free  of- 
fices show  a  total  of  12:1,592  applications 
for  help,  coming  from  employers, 
who,  of  course.  If  they  have  to  pay 
some  one  to  find  ih-.-m  helii  are  Just 
that  much  less  liberal  towards  those 
whom   they  employ. 

"Taking  $2  as  a  basis,  or  an  average 
charge,  whiih  is  low,  for  pay  offices  to 
receive  from  employers,  it  would  make 
a  total  of  $6:!:{,40ri,  whbh  has  been  saved 
unemployed  labor  In  the  five  cities.  This 
lias  been  done  at  an  exftense  that  will 
not  reach  10  per  cent  of  the  above 
amount  saved  to  those  who.  as  a  rule, 
could  III  afford  to  pay  anything.  Rear 
in  mind  that  this  has  l>een  uccom- 
lillshed  under  adverse  conditions. 
Having  no  money  to  advertise  or  so- 
licit It  has  been  practically  Impossible 
for  the  ottUes  to  impress  those  employ- 
ing labor  with  the  workings  and  bene- 
fits of  this  system.  Without  question. 
If  the  workings  of  the  free  public  em- 
ployment ofllces  were  us  well  known  by 
the  employing  public-  as  they  are  by 
the  laboring  class,  the  results  would  bo 
double  what  our  reports  show. 

"I  want  to  Impress  on  this  assem- 
blage the  fact  also,  that  successful  free 
public  employment  offices  can  only  be 
maintained  when  you  avoid  all  appear- 
ance of  and.  in  fact,  divorce  it  entirely 
from  charity.  The  American  people  pre- 
fer to  earn  their  own  way  in  this  world 
and  will  only  take  that  which  is  their 
right.  Free  public  employment  ofiices. 
conducted  by  the  state  or  municipality, 
ore  as  much  the  people's  as  are  tlie 
public  parks  or  any  of  the  pul»llc  re- 
sorts or  institutiims.  This  l)eing  known 
by  the  people  they  will  use  them  will- 
ingly and  freely."

Why   They   Are    Loved    and    Always 
Protected. 

New  York  Sun:  "More  than  forty-five 
years  ago."  said  Eidred  Hitchcock,  of 
Salt  l.,ake  City,  "the  legislature  of  I'tah 
Territory  pa.s.'»ed  a  law  making  it  an  of- 
fense, punishable  by  heavy  fine,  to  kill  a 
sea  gull.  Whether  or  not  that  law  has 
been  re-enacted  by  the  si.ite  legislature  I 
don't  know,  but  It  make.s  no  difference 
whether  It  has  or  not,  tor  there  Is  noth- 
ing that  flies  or  walks  (,|-  swims  that 
the  farmers  of  I'tah  have  more  affection 
for  than  they  have  for  the  sea  gull. 

"In  lfS4S,  the'second  year  after  the  Mor- 
mon pioneers  had  settled  out  there,  when 
the  crops  were  young  and  green  and 
l.romlsiiig  for  an  abundant  harvest,  which 
the  settlers  very  much  needed,  suddeiilv 
there  lame  a  most  extraordlnarv  visita- 
tion of  crickets,  black  voracious  and 
overwhelming.  They  canie  hopping  down 
from  the  mountain  sidi  s  upon  the  fields 
in  the  Salt  l.jike  and  Joljucent  valleys, 
and  covered  the  growiiiK  grain,  leaving 
barrenness  and  ilesolatiMii  in  their  wake. 
The  h<M>es  of  the  pioii,-ers  turned  to 
despair  as  they  saw  their  croi>s  disap- 
pearing day  bv  day  l>ef<)re  this  devour- 
ing |>lague.  and  were  loud  In  lamenta- 
tion. Ijecause  they  regarded  n  as  a  curse 
sent  upon  them  for  seme  shortcoming. 
No  httman  effort  was  i-apable  of  success- 
fully combating  the  hordes  of  sable  In- 
sects as  they  advanced  over  the  land,  and 
the  heartsick  farmer  i  .,uld  do  nothing 
but  stand  idly  by.  a  despairing  witness 
to  the  destruction  of  his  season's  labor. 
"But  another  extraordinary  manifesta- 
tion was  in  store  for  the  I'tah  plonc^ers. 
One  day  the  sky  suddenly  became  dark 
with  endless  flocks  of  birds  that  came 
from  the  direction  of  ihe  coast.  They 
dropped  down  in  thousands  upon  the 
crieket-scourged  fields.  Then  It  was  dis- 
covered that  th<y  were  khIIs.  of  the  kind 
that  at  intervals  were  wont  to  visit  Salt 
l>ake  in  small  and  scatt-  ring  groups.  The 
gulls  at  once  set  to  work  at  devouring 
the  crickets.  From  morning  until  night 
they  gorged  themselves  unceasingly  with 
the  ravaging  pests.  Day  after  day  this 
singular  pursuit  and  destruction  of  the 
Invading  Insects  continued  until  the 
plague  had  dl.sappeared  Itefore  it.  and 
the  gulls  rose  and  winged  their  way  west- 
ward towiird  the  Pacitie.  Then  there 
were  days  of  thankSBi\ing  and  praise, 
for  the  croin*  were  saved  and  ruin  was 
warded  from  young  I'lah.  It  was  soon 
after  this  that  the  legislature  passed  the 
law  proti-cting  sea  gulls,  as  some  little 
recognition  of  their  services  during  that 
memorable  visitation  of  crickets,  which 
was  the  first  and  last  ot  the  kind  In  the 
history  of  that  region. 

"Kvery  season  since  then  gulls  In  more 
than  usiial  numbers  visit  the  farming  dis- 
tricts about  Salt  r.,ake.  hut  never  In  any 
force  approaching  that  great  raid  of 
resctie  in  IStS.  Some  si  isons  thousands 
of  them  may  be  seen  in  the  fields.  They 
follow  the  ploughman  iilong  the  furrow 
familiarly  and  fearlessly  Wherever  there 
is  a  newly  ploughed  ficM  there  the  gulls 
may  be  seen  devouring  the  grubs  of  harm- 
ful Insects  the  turned-up  furrow  ex- 
po.ses  to  sight.  The  birds  seem  to  know 
that  the  farmer  is  their  friend,  for  they 
hover  about  and  around  him.  and  even 
permit  themselves  to  li.  captured  with- 
out much  protest.  They  never  eat  grain 
or  any  farm  crop,  but  devour  by  millions 
the  worms  and  Insects  Ihat  are  Injurious 
to  the  husbandman.  So  there  Is  no  need 
of  the  law  making  it  an  oflfense  to  kill 
one  of  these  birds.  The  farmer  would 
almost  as  soon  think  of  killing  liis 
brother.  " 

WEATHER  MAN  S  EDEN. 

At  only  one  place  on  the  globe  has  It 
been  possible  as  yet  for  the  meteorolo- 
gist to  make  long-time  forecasts  merit- 
ing the  title  of  predictions.  This  Is  In 
the  middle  Ganges  valley  of  Northern 
India,  says  Harper's  Magazine.  In 
this  cH)untry  the  cllmati(  conditions  are 
largely  dependent  upon  the  periodical 
winds  called  monsoons,  which  blow- 
steadily  landward  from  Ai>rll  to  Octo- 
ber, and  seaward  from  October  to 
April.  The  summer  monsoons  bring  the 
all-essential  rains;  If  they  are  delayed 
or  restricted  In  extent  there  will  be 
drouth  and  consequent  famine.  And 
such  restriction  of  the  mocmsoon  Is 
likely  to  result  when  there  has  been  an 
unusually  deep  or  very  late  snowfall 
on  the  Himalayas,  be.  ause  of  the  lower- 
ing of  spring  temperature  by  the  melt- 
ing snow.  Thus  here  It  Is  possible,  by 
observing  the  snowfall  in  the  moun- 
tains, to  predict  with  some  measure  of 
success  the  average  rainfall  of  the  fol- 
lowing summer.  The  drouth  of  1896. 
with  the  consequent  famine  and  plague 
that  devastated  India  last  winter,  was 
thus  predicted  some  months  in  ad- 
vance. 

This  Is  the  greatest  present  triumph 
of  practical  meteorology.  Nothing  like 
it  is  yet  possible  anywhere  In  temper- 
ate zones.  But  no  one  can  say  what 
may  not  be  possible  in  time  to  come, 
when  the  data  now  l>eing  gathered  all 
over  the  world  shall  at  last  be  co-or- 
dinated, classified  and  made  the  basis 
of  broad  Indications.  Metc'orology  is 
pre-eminently  a  science  of  the  future.

MOST  MI'SICAL  FAMILY. 
Beyond  all  question  the  Bac-hs  were 
not  only  the  most  musical  family  that 
ever  lived,  but  they  also  furnished  the 
most  striking  example  of  heredity  that 
has  so  far  been  discovered.  Their  his- 
tory can  be  traced  for  over  two  cen- 
turies, says  the  London  Mall.  The  lirst 
of  the  family  known  as  a  musician  was 
Veit  Rach.  a  miller  by  trade,  born  In 
IS.W.  From  him  th_;re  was  a  steady 
de.scent  of  musical  sons,  grandsons, 
great-grandsons,  etc.,  all  of  whom  were 
not  only  musicians,  but  musicians  of  a 
higher  caliber  than  their  ancvstors, 
until  the  musical  race  culminated  in 
John  Sebastian  Rach,  who  is  described 
as  the  greatest  of  the  old  German  com- 
posers. He  died  In  1750,  hut  he  left  four 
sons,  all  of  whom  attained  eminence  In 
the  musical  world:  but  after  them  the 
musical  vein  annears  to  have  obeyed 
the  usual  evolutionary  law  in  sucH 
eases  and  to  have  worked  Itself  out.

St.  Louis  Republic:  Never  eat  eggs 
while  you  are  angry,  "  said  A.  E.  Stew- 
art, of  Boston.  "My  atention  was  first 
called  to  this  fact  by  the  tragic 
and  sudden  death  of  a  lady  acquain- 
tance In  Boston  several  years  ago.  I 
accepted  her  husband's  Invitation  to 
dine  with  them.  Just  as  we  were  going 
in  to  dinner  a  servant  did  something 
that  caused  the  lady  to  fly  into  a  ter- 
rible rage.  She  had  l>een  lrrltai)le  from 
some  minor  complaint  for  several  days, 
and  her  husband  calmed  her  ruffled 
feelings  sufficiently  f"r  the  dinner  to  be 
eaten  In  good  temper.  I  noticed  that 
she  ate  an  unusually  large  amount  of 
soft  scrambled  eggs  Fifteen  minutes 
after  we  had  left  the  dlntngroom  she 
was  a  corpse.  She  died  In  frightful 
convulsions  before  the  nearest  doctor 
reached  the  house.  A  few  months  later 
I  was  visiting  a  brother  in  Ccmnectlcut 
and  one  of  his  sons  died  under  similar 
circumstances.  Before  breakfast  one 
morning  the  boy,  who  was  about  15 
years  old,  had  a  tight  with  a  neighbor's 
boy.  Before  his  anger  had  subsided  my 
nephew  was  called  to  breakfast.  He 
ate  four  soft  boiled  eggs.  Had  I  known 
as  much  then  as  I  do  now  I  would  have 
prevented  It.  In  less  than  a  half  hour 
after  breakfast  the  boy  died  with  ex- 
actly the  same  symptoms  that  were 
present  when  my  friend's  wife  died. 
This  set  me  to  thinking  about  the 
matter. 

"It  wasn't  long  after  this  befj-)re  a 
Beacon  Hill  friend  of  mine  expired  sud- 
denly after  a  meal.  The  doctors,  as 
usual,  were  divided  in  opinion  on  the 
cause  of  death.  Some  of  them  contend- 
ed that  it  was  heart  failure,  whatever 
that  Is,  and  others  are  still  holding  out 
that  it  was,  apoplexy.  Inquiry  by  me 
developed  the  fact  that  my  friend  was 
very  angry  when  he  sat  down  at  the 
table  and  that  he  ate  five  eggs.  With 
these  developments  I  searched  no  fur- 
ther for  the  cause  of  his  death.  He 
was  angry,  he  ate  eggs  and  he  died.

Professor  W.  T.  Lee,  of  the  Denver 
university,  has  just  made  public  the 
story  of  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
scientific  finds  of  the  century— the  dis- 
covery of  the  entire  vertebrae  of  one  of 
those  huge  reptiles  known  to  science 
as  clidastes,  from  which  the  modern 
serpent  is  supposed  to  have  descended, 
says    the    Cincinnati    Enquirer. 

The  bringing  to  light  of  the  remains 
of  this  strange  creature  which  has  been 
burled  beneath  tons  of  rocks  and  earth 
for  millions  of  years,  has  excited  the 
wildest  interest  among  all  those  inter- 
ested In  paleontology.  It  is  also  the 
first  specimen  of  the  sort  ever  found 
in  Colorado,  and  is  likely  to  have  an 
Important  bearing  as  confirming  or  dis- 
proving the  prehistoric  theories  con- 
cerning this  section  of  the  country.  Pro- 
fessor Lee  is  one  of  the  keenest  work- 
ers in  the  cause  of  science  in  the  West, 
and  his  observations  are  therefore  of 
exceeding  value.  He  has  prepared  a 
carefully  written  statement  of  the  find- 
ing of  the  clidastes,  in  which  the  dis- 
covery is  considered  from  a  scientific 
standpoint.  This  treatise,  made  public 
for  the  first  time,  is  as  follows: 

"A  million  years  ago.  more  or  less, 
as  the  case  may  be,  a  certain  sea  mon- 
ster, which  has  suddenly  become  popu- 
lar In  a  small  way,  basked  In  the  Color- 
ado sun  and  swam  in  the  Colorado  sea. 
It  may  seem  strange  to  think  of  a  sea 
in  a  region  where  little  besides  cactus 
and  sage  brush  will  grow  without  irri- 
gation; for  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  eastern  half  of  Colorado  Is  in  the 
region  formerly  known  as  the  Amer- 
ican desert.  But  at  the  time  of  which 
I  am  writing,  Colorado  was  not  a  mile 
above  the  sea  as  it  is  now,  and  the 
mountains  which  we  are  so  proud  of  as 
they  hold  their  caps  of  eternal  snow  far 
above  the  clouds,  were  only  in  their 
childhood.  Our  Western  states  formed 
the  lloor  of  a  vast  sea  dotted  here  and 
there  with  Islands.  On  these  Islands 
lived  the  huge  dnosaurs,  which  the  re- 
searches of  Professors  Marsh  and  Cope 
have  made  familiar  to  us.  And  in  the

modern  history.  Some  time  ago  a 
Mexican  herdsman  rode  into  Flagler, 
Col.,  and  reported  that  his  horse  fell 
over  a  long  string  of  heavy  bones.  Mr. 
Keegan,  a  resident  of  Flagler,  heard 
the  story,  and  thought  the  bones  might 
be  of  scientific  interest.  He  drove  to 
the  place  and  found  the  vertebral 
column  lying  on  the  ground,  where  it 
had  been  left  l)y  the  decay  of  the  rock. 
The  head  had  evidently  been  exposed 
first,  and  was  nearly  destroyed.  About 
four  feet  of  the  tail  was  still  buried 
in  the  rock.  This  was  removed  and  all 
the  bones  preserved. 

"While  the  bones  were  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Mr.Keegan.  they  were  examined 
by  several  geologists,  and  the  place  of 
their  preservation  also  examined. 
These  men  reported  that  the  place  was 
so  near  the  division  between  the  cre- 
taceous and  the  tertiary  rock  that  they 
could  not  determine  whether  the  ani- 
mal was  a  late  cretaceus  or  early  ter- 
tiary form.  They  also  confessed  them- 
selves imable  to  refer  the  animal  to 
any  species.  Last  winter  Mr.  Keegans 
son  became  Interested  lo  the  study  of 
geolog#  In  Denver  university,  and 
through   him   we   obtained    the   gift   of 


clidastes  lived,  so  far  as  I  know,  only 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  cretaceous 
period.  Whether  the  genus  is  clidastes 
or  not  lam  forced  to  the  opinion  that 
I  have  got  hold  of  an  entirely  new 
species   of   reptile. 

"It  may  be  of  interest  to  some  if  I 
add  a  word  ai>out  the  habits  and  rela- 
tions of  our  reptile.  The  mosasaurids 
lived  during  the  cretaceous  period,  and 
perished  in  the  revolution  which  fol- 
lowed the  age  of  reptiles.  The  first  one 
we  know  anything  about  was  found  in 
Belgium  and  described  by  Cuyler. 
They  are  rare  forms  in  Europe,  bttt  in 
America  ai>out  fifty  species  have  been 
described.  They  passed  out  of  existem-e 
as  our  modern  type  of  serpents  came 
in.  They  were  undoubtedly  the  ances- 
tors of  the  snakes  in  an  evolutionary 
sense.  The  manner  in  which  the  ser- 
pent takes  its  food  is  familiar  to  all. 
The  structure  of  a  mcjsasiiurld's  jaw 
shows  that  it  swallowed  Its  food  whole, 
just  as  the  snake  does.  In  almost  every 
particular  of  form  the  mosasaurid 
shows  its  relation  to  the  modern  ser- 
pent, Md  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt 
of  its  being  the  progenitor  of  serpents.

This  du»:'s  not  at  lirst  blush  seem  to 
l)e  an  extraordinary  proceedinK.  The 
common  and  entirely  natural  supposi- 
tion would  l>e  that  when  a  person,  cor- 
poration, county  or  state  entered  a 
Judfrment  it  was  for  the  purpose  of 
I>roceedinK  under  that  JudKment  to  col- 
Ifct  the  amount  due.  With  a  private  in- 
dividual or  corporation  iliat  would  1«- 
the  case.  Hut  with  the  county,  up  to 
date,  th^i^^jy  of  judgment  has  appar- 
^•ntly  been  merely  a  matter  of  form 
and  even  sometimes  that  has  l>een  ne- 
glected. 

So  far  as  it  appears,  no  execution  was 
ever  issued  In  this  county  under  a  Judg- 
ment for  tielinquent  personal  property 
taxes.  There  have  been  judgments  ga- 
lore, and  there  are  still,  and  many  of 
them  have  l»een  outlawed  by  passing 
the  ten-year  limit.  But  no  attempts 
have  ever  been  made  Ui  enforce  those 
Judgments. 

Orie  will  l)e  maile,  however,  and  it  will 
not  be  a  weak  one,  Kxe«'Utions  will  be 
issued  for  all  Judgments  on  the  books 
remaining  unsati.<«ned  back  to  the  ten- 
year  limit.  At  least,  all  where  there  is 
a  possibility  of  payment.  This  will  in- 
clude some  large  c«irporations  in  the 
«ity  and  some  of  the  wealthiest  citi- 
zens. The  number  of  executions  will  be 
large  anil  the  amount  of  money  in- 
volved will  also  be  heavy.  Some  have 
never  paid  their  personal  property  tax 
at  all,  while* others  have  not  f»ir  years 
As  nothing  is  exempt  fnmi  levy  und»"r 
such  an  execution,  it  will  be  possible  to 
reach  almost  all  of  the  ileliruiuents,  un- 
less they  have  nu>ved  away  or  have  be- 
come insolvent.  The  books  of  the 
<<)unty  have  not  been  overhaule<l  as  yet 
to  determine  how  much  the  amounts 
due  will  reach,  but  they  will  l)e  heavy.

Council  to  Consider  Whether 

to  Use    Granite  or 

Sandstone. 

The   feature   of    the   council    meeting 
this   evening    will    undoul>tedly    be    the 
discussion    of    the      <iuesti.m      wheth.'r 
Duluth  or  Kettle  river  sandstone  shall 
be   used    for   the   low     level     reservoir. ' 
There  will   i.o.ssibly  be  two  reports,   as 
indicated    Saturday,    the    majority    re-  | 
port  of  the  waterworks  committee  rec- I 
ommendlng  the  sandstcme.    The     min-' 
ority    reiH>rt.    in    favor   of   granite,    will  | 
have   a   number   of   supporters,   among! 
whom  will  be  the  representatives  of  thej 
Stone  Cutters'   union,    who   will   be     on  j 
deck     to     present       arguments.        The  '• 
members  of  the  board  of  public-  works  1 
favor  granite,   also,   and    they    will    lie 
present   as  conferees   to   i»resent     their 
views.     The  argument   against   granite 
will  be  that  little  is  known  of  its  char- 
acteristics,   and    that    hence    Its    adop- 
tion   would    l.e  an   experiment   at   best. 
It    will    l>e  claimed,    too,    that   It    cracks 
on  expc)8ure  to  the  weather.     It  will  be 
argued,    too.   that    there     will     be     but 
$aS0O   more   e.xpended     in      Duluth     for 
labor  if  granite  is  used,   and   that   the 
expense  to  the  city  will  be  $2200  greater 
than   if  saiuistone  is  used.     This  small 
advantage,    it    will    be   claimed,    is   not 
enough   to  cinpensate   for   the   risk  of 
an  experiment. 

The  board  ..f  public  works  is  in  re- 
ceipt of  a  letter  from  Professor  Hall, 
of  the  state  university,  stating  that 
Itoth  the  sandstone  and  granite  have 
demonstrated  there  excellence  in  point 
of  resistance  t.i  crushing  strain.  The 
(luestion  of  the  existence  In  the  granite 
of  unseen  seams  is.  it  is  stated,  a  most 
serious  one  and  should  be  thoroughly 
investigated.  This.  It  is  stated,  can  be 
ilone  only  by  actual  and  thorough 
tests  under  out.loor  conditions.  The 
members  of  th.-  board  this  morning 
visited  the  granite  quarries  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Merchants'  park  and  at  Proc- 
torknott.  They  were  accompanied  by 
Aldermen  Sang  and  Richardson  and 
by   P.   McDonnell. 

It  is  possible  that  the  question  as  to 
whether  President  McGregor,  of  the 
board  of  fire  coinmisslonerx,  can  at  the 
same  time  properly  hold  his  offlc-e  and 
a  sub-contract  for  the  boilers  for  the 
pumping  engines  for  the  new  water 
system  will  be  brought  up  again  in 
some  shape.  .Some  of  the  aldermen  are 
by  no  means  satisfied  with  City  At- 
torney Richard's  opinion  that  Mr.  Mc- 
regor  is  not  dis.iualifled  by  reason  of 
his  office  from  making  a  sub-c>ontract, 
such  as  the  one  he  has  with  the  Pres-  I 
cott  company.  These  aldermen  have! 
secured  an  adverse  opinion  from  out- 1 
>«lde  counsel,  on  the  strength  of  which  ' 
they  may  try  to  get  a  resolution 
through,  inviting  Mr.  McGregor  to  re- 
sign or  give  up  his  contract.  The  or- 
dinance provides  that  contracts  com- 
ing within  its  terms  are  not  enforce- 
able, and  it  has  been  suggested  that  it 
would  be  a  stroke  of  statesmanship  to 
get  the  boilers  and  then  not  pay  Mr. 
McGregor  for  them. 

There  may  be  some  Inquiry  as  to 
why  Messrs.  Smith  and  Flood,  of  the 
board  of  publi(  works,  have  not  re- 
signed as  per  request,  coupled  with 
some  suggestion  for  steps  to  realize  the 
desire  of  the  council  that  they  should 
retire. 


The  board  of  county  commissioners 
was  to  hold  the  regular  July  meeting 
prescribed  by  law,  beginning  at  2 
o'clock  this  afternoon,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  th.'  annual  tax  levy.  This 
consists  in  fixing  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  levy  for  all  purposes,  includ- 
ing the  poor,  road,  general  bond  and 
other  funds,  for  the  year  1897.  In  doing 
this  the  county  board  will  find  it.self 
in  a  peculiar  position. 

Last  year  the  board  estimated  that 
for  the  current  year  the  county  would 
need  $253,969.  and  it  levied  that  amount. 
The  county  spent,  however,  something 
like  $296,000.  The  difference  was  made 
up  in  penalties  and  Interest.  The 
amount  levied  was  a  little  more  than  4 
mills  on  a  valuation  of  $43,000,000,  and 
the  law  does  not  permit  counties  to 
levy  in  excess  of  5  mills.  This  year  the 
valuation  will  be  about  $42,000,000,  and 
If  the  county  continues  on  the  same 
scale  it  will  require  nearly  as  much 
money  to  run  it  as  it  did  last  year.  By 
taking  the  maximum  levy  under  the 
law  this  will  give  the  county  only  $210,- 
000  for  its  expenses. 

Owing  to  the  action  of  the  legislature 
last  winter,  there  are  no  penalties  and 
interest  to  depend  upon  this  year  to 
make  up  the  deficiency,  and  unless  the 
county  is  able  to  cut  down  to  that 
figure  It  will  have  to  overdraw  its 
funds  to  make  up  the  discrepancy.  This 
is  what  the  ccjunty  board  had  l)efore 
it  to  ponder  over  this  afternoon. 

To  add  to  the  difficulties  of  the  situa- 
tion, the  tax  collections  this  year  up 
to  June  1,  when  the  penalties  went  on, 
were  over  $200,000  less  than  they  were 
last  year. 

It  was  rumored  this  moinlng,  as  an- 
other feature  of  the  situation,  that  one 
of  the  county  commissioners  would 
urge  upon  the  board  the  advi.sability  of 
creating  a  new  fund  to  l)e  known  as  the 
poor  farm  fund,  to  furnish  money  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  poorhouse 
according  to  the  j.lans  submitted  by 
Architects  Wangenstein  &  Bray,  to 
ccKst  $49,000.  If  this  attempt  is  made,  it 
was  expected  that  some  warm  opposi- 
tion  would  develop. 

At  this  afternoon's  meeting  the  board 
was  also  to  discuss  the  delinquent  per- 
sonal property  list  for  this  year,  which 
was  recently  returned  by  the  sheriff, 
after  he  had  exhausted  his  resources, 
as  uncollectable.  The  board  will  weed 
out  all  that  it  does  not  deem  worth 
putting  into  judgment,  and  will  turn 
over  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court 
a  list  of  the  remainder  for  the  purpose 
of  entering  judgment. 

C.  O.  Baldwin's  position  as  acting 
county  attorney  will  also  come  up  be- 
fore the  board  again.  At  the  last  meet- 
ing he  suggested  that  the  board  appoint 
him  or  some  other  suitable  person  to 
pursue  the  remaining  cases  resulting 
from  the  extraordinary  investigation 
of  the  January  grand  jury.  He  did  so 
because  the  present  situation  of  himself 
in  relation  to  that  work  was  not  all 
that  it  might  be.  as  witness  the  diffi- 
culty he  had  in  collecting  his  l)ill  for 
his  previous  work.  The  board  will 
probably  appoint  Mr.  Baldwin  to  con- 
tinue the  work.

duties  as  a  niemiier  of  the  grea*  Am- 
erican congress.  This  country,  and  the 
Republican  party,  are  suffering  moie 
today  as  the  result  of  l)ad  legislation, 
or  the  want  of  good  legislation  upon 
this  subject,  than  from  any  other  af- 
fliction. We  have  always  boa.sted  of 
the  freedom  of  this  country;  that  our 
gates  are  wide  open  to  the  oj)p)ressed 
of  all  nations  of  the  earth;  but  we 
want  to  keei>  that  freedom  so  limited 
that  our  sliores  will  Im^  forever  an  at- 
traction to  the  l)est  citizen.shii)  of  every 
section  and  of  every  clime. 

The  Republican  party  will  take  no 
backward  steps  as  to  civil  service  re- 
form.

But  it  is  opposed  to  that 
civil  service  reform  which  would  thrust 
upon  the  people  of  this  counliy  without 
a  fair  competitive  test  a  colony  of  in- 
competent Democratic  officeholders. 
The  mere  fact  that  a  man  who  holds 
an  office  is  a  Democrat  is  prima  facie 
evidence  of  tiie  other  fact  that  an  in- 
vestigation ought  to  be  made  as  to  his 
ability  to  fill  it.  Our  party,  true  to  its 
promises,  will  present  to  the  people  the 
Dingley  tariff  law;  a  law  that  will  take 
the  j>lac*e  upon  the  statute  books  of  the 
infamous  Wilson  bill,  that  contributed 
so  largely  to  our  country's  distress;  a 
law  that  will  provide  revenues  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  expenditures  of  the 
government:  a  law  that  will  displace 
European  labor  with  American  labor; 
a  law  that  will  bring  cheer  and  sun- 
shine into  our  humblest  homes,  a  law 
that  will  put  new  life  into  the  veins 
and  arteries  of  trade  and  commerce. 
Then  Democrats  and  Popocrats  will 
have  lost  their  shibboleth,  for  our  all 
sufficient  currency  will  come  from  its 
hiding,  and  go  out  on  its  mission  of 
"good-will  toward   men." 

Our  policy  will  continue  to  be  to  pre- 
serve our  home  markets,  and  then,  as 
far  as  possible,  capture  the  markets  of 
other  countries,  where  our  products 
are  in  demand.  In  this  connection,  let 
me  ask,  why  should  we  not  supply  the 
markets  of  the  Central  and  South  Am- 
erican slates?  Why  should  we  not  suc- 
cessfully compete  in  that  section  with 
Great  Britain  and  the  countries  of 
Europe'?  l-nder  a  Republican  policy 
we  will,  first,  re-establish  reciprocity, 
the  doctrines  of  James  G.  Blaine.  Then 
send  able  consuls  into  all  those  places. 
Induce  our  leading  manufacturers  and 
merchants  to  send  their  personal  rep- 
resentatives that  they  might  assist  in 
opening  up  to  us  an  output  for  the 
overproduction  of  our  soil,  and  our 
labor.  To  transport  these  products,  if 
necessary,  we  can  subsidize  American 
.ships,  to  be  manned  hy  American  sail- 
ors, carrying  the  stars  and  stripes  into 
every  port  of  the  Western  world. 

While  the  Republican  party  has  ever 
been  in  favor  of  protection  to  American 
industries  and  American  homes,  it  is 
also  in  favor  of  protection  to  human 
life  and  liberty.  In  keeping  with  this 
policy,  it  will  guarantee  that  all  lib- 
erty-loving people  of  the  Isle  of  Cuba 
may  rest  securely  in  the  shadow  of  our 
country's  flag.  Be  it  said  to  the  glory 
of  the  American  republic  that  her  citi- 
zens, pince  the  advent  of  Republican 
administration,  are  better  protected 
and  are  safer  in  life  and  property  on 
the  Isle  of  Cuba  than  are  the  subjects 
of  Spain  herself.  How  could  our  peo- 
ple espouse  the  cause  of  Spain?  Their 
very  natures  revolt  when  they  recall 
the  barbarous  "Conquest  of  Mexico," 
which  is  simply  a  link  in  the  chain  of 
atrocities  that  makes  up  Spanish  his- 
tory. Better,  indeed,  for  our  country 
that  it  should  ally  itself  with  the 
humblest  government  on  earth  than  it 
should  be  unconcerned  about  the  bar- 
barities of  the  other  nations,  however 
exalted. 

Gentlemen    of    this    convenflon    and 
friends    of   the  league,    I    cannot   bring 
my  address  to  a  close  without  return- 
ing    my     thanks     for     the     very     dis- 
tinguished  honor  that  I  have  received 
•from    this    organization,    and    for    the 
cordial  support  that  has  been  given  me ; 
by  the  league  Republicans  throughout , 
the    Union.     The   league   cannot   do   me ; 
greater  honor  than  it  has  already  done. : 
At  this     convention     I     surrender     the, 
affairs  of  this  office,  with  the  firm  con- 
viction   that    there    are    a    number     of 
splendid     league     workers     throughout 
the  states,  who,  in  the  order  which  you 
might    designate,    are    entitled    to    this 
preferment.     I  want,  now  and  here,  to 
pledge  to  the  league,  and  to  my  sue- 1 
cessors   in   office,   my  unqualified   sup-j 
port  through  all  the  years  to  come. 

I  believe  in  the  league.  I  believe  in 
its  future.  I  believe  It  is  better  quali- 
fied than  any  other  power  to  main- 
tain in  our  party  that  vitality  and  that 
organization  which  are  so  essential  to 
its  continued  success.  Let  us  stand 
true  to  our  colors.  Let  us  make  for 
the  league  a  high  place  in  American 
politics  by  deserving  it.  Let  us  brush 
aside  every  element  that  detracts  from 
us,  and  give  to  no  man  power  or  place 
in  our  league,  state  or  national,  who  is 
not  of  high  character  and  good  stand- 
ing at  home.

Mrs.  Cre«de 
accepted  $20,000  cash  and  surrendered 
all    further   claims    upon    her   husband, 

;  at  the  same  time  voluntarily  withdraw- 
ing from  his  premises.  It  was  under- 
stood after  the  necessary  time  had 
elapsed  Creede  woaid  institute  legal 
proceedings  and  begin  suit  for  absolute 
divorce.  At  that  time  it  appeared  that 
both  husljand  and  wife  were  well  satis- 
fied that  they  were  not  required  to  re- 
tain intimate  relations,  and  while  Mrs. 

!  Creede  considered   that  the   amount   of 

I  cash  settled  upon  her  was  insignificant 
as  compared  with  her  husband's 
wealth,  she  left  him  and  took  up  her 
home  in  Alabama. 

About  three  weeks  ago  Mrs  Creede  re- 
turned to  Los  Angeles  and  proposed 
to  her  husband  a  reconciliation.  This 
was  much  to  Creede's  distaste  and  he 
endeavored  to  avoid  his  wife,  but  being 
unsuccessful,  he  determined  to  end  his 
life.  Last  evening  he  took  a  large  dose 
of  morphine  and  went  into  tlie  garden 

j  to  die.    He  was  discovered  by  a  servant 

!  and  medical  aid  was  summoned,  but  he 

i  died  two  hours  later. 

Mrs.  Creede  wa.s  notified  of  her  hus- 

I  band's   death,    but  declined    to  discuss 

'  the  tragedy. 

The  2-year-oid  child  of  Edith  Walters 
Walker,  the  actress,  adopted  by  Creede 
over  a  year  ago,  is  in  the  care  of  his 
friends  at  Escondido. 


CABINET  MEETING. 


President    Waiting     For    a 

Chance  to  Transmit  His 

Currency  Message. 

Washington,  July  13. — As  some  of  the 

details  of  the  order  were  not  complete. 
Secretary  Bliss  was  unable  to  lay  be- 
fore the  cabinet  at  today's  meeting 
his  proposition  to  revoke  the  order 
made  by  President  Cleveland  closing 
some  of  the  pension  offices.  There  was 
a  good  deal  of  talk  over  appointments, 
and  as  a  result  the  sending  of  a  big 
list  of  consular  nominations  to  the  sen- 
ate was  delayed  in  order  that  a  few- 
names  might  be  added.  The  currency 
commission  message  did  not  cause  any 
discussion,  as  it  is  now  understood  that 
the  president  is  settled  in  his  determin- 
ation to  send  it  to  congress,  and  only 
awaits  notice  from  the  party  leaders 
as  to  the  time  when  this  can  he  done 
without  interfering  with  the  program 
arranged  for  the  disposition  of  the  tariff 
bill. 

The  president  himself  does  not  believe 
that  the  sending  of  the  message  at  this 
time  would  delay  action  on  the  tariff 
bill  in  the  least,  holding  that  the  dis- 
cussion in  open  senate  and  house  could 
be  conducted  during  the  time  the  con- 
ferees on  the  t"5iriff  bill  are  at  work  in 
their  room.  He  is.  however,  willing  to 
defer  in  this  matter  to  the  convictions 
of  certain  Republican  congressmen 
who  take  a  contradictory  view,  and  will 
not  send  in  the  message  until  it  will 
not  jeopardize  the  tariff  measure. 

Foreign  affairs,  and  notably  the 
Hawaiian  situation,  are  believed  to 
have  aljsorbed  the  attention  of  the 
meeting  today,  and  while  it  is  stated 
that  there  has  been  no  sensible  change 
in  the  situation  as  to  Hawaii,  it  is 
known  that  the  president  very  much 
desires  speedy  action  on  the  annexa- 
tion treaty,  feeling  that  its  approval 
would  do  much  to  remove  complications 
that  now  threaten.

He  believed 
that  there  were  county  officials  who  sat 
in  their  office  doing  nothing,  with  clerks 
doing  little  more  than  their  superiors. 
At  length  County  Auditor  Halden 
told  the  commissioners  that  It  was  use- 
less to  talk  further  on  the  subject.  They 
might  as  Well  pass  the  levy  and  then 
discover  later  where  retrenchment  Is 
possible. 

CommLssloner  Kauppi  Introduced  the 
following  resolution  and  It  was  passed 
unanimously:

Commissioner 
Kauppi's  resolution  rescinding  the  $10.- 
000  appropriation  for  the  extension  of 
the  Miller  Trunk  road  north  from  Vir- 
ginia was  also  lost,  there  being  no  sec- 
ond.

A  FANATICAL  SACRIFICE. 
Broth»'r  Martin  of  the  Franciscan 
Order  of  Monks  was  found  dead  In  :x 
corner  of  the  choir  of  the  Franciscan 
church  In  Wailzen.  Austria,  late  in 
April,  says  the  New  York  Sun.  An  in- 
vestigation revealed  these  facts  re- 
garding his  death; 

Early  in  April,  1891,  Brother  Martin 
made  a  bed  of  straw  in  the  darkest 
corner  of  the  choir.  The  upot  was  se- 
cluded; the  monk  was  undisturbed. 
With  chalk  he  wrote  on  the  wall: 

"April  8,  1891:  As  many  cro.sses  as  I 
make  on  the  wall,  so  many  days  have 
I  hungered  and  thirsted.  The  end  will 
come  within  ten  days." 

There  were  nine  crosses  on  the  wall 
when  the  body  was  found.  It  is  sur- 
mised that  the  monk  lived  a  little 
longer,  but  did  not  have  the  strength 
to  make  another  cross.  Ragged  dots 
of  chalk  on  the  wall  seemed  to  indicate 
that  he  had  tried  to  make  a  tenth 
cross,  but  had  been  too  weak.  The 
body  had  dried  away  to  a  mere  skele- 
ton when  found.  There  were  the 
bones,  with  the  fiesh  dried  on  them,  all 
covered  with  the  monk's  garb. 

Brother  Martin  was  53  years  old 
when  he  decided  to  starve  himself  to 
death.  He  ha"d  been  a  monk  fifteen 
years.  He  was  In  bad  health,  and  un- 
able to  work.  He  had  long  been  a 
wanderer,  but  Waltzen  was  his  native 
town,  and  he  returned  to  it  to  die. 


Sugar    Opened    With   a    Display   of 
Weakness. 

New  York.  July  31.— Sugar  opened 
with  sales  of  2500  shares  at  1,34  and 
133%  as  against  135.  yesterday's  close. 
The  stock,  however,  cjuickly  rallied  on 
heavy  transactions  and  in  the  first  few 
minutes  of  trading  recovered  to  1.35%. 
The  general  market  opened  slightly  off 
although  Tobacco  and  Ne^v  Jersey  Cen- 
tral were  exceptions  and  showed  flrm- 
nes. 

The  industrials  quickly  assumed  the 
leadership  of  the  market,  with  the 
high-priced  stocks  quite  buoyant. 
Sugar  bounded  up  to  137%.  a  new  high 
record  price  on  former  transactions, 
and  material  gains  were  registered  in 
Tobacco  and  Chicago  Gas.  The  an- 
thracite coal  stocks  were  taken  in 
round  amounts  on  the  favorable  judi- 
cial decision  regarding  the  conspiracy 
charged.  The  industrials  generally 
responded  to  this  decision.  Around 
10:30  the  announcement  of  the  supen- 
slon  of  a  iHjard  member  precipitated 
heavy  liquidations  in  various  shares, 
in  which  the  losses  were  (julte  severe. 
The  grangers  were  very  susceptible  to 
the  leaders'  attacks,  and  fell  below 
yesterday's  close.  Sugar  yielded  to 
135%,  and  Chicago  Gas  and  New  Jersey 
Central  a  point  each.  The  market 
soon  lapsed  Into  dullness,  but  was  very 
feverish  at  the  decline. 

The  traders  were  disposed  to  cover 
at  the  lowest  point,  and  a  sharp  rally 
occurred,  extending  to  V,^  in  Sugar. 
Chicago  Great  Western  touched  8%  on 
brisk  purchases.  Des  Moines  &  Fort 
Dodge  preferred,  which  recently  be- 
came prominent  In  the  speculation, 
lost  a  point.  Hio  Grande  &  Western 
preferred  also  sagged  2  points,  but  the 
common  gained  1.  The  other  shares 
held  fairly  steady,  and  round  amounts 
of  the  grangers  changed  hands  at  Im- 
proved prices.  The  bond  market 
showed  a  good  tone  on  light  opera- 
Sales  to  noon,   16S.60O  shares.

Its  place  of  destination 
was  Alexandria,  and  here  the  body  of 
the  great  conqueror  was  deposited  In 
a  mausoleum,  which  afterward  becarhe 
the  sepulcher  of  the  Ptolerhys.

The     pruning 
Itnife  must    be  applied    to   the   oidjnary 
expenditures  of  the  board,  and  all  ex- 
traordinary     expenditures       must     be 
avoided    as   far   as   possible.     For   thii 
reason,  the  question  of  building  a  new 
poorhouse   must    be   laid   aside  for  the 
present.     It      i»      manifestly    impossible 
to  construct  It  now.  and  in  view  of  the 
condition  of  the  county  fujida  it  would 
be  a  serious  mistake  to  make  any  ap- 
propriation  for   this   purpose   while   the 
treasury  is  so  low. 
The  board  has  taken  a  commendable 
1.ao\  course  in  reKaid  to  the  delin(iuent  per- 
sonal   property      taxes.       There    Is      no 
good  reason  why  the  collection  of  these 
taxes  should  not  be  enforced.     The  law 
is  very  clear  on  the  subject,  and  gives 
full    power    to    the    county    to    enforce 
collection,   nothing   being  exempt   from 
execution.     In   the  majority     of     cases 
the   amounts   are   small,    and    would    be 
paid  by  those  owing  them  if    a    serious 
effort    was    made   to   enforc»'   payment. 
The  larger  amounts  are  due  from  cor- 
porations,   which    are    in    u    positon     t.i 
pay.    and   should    t)e   compelled    to   pay 
without    delay.    The   total   amount     of 
these  taxes     is  large,  ami     their  collec- 
tion would  improve  materially  the  con- 
dition  of   the  county   finances.

In  a  letter  to  the  Manufacturers' 
Record,  H.  B.  Cullum.  the  chairman  of 
the  CJalveston  fommittee  of  tlie  deep 
water  utilization  committee  alludes 
to  the  following  statement  in  the  Buf- 
falo Express  regarding  the  depression 
among  vessel  owners  on   the  lakes: 

"Rates  are  now  as  low  as  they  can 
go  to  keep  vessels  in  commission.  The 
slightest  depression  In  business  is  felt 
by  vessel  owners  under  the  existing 
conditions.  The  light  demand  for  ore 
Is  keeping  25  per  cent  of  the  tonnage 
in  ordlnaiT.  and  more  than  half  the 
boats  that  are  running  find  it  ditHcult 
to    secure    cargoes." 

He  suggests  that  the  lake  vessel 
owners  might  seek  business  in  the  Oulf 
of  Mexico,  and  adds:  "They  could  se- 
cure cargoes  especially  at  this  port 
during  the  fall  in  the  greatly  Increased 
business  intluenced  by  the  twenty-five 
and  a  half  feet  of  water  obtained  at 
this  port,  which  is  the  natural  outlet  of 
55  per  cent  of  the  cereals  produced  in 
the  Northwest  that  have  to  be  exported 
over  consumption.  We  are  the  second 
cotton  port  of  the  United  States.  Our 
h>usiness  here  makes  the  following 
showing  of  increases  over  1895-96;  in 
number  of  steamers,  55  per  cent;  net 
register  tonnage.  68'i  per  cent;  bales 
of  cotton,  62  2-3  per  cent:  bushels  of 
grain,  105  per  cent;  tons  of  oil  cake  and 
meal.  53».i  per  cent,  which  will  be 
doubled  this  year  from  present  out- 
look of  crops. 

"Of  the  $50,000,000  of  capital  invested 
in  shipping  lying  idle  in  winter  in  the 
lakes.  I  have  always  thought  a  good 
part  might  be  utilized  in  the  gulf  dur- 
ing the  winter,  before  1  thought  of  the 
employment  of  tonnage  that  will  be 
available  caused  by  the  contract 
method.  Pooling  of  steamship  line.«> 
with  railroads  has  given  u.s  a  rail  rate 
by  water  to  New  York.  What  we  want 
is  water  rates  like  those  on  the  lakes. 
Barge  lines  touching  at  different  points 
on  the  gulf,  like  the  traffic  on  the 
lakes,  is  very  much  needed,  and  would 
develop  many  ports  by  having  a  regu- 
larity of  service  to  whicH  trunk  line>» 
•if  vailmad:-  could  fuinkh  ;-  laig - 
ani.'unt    i.i    business." 

An  effort  is  now  being  made  t..  induce 
some  of  the  importing  brokers  who  re- 
side at  Baltimore,  Philadelphia.  New 
York  and  Boston  to  remove  to  Galves- 
ton for  the  purpose  of  diverting  the  im- 
ports of  the  Northwest  through  Gal- 
veston Instead  of  through  the  Atlantic 
ports.  This  is  quite  an  important  move 
on  the  part  of  Galveston,  but  it  is 
hardly  likely  to  prove  very  successful. 
The  Imports  of  the  Northwest  will  not 
^.  *K  t!.at  route.  They  wilU<-ontinue  to 
be  imported  via  the  lakes.  A  p.-ni.-u 
of  the  southern  portion  of  the  North- 
west may  secure  its  imports  via  Gal- 
veston and  may  export  by  the  same 
route,  instead  of  through  Chicago, 'but 
the  great  section  of  the  Northwest 
which  is  naturally  tributary  to  Du- 
luth. will  not  divert  is  business  in  that 
direction.  It  is  possible  that  some  ot 
the  lake  vessels  might  find  profitable 
business  in  the  gulf  of  Mexico  during 
the  winter  months,  but  they  are  hardly 
likely  to  desert  the  great  lakes  alto- 
gether for  that  section.

however,  the  matter  being  laid  over 
for  one  week.

Then  followed  a  long  discussion  of 
the  merits  of  the  two  kinds  of  stone, 
during  which  several  instructive  dls- 
sertatiims    were  dc-livered. 

Professor  Wilscm  of  the  high  school, 
who  was  one  of  those  called  on,  ex- 
idaiued  at  length  the  c-haracterlstics 
of  Duluth  granite,  which,  he  said,  is 
not  granite  at  all,  but  gabbro.  It  is  an 
eruptive  rock,  he  said.  It  was  thrown 
up  in  a  state  of  fusion  anci  has  no  cle- 
tined  grain  or  rift,  a  fact  that  renders  it 
hard  to  work.  There  are  also,  he  said, 
unseen  Seams  running  through  it  at  all 
angles.  In  thesi-  seams  is  a  deposit  of 
black  oxide,  similar  in  appearaiu-e  and 
(luality  to  the  scale,  such  as  is  founcl 
aroun<l  a  blacksmith's  forge.  In  course 
of  time,  on  exposure  to  the  weather, 
this  black  oxide  c  hanges  to  a  red.  oxide, 
and  then  a  process  of  breaking  down 
begins.  This  change  might  set  in  In 
six  weeks,  and  again  not  in  sixty  years,  j 
but  it  is  inevitable.  Professor  Wilson 
said,  and  when  it  does  set  in  the  stone  ! 
is  liable  to   break.

While  he  did 
not  directly  admit  that  the  granite 
might  not  pan  out  satisfactorily,  he 
touched  upon  th»»  fact  of  an  indemnity 
bond  being  offered  by  Mr.  McDcmnell. 
Alderman  Crassweller  aserted  that 
this  matter  of  a  $60,000  contract  had 
been  gone?  at  in  a  very  loose,  unbusl- 
ness-like  way.

Road  Feels  the  Effect  of 

High  Water. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  storm  of 
last  Thursday  nlirht  the  Duluth,  Su- 
perior &  Western  road  was  unable  to 
run  any  trains  over  its  tracks  today. 
The  water  at  and  above  Cloquet  has 
been  risinff  steadily  since  Friday,  and 
a  considerable  stretch  of  track  has  been 
under  water.  Yesterday  afternoon  be- 
tween Cloquet  and  the  Indian  reserva- 
tion water  rose  above  the  fire  box  on 
engines  and  extinguished  the  Are.  Even 
under  theso  circumstances  the  passen- 
ger train  g.,t  through.  Today  the  water 
js  several  inches  higher,  and  it  Is  im- 
possible for  trains  to  pass  over  the 
flooded  portions.  None  of  the  railroad 
bridges  h.ive  been  carried  away,  how- 
ever, and  the  road  bed  is  In  good  con- 
dition,   notwithstanding    the    flood. 

At  noon  today  It  was  thought  the 
water  was  stationary  at  Cloquet,  and 
It  is  confidently  expected  that  it  will 
l>vnn  to  recede  rapidly  before  night. 
The  fall  in  the  low  lands  above  Cloquet 
has  been  quite  marked  for  the  past 
twenty-four  hours,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  force  of  the  flood  has  now 
practically  si.>ent  itself.  Unless  there 
is  more  rainfall  today,  the  Duluth,  Su- 
perior &  Western  will  undoubtedly  be 
open  for  traffic  tomorrow.

Washington,  July  13.— The  tariff  con- 
ferees find  themselves  today  apparent-

County  Auditor  Halden  waR  asked 
for  an  explanation  this  morning  of  the 
appaprent  shortage  of  $103,000  in  the 
county  revenue.

•'It  is  bad  enough."  said  Auditor  Hal- 
den, "but  it  is  not  quite  so  bad  as  it 
seems.  Last  year  the  receipts  from 
penalties  ttnd  interest  were  $73,773.49, 
and  this  helps  to  make  up  the  deficien- 
cy to  a  large  extent.  Besides.  Included 
among  the  expenditures  is  $25,000  for 
the  register  of  deeds  and  clerk's  office, 
which  has  been  more  than  paid  by  the 
receipts  of  tho.se  two  offlties.  Besides, 
there  was  a  large  amount  of  money 
spent  in  sub-dividing  sections  before 
law  was  declared  unconstitutional,  and 
that  is  to  1m'  taxed  hack  against  the 
property  benefited. 

"On    the    other    hand    the    legislature

There  were  many  discouragements,  but 
the  necessities  of  the  situation  argued 
for  the  bridge  with  ever  increasing 
force  and  the  enterprise,  the  contem- 
plation of  which  not  so  long  ago  stag- 
gered the  most  sanguine,  is  now  an  ac- 
complished fact. 

Cars  were  run  across  the  bridge  to- 
day, but  no  passengers  were  carried. 
A  regular  service  will  be  inaugurated 
in  a  very  few  days.  The  Duluth  cars 
will  cross  the  bridge  connecting  at  the 
Superior  end  with  the  Superior  sys- 
tem.

SHELTERED    18,000    TRAMPS. 
Reuben    Romlg,    a    farmer    In    Lower 
Macungle  township,  about  a  mile  and  a 
half  from  Emaus,  is  a  big-hearted  man, 
who    could    never    turn    a    man      away 
from  his  doors  who  seeks  shelter,  says 
the   Allentown   Call.     During   the   past 
eighteen    years    his    spacious    barn    has 
been   the   lodging  place  of  between   16,- 
000  and  18,000  hoboes,  and  he  has  never 
yet  had  the  slightest  trouble  with  any- 
one   who    has    enjoyed    his    hospitality.

The  Yerkes 
telescope  will  be  one-fourth  more 
powerful  than  the  great  Lick- that  is, 
it  will  collect  one-fourth  more  light 
and  consequently  will  penetrate  one- 
quarter  further  into  space. 

The  manner  in  which  they  quench 
thirst  is  a  Cuban  art.

The  path  of  the  total  eclipse  will  ex- 
tend in  a  direct  line  from  New  Orleans 
to  Norfolk.  Va.,  and  will  pass  through 
Georgia  in  the  locality  of  Macon. 

Blank  report  sheets  have  been  sent 
to  all  the  weather  bureaus  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  path  of  the  eclipse  with 
the  instruction  to  the  weather  man  to 
secure  the  services  of  capable  and  in- 
telligent men  to  take  the  observations 
and  register  the  results  in  the  sheets 
made  for  the  purpose.  The  exact  con- 
dition of  the  sky,  of  the  sun  and  of  the 
whole  heavens  will  be  marked  down 
in  the  sheets  every  morning  of  the 
month  when  the  observations  are  be- 
ing taken,  and  all  of  the  sheets  when 
filled  out  will  be  sent  to  Washington 
and  carefully  graded.  The  i>ermanent 
observation  stations  will  be  established 
at  the  points  where  the  first  observa- 
tions taken  receive  the  highest  percent- 
age.

A  Russian  dentist  has  at  length 
solved  the  problem  of  supplying  u% 
with  false  teeth  which  will  grow  Into 
the  gums  as  firmly  as  natural  ones.  The 
teeth  are  made  of  gutta  percha,  porce- 
lain or  metal,  as  the  case  may  be.  At 
the  root  of  the  tooth  holes  are  made, 
and  also  In  the  Jaw.  The  tooth  Is  then 
placed  In  the  cavity,  and  In  a  short  time 
a  soft  granulated  growth  finds  its  way 
from  the  Jaw  into  the  holes  of  the  tooth. 
This  growth  gradually  hardens,  and 
holds  the  tooth  In  position.  It  does 
not  matter  In  the  least,  according  to 
this  enterprising  Russian  dentist, 
whether  the  cavity  In  which  the  tooth 
is  placed  Is  one  from  which  a  natural 
tooth  has  recently  been  drawn,  or 
whether  It  has  been  healed  for  months 
or  even  years.

It  Is  divided  at  the  base,  like  that 
of  the  mangroves,  and  enters  the  earth 
through  a  large  number  of  ramifica- 
tions.

to  science  and  to  astronomy. 

It  may  seem  rather  early  to  begin  to 
take  observation  now  for  an  event  that 
Will  not  occur  within  the  next  three 
years,  but  the  government  will  begin 
to  take  the  observations  May  15.  and

ATTEMPTS  TO  ARBITRATE. 


OPERATORS  WEAKEN 


Confidence  of  Mine  Owners 

Gives     Place    to    Grave 

Anxiety  in  Cleveland. 


Cleveland.    Ohio.      July      13 —Within 
forty-oisrht    hours    developments    of    a 
very  deflnlte  character  are  expected  to 
take   place   in   the   West   Virginia   coal 
fields.    A    leading    operator    received    a 
long-distance    message    this    morning, 
saying   that   nine   organizers   had   Just 
left    Pittsburg    for    the    West    Virginia 
coal   fields.       A  person   who  occupies  n 
high  omiial  position  in  the  Mine  Work- 
ers' union  was  at  the  Pittsburg  end  of 
the    telephone.        'You    may    look      for 
something    startling   In    that    direction 
within  the  next  forty-eiglft  hciurs."  he 
said.  •ItjJ^iable  advices  which  have  been 
received  thi.s  morning  convince  nu-  that 
the  West  Virginia  miners  will  come  out. 
All  they  wait  for  is  a  little  urging  from 
the  union.  I  am  free  to  confess  to  you 
that  while  I  expected  many  men  would 
come   out.    I    never    hoped    for    such    a 
complete  and  overwhelming  victory  as 
this." 

The  foregoing  message  was  repeated 
to  a  reporter  who  was  standing  at  hand 
by  the  operator,  who  received  it.  When 
that  point  Is  reached  that  the  coal 
mine  operators  refuse  to  talk  "for  pub- 
lication" the  situation  is  grave  Indeed. 
The  operators  now  urge  upon  their  in- 
terviewers that  under  no  circum- 
stances must  their  names  be  used  in 
eonnection  with  the  Information  they 
have  supplied.  A  leading  operator 
made  a  plain  statement,  a  startling 
statement  in  fact,  this  morning,  but 
Insisted  his  name  must  not  be  used. 

"Is  there  not  some  part  of  your 
statement  which  I  may  accredit  to 
you?"  asked  the  reporter. 

"No.  Von  s»ee  if  I  talked  for  public- 
ation I  would  have  to  say  to  y«iu  Just 
the  opposite  of  what  I  have  said.  Vou 
appreciate  that  there  are  many  rea- 
sons why  I  would  not  want  my  name 
to  appear  as  admitting  all  these  facts." 
Since  Saturday  the  coal  strike  has  as- 
sumed a  Vt-ry  grave  aspect,  but  u  true 
realization  ol  the  change  did  not  reach 
Cleveland  operators  and  dealers  till  to- 
day. Kxcepting  a  few  operators  who 
had  some  Inside  information  they  were 
disposed  to  speak  lightly  of  the  matter 
and  loudly  ileclare  that  there  was  coal 
on  hand,  more  than  enough  to  supply 
the  country  regardless  «)f  the  outcome 
of  the  strike. 

Today  all   this  seeming  or  pretended 
confidence    has    dLsappeured.       Several 
operators  went  to  Pittsburg  yesterday 
to   attend    the    voluntary   conference   of 
the  state  arbitration   commission.    t)ne 
of  these,  whose  reputation  is  above  re- 
proach, says:       "The  situation   is  very 
grave  and    1   anticipate  some   startling 
developments    within     the    next    forty- 
eight    hours.    I    believe    the    West    Vir- 
ginia miners   will   come  out,   and   that 
will    make    the    tleup    practically    com- 
plete,   for    the   strikers    will    tlu'n    con- 
centrate   all    their    efforts    on    the    De 
Armltt   men.    A   small   amount    of   coal 
is  now  coming  from  the  mines  along  the 
Pennsylvania   main    line  and   from    the 
coke  regions,  but  It  is  In  comparatively 
Insignificant    quantititles.        I    think    it 
will  be  shut  off  entirely  very  soon. 

"From  what  I  coi  Id  learn  yesterday 
at  Pittsburg  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  in  my  belief  the  railroads  will  hesi- 
tate U>  haul  West  Virginia  and  De  Ar- 
mitt's  mines  coal.  The  engineers  and 
trainmen  are  regardng  the  situation 
with  lowering  brows,  P.  M.  Arthur's 
statement  t<»  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. The  supply  of  coal  on  hand 
is  very  short  and  1  look  for  a  sharp  ad- 
vance in  price  shortly.  Saturday,  coal 
which  was  loaded  at  Pittsburg  for  %\.Z'> 
to  $1  50  f.  o.  b..  Is  now  held  at  $1.7.'. 
Deliverecl  to  Cleveland  the  price  is 
$2.6.=;.  Chleago  Is  buying  freely  and 
paying  higher  prices.  I  d(.  not  think 
the  supply  will  hold  out  more  than  a 
w/eek  longer." 


But  the  Commissioners  Have  a  Pretty 
Hard  Job. 

Pittsburg.  July  I'l.-The  arbitration 
commissioners  representing  the  five 
states  in  which  the  miners  are  now. 
striking,  will  nuike  a  strong  «'ffort  to- 
day to  bring  the  operators  and  miners 
to  an  understanding  that  will  result 
in  arbitrating  or  conciliating  their  dif- 
ferences. The  Ohio.  Indiana  and  Penn- 
sylvania commissioners  were  reinforced 
today  by  those  from  Illinois  and  Wesi 
Virginia.  The  Illinois  delegates  are: 
Daniel  W.  Keefe.  Edward  Rldgley  and 
Hornre  H.  Calef.  I.  W.  Barton,  labor 
statistician.  Is  here  to  represent  West 
Virginia.  It  has  not  taken  the  com- 
missioners long  to  arrive  at  the  conclu- 
sion that  their  task  Is  not  a  pleasant 
nor  an  easy  one.  They  find  that  the 
majority  of  the  Pittsburg  district  oper- 
ators say  they  favor  arbitration,  still 
they  are  inclined  to  resent  outside  in- 
terference. 

W.  P.  De  Armltt,  president  of  the 
New  York  and  Clevelantl  Gas  Coal 
company,  consented  to  appear  before 
the  board  this  afternoon  and  explain 
his  position.  While  Mr.  De  Armltt 
said  he  had  nothing  to  arbitrate,  the 
fact  that  he  Is  willing  to  meet  with 
the  commissioners,  in  itself  shows  that 
there  is  a  chance  that  some  kind  of 
a  settlement  may  be  made. 

There  is  no  change  In  the  strike  sit- 
uation. Everything  is  quiet  in  this 
district  with  the  mines  closed  down 
and  the  n»en  out  except  those  working 
for  De  Armltt.  Coal  yesterday  sold 
up  to  $1.80  per  ton.  but  took  a  drop  thla 
morning  to  $1..')0  per  ton.  The  break 
was  caused  by  the  large  amount  of  coal 
brought  into  the  city  by  the  railroads. 
The  Pittsburg  &  Lake  Erie  road  re- 
leased 500  cars  which  they  had  been 
holding  for  themselves.  The  «>peratoi;j< 
regard  thla  as  an  Indication  that  the 
railways  do  not  fear  a  long  suspension.

OHIO  SILVER  REPUBLICANS. 


Cripple  Creek,  Col..  July  13.— Photo- 
grapher  Yolton  today  returned  from  a 
trip  tp  Cow  mountain,  about  six  miles 
oast  of  this  city,  where  he  had  been  to 
obtain  views  of  a  n\pst  remarkable 
cavern  discovered  by  sinking  a  pros- 
pect shaft.  The  cave  was  discovered  by 
parties  who  were  doing  assessment 
work  on  a  gn)up  of  claims  on  Cow 
mountain. 

A  man  was  picking  in  the  bottom  of 
a  ten-foot  hole  when  he  suddenly 
struck  the  point  of  his  pick  through  the 
rock  Into  apparently  unlimited  space. 
He  lautlously  investigated  and  gra- 
dually opened  up  a  pit  that  led  to  the 
other  wtirld  to  all  appt^>arance8.  Kt>cks 
dropped  Into  the  hole,  however.  HtrucJT 
bottom  In  about  two  .seconds  or  less, 
showing  that  the  cave  was  not  deep  at 
that  point. 

The  man  got  a  rope  and  fastening  it 
securely  above  descended  t<t  explore 
the  Immense  cavern,  which  proved  to 
be  a  storehouse  of  Ice  Stalagmites  of 
pure  Ice  stood  like  cypress  treas  from 
the  fioor  and  the  stalactites  hung  like 
a  ghostly  fringe  from  the  i«elllng.  Ex- 
ploration was  not  carried  very  far  as  a 
yawning  abyss  was  encountered  at  a 
distance  of  about  fifty  feet  from  the 
entrance.  Chunks  of  Ice  thrown  down 
this  abyss  could  be  heard  rattling  and 
clanking  on  the  sides,  but  never  a 
sound  of  the  bottom  being  tou<-hed. 

Photographs  wi>re  taken  by  fiash- 
llght  and  the  pictures  rveal  the  ice  in 
crystal  condition  forming  most  fanci- 
ful figures.  An  effort  will  be  made  to 
open  the  cave  to  a  more  thorough  ex- 
ploration. The  chamber  where  these 
pictures  were  taken  is  .s«}venty-nve 
feet  high  and  about  fifteen  feet  wide. 
Beyond  this  the  cave  widens  and  the 
Interior  seems  abyssmal.

New  York.  July  1."?.— The  concensus  of 
coal  dealers  of  thla  city  is  to  the  effect 
that  there  is  no  danger  of  a  cf>al 
famine  here.  The  yards  and  docks  are 
well  supplied  with  coal,  and  the  present 
stock  is  sufTiiient  to  last  for  a  long 
time.  The  strike  Is  at  present  con- 
fined to  the  bituminous  coal  regions, 
and  the  use  of  soft  coal  Is  compara- 
tively limited  In  this  city.  Should  the 
strike  spread  among  the  anthracite 
coal  miners,  there  would  undoubtedly 
be  cause  for  alarm. 

A  director  of  one  of  the  Ohio  soft 
coal  roads  said:  "We  have  evidence 
from  the  West  that  the  soft  coal  strike 
Is  really  going  to  be  the  salvation  of 
the  transportation  companies  of  that 
district,  because  It  will  harmonize  dif- 
ferences and  ultimately  get  the  price 
of  soft  coal  to  a  point  where  there  will 
be  money  In  hauling  it  as  well  as  In 
mining  It.  It  may  be  Called  outrageous 
that  soft  coal  should  l>e  selling  In  East 
St.  Louis  at  60  cents  a  ton.  It  used  to 
sell  there  at  $2  a  ton.  At  the  latter 
price  there  was  money  in  handling  it 
for  every  one  concerned.  At  the  60- 
cent  rate  there  is  ruin.  The  railroads 
are  hauling  it  at  less  than  a  mill  a  ton 
a  mile,  which  does  not  pay  for  simply 
the  wear  and  tear  of  rolling  stock.

Iceland  for  a  number  of  month."  last 
summer  was  shaken  by  severe  earth- 
quakes. Two  months  ago  the  subter- 
ranean fire  that  had  caused  these  up- 
heavals found  an  outlet,  and  in  a 
region  in  which  probably  fire  never 
broke  out  on  the  whole  globe  except  In 
Iceland,  says  the  London  Chronicle. 
This  eruption  took  place  in  one  of  the 
gigantic  glaciers  whbh  <over  a  great 
portion  of  the  southeast  of  Iceland.  This 
strange  phenomenon  was  witnessed  by 
u  postman  who  was  cro.sslng  the  sands 
with  ponies  and  mails  a  few  miles  from 
the  glacier.  The  subterranean  fire 
welled  uu  from  the  Interior  of  the 
glacier  and  forced  Its  way  through  the 
enormous  mass  of  i<'e. 

The  postman  suddenly  heard  a  long- 
drawn,  groaning  sound.  aJid  looking  up, 
saw  immense  Idocks  of  Ice  being  hurled 
high  Into  the  air,  followed  immediately 
by  torrents  of  water,  l>earlng  a  number 
of  huge  Ice  blocks  to  the  plain  below. 
The  whole  tract  between  the  glacier 
and  the  sea  was  soon  dotted  with 
enormous  Ice  lloes,  rendering  the  plain 
quite  Impassable.  The  postman  was 
delayed  at  a  nelghbf»ring  station  for 
ten  days,  during  which  time  the  erup- 
tion lasted. 

The  sheriff  of  the  district,  who  sup- 
plies the  details  of  the  eruption  and  who 
visited  the  scene  shortly  afterward, 
states  that  he  never  saw  a  more  weird 
spectacle.  The  sands  were  <'overed 
with  Ice  rtoes,  forming  an  Ice  l>elt  some 
twenty-five  miles  long  by  four  miles 
broad,  stretching  from  mountain  to 
sea.  One  could  walk  on  the  sand  be- 
tween th»  Icebergs,  and  upon  entering 
the  lee  belt  it  seemed  like  wandering 
In  tortuous  streets  bordered  by  lofty 
houses  that  met  at  the  top  and  shut 
out  light.  The  walls  were  white  as 
snow,  with  dark  streaks  of  sand.  They 
were  in  all  manner  of  fantastic  shapes, 
and  it  was  naturally  Intensely  cold 
among  those  gigantic  ice  i)locks.  It 
might  be  sup|K)Sed  that.  In  view  of  the 
low  temperature  of  Iceland,  these  Ice- 
bergs would  remain  permanently  on 
the  plain.  This  is.  however,  not  the 
case.  The  ice  block  gradually  sinks 
into  the  soft  sand  and  melts  away. 
Every  trace  of  them  disappears,  but 
under  the  smooth  surface  they  form 
treacherous  holes,  and  the  unfortunate 
traveler  who  steps  on  one  of  these  is 
engulfed  in  the  black  moving  quick- 
sand. 

A  party  of  picked  men  made  an  at- 
tempt to  cross  this  new  wilderness. 
They  rode  along  Its  western  edge,  but 
nowhere  could  they  penetrate  It,  except 
near  the  foot  of  the  glacier,  where  the 
fioes  were  so  far  apait  that  It  seemed 
possible  to  thread  one's  way  among 
them.  They  alighted  from  their  ponies 
and  tried  to  find  a  route  across,  keep- 
ing as  well  toward  the  glacier  as  they 
could.  They  succeeded  In  crossing,  not 
without  grave  risk,  but  on  the  other 
side  they  found  six  newly  formed, tor- 
rents pouring  from  the  glacier.  These 
they  could  not  cross,  and  therefore 
climbed  on  to  the  edge  of  the  glacier 
in  order  to  get  around  them.  Some 
Idea  may  be  formed  of  the  dangerous 
nature  of  this  feat  when  It  Is  stated 
that  the  glacier  was  literally  seamed 
with  clefts  and  fissures.  wiVh  slippery 
ridges  between  them,  and  that  a  fall 
Into  any  one  of  these  would  inevitably 
have  been  fatal. 

It  Is  supposed  by  geologists  that  all 
the  F.O0O  square  miles  of  Icelandic 
glaciers  rest  on  a  volcanic  substratum 
that  Is  dotted  with  craters,  some  of 
whbh  are  In  a  state  of  periodical  ac- 
Jivlty,  while  others  are  quiescent.  This 
fs  lK)rne  out  by  the  violent  glacial 
disturbances,  caused  by  fire,  which 
oc.iur  from  time  to  time.

In  1!>93  he 
finished  seconti  m  tht*  senior  singles  at 
the  national  regatta.  .lOVi  !*ect)nd8  be- 
hind the  winner,  and  was  third  in  his 
trial  heat  at  the  Canadian  regatta.  In 
1K94  he  stopped  befure  completing  the 
course  at  the  Canadian  regatta.  At 
the  national  regatta  of  1895  he  finished 
second  by  three  len>;ths  In  the  first  at- 
tempt, but  the  winnrr  was  disqualified 
for  fouling  a  third  «ompetltor,  and  in 
the  second  attempt  McDowell  won  the 
champion.shlp  by  two  lengths.  In  the 
Canadian  regatta  of  the  same  year  he 
finished  fourth  and  last.  He  won  his 
first  trial  heat  at  Henley  recently, 
beating  Hon.  E.  X.  Guinness,  of  the 
Thames  Rowing  club,  but  was  l)eaten  In 
his  second  heat  i>y  11.  K.  Beaumont, 
Burton-on-Trent  Itowlng  club,  and  la 
the  final  heat  Beaumont  was  beaten 
two  lengths  by  Hon.  R.  Guinness, 
Leander  Rowing  dub.  At  the  Ameri- 
can national  regatta  McDowell  finished 
last  in  his  trial  heat  of  senior  single 
sculls. 

Ten  Eyck,  although  he  has  been  row- 
ing from  boyhood,  never  competed  In  a 
race  until  the  fall  of  1895.  when  he  en- 
tered and  easily  won  the  junior  race  at 


Fulfilled. 

Ancient  Naples,  the  most  picturesque 
of  cities,  of  which  a  poet  once  wrote, 
"See  Naples,  and  die,"  Is  in  the  throes 
of  fear,  for  an  ancient  prophecy  has 
come  to  pass,  and  Vesuvius  Is  belching 
forth  fire  and  brimstone  and  endanger- 
ing the  town,  says  the  New  York  Jour- 
nal. 

The  prophecy  In  question  relates  to 
the  clotted  idood  of  St.  Januarlus.  or 
San  Genarlo,  preserved  In  a  phial  In 
the  chapel  bearing  the  saints  name  (a 
part  of  the  great  cathedral  built  In 
1272).  Legend  has  It  that  whenever  the 
blood  of  the  saint  shall  fail  to  liquefy 
on  May  1  or  on  September  19  then  will 
disaster  overtake  Naples.  Since  the 
fourth  century  after  Christ  the  miracle 
has  happened  twice  a  year,  but  on  May 
1  of  this  year  the  blood  was  thick 
and  coagulated,  and  terror  was  aroused 
In  the  hearts  of  the  believers. 

Scarcely  had  the  news  been  spread 
when  Vesuvius  began  to  grumble  and 
roar  In  anger,  and  the  worst  eruption 
since  the  memorable  and  disastrous  one 
of  1872  began.  Consternation  reigned  in 
Naples,  not  so  much  because  of  this 
eruption,  but  because  of  the  portend  of 
the  failure  of  the  miracle.  Prayers  were 
said  In  all  the  churches,  and  Naples  is 
prepared  for  the  worst  that  may  be- 
fall  it. 

There  are  a  dozen  or  more  saints 
named  Januarius,  but  the  patron  saint 
of  Naples  is  the  only  one  who  played  a 
great  role  In  the  history  of  early  Chris- 
tianity In  the  kingdom  of  Naples.  Janu- 
arius was  the  first  bishop  of  Benevento 
In  the  third  century  after  Christ.  On 
the  outbreak  of  the  antl-Chrlstian  per- 
secutions under  Diocletian  and  Maxi- 
mlan  he  was  taken  to  Nola  and  ar- 
raigned before  Tlmotheus,  govenior  of 
Campania  This  gentle  official  ordered 
that  the  bishop  be  cast  Into  a  furnace. 
Januarlus  went  through  the  fiery  or- 
deal unscathed.  Then  Tlmotheus  had 
him  fed  to  wild  beasts,  but  the  animals  1 
refused  to  touch  him. 

Then  Tlmotheus  pronounced  sentence 
of  death  by  the  sword  upon  Januarlus 
and  was  at  once  stricken  blind.  The 
future  saint  thereupon  restored  his 
sight,  and.  it  Is  said,  converted  5000 
who  saw  the  miracle.  In  gratitude  for 
this  Tlmotheus  had  Januarius  put  to 
death  with  a  spear.  The  body  of  the 
saint  was  Interrec^  In  a  cypt  in  Naples 
and  his  blood  preserved  in  a  phial.  It 
Is  said  that  whenever  the  blood  was 
brought  near  the  l>ody  It  would  bubble 
and  that  on  the  two  dates  mentioned 
It  would  liquefy. 

It  is  a  strange  coincidence  that  Ve- 
suvius should  depart  from  Its  good 
behavior  of  the  last  twenty-five  years 
Just  at  a  moment  when  Naples  ex- 
pected some  terrible  happening.  And 
yet.  it  is  only  the  expected  and  the 
predicted  which  has  happened— ex- 
pected because  Vesuvius  is  a  live  cra- 
ter—predicted l>y  the  master  of  Ve- 
suvius. Lulgl  Palmleri.  some  two  years 
ago. 

Palmier!  was  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able characters  of  the  century,  and  no 
history  of  the  crater  would  be  com- 
plete without  a  lengthy  reference  to 
Palmieri.  its  master  and  watcher.  He 
lived  at  the  very  edge  at  the  crater 
from  18.'i5  to  the  time  of  his  death  last 
September,  forty-one  years  of  constant 
danger  and  watchfulness.  He  was  born 
at  Facchio  in  1807.  and  in  IS.'JS  erected 
an  observatory  on  Vesuvius  to  observe 
the  action  of  the  crater  for  the  univer- 
sity of  Naples  and  to  warn  the  people 
of  Impending  danger. 

So  expert  did  he  become  and  so  ac- 
customed to  the  vagaries  of  the  vol- 
cano, that  he  could  predict  coming 
eruptions  or  earthquakes  for  weeks  in 
advance.  With  his  electro-magnetic 
seismograph  and  his  blfilar  electro- 
meter, both  invented  by  himself,  he 
was  able  to  detect  vibrations  In  the 
volcano's  cryst  that  were  impercept- 
ible to  even  the  most  sensitive  nerves. 
With  these  scientific  aides  he  managed 
time  and  again  to  save  human  lives  and 
property  from    threatening  danger. 

During  the  great  eruption  of  1872  he 
remained  at  his  post  although  the  tem- 
perature In  his  observatory  rose  to  130 
degrees  and  though  lava  flowed  all 
around,  though  red  hot  cinders  and 
ashes  filled  the  air.  Sixty  lives  were 
lost  on  that  ocaslon,  but  Palmieri 
stuck  to  his  duty,  although  .WO.OOO  other 
human  beings  were  panic  stricken  and 
fled  »)efore  the  awful  violence  of  Ve- 
suvius. 

A  few  months  after  this  eruption  he 
descended  Into  the  smoking  crater, 
where  h'»  made  measurements  showing 
that  the  capacity  of  the  volcano  was 
20.000.000  cubic  yards  and  that  during 
the  eruption  just  passed  an  equal 
amount  of  molten  rock  and  lava  had 
l)ecn   thrown   up.

Lumbermen   Ani^ious   to  Have  Tariff 
Definitely  fixed. 

When  the  Dingley  liili  went  from  the 
house  to  the  senate  with  the  tariff  on 
lumber  scheduled  at  $2  a  thousand,  the 
lumber  market  in  Duluth  was  stimu- 
lated to  a  marked  degree  and  the  de- 
mand at  a  shade  better  prices  than  had 
been  realized  for  several  months  was 
I  bnak.  Many  good  sales  were  made  and 
the  outlook  for  the  lumber  business 
was  rosy  indeed.  Then  without  warning 
the  senate  reduced  the  tariff  from  $2  to 
»l.  The  effect  was  immediate.  All  in- 
quiry for  lumber  ceased  and  no  sales 
nave  since  been  made  except  for  imme- 
diate use.  Now  no  change  is  anticipated 
until  the  tariff  bill  has  become  a  law. 
Lumbermen  are  anxious  to  have  the 
question  settled  either  one  way  or  the 
other  as  soon  as  possible  for  until  it  is 
the  lumber  market  will  be  dull  and  no 
plans  can  be  made  for  the  future.  'The 
unsettled  conditions  caused  by  the  de- 
lay in  the  disposition  of  the  tariff  bill 
Is  doing  more  damage  than  would  re- 
.stilt  if  lumber  was  put  on  the  free  Ust," 
said  a  well-known  lumberman  today.

Appalling  Accident,  Owing  to 
Recent  Rains  Near  New- 
burg,  New  York. 


MANY     ARE      DEAD 


Buildings  Washed  Away  and 

the  Inmates  Whirled  to 

Their  Death. 


Newburgh,  N.  Y..  July  14.— Melzin- 
gah  reservoir  In  Fishkill  mountains, 
near  Mattewan,  burst  at  3  o'clock  thib 
morning  <iwing  to  the  heavy  rains. 
Water  ran  into  the  creek  and  two  miles 
below,  near  Duchess  Junction,  washed 
away  a  brick  yard,  buildings,  including 
a  boarding  house  occupied  by  laborers. 
It  is  reported  here  that  nine  of  them 
were  drowned  and  others  are  missing. 
The  flood  at  Duchess  Junctii>n  washed 
away  200  yards  of  the  Hudson  River 
railroad  track.  Trains  are  stalled  on 
each  side  of  the  breach. 

There  were  two  reservoirs  in  the 
mountain,  the  lower  one  half  a  mile 
distant  from  the  upper.  The  upper  dam 
gave  way,  letting  the  voluine  of  water 
into  the  lower  reservoir.  This  also 
burst  and  the  water  rushed  down 
through  a  ravine. 

-\uburn  &  Timothys'  brick  yard,  on 
the  Hudson,  just  below  the  duchess 
Junction,  are  a  mile  distant  from  the 
site  of  the  lower  reservoir.  Without 
warning  the  flood  reached  them 
through  the  ravine  and  made  terrible 
havoc.  Buildings  were  torn  in  pieces 
and  their  occupants  carried  away  in 
the  raging  Hood.  The  waterworks  sys- 
tem wa.s  operated  by  a  private  com- 
pany and  supplied  the  villages  of  Mat- 
tewan an<l   Fishkill  on  the   Hudson. 

News  of  the  bursting  of  the  Beacon 
mountain  reservoirs  received  here  says 
that  three  buildings,  two  of  which  were 
boarding  hou.ses.  were  swept  away  by 
the  rushing  water  and  that  twenty  peo- 
ple are  missing.  Five  bodies  have  been 
recovered.  They  are  those  of  Peter 
Mulligan  and  wife,  a  mother  with  a 
child,  and  the  wife  c,f  the  engineer  at 
Timothy'.s   brick   yard. 

A  temporary  trestle  had  been  built  at 
the  break  in  the  Hudson  River  rail- 
road track  by  8  o'clock  and  the  Mont- 
real express  southbound  pass<>d  over. 
It  will  be  late  this  afternoon  before 
trains  can  be  run  on  time. 

At  8  o'clock  seven  l»<xiies  had  been 
lecovered.  Tons  of  earth  and  sand 
were  washed  down  by  the  flood  and 
men  are  digging  into  this  mass  to  re» 
cover  other  bodies.  It  Is  reported  that 
twenty  people  are  still  missing. 

Trains  were  stalled  all  the  way  from 
Fishkill  to  Poughkeepsle.  One  of  these 
was  a  Cook  excursion  train,  the  pas- 
senegrs  on  which  expected  to  start  for 
Europe  today. 

The  reservoir,  the  bursting  of  which 
caused  the  havoc  at  Duchess  Junction 
this  morning.  Is  situated  in  the  Fish- 
kill mountain.';  about  a  mile  east  of  the 
Junction.  It  collects  the  surface  water 


form  the  north  side  of  the  South  Bea- 
con and  the  .south  side  of  a  neighbor- 
ing mountain  and  is  500  feet  above  tide 
water.  Its  overflow  reaches  tlie  Hud- 
.son  by  way  of  a  small  stream  known  as 
Towanda  creek. 

At  the  west  end  of  the  ravine  are  the 
devastated  brick  yards.  The  reservoir 
Is  of  oval  shape  and  aI>out  500  feet  long 
and  300  feet  wide  and  30  or  40  feet  deep. 
It  Is  used  as  an  auxiliary  supply  to  the 
regular  waterworks  system  of  Matte- 
wan  and  Fishkill  Landing,  from  the 
main  source  of  whi<h  It  Is  distant  about 
four  miles.  The  largest  reservoir  of  thi.s 
system  is  a  considerable  lake  near 
North  Beacon,  which  has  massive  ma- 
sonry and  Is  Intact.  A  second  reservoir, 
situated  much  lower  <lown  the  moun- 
tain, which  was  built  to  reduce  the 
pressure  Into  the  pl{>es,  is  also  un- 
liroken.  These  two  have  direct  connec- 
tion with  the  Duchess  Junction  reset - 
voir,  though  all  three  feed  into  the 
same  ^ipes.

Washington,  July  14.— Senator  Davi.s. 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  foreign 
relations,  today  reported  from  that 
committee  the  following  Joint  resolu- 
tion: 

"That  the  president  be  empowered  to 
take  such  measures  as  In  his  judg- 
ment may  be  necessary  to  ol)taln  the 
release  from  the  Spanish  government  of 
Ona  Melton,  Alfred  O.  Laborde  and 
William  Glllea  and  the  restoration  of 
the  schooner  Competitor  to  her  own- 
ers, and  to  seeure  thin  he  is  authoriZ'd 
and  requested  to  employ  such  measures 
or  exercise  such  power  as  may  Ije 
necessary."

Washington,  July  14.— Some  import- 
ant data  as  i..  the  possibility  of  the  ma- 
terial extension  of  the  foreign  markets 
for  our  cereals  is  given  in  a  report  of 
the  agricultural  department  on  "United 
States  for  i;astern  Asia."  Owing  to 
the  raoid  d<  velonment  of  new  wheat- 
producing  areas  In  other  parts  of  the 
world  and  the  increasing  competition 
which  the  1  lilted  States  is  compelled 
to  meet  in  i;uropean  markets,  the  fu- 
ture disposal  of  our  surplus  wheat  has 
become  an  important  question.  It  has 
been  suggesi.-d  that  the  changes  now 
taking  !>lac.  in  the  civilizations  of 
Japan  and  China  may  result  in  the 
opening  ther.  of  markets  for  our  wheat 
that  will  to  $ome  extent  compensate 
us  for  losset  that  may  be  incurred 
through  the  increasing  competition  of 
other  countries  in  the  Eurooean  mar- 
kets that  this  country  was  formerly 
able  to  control 

The  report  siiys  that  chief  among  the 
conditions  of  the  plausibility  of  the 
suggestion  is  the  remarkable  increase 
in  our  cxnortaiions  of  wheat  to  East- 
ern Asia  during;  the  decaile  just  closin.q:. 
Mot^t  of  this  V- heat  is  shi»)tie<l  in  thi' 
form  of  flour.  «  xports  of  grain  l>eing 
totnparatively  small.  The  total  amount 
of  wheat  fiour  shipped  to  Japan  and 
China  during  the  entire  fiscal  year  1807. 
just  closed,  should  reach.  It  is  stated, 
above  l.OOO.fton  barrels,  equivalent  to 
more  than  4,.5'»ii.000  bushels  of  wheat. 
The  major  ijoition  of  American  fiour 
sent  across  th"  Pa*  ific  goes  to  Hong 
Kong  and  is  th>  iice  distributed  to  other 
Chinese  ports. 

Exports  of  Hour  to  Japan,  while  con- 
siderably smaller  than  to  China,  show 
an  increase  during  the  last  few  years 
proportionately  even  greater  than  to 
China.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total 
exports  of  wheat  flour  from  this  coun- 
try to  Japan  during  the  fiscal  year  just 
ended  amounted  to  200,000  bushels.  The 
exports  of  wheat  in  the  grain  have  been 
chi<'lly  to  Japan.  American  wheat  also 
is  sent  to  Eastern  Asia  in  the  form  of 
bread  and  biscuits,  but  not  in  very 
large  quantities.  Official  statistics  in- 
dicate that  the  capacity  of  Japan  for 
wheat  production  has  not  Increased 
commensurately  with  the  growth  in 
population,  showing  constantly  increas- 
ing dependence  upon  the  wheat  fields 
of  old  countries  for  its  supply. 

There  is  abundant  statistical  evi- 
dence, it  is  cited,  to  show  that  the 
amount  of  wheat  consumed  per  inhab- 
itant In  Japan  is  steadily  increasing. 
Wheat  consumption  In  China  also  is  in- 
creasing. When  that  great  nation  of 
400.000.000  peopl.>  Is  once  fairly  opened 
to  foreign  influences,  the  department 
believes  the  p<>ssibilities  that  may  re- 
sult can  hardly  be  overestimated.  The 
report  loncIudVs:  "Clearly,  then,  the 
Oriental  countries  are  well  worth  the 
attentioti  of  the  American  wheat 
grower,  especially  now  that  Russia, 
Argentina  and  other  great  wheat-pro- 
ducing countries  are  competing  with  us 
so  strongly  for  the  European  market. 
It  may  be  that  in  future  Eastern  Asia 
will  afford  field  enough  for  the  disposal 
of  our  surplus  wheat  to  offset  all  the 
markets  of  Europe."

Its  purpose  is  to  promote 
intelligent  and  loyal  piety  in  the  young 
members  and  friends  of  the  church,  to 
aid  them  in  religious  development 
along  social,  intellectual  and  religious 
lines.  Its  essential  features  are  the 
weekly  prayer  meeting,  the  "intellect- 
ual" and  "mercy  and  help"  departments 
and  its  harmony  with  the  officiary  of 
the  church. 

The  league  has  a  weekly  organ,  with 
a  large  circulation.  The  only  .salaried 
ofilcer  of  the  organization  is  .the  gen- 
eral secretary.  Ohio  leads  all  the  states 
in  number  of  chapters,  having  2217. 
Illinois  conns  next  with  1%6,  then 
Pennsylvania  with  1897,  whib-  New  York 
and  Indiana  make  a  close  race  for 
fourth  place,  the  Empire  state  having 
1.593  and  the  Hoosiers  1,522.  The  small- 
est number  of  chapters  is  ten,  and  Ari- 
zona, Indian  territory  and  Nevada 
touch  this  figure. 

The  program  of  the  convention  will 
be  entertainingly  ami  instructively  va- 
ried. Not  the  least  important  phase  of 
the  dis<tission  will  be  the  one  dealing 
with  the  attitude  that  should  be  taken 
by  young  Methodists  in  respect  to 
Sunday  bicycling.  The  recent  action 
of  the  Philadelphia  ministers  that  de- 
nounced bicycling  on  the  Sabbath  as 
unchristian  will  be  brought  before  th** 
conference.  It  is  by  no  means  sure 
that  this  action  will  be  endorsed  with- 
out opposition  as  not  long  ago,  a  num- 
ber of  Methodist  Episcopal  pastors  de- 
clared that  bicycling  was  a  form  of 
locomotion  more  than  a  sport  and  there- 
fore did  not  merit  condemnation  when 
indulged   in  on   the  Sabbath.

THE  YOl'>GKR.S"  CA.1K. 

The  board  of  pardons  has  by  an  un- 
animous vote,  decided  not  to  grant  the 
application  made  for  the  pardon  of  Cole 
and  Jim  Younger,  who  for  twenty 
years  have  been  imprisoned  for  mur- 
der. A  strong  effort  was  made  by  the 
friends  of  the  Youngers  to  secure  their 
release;  much  political  and  social  in- 
fluence was  brought  to  liear,  and  money 
was  freely  employed  to  manufacture 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  pardon  being 
granted.  It  was  Impossible,  however, 
to  create  much  public  sentiment  for 
the  Youngers'  release,  and  the  deci- 
sion of  the  board  of  pardons  will  meet 
with  very  general  approval. 

Although  many  years  have  elapsed 
since  the  commission  of  the  crime  for 
which  they  were  sentenced  to  state 
prison  for  life,  the  people  of  Minnesota 
have  not  forgotten  the  story  of  the 
cold-blooded  murder,  and  no  one  can 
recall  the  details  of  the  tragedy  in  the 
peaceful  village  of  Northfleld  that  the 
state  extended  to  these  men  all  the 
mercy  which  they  deserve  at  the  time 
they  were  sentenced  to  life  imprison- 
ment instead  of  being  executed.  Had 
\hey  .  received  their  <^eserts,  they 
%vould  have  died  upon  the  gal- 
lows, and  t,he  pardon  l>oard 
would  never  have  been  called 
upon  to  consider  their  case.  Under  the 
law  then  in  force,  anyone  who  pleaded 
guilty  of  murder  could  escape  hanging, 
it  being  provided  that  life  impri.son- 
ment  should  be  the  extreme  penalty  In 
such  cases.  The  Youngers  took  advan- 
tage of  this  feature  of  the  law  and 
cheated  the  gallows,  hoping  that  some 
day  they  might  obtain  a  pardon. 

The  desperado  who  killed  Cashier 
Heywood  in  the  Northfleld  bank  was 
never  brought  to  the  bar  of  justice.  It 
is  reasonably  certain  that  Frank  James 
was  the  murderer,  but  Governor  Crit- 
tenden, of  Missouri,  refused  to  honor 
a  requisition  for  his  arrest,  so  that 
he  could  be  brought  to  this  state  and 
tried.  The  Youngers  know  whether 
James  commit,ted  the  (rime,  yet  they 
have  always  preserved  silence  tipon 
this  subject.  If  they  have  thoroughly 
reformed,  as  their  friends  claim,  why 
do  they  not  tell  all  they  know  about 
the  tragedy  and  give  the  name  of  Hey- 
wood's  assassin?  They  have  not  helped 
their  plea  for  pardon  by  omitting  this 
duty.  This  must  have  weighed  against 
them  in  the  minds  of  the  board  of  par- 
dons. Another  strong  point  scored  by 
the  opponents  of  the  pardon  was  the 
presentation  of  affidavits  by  four  per- 
sons who  claimed  that  they  saw  Cole 
Younger  shoot  down  the  young  Swede 
at  Northfleld.  It  has  always  been  as- 
serted by  the  Youngers  that  they  were 
not  personally  guilty  of  murder  and 
that  they  tried  to  prevent  any  shoot- 
ing, and  the  impressionable  editor  of 
the  St.  I'eter  Journal  recently  dwelt 
upon  this  fact  and  claimed  that  Cole 
Younger  was  a  strictly  truthful  man 
and  that  the  truth  shone  forth  from 
his  eyes.  The  contrary  affidavits  stamp- 
ing him  as  a  liar  and  a  murderer  must 
have  removed  any  inclination  which 
the  board  may  have  felt  to  extend  any 
further  clemency   to   him. 

The  unanimous  and  prompt  decision 
of  the  board  not  to  grant  the  pardon  will 
probably  put  an  end,  ff)r  a  few  years  at 
least,  to  the  attempt  of  the  Youngers' 
friends  to  secure  their  release  from 
custody. 


TIIK  TR.\NSMIS.SII»|'I  CONGKK88. 

Delegates  from  all  the  states  west  of 
the  Mississippi  river  are  in  attendance 
at  the  congress  which  convened  today 
at  Salt  Lake  City.  Th->  purposes  of 
the  gathering  are  to  "secure  such  na- 
tional legislation  as  Is  calculated  to 
promote  the  business  Interests  and  de- 
velop the  resources  of  the  states  and 
territories  west  of  the  Mississippi  river; 
to  increase  reciprocal  trade  among 
them;  to  discuss  such  questions  as  are 
naturally  suggested  by  its  objects  and 
to  cultivate  acquaintance,  fraternal 
feeling  and  hearty  co-operation  among 
the  various  commercial  bodies  repre- 
sented." 

The  criticism   has  been     made     that 
this  is  a  scetional  instead  of  a  national 
gathering,    and    that    meetings    for   the 
promotion  of  American   trade  and  in- 
dustry  should    not   be   limited    to   any 
one  section.

While  ad- 
mitting that  there  is  some  warrant  for 
this  view,  the  Omaha  Bee  says  that  as 
a  matter  of  fact  it   is  not   the  real  in- 
tent of  the   trans-Mississippi   congress 
to   make  any   such   distinction.    If   Its 
dellberation.««  are  to  have  any  result  of 
value,  it  must  recognize  the  fact  that 
the  commercial   Interests  of  the  West 
and  the  East  are  practically  Identical, 
and  that     there  is  a  mutual     busln€>ss 
relation  between  the  two  sections  upon 
the  maintenance  of     which   the     pros- 
perity of  each  depends.      Every     man 
who  considers  the  matter  in  a  practical 
way,  free  from  sectional  or  other  pre- 
judice,  must  see  this   to  be  so.    There 
is   no   legitimate  warfare   between   the 
.sections  of  the  Union,  and  there  should 
be  no  disposition  to  cultivate  sectional 
antagonism.      Nor     is  It  at  all     likely 
that  this  congress  will  have  any  such 
result.

AN  KXCKLLKNT  SHOWINfJ. 

Highly  gratifying  In  Its  exposition  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  city  is 
the  annual  report  which  has  been  filed 
in  the  city  clerk's  office  by  Comptrol- 
ler Lovett.  The  report  which  covers  the 
fiscal  year  ending  Feb.  15  last,  was  de- 
layed by  the  omission  of  the  former 
comptroller  to  bring  up  the  books  to 
the  end  of  his  term  before  leaving  of- 
fice. However,  -  the  good  showing 
which  it  makes  more  than  compensates 
for  the  delay,  and  the  citizens  have 
goiKl  reason  to  feel  satisfied  with  the 
reductions  which  have  been  made  dur- 
ing the  year  In  the  city's  indebted- 
ness. 

The  only  Increase. in  the  bonded  debt 
was  the  issue  of  $600,000  of  water  and 
light  bonds  to  construct  the  new  water 
plant,  and  a  valuable  asset  is  being 
created  by  the  expenditure  of  this 
money  the  debt  cannot  be  regarded  as 
an  additional  burden.  The  most  pleas- 
ing feature  is  the  reduction  made  in  the 
outstanding  orders  and  Improvement 
certificates.  r>urlng  the  year  the  im- 
provement certificates  were  reduced  to 
the  extent  of  $282,156.72,  while  the  city 
©rders  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the 
year'  were  $100,708.46  less  than  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  These  figures 
show  a  total  of  $382,865.18.  In  other 
words,  the  city's  indebtedness  was  re- 
duced by  that  amount  during  the 
twelve  months.  The  sum  of  $278,385.08 
was  paid  into  the  permanent  improve- 
ment fund  on  assessments.  The  total 
assessment  unpaid  were  $1,172,471;  de- 
ducting $763,606.59,  the  amount  of  the 
outstanding  certificates,  there  is  shown 
a  surplus  of  $408,864.14.  after  retiring 
these  obligations.  These  assessments 
are  first  liens  on  the  property  and  con- 
sequently their  payment  Is  assured. 
Most  of  the  city  departments  was  run 
at  less  expense  than  during  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  economies  were  effect- 
ed all  along  the  line.  The  high  credit 
of  the  city  with  Investors  Is  properly 
referred  to  by  the  comptroller,  who 
cites  the  refunding  during  the  year  of 
6  per  cent  bonds  amounting  to  $250,000 
into  30-year  4>/s  per  cents,  effecting  a 
reduction  of  IV^   per  cent  in   Interest. 

These  facts  should  effectually  silence 
the  unfounded  talk  which  some  peo- 
ple have  been  in  the  habit  of  Indulg- 
ing in  regarding  the  city's  credit  and 
financial  standing.  There  is  no  rea- 
son to  worry  about  the  city's  finances. 
The  steady  reduction  in  the  munici- 
pal indebtedness  is  proof  that  the  bur- 
dens Incurred  during  a  period  of  rapid 
growth,  when  many  public  improve- 
ments were  necessary,  will  soon  be 
overcome.

Buffalo  Express:  Those  letters  of  Napo- 
leon Just  published  In  Paris  throw  Inter- 
esting light  upon  the  great  emperor.  "In 
time  of  war."  he  writes  Indignantly  to  his 
brother  Jerome,  "you  must  be  a  soldier, 
and  nothing  but  a  soldier.  You  must  have 
no  minister,  no  diplomatic  corps,  no  stale. 
You  must  camp  with  the  vanpuard,  be 
day  and  night  on  horseback  and  march 
in  the  van  to  pick  up  news — or  remain 
in  one's  harem.  You  make  war  like  a 
satrap.  Is  It  from  me,  good  God.  that  vou 
learn  that?  1.  who  with  an  army  of  aiO,(lOU 
men,  keep  at  the  head  of  my  skirmish- 
ers?" This  was  written,  apparently, 
about  1809,  when  Napoleon's  powers  were 
still  almost  at  their  height.  It  Is  agreed 
by  historians  that  he  later  relaxed  his 
marvelous  vigilance  and  activity,  and 
that  the  Waterloo  disaster  was  due  In  a 
measure  to  delays  on  his  part,  caused  by 
sle«'plnes8  and  disease.

Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  July  14.— Accident 


when  a  rnan  Is  ]  *'  self-poisoning  by  an  overdose  of 
morphine,  taken  to  relieve  pain,  was 
the  verdict  of  the  coroner's  Jury  as  to 

the    cause    of    death    of    Nicholas    C. 

Creode,  the  mining  king,  who  was 
found  dead  in  the  garden  of  his  resi- 
dence on  Pearl  street.  During  the  in- 
quest very  little  reference  is  made  to 
his  wife,  from  whom  he  separated  six 
months  ago,  and  whose  return  was  con- 
jectured to  l>e  one  of  the  causes  of  the 
depressfon  which  is  said  to  have  been 
obS"»rved   in  Creede  of  late. 

All  questions  asked  at  the  inquest 
were  evidently  intended  to  bring  out 
the  contention  made  by  the  friends  of 
the  deceased  that  it  was  entirely  acci- 
dental that  he  took  an  overdose  of  mor- 
phine. The  testimony  went  to  show 
that  Creede  had  occasionally  used  mor- 
phine to  allay  neuralgia  pains,  and 
that  It  was  entirely  possible  that  he  had 
accidentally  taken  too  much.  After  a 
short  delil>eratlon  the  Jury  returned  a 
verdict  to  that  effect. 

Creede's  lawyers  are  unaljle  to  say 
whether  or  not  he  left  a  will  and  out  of 
respect  for  him  liis  papers  have  not  yet 
been  examined.  The  body  will  be 
placed  in  a  vault  tomorrow  and  will 
probably  be  sent  East  later.

PINE  "PLUGGERS." 
The  practice  of  plugging  defective 
knots  In  pines  Is  "old  as  the  hills." 
There  is  not  a  river  county  but  has  its 
expert  "pluggers,"  who  pride  them- 
selves on  ijelng  able  to  "fix  up"  an  old 
sickly  knot,  or  in  boring  the  old  one 
out  and  inserting  a  new  one  in  such 
artistic  manner  as  to  defy  the  detec- 
tion of  the  most  experienced  inspector, 
says  the  Savannah  News.  Y'ears  ago, 
before  most  of  the  largest  pines  were 
cut  down,  special  orders  for  mose 
pieces  were  frequently  received.  Good 
prices  were  paid  for  these,  but  the  ex- 
istence of  a  hollow  or  rotten  knot  made 
the  piece  worthies  for  the  purpose  in- 
tended. It  was  here  that  the  exnert 
was  called  upon,  and  so  well  did  he  do 
his  work  in  many  cases  that  neither  the 
irispector  nor  the  reinsjiertor  dls^'overed 
hl§  skillful  manipulation.  The  ship- 
builder even  could  only  discover  the 
fraud  after  having  commenced  the 
rounding-off  process  for  the  purpose 
of  placing  the  spar  in  position.  The 
rather  disreputable  art  of  "plugging" 
pine  is  now  dead  oi-  dying,  but  since 
the  demand  for  cypress  made  it  profit- 
able to  manufacture  this  wood,  the 
ingenious  cutter  has  set  in  to  "doctor" 
its  characteristic  defects,  in  many  in- 
stances so  boldly  as  to  bring  down  upon 
him  the  wrath  of  the  buyer.  The  de- 
fects In  cypress  appear  mostly  at  the 
ends.  The  ton  or  the  butt  .Is  usually 
honeycombed,  a  defect  resulting  in  the 
formation  of  large  hollows,  and  cypress 
logs  floating  very  deep  in  the  water, 
the  inspector's  only  chance  to  discover 
them  is  to  examine  the  circular  surface 
with  the  tip  of  his  dip-rod. 

The  practice  of  doctoring  these  sur- 
faces by  means  of  plugs  have  recently 
become  very  popular.  Fortunately, 
however,  when  a  log  is  headed  up  into 
the  mill  to  be  sawed  the  fraud  is  de- 
tected, the  log  is  identified  as  having 
been  sent  down   by  a  certain  cutter,  a

Capt.  Wheeler  vio- 
lated rule  2  by  not  blowing  his  whistle 
when  he  saw  the  Dudley's  lights  and 
rule  4  In  not  blowing  when  nearlng  the 
bend  at  Peyton,  Kimball  &  Barber's 
mill.  Capt.  Hall,  it  is  found,  erred  In 
not  blowing  the  whistles  required  In 
the  vicinity  of  wharves. 

Widening  the  Track. 

It  is  thought  certain  that  Duluth 
street  cars  will  run  on  Tower  avenue, 
Superior,  as  far  as  the  West  Superior 
hotel  some  time  In  the  not  far  distant 
future,  although  exactly  when  has  not 
been  announced.  A  track  of  the  guage 
required  for  Duluth  cars  is  now  being 
laid  on  Main  street.  Connor's  Point. 

At  present  transfers  are  to  l)o  had  en 
the  Superior  side  only  during  the  hours 
In  the  morning  and  evening  when  hi- 
boringmen  are  going  to  and  from  work.

DANGER  IS  OVER. 


Younger  Brothers  Will  Have 

to  Stay  In  Jail — Tuboli's 

Sentence  Decreased. 

St.  Paul,  July  14.— After  an  extended 
hearing  on  the  petition  for  the  pardon 
Qf  Cole  and  Jim  Younger,  the  surviv- 
ing members  of  the  Missouri  outlaw 
band  that  attempted  to  raid  a  bank  at 
Northfleld  In  1876,  the  state  board  of 
pardons,  consisting  of  the  governor, 
attorney  general  and  ehief  justice,  late 
yesterday  afternoon  refused  to  grant 
the  requested  relief  by  unanimous  vote, 
declaring  their  belief  that  the  Youngers 
should  complete  their  term  of  imprison- 
ment for  life. 

Bob  Younger,  the  youngest  of  the 
brothers,  died  In  the  penitentiary  at 
Stillwater  a  few  years  ago,  but  pre- 
viously to  that  time  several  attempts 
had  been  made  to  secure  pardon  for  the 
boys.  Governor  Plllsbury  refused  to 
pardon  them  sixteen  years  ago,  and 
eight  years  ago  Governor  Merriam  fol- 
lowed the  same  example,  both  declar- 
ing that  they  believed  the  ends  of  jus- 
tice would  lie  better  served  by  keeping 
the  Youngers   in   confinement. 

The  present  attempt  to  secure  the 
pardon  of  Cole  and  Jim  has  been  not- 
able for  the  amount  of  pressure  that 
has  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  board. 
Friends  of  the  Youngers  were  present 
With  long  petitions,  signed  by  the  sen- 
ators and  congressmen  from  Missouri 
and  by  many  leading  citizens  of  that 
state.  Long  arguments  were  made  in 
support  of  the  application,  a  petition 
from  Cole  Younger  was  read,  and 
Warden  Wolfer  of  the  jienitentlary  ap- 
peared In  person  and  asked  for  the 
pardon.  On  the  other  hand,  citizens 
of  Northfleld  and  of  that  section  of  the 
state  where  the  raid  occurred  were  out 
In  force  with  attorneys  and  some  of 
the  sufferers  In  the  famous  raid,  and 
presented  strong  arguments  against  the 
pardon. 

The  presentation  of  the  case  occupied 
all  yesterday  afternoon  and  this  morn- 
ing, and  the  decision  was  anounced  late 
this  afternoon.  Cnder  the  law  a  pardmi 
cannot  be  granted  unless  the  board  is 
unanimously  in  Its  favor,  so  that  one 
negative  vote  is  sufficient  to  refuse  a 
pardon.  In  the  case  of  the  Youngers. 
however,  the  members  were  unitedly 
opposed  to  a  pardon. 

Altogether  the  board  had  forty  case? 
presented  at  this  time  for  action.  The 
request  for  commutation  to  life  sent- 
ence of  Lewis  Kelllhan,  the  Iowa  boy 
that  with  hi.^i  brother  attempted  the 
famous  Sherburne  bank  robbery  last 
year,  and  had  been  sentenced  to  hang 
next  month,  was  granted.

LAND  GRABBING  SCHEME. 


The  St.    Louis  River  Begin- 
ning to  Subside  at 
Cloquet. 

Preparations  at  West  Duluth  to 
catch  the  logs  expected  to  come  down 
the  St.  Louis  river  have  been  suspend- 
ed as  advices  from  Cloquet  today  are 
that  they  hope  to  be  able  to  hold  all 
the  logs  there,  the  water  having  begun 
to  fall,  belns  at  present  nearly  four 
Inches  below  yesterda.v's  stage.  The 
only  plants  running  at  Cloquet  are  the 
Johnson-Wentworth  sawmill  and  the 
Shaw  planing  mill.  S.  R.  Wentworth 
came  down  from  Cloqin  t  last  night  and 
he  said  that  as  l*mg  itn  the  jam  piers 
stood  that  the  stage  >'f  water  did  not 
cut  much  figure,  but  that  If  the  piers 
gave  away  then  nothing  could  stop 
the  logs.  It  is  believed,  however,  that 
unless  more  heavy  rains  occur  that 
the  danger  of  a   breakaway   is   past. 

The  water  at  Ckxiuet  is  now  two  feet 
higher  than  the  high  water  mark  of 
1888,  the  year  when  the  logs  broke 
away  and  camo  down  the  dalles  to 
Rice's  Point.  At  that  time  they  were 
caught  by  a  big  force  of  men,  tugs  and 
boomsti<-ks,  under  the  direction  of 
Alexander  Eraser  and  corralled  suc- 
cessfully in  St.  Louis  l>ay.  In  order  to 
provide  work  for  the  men  at  Cloquet 
for  that  summer  the  lumber  companies 
set  to  work,  i)rocur»»d  -.'tXt  or  300  logging 
cars  and  hauled  the  greater  part  back 
to  the  mills  at  Cloquet.

Detroit.  Mich..  July  14.— Combina- 
tions on  league  officers  and  the  loca- 
tion of  the  next  convention  was  the 
topic  of  active  discuslon  among  the  del- 
esates  to  the  convention  of  the  Na- 
tional Leagrue  of  Republican  clubs 
prior  to  the  calling  to  order  of  today's 
s*'ssi()n.  All  kinds  of  planing  and  log- 
rolling  had  been  going  on  in  hotel  cor- 
ridor.s,  and  candidates  had  conferences 
lar  into  the  night.  In  order  for  each  to 
feci  the  other's  streogth  it  was  neces- 
sary that  the  candidates  for  ofOcers 
should  combine  with  those  who  wire 
after  the  next  convention. 

Secretary  Dowling  appeared  to  be  in 
line  for  re-election  in  case  of  victory 
of  either  of  the  leading  slates.  The 
three  li-ading  lombinations  were  aliout 
as  follows:  L.  J.  Crawford,  of  Ken- 
tucky, for  president;  Dowling  for  secre- 
tary. Omaha  for  next  convention.  Fred 
AV.  Fleitz,  of  I'ennsylvanla.  for  presi- 
dent. Dowling  for  secretary,  and  Chi- 
cago for  next  convention;  A.  .M.  Hig- 
pins,  of  Indiana,  for  president,  Dowling 
for  secretary,  Kansas  City  for  the  con- 
Vi'ntion. 

The  convention  was  very  late  In  as- 
sembling and  the  delegates  were 
anxious  to  go  on  the  lake  excursion  at 
•jr.'A).  which  made  prospects  for  holding 
the  session  today  quite  slim.  While 
the  convention  was  assembling  the  del- 
egates gave  vent  to  enthusiasm  over 
the  entrance  of  forty  members  of  the 
Young  Mens  McKinley  club  of  Day- 
ton. Ohio,  who  had  come  to  visit  the 
convention.  The  boys  made  a  smart 
appearance  in  their  white  caps  and 
trousers  and  blue  coats.  They  were 
given  seats  of  honor  on  the  rear  of  the 
platform.  Several  of  the  states  were 
slow  In  submitting  their  lists  of  mem- 
)iers  of  committees,  and  the  process  of 
Retting  them  all  together  caused  a 
tediouL^  wait. 

At  10:45  Chairman  Woodnuinsee 
called  on  the  convention  to  come  to 
€>ider  and  cease  caucusing.  The  com- 
mittee on  credentials  was  not  ready, 
so  the  committee  on  rules  made  its  re- 
port on  order  of  business  and  rules  of 
business.  The  rules  of  the  Fifty-third 
congress  were  recommended  to  govern 
the  convention  and  the  delegates  were 
each  to  cast  the  full  vote.  The  report 
Avas  adopted. 

The  i'ommittee  on  credentials  report- 
ed that  the  question  of  seats  had  l)een 
settled  amicably,  with  the  exception 
that  the  Louisiana  delegation  of  twen- 
ty-six. heade<l  l)y  H.  H.  Hlunt  (colored). 
V  as  recommended  to  be  seated,  and  the 
delegation  of  four,  headed  by  C.  C.  Wil- 
son,  be  ex<luded. 

Augustus  Straker  (colored),  of  De- 
troit, moved  to  amend  the  committee's 
report  by  seating  the  four  con- 
testants from  Liiuisiana  as  well  as 
the  twenty-six  wh<i  were  recommended 
to  be  seated  by  the  committee. 

Mr.  Hlunt.  of  Louisiana,  chairman  of 
the  big  delegation,  took  the  platfurm 
and  In  a  speech  Insisted  that  the  fmir 
contestants  had  no  rights  as  delegates. 
He  intimated  that  they  wt-re  out  only 
for  the  "loaves  and  llshes"  because  the 
Ttcpublicans  are  in  power.  He  moved 
to  table  Mr.   Straker's  amendment. 

Straker  defended  his  motion.  He 
■wanted  to  waive  technicalities  and  pay 
no  attention  to  the  local  quarrels  from 
Louisiana.  Other  colored  delegates  as- 
serted that  some  of  the  contestants 
were  free  silver  men.  There  was  a 
brief  stormy  scene,  in  which  several 
black  ami  white  men  tried  to  talk  at 
once;  then  Mr.  Blunt's  motion  to  table 
Mr.  Straker's  amendment  was  carried 
by  a  very  large  majority  and  the  report 
of  the  credentials  committee  was 
adopted. 

The  resolutions,  which  were  then  re- 
ported throug.i  the  chairman  of  the 
resolutions  committee.  Col.  Dundy,  of 
Ohio,  declared  unfaltering  allegiance 
"to  the  principles  and  policies  of  the 
party  of  protection,  sound  money,  reci- 
procity and  patriotism,  as  expressed 
in  the  St.  Louis  platform.  The  faith 
vhlch  prompted  the  nomination  and 
election  of  McKinley  and  a  Republican 
congress  has  been  justified,  and  we  con- 
gratulate the  country  upon  the  evi- 
dences of  returning  prosperity.  We 
pledge  anew  the  organized  effort  of 
league  men  throughout  the  I'niyn  for 
the  party  of  Abraham   Lincoln." 

The  platform  commends  (lie  presi- 
dent and  congress  for  sending  a  mone- 
tary commission  to  European  nations: 
for  inaugurating  measures  for  the  an- 
nexation of  Hawaii,  and  for  an  atti- 
tude on  the  Cuban  matter  that  has 
tended  to  lessen  Spanish  atrocities  in 
that  iPland.  They  urge  upon  congress 
th<-  earliest  possible  passage  «»f  a  dis- 
crimination duty  measure  to  protect 
American  shipping. 

Congress  is  commended  for  fostering 
the  beet  nugar  industry  by  legislation. 
The  question  of  equal  suffrage  to  wo- 
men is  recommended  to  members  of 
the  league  as  a  matter  of  education. 
President  Cleveland's  civil  service 
changes  are  vigorously  condemned,  and 
a  modification  of  the  rules  and  provi- 
sions of  that  law  are  favored,  in  the  in- 
terest of  {jood  servict!  and  to  correct 
the  injustice  alleged  to  have  been  thus 
perpetrated,  rtestriction  of  Immigra- 
tion Is  favored,  and  sympathy  expressed 
Avith  the  miners  and  other  laboring  men 
In  their  peaceful  struggles  for  living  I 
wages.  ] 

Several  negroes  tried  to  offer  a  resolu- 
tion against  lynching,  but  the  presi- 
dent ruled  it  out  of  order,  on  the  ground 
that  the  convention  had  previously  tlc- 
termlned  to  refer  all  resolutions  to  the 
committee  without  debate. 

C.  A.  Cotterlll.  colored,  of  Toledo, 
moved  that  the  committee  be  instructed 
to  report  an  anti-mob  law  resolution. 
The  president  announced  that  the  com- 
mittee, not  having  been  discharged, 
could  prepare  such  resolution.  Mean- 
vhile  the  next  order,  election  of  a  presi- 
dent of  the  league,  was  proceeded  with. 
Leonard  J.  Crawford,  of  Kentucky, 
^as  elected  president. 

The  committee  on  place  and  time  of 
Ihe  next  convention  has  selected  Oma- 
ha.      Adjourned   until   tomorrow.

Said  to  Have  Attacked  a   Settler's

Miles  City.  Mont..  July  14.— The  Chey- 
enne Indians  are  again  making  trouble 
for  the  white  people  near  the  reserva- 
tion. A  number  of  bucks  armed,  at- 
tacked the  home  of  Matt  Winter,  tir- 
ing .several  shots  inside  the  house.  Mm. 
Winter,  c-hildren  and  hired  man.  who 
were  in  the  house,  tied  by  the  rear  way 
and  escaped  without  injury.  It  will 
be  jemembered  that  Matt  Winter  was 
one  of  the  deputy  sheriffs  who  accom- 
panied Sherirr  c;ibl)s  to  help  arrest  Lit- 
tle Whirlwind  not  long  ago  and  it  was 
the  general  opinion  at  that  time  that 
Matt  Winter  would  die  soon  at  the 
hands  of  the  Cheyennes. 

The  authorities  have  again  asked 
Senator  Carter  to  bring  the  matter  be- 
fore Secretary  Bliss,  and  see  if  some 
permanent  relief  from  these  red  sava- 
ges cannot  be  obtained.  County  Attor- 
ney Porter  is  now  at  the  reservation. 
More  com)>laints  will  be  made,  and 
more  Indians  arrested  and  it  is  hope«l 
that  the  military  authorities  will  in- 
struct the  agent  to  co-operate  with  the 
sheriff  this  time  and  avoid   all    trouble.

KENTUCKY  COLD  DEMOCRATS. 


Have  a  Spirited  State  Convention  at 
Louisville. 

Louisvile.  July  H.— For  Kentucky,  a 
state  which  has  taken  so  nun  h  pride 
in  the  steadfastness  of  her  Democracy, 
fin  almost  novel  convention  is  being 
held  here  today  in  Louisville  under  the 
nam"  of  'the  National  Democratic 
<  onvention."  While  the  selection  of  a 
candidate  for  the  state  court  of  ap- 
peals is  ihe  ostensible  purpose.  It  does 
not  give  a  true  insight  into  the  motive 
of  such  a  representative  gathering.  Be- 
hind It  all  Is  what  the  leaders  of  the 
movement  pronounce  a  principle  of 
Democracy  and  this  goes  back  to  the 
Chicago  convention  and  platform 
which  evolved  W.  J.  Bryan  ps  a  nomi- 
nee for  president  of  the  United  States 
and  brought  about  a  conflict  which  dl- 
vidrd  Kentucky  Democracy.  In  fact, 
gold  or  silver  was  the  fight  in  this 
state  and  that  question  Is  the  one 
which  underlies  the  contest  here  to- 
day. 

It  is  probable  that  over  700  delegates 
will  be  in  attendance  by  2  o'clock  this 
afternoon  as  slxty-ti\;<'  counties  out  of 
110  ha\'e  reported  that  they  will  hav; 
representation  and  fnmi  eight  to  ten 
delegates  may  be  expected  from  each 
county.  Opij.inents  nf  this  convention, 
of  c  jurse.  have  much  to  say  in  deriding 
it.  but  the  names  of  such  men  as  Car- 
lisle. Lindsay,  Breckinridge,  Waiter- 
son  and  th»>  wdl-known  leaders  of 
Democracy  in  this  state  hear  great 
weight,  in  face  of  the  charge  that  their 
numerical  strength  does  not  faithfully 
represent  th<^  feeling  and  votliig 
strength  of  the  state  Democ-racy. 

It  now  appears  that  th"  Republicans 
have  given  up  any  Idea  of  making  a 
formal  ovrture  for  fusion,  having  in 
vain  demanded  that  the  nominee  of 
the  Democrats  should  have  his  name 
placed  under  the  emblem  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  to  secure  that  party's  sup- 
port. 


Chicago.  July  14.— J.  W.  Ellsworth, 
president  of  the  Union  National  bank, 
and  who  has  large  coal  interests,  par- 
ticularly in  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania, 
said  today  that  he  did  not  think  the 
strike  would  be  settled  within  a  month, 
perhaps  not  for  six  week.s. 

"The  New  York  and  Cleveland  (las 
ConI  company."  he  said.  "Is  practically 
responsible  for  the  mining  troubles  for 
the  past  three  or  four  years.  Its  inter- 
ests i.><  small  comparatively,  but  large 
enough  to  unsettle  the  price  of  wages 
and  the  cost  of  coal  in  competitive 
markets.  It  is  responsible  for  the  pres- 
ent strike.  The  scale  price  as  agreed 
upo:i  was  80  cents  in  the  Pittsburg  dls- 
tric-t.  The  New  York  and  Cleveland 
«}as  Coal  company  agreed  to  be  bound 
by  that.  The  operators  went  so  far  us 
to  accede  to  the  demand  of  that  cotn- 
pany  In  1X95  that  comfiany  stores  l>e 
abolished.  Some  time  after  work  was 
lesumed  the  New  York  and  Cleveland 
iJas  Coal  company  a.sserted  ihat  the 
full  97  per  c-ent  which  had  c^ompany 
stores  had  not  given  them  up  and  that, 
as  this  was  a  condition  upon  which  It 
was  paying  the  scale,  it  would  not  In? 
bound  by  the  present  rate.  It  com- 
pelled its  men  to  close  a  new  contract 
at  'A  cents. 

The  miners  and  operators  have  la- 
Uired  under  this  condition  long  en()Ugh. 
The  dictation  of  this  conipany  must 
cease  or  It  should  take  its  coal  to  n<m- 
competlng  points.  The  company  mines 
Just  coal  enougli  to  fix  the  price.  The 
present  situation  will  probably  last 
thirty  (Uiys  Icmgcr,  perhaps  six  weeks. 
It  may  i)e  fixed  up  as  in  lSf»4.  after  the 
miners  aic  staived  out  and  the  oper- 
ators have  sustained  as  heavy  losses 
as  tliey  can  bear,  by  ignoring  the  New 
York  and  Cleveland  (Jas  t^oal  company, 
all  the  other  operators  agreeing  upon 
a  scale  of  wages  and  to  maintain  the 
price. 

Work  will  be  resumed  and  a  few 
months  later  we  shall  have  the  same 
conditions,  the  New  York  and  Cleve- 
land Ctas  Coal  company  will  be  paying 
a  less  rate  and  the  other  operatoi-s  will 
be  gradually  forced  down  and  then  will 
follow  stoppage'  of  work.  The  New 
York  and  Cleveland  (Jas  Coal  company 
has  an  advantage  of  fi  c>ents  in  the 
price  of  mining,  and  that  is  sufficient, 
particularly  at  this  time,  when  compe- 
tition Is  so  keen,  business  is  partially 
paralyzed  and  every  cent  cm  a  tcm  is 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  consumer."

I  iv.eived  several 
letters  in  my  morning  mall  offering  us 
coal  at  reduced  prices  They  seem  to 
indicate  that  there  is  i  i.-nty  of  coal  on 
hand,  while  the  output  •,(  the  mines  in 
operation  is  sufficient  t  ■  supply  the  de- 
mand. The  Wheeling  A-  Lake  Erie  road 
has  forty  days'  supply 

"What  significance  dn  you  attach  to 
the  dispatches  announ<  iiig  the  closing 
down  of  shops  at  Akion.  Canton  and 
other  places  because  ot  lack  of  fuel?" 
"I  take  it  that  when  there  is  not 
much  to  do  it  is  economy  not  to  run 
your  works  full  blast.  Take  the 
Wheeling  &  Lake  Erie  road.  There  is 
not  a  great  deal  of  fright  to  handle, 
and  we  have  less  trains  running.  It  is 
undoubtedly  true  that  the  price  of  coal 
Is  higher  now  by  reason  of  this  strike. 
Probably  a  gocnl  many  shops,  which 
have  been  running  short  handed  be- 
cause of  slack  trade,  v  ill  take  advant- 
age of  this  opportunity  to  close  down 
entirely  for  a   while." 

The  repctrts  that  the  Monogahela 
miners  at  Flemington.  \V.  Va.,  have 
struck  Is  untrue,  though  they  will  be 
the  easiest  in  the  state  to  Influence. 
Some  coal  Is  going  from  West  Virginia 
cm  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  and  Cleve- 
land. Lorain  &  Wheehiig.  but  the 
Wheeling  &  Lake  Kri>-  refuses  such 
freight.  Nothing  is  being  done 
throughout  Eastern  Ohio.  Organizers 
in  West  Virginia  are  preparing  for 
their  big  fight  in   that  slate.

July  14.— The  fear  of 
a  coal  shortage  which  caused  an  ad- 
vance in  coal  prices  Monday  was  pre- 
mature, for  unless  the?  miners'  strike 
continues  for  many  months  a  famine 
Is  n<)t  lcx»ke  for.  There  Is  at  present 
an  abundance  of  coal  in  the  market, 
and  thousands  of  bushels  seem  tcj  \h^ 
available.  Operators  are  In  dally  re- 
ceipt of  letters  frc»m  the  mines  east  and 
mirtheast  of  Pittsburg  offering  them 
large'  ((uantitic^s  of  coal  at  from  75 
cents  to  $1.25  at  the  mines,  on  freight 
rater,  varying  from  :;,",  to  50  cents. 

While  the  vlsiblt>  supply  on  the  Mim- 
ongahela,  between  here  and  Browns- 
ville, does  not  exceed  7,(HH),(mm)  btisln-Is. 
the  operators  say  calls  can  be  made  on 
the  Clearfield  district,  where  coal  can 
be  obtained  without  difihulty  and  at 
ratc-s  as  reasonaltle  as  could  be  ex- 
pected. The  present  rates  of  coal  lun 
of  the  mine  are  $1.25<5^$1.50.  On  Mon- 
day sales  were  made  at  $1.80.

Attorney  Phelps. 


BOARD  WILL  DO  IT 


No  Law  to   Prevent   Making 

Realty  Assessments  In 

Even  Years. 


The  tjuestion  whether  the  county 
board  of  equalization  can  raise  real 
•  state  valuations  this  year  or  not  is 
an  interesting  one.  While  It  has  gener- 
aly  been  supposed  that  the  board  could 
not  raise  real  estate  valuations  in  an 
odd  numl)ered  year  a  <-areful  search 
of  the  statute  fails  to  reveal  any  good 
reason  why  It  cannot  be  done.  Acting 
County  Attorney  Phelps  says  that  It 
can.  and  the  board  of  equalization  will 
undoubtedly  attempt  it  at  its  coming 
meeting. 

The  hoanl  meets  next  Monday  morn- 
ing at  9  ti'clock.  It  is  composed  of  the 
boaril  of  county  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  that  body,  and  the  county 
1  auditor.  At  the  meeting  which  begins 
'  next  week  the  board  will  touch  up  the 
i  valuati<ms  of  the  Iron  properties  to  the 
;  tune  of  about  $1S.01«).(XK).  If  this  action 
I  is  not  legal,  the  courts  will  have 
^  to  find  so.  but  there  seems  to  be  little 
I  doubt  that  the  board  has  the  necessary 
I  power  and  that  the  proceedings  will 
I  stand. 

I      This  has  never  been  done  before,   in 
:  this  county  at  least,  but  that  is  no  rea- 
I  son   why   it  cannot  be  done.   It   has  not 
been   done   because   there   has   been    no 
occasion   to  call   for  it.   as  there  seems 
to    l»e    at    present.        The    law    providef 
that    real    estate    shall    be    assessed    in 
the  even  numbered  years  and  personal 
property    every    year.        The    assessors 
have  returned  their  values  In  the  <ven 
numbered  years,  the  board  has  passed 
upon  them  and  the  result  has  l)een  al- 
lowed to  rest  for  two  years,  simply  be- 
I  cause  there  was  no  occasion  to  change 
■  It. 

j  The  law  provides  for  an  annual  meet- 
i  ing  of  the  board  of  equalization,  after 
I  which,  in  defining  Its  duties.  It  says 
that  the  board  shall  raise  or  lower  real 
I>ro|)erty  to  its  true  value,  or  raise  and 
lower  ))ersonal  |>roperty  to  its  true 
value.  Simply  this  and  nothing  more. 
It  does  not  mention  odd  or  even  num- 
beretl  years  in  this  condition.  There- 
fore the  members  of  the  board  ligure. 
and  Acting  County  Attorney  I'helps  ag- 
j  lees  with  them,  that  they  are  empow- 
ered to  alter  the  valuations  every  year. 
i  providing  they  are  In  posst'sslon  ot 
I  facts  and  figures  to  warrant  them  In  so 
j  doing. 

I  That  the  facts  and  figures  are  at 
I  hand,  and  that  they  will  warrant  an 
increase  of  JIH.IMMI.OOO  In  the  valua- 
I  tions  of  the  Iron  properties  or  a  good 
I  deal  more  than  that.  Is  not  to  be 
doubted.  The  only  question  to  arise  Is 
whether  the  board's  action  Is  final,  and 
whether  it  i-an  change  valuations  after 
It  has  once  passed  upon  tht  m  and  equal- 
ized them.  The  <i)urts  will  have  a 
chance  to  pass  upon  this  <iuestion  and 
any  others  that  may  arise,  in  all  prob- 
ability, because  the  Iron  men  will  dis- 
pute the  levy  If  there  Is  any  chance 
for  It.  The  Increase  will  undoubtedly 
be  made,  however,  and  the  Issue  joined 
by  the  board  of  eciuallzation. 

There  Is  another  source  of  revenue 
from  the  mines  which  the  county  will 
take  a<l\antage  of  and  that  is  another 
part  of  the  plan  decided  upon  by  the 
board  for  the  extrication  of  the  county 
I  from  its  present   financial  tangle. 

I'nder  the  paternal  law  formed  when 
I  the  Iron  ranges  were  an  "Infant  indus- 
I  try"    and    needed    fostering,    by    which 
i  shipping  mines  paid  a  cent  a  ton  on  Its 
product   In   lieu   of  all   other  taxes,    the 
shipping  mines  wholly  escaped  taxation 
'  on    their    real    property.    The    attorney 
!  general   of  this  state  held   that   law   to 
be  imc onstltutlonal.  and  the  legislature 
repealed    It.    It    never   went    before    the 
supreme     court,     so     the   question     of 
constitutionality   was  never  legally  es- 
tablished.    Legal     opinions    almost    as 
good    as    the    supreme    court    have    de- 
<lded  that  It  was  unconstitutional,  and 
there    Is    little"  question    but    that    the 
court  will  hold  that  way.  The  question 
Is   now    before  Judge   Moer  In    the   tax 
cases  which  he  recently  took  upder  ;id- 
vlsement.     mvolving    the    Alleged    dis- 
crimination in  favor  of  the  Iron  mines 
and   against   other  classes  of   property. 
If    the    supreme    court    does    not    pass 
upon  it  in  that  ca«e.  It  will  In  the  cases 
whi^h  the  iri>n   mine  owners  will   bring 
after    the    board    of    equalization    gets 
through  with  them. 

If  the  law  Is  unconstitutional,  those 
companies  have  escaped  taxation  every 
year  since  It  went  Into  effect  and  since 
they  took  advantage  of  It. 

There  Is  a  provision  In  the  statutes 
to  the  effect  that  when  proi)erty  for 
any  reason  escaped  assessment  the 
county  auditor  may  place  It  on  the 
lists  for  the  years  In  which  It  paid  no 
taxes.  This  will  be  done  by  County 
Auditor  Halden.  and  It  will  mean  > 
large  contribution  from  the  iron  mines 
to  the  county  funds.

Council  Called  to  Meet  This 

Afternoon  to  Consider  the 

Fredrickson    Contract. 


NO  WORK  BEING  DONE 


Fredrickson  Submits  a  Com- 
munication Stating  What 
He  Will  Do. 


X  special  meeting  of  the  council  was 
called  for  this  afternoon  at  3  o'clock  by 
the-  mayor  to  attend  to  the  matter  of 
making  a  new  c-ontract  with  Contrac- 
tor Fredrickson  for  the  construction 
of  the  pump  house.  No  work  has  been 
done  in  the  pump  house  by  Mr.  Fred- 
eric kson  since  the  passage  of  the  res- 
olution of  July  2  requiring  him  to  ac- 
cept a  new  contract  or  discontinuance 
of  operations.  Nothing  was  done  last 
.Monday  night  as  the  discussion  over 
the  nmterial  for  the  low  level  reservoir 

monopolized  the  attention  of  the  coun- 
cil. 

Mr.  Fredrickson  clings  to  his  con- 
tract of  June  2,  1897.  He  says  he  is 
willing  to  enter  Into  any  supplemental 
agreement  confirming  that  contract,  for 
the  lump  sum  of  $22,162.50.  exclusive  of 
the  $1842  heretofore  paid  him.  This 
would  make  the  total  amount  of  the 
contract  $24,004.50.  The  changes  in  the 
16-inch  wall,  he  excepts  from  the  sup- 
plemental agreement,  however.  He 
claims  that  the  expert  committee 
stated  verbally  that  these  walls  shoulil 
be  torn  down.  The  communication 
that  he  proposed  and  submitted  to  the 
council  giving  his  pcjsition  in  the  mat- 
ter is.  In  full,  as  follows: 

"In  the  matter  of  the  resolution  of 
the  council  that  a  contract  be  made  as 
stated  in  the  resolution  of  July  2,  18;>7. 
1   beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

"First,  That  the  contract  heretofoie 
made  under  date  of  June  2.1S97.  with 
the  City  of  Duluth  through  its  board 
of  public  works  for  extras,  etc.,  does 
in  all  respects  conform  to  the  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  expert  committee 
adopted  l)y  the  council  May  .Jl.  1S'J7. 
except  in  the  matter  of  the  16-in(h 
walls,  which  the  expert  committee  ver- 
l)alyl  reported  should  stand  and  not  be 
lorn   down,    nor   replaced. 

Second,  That  I  am  willing  to  enter 
into  any  supplemental  agreement  con- 
firming my  said  ccmtract  under  date 
of  June  2.  1897,  based  upon  a  gross  price 
therefor,  after  deducting  tlie  sum  of 
$22, 162. .50,  excepting  from  said  supple- 
mental agreement  changes  made  in  the: 
said  16-inch  walls,  but  I  decline  to  re- 
lease or  discharge  the  city  from  any 
claims,  liabilities,  damages  or  demands 
which  I  have  against  the  city  growing 
out  of  the  said  pump  house  contract." 

It  was  hardly  thought  that  Mr.  Fred- 
rlckson's  assertion  that  the  expert 
committee  had  made  a  verbal  amend- 
ment of  Its  report  would  be  satisfac- 
tory to  some  of  the  aldermen  and  a 
lively   tilt    was   expected.
